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General  Information 


CANTON  being  the  center  of  a  strong  Norwegian 
Lutheran  community  and  otherwise  a  most  desira- 
ble place  for  a  church  school,  Augustana  College 
was  moved  to  this  place  in  the  fall  of  1884.  Canton  is  the 
county  seat  of  Lincoln  county,  and  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
fully located  cities  in  the  west.  It  is  snugly  situated  in  a 
bend  of  the  Big  Sioux  river  opposite  the  Iowa  bluffs.  It  is 
justly  noted  for  its  many  well-built  homes,  reflecting  an 
enterprising,  intelligent  and  temperate  community.  It  has 
no  saloons.  The  city  is  supplied  with  such  modern 
conveniences  as  local  and  long  distance  telephone  lines, 
electric  lights  and  waterworks  and  sewage  system.  It 
has  railroad  connection  north,  east,  south  and  west, 
being  located  at  the  junction  of  the  Iowa  &  Dakota 
division  of  the  C.  M.  &  St.  P.  R.  R.,  with  the  Sioux 
City  &  Dakota  division  of  the  same  railway.  Its  population 
of  about  2,500  is  composed  of  a  highly  moral  class  of  peo- 
ple, and  the  city  commends  itself  to  those  who  are  anxious 
that  their  sons  and  daughters  shall  be  surrounded  by  good 
moral  influences  when  attending  school  away  from  home. 
The  college  site  is  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  city  over- 
looking the  Sioux  Valley. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  new  college  building,  or  main  building,  a  cut  of 
which  appears  in  this  catalogue,  is  a  beautiful  structure, 
built  of  Sioux  Falls  granite.  It  is  104  feet  long  and  60 
wide,  containing  four  stories  with  basement.  The  building 
is  artificially  ventilated,  heated  by  steam,  and  lighted 
throughout  by  electricity.  It  is  provided  with  fire  escapes 
and  fire  extinguishers,  and  every  floor  is  supplied  with  water 
from  the  city  waterworks.    It  has  a  complete  sewage  system. 
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The  third  and  fourth  floors  of  this  building  are  used 
for  boys'  dormitory  purposes,  affording  accommodations 
for  fifty  boys. 

On  the  second  floor  are  located  the  commercial  rooms, 
the  chapel,  treasurer's  office  and  a  recitation  room. 

The  commercial  room,  occupying  the  north  half  of  this 
floor,  is  large  and  well  lighted.  This  room  is  fitted  up  with 
all  necessary  and  up-to-date  equipment  for  actual  business 
practice.  The  south  half  of  this  floor,  together  with  the 
south  half  of  the  third  floor,  form  the  college  chapel,  which, 
including  the  gallery,  has  a  seating  capacity  of  about  400. 
The  first  floor  contains  the  President's  office,  the  library 
and  reading  rooms,  the  faculty  room,  and  three  large  class 
rooms  seated  with  tablet  arm  chairs. 

In  the  basement  are  located  the  steam  heating  plant, 
janitor's  room,  a  large  well  lighted  chemical  and  physical 
laboratory,  and  the  gymnasium. 

The  dormitory,  located  a  short  distance  north  of  the 
main  building,  is  a  three-story  frame  building  with  a  sub- 
stantial stone  basement.  It  is  commodious  and  complete  in 
its  equipment,  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 
The  building  is  supplied  with  city  water  on  every  floor, 
and  is  provided  with  ample  sewer  connections.  Fire  extin- 
guishers are  distributed  throughout  the  building.  The  base- 
ment contains  two  large  dining  halls,  accommodating  about 
240,  kitchen,  laundry,  bath  rooms,  storage  rooms,  etc.  All 
the  three  stories  are  used  for  dormitory  purposes,  with  the 
exception  of  such  rooms  as  are  used  by  the  teachers  in 
charge,  and  reception  rooms.  The  rooms  are  light,  pleasant 
and  easily  ventilated.  In  this  building  there  are  accommo- 
dations for  about  80  girls.  A  competent  preceptress  has  spe- 
cial supervision  of  the  young  ladies  who  room  in  this  build- 
ing, thus  insuring  them  a  safe,  comfortable  and  pleasant 
home. 

Adjoining  this  building  are  the  hospital  quarters,  so 
built  as  to  have  no  inside  connection  with  the  dormitory. 
The  hospital  is  divided  into  four  wards,  having  no  inside 
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communication,  thus  affording  a  safe  protection  against  the 
spread  of  possible  contagious  disease. 

HISTORY  AND  AIM 

Augustana  College  was,  for  thirty  years  prior  to  1890, 
a  school  of  the  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod.  At  this  date  it 
came  under  the  management  of  the  United  Norwegian  Lu- 
theran Church  of  America,  formed  by  the  union  of  the  Au- 
gustana Synod,  the  Norwegian  Lutheran  Conference,  and 
the  Anti-Missourian  Brotherhood.  Prior  to  1869,  its  his- 
tory is  identical  with  the  Swedish  Augustana  College,  of 
Rock  Island,  111.  It  was  established  in  Chicago,  111.,  in 
1860,  moved  to  Paxton,  111.,  in  1863,  separated  from  the 
Swedish  College  and  moved  to  Marshall,  Wis.,  in  1869,  to 
Beloit,  Iowa,  in  1881,  and  to  Canton,  S.  D.,  in  1884. 

Augustana  College  believes  only  in  a  thoroughly  Chris- 
tian education,  and  as  a  school  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  its 
aim  is  to  be  of  the  greatest  possible  service  to  our  many 
young  men  and  women  who  are  eagerly  seeking  an  education 
preparatory  for  some  vocation  in  life  or  for  further  study 
at  some  higher  institution  of  learning. 

MANAGEMENT 

While  the  United  Church  owns  the  school  and  con- 
tributes to  its  financial  support,  the  entire  management  is 
left  with  the  Augustana  College  Association. 

This  association  was  formed  in  1895  for  the  purpose  of 
enhancing  the  interest  of  the  school  and  placing  its  immed- 
iate management  in  the  hands  of  its  patrons.  All  interested 
congregations  send  delegates  to  the  annual  convention  us- 
ually held  in  the  month  of  March. 

ADMISSION 

No  examination  is  required  of  students  entering  the  Pre- 
paratory Course. 

Students  wishing  to  enter  the  first  year  of  the  Academic 
or  Normal  Courses  must  have  completed  the  common 
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branches  contained  in  the  Preparatory  Course  or  the  eighth 
grade  of  the  public  schools. 

Students  wishing  to  enter  advanced  classes  in  any  course 
are  required  to  pass  examinations  in  all  branches  preced- 
ing, or  present  testimonials  from  accredited  schools  show- 
ing the  number  of  weeks  devoted  to  each  branch  of  study, 
the  number  of  recitations  per  week,  and  their  final  stand- 
ing. A  list  of  studies  pursued  with  certain  standings  at- 
tached without  further  information  can  not  be  accepted. 

A  student  may  pursue  one  or  more  selected  studies  when 
it  is  to  his  interest  to  do  so. 

Testimonials  of  good  moral  character  should  be  pre- 
sented by  all  new  students. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Students  are  received  as  ladies  and  gentlemen,  and  as 
such  are  trusted  to  conduct  themselves  in  truthfulness  and 
uprightness,  in  kindness  and  respect,  in  diligence  and  so- 
briety, in  obedience  to  law  and  maintenance  of  order,  and 
such  regard  for  Christian  institutions  as  become  members  of 
a  Christian  college. 

It  is  an  implied  contract  that  all  who  enter  the  College 
agree  to  fulfill  in  all  respects  this  trust,  and  no  student  will 
be  retained  in  this  institution  who  persistently  disregards 
the  rules  or  neglects  his  duties. 

Only  such  rules  are  imposed  as  experience  teaches  are 
necessary  to  secure  unity  and  regularity  in  school  work,  pre- 
vent improper  conduct,  and  maintain  the  proper  dignity  of 
a  Christian  institution. 

Students  are  forbidden  to  use  intoxicating  liquors;  to 
attend  dancing  parties  or  theaters;  to  play  cards;  gamble; 
use  profane  language;  to  use  tobacco  on  the  college  prem- 
ises, on  the  streets,  or  in  public  places;  and  to  deface  school 
buildings  or  furniture. 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term,  and  a 
correct  statement  of  the  deportment,  work  and  advance- 
ment of  each  student  is  kept  and  placed  on  the  college  rec- 
ord.   The  following  rules  govern  conditions  and  failures: 
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1.  A  standing  ranging  from  60  to  74,  both  numbers  in- 
cluded, is  a  condition. 

2.  A  condition  for  a  term's  work  not  final,  in  any  sub- 
ject, may  be  removed  by  examination  at  the  convenience  of 
the  teacher  during  the  term  following  that  during  which  the 
work  was  offered  in  class,  and  the  student  may  be  permitted 
to  continue  with  the  class. 

3.  A  condition,  where  the  standing  should  be  final,  may 
be  removed  by  examination  at  the  convenience  of  the  teach- 
er before  the  subject  is  offered  again  in  class. 

4.  If  the  condition  is  not  removed  by  the  time  the  sub- 
ject is  offered  again  in  class  it  becomes  a  failure,  subject  to 
the  rules  governing  a  failure. 

5.  A  standing  below  60  is  a  failure. 

6.  A  failure  must  be  made  up  at  the  first  opportunity 
by  taking  the  subject  in  class. 

7.  Failures  and  conditions  in  the  graduating  class  must 
be  removed  before  the  end  of  the  winter  term,  unless  the 
subject  is  offered  in  the  spring  term. 

8.  Failures  incurred  during  the  graduating  year  may 
be  made  up  without  taking  the  subject  again  in  class. 

DEVOTIONAL  EXERCISES 

On  school  days  all  students  are  expected  to  be  present 
at  morning  devotional  exercises  held  in  the  college  chapel; 
on  other  mornings  and  for  evening  devotions,  those  who 
room  in  the  college  buildings  or  immediate  vicinity. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  services  regu- 
larly in  the  church  of  their  confession. 

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS,  ETC. 

Several  literary  societies  in  English  and  Norwegian, 
training  their  members  in  parliamentary  law,  debate,  read- 
ing, recitations,  etc.,  hold  regular  meetings  throughout  the 
year. 

The  Young  People's  Luther  League  meets  bi-weekly,  to- 
gether with  the  local  league  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and 
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the  College  Sunday  School  and  Mission  Society  meet  alter- 
nately Sunday  mornings  at  9  :30  a.  m.,  in  the  College  chapel. 

The  Students'  Union  and  Sunday  School  contribute 
about  $125  towards  the  support  of  missions  annually. 

A  local  organization  of  the  Interstate  Prohibition 
League  holds  regular  meetings  for  the  study  of  the  various 
phases  of  the  liquor  problem. 

School  Paper — The  publication  of  "The  Augustana," 
the  school  paper,  was  begun  in  January,  1908.  This  paper 
is  published  by  the  alumni  and  students  of  the  school  and 
seeks  to  develop  a  healthy  school  spirit,  to  be  a  true  expon- 
ent of  school  life,  and  to  be  an  interesting  medium  of  com- 
munication between  the  school  and  its  friends.  "The  Augus- 
tana" is  published  monthly  during  the  school  year  and  the 
subscription  price  is  75  cents  per  year. 

Band — The  College  Band  consists  of  about  twenty 
pieces.  Places  are  open  to  students  who  may  have  in- 
struments. Any  student  who  plays  an  instrument  should 
bring  it  with  him,  and  become  a  member  of  the  Band. 

Orchestra — A  small  beginning  has  been  made  in  the 
organization  of  a  College  Orchestra.  Players  of  string  in- 
struments, especially,  are  needed  here.  This  organization 
will  furnish  an  excellent  opportunity  for  those  who  play 
orchestra  instruments. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  two  scholarships,  consisting  of  free  tuition  for  one 
year,  at  St.  Olaf  College  for  highest  rank  in  gradu- 
ating class,  were  awarded  Laura  Alness  and  Hanna 
Grasmo. 

THINGS  TO  TAKE  ALONG 

A  Bible,  hymn  book,  and  such  other  books  as  the  stu- 
dent may  have  that  are  in  use  here.  Roomers  in  the  build- 
ing will  bring  three  sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillowcases,  two 
quilts,  three  towels  and  two  tablenapkins.  The  school  sup- 
plies everything  else  needed  to  furnish  the  rooms.  The 
school  also  carries  a  full  line  of  text  books.

A  deposit  of  $2  as  pledge  money  against  negligence  in 
the  care  of  rooms  and  school  property  is  required  from  all 
those  who  occupy  rooms  in  the  dormitory.  This  money  is 
refunded  where  no  charges  have  been  made  for  negligence 
or  damage. 

A  fee  of  $2  per  term  or  $5  for  the  school  year  will  be 
charged  all  students  not  rooming  in  the  College  dormitories, 
for  heat  and  incidentals  connected  with  study  rooms,  etc.

Students  in  the  one-year  business  courses  pay  tuition  fees  only. 
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Commercial  students  taking  Typewriting  extra  will  pay  at  the  rate 
of  $2.00  per  month  or  $15.00  for  the  entire  year. 

Board  and  Electric  Light. 

The  items  of  board  and  light  are  obtained  as  near  as 
possible  at  actual  cost.  The  College  Boarding  Club  prides 
itself  upon  the  success  with  which  it  has  been  able  to  furnish 
good  board  cheap.  The  cost  of  board  and  light  runs  from 
$2.00  to  $2.25  per  week. 

Terms  of  Payment. 

All  tuition  fees,  including  music,  are  paid  at  the  Treas- 
urer's office. 

Students  pay  in  advance  from  the  time  of  entering  until 
the  end  of  the  term.  An  extra  dollar  will  be  added  to  all 
bills  for  tuition  and  room  rent  remaining  unpaid  for  two 
weeks  after  entering.  No  tuition  will  be  accepted  for  less 
than  half  a  term,  unless  student  enters  in  the  latter  part  of 
a  term  in  which  case  he  pays  for  the  remainder  of  the  same. 
No  allowance  is  made  for  absence  during  the  first  week  of  a 
term,  and  no  tuition  is  refunded  to  students  who  leave 
school  during  the  latter  part  of  a  term.  In  the  music  courses 
no  deduction  is  made  for  temporary  absence  of  pupils. 
Only  in  cases  of  protracted  illness,  extending  over  two  or 
more  weeks,  will  pupils  be  allowed  to  "make  up"  lessons 
lost. 

No  deviation  is  made  from  the  above  rule,  except  in  the 
case  of  teachers  actually  entering  upon  the  work  of  teaching, 
or  in  case  of  severe  and  protracted  illness. 

Books. 

All  books  needed  in  the  several  courses  may  be  pur- 
chased at  the  school.  Books  in  condition  to  be  returned 
will  be  repurchased  from  the  student  at  a  reasonable  dis- 
count for  use. 


Courses  of  Study 


AUGUSTANA  COLLEGE   MAINTAINS  THE  FOLLOWING 
DEPARTMENTS 

1.  A  College  Department  in  which  the  first  two  years  of  a 

regular  college  course  are  offered. 

2.  An  Academic  Department  offering  a  course  of  four 

years,  meeting  all  college  and  university  requirements. 

3.  A  Normal  Department  offering  the  following  courses: 

(a)  An  Elementary  Course  of  two  years,  on  the  completion  of 
which  the  student  will  receive  from  the  State  Department 
of  Education  without  further  examination  a  Second  Grade 
Teachers'  Certificate. 

(b)  A  Parochial  Course  of  two  years.  This  is  very  similar  to  the 
Elementary  Course,  but  offering  work  in  such  a  way  as  to 
qualify  the  student  to  teach  in  the  parochial  schools  of  our 
church  as  well  as  qualifying  for  a  Second  Grade  Certificate 
in  the  same  way  as  the  Elementary  Course. 

(c)  An  Intermediate  Course  of  four  years  leading  to  a  First  Grade 
Teachers'  Certificate  without  examination. 

(d)  An  Intermediate  Course  of  one  year  for  graduates  of  four-year 
high  schools.  This  qualifies  the  student  to  receive  a  First 
Grade  Teachers'  Certificate  without  examination. 

(e)  Advanced  Courses  of  two  years  qualifying  for  Five  Year  State 
Certificate  or  Life  Diploma  without  examination.  To  enter 
these  courses  the  student  must  have  completed  the  Inter- 
mediate Course  or  a  four-year  high  school  course  or  the 
equivalent  of  one  of  these. 

4.  A  Commercial  Department  offering: 

(a)  An  Academic-Business  Course  of  four  years  with  subjects  so 
arranged  as  to  give  the  student  a  thorough  general  education, 
together  with  practical  training  in  the  subjects  of  accounting 
and  stenography. 

(b)  A  Commercial  Course  of  one  year. 

(c)  A  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  Course  of  one  year. 
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5.    A  Music  Department  comprising  courses  of  instruction 
in : 

(a)  Instrumental  Music — Piano,  Organ,  Violin  and  Pipe  Organ. 

(b)  Voice  Culture. 

(c)  Theory  of  Music. 

A  Preparatory  Course  of  one  year  is  offered  preparing 
students  deficient  in  the  common  branches  to  take  up  our 
more  advanced  courses. 


Much  time  and  study  has  been  devoted  to  a  proper  selec- 
tion of  branches,  and  the  arrangement  in  a  logical  order  of 
the  same  in  the  several  courses,  so  as  to  adapt  them  to  the 
mental  growth  and  development  of  the  student,  as  well  as  to 
preserve  in  each  course  such  features  as  will  make  it  com- 
plete in  itself. 

Work  is  assigned  the  student  with  careful  reference  to 
his  capacity,  so  as  to  be  neither  more  nor  less  than  will  exer- 
cise all  his  powers.  Whether  students  enter  for  a  long  or 
short  period,  it  has  been  found  that  the  best  results  are  at- 
tained where  students  confine  themselves  strictly  to  the 
courses  as  outlined.  Cases  may  occur,  however,  where  stu- 
dents may  pursue  a  selected  course  with  good  results;  but  in 
such  cases  special  permission  must  be  obtained  by  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Registration  Committee. 

THE  ACADEMIC  COURSE 

This  course  is  designed  to  prepare  students  to  enter  the 
freshman  year  of  a  college  course.  The  plan  of  the  course 
is  such,  however,  that  it  is  complete  in  itself  and  furnishes 
the  elements  of  a  liberal  education. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  educated  men  and  women  of 
Norwegian  parentage  are  expected  to  have  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  their  mother  tongue,  the  study  of  the  Nor- 
wegian language  and  literature  is  given  considerable  prom- 
inence in  this  course.  Students  of  other  nationalities,  and 
not  belonging  to  the  Lutheran  Church  may  substitute  other 
studies  for  Norwegian  and  religion. 
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The  course  has  been  revised  to  fully  meet  the  increased 
requirements  for  college  and  university  entrance. 

THE  NORMAL  COURSES 

It  is  our  aim  to  keep  the  Normal  Courses  up  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  state  law  governing  the  granting  of  state 
certificates,  a  portion  of  which  reads  as  follows : 

"Provided  that  a  diploma  from  any  State  Normal 
School  of  South  Dakota,  having  a  course  of  study  in  which 
at  least  two  years'  work  above  an  approved  four  year  high 
school  course  is  required,  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  ex- 
amination in  the  subjects  named."  (as  required  for  a  state 
certificate. ) 

"Provided  further,  that  a  diploma  from  any  other 
school  having  a  course  of  study  equivalent  in  extent  and 
similar  in  character,  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  an  examina- 
tion in  the  subjects  named"  (as  required  for  a  state  certifi- 
cate.) 

"Provided,  that  a  diploma  from  any  State  Normal 
School  or  any  approved  school  of  South  Dakota  having  a 
Normal  Department  approved  for  Normal  Training  by  the 
State  Superintendent  having  a  course  of  study  in  which  at 
least  two  years'  work  beyond  the  first  two  years  in  an  ap- 
proved four  year  high  school  course  is  required  and  which 
shall  include  professional  instruction  and  practice  teaching 
equal  to  one  class  hour  daily  for  two  years  may  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  an  examination  for  a  first  grade  certificate. 

"Provided  further,  that  a  diploma  from  any  State  Nor- 
mal School  or  any  approved  school  of  South  Dakota,  having 
a  Normal  Department  approved  by  the  State  Superintend- 
ent for  such  normal  training,  having  a  course  of  study  in 
which  at  least  two  years'  work  beyond  the  approved  eighth 
grade  course  of  the  public  schools  of  South  Dakota  is  re- 
quired and  which  shall  include  professional  instruction  and 
practical  teaching  equal  to  one  hour  a  week  for  two  years 
may  be  accepted  by  the  State  Superintendent  in  lieu  of  an  ex- 
amination for  a  second  grade  certificate." 
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From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  state  department 
will  grant  certificates  without  examination  to  students  who 
complete  the  work  of  the  Normal  courses,  as  follows :  To 
those  completing  the  Advanced  Course,  five-year  state  cer- 
tificates (see  note  after  Advanced  Courses;)  to  those  com- 
pleting the  Intermediate  Course,  first  grade  certificates;  and 
to  those  completing  the  Elementary  Course  or  the  Parochial 
Normal  Course,  second  grade  certificates.  These  courses 
as  outlined  have  been  submitted  to  the  State  Department  of 
Education  and  have  been  approved  by  the  Department. 

In  the  Intermediate  Course  German  and  Norwegian  are 
offered  as  alternatives,  and  students  electing  Norwegian  will 
be  qualified  to  teach  in  the  parochial  schools. 

THE  PAROCHIAL  NORMAL  COURSE 

There  is  a  great  demand  throughout  our  Lutheran  con- 
gregations for  teachers  who  are  qualified  to  teach  in  both 
English  and  Norwegian,  and  who  can  take  a  term  of  paro- 
chial school  when  the  public  school  is  not  in  session.  In  or- 
der that  the  teachers  we  send  out  may  be  well  prepared  to 
teach  in  either  of  the  above  named  schools,  special  stress 
is  laid  upon  the  study  of  religion,  Norwegian  and  vocal  mu- 
sic. 

The  course  has  been  arranged  to  meet  requirements  of 
the  parochial  course  outlined  by  the  church  and  also  to  meet 
the  state  requirements  for  a  second  grade  certificate. 

THE  PREPARATORY  COURSE 

A  large  number  of  young  men  and  women  have  not  com- 
pleted what  are  usually  called  the  common  branches  of  study 
— some  because  they  have  lacked  the  opportunity,  and  oth- 
ers because  they  have  lately  come  to  this  country.  They  see 
that  it  would  be  a  waste  of  time  to  take  up  these  studies  in 
common  school  together  with  much  younger  and  less  mature 
pupils,  but  prefer  to  get  into  classes  with  others  of  their 
own  age  and  mental  capacity,  where  the  work  can  be  adapt- 
ed to  their  special  needs. 

Recognizing  the  particular  needs  of  these  young  people 
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and  the  fact  that  the  majority  wish  to  continue  with  one  of 
the  more  advanced  courses,  we  have  provided  a  preparatory 
course  of  study  in  the  common  branches,  with  one  or  more 
classes  in  each  subject,  giving  a  thorough  and  systematic 
preparation  as  a  foundation  for  more  advanced  work. 

THE  BUSINESS  COURSES 

The  commercial  subjects  in  these  courses  are  designed 
to  prepare  the  students  for  a  business  career  according  to 
modern  business  methods.  The  work  in  Bookkeeping  deals 
with  the  skillful  conducting  of  a  business  and  the  keeping 
of  its  accounts.  No  effort  has  been  spared  to  make  the  in- 
struction in  these  courses  thorough  and  practical.  Our  bus- 
iness department  occupies  the  entire  north  half  of  the  sec- 
ond floor  of  the  main  building.  The  commercial  room  prop- 
er is  a  large  L-shaped  room  finished  in  oak.  It  is  artifi- 
cially ventilated  and  has  windows  to  the  east,  north  and 
west,  affording  excellent  light  in  all  parts  of  the  room.  The 
several  students'  offices  are  also  finished  in  oak  with  chip- 
ped glass  panels  and  are  lighted  from  the  rear,  an  arrange- 
ment not  often  afforded,  but  of  great  consequence  to  the 
student. 

The  system  used  in  the  bookkeeping  department  is 
known  as  the  Bliss  System,  and  is  beyond  question  the  best 
and  most  up-to-date  system  used  in  business  colleges  today. 
In  most  systems  there  are  one  or  more  so-called  "practice 
sets,"  but  in  the  Bliss  System  every  set  is  a  practice  set. 
Every  transaction  is  performed  as  in  actual  business,  across 
the  counter  and  face  to  face  with  the  one  with  whom  you 
are  trading.  All  the  business  papers  concerned  in  the  trans- 
action pass  between  the  parties  properly  executed  as  in  act- 
ual business  and  leaves  nothing  to  be  imagined  by  the  learn- 
er. In  this  way  the  student  is  trained  to  do  business  as  it  is 
done  in  the  business  world,  and  in  case  of  error,  the  correc- 
tion comes  through  the  one  with  whom  he  is  dealing  and 
not  through  the  teacher  unless  both  are  wrong. 

After  completing  a  number  of  sets  outside  the  offices, 
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the  student  is  put  in  charge  of  an  office  to  run  it  in  a  business- 
like manner  and  to  keep  its  accounts.  There  are  six  offices 
besides  the  First  National  Bank  through  which  the  student 
successively  passes,  learning  in  each  a  different  routine  and 
keeping  a  corresponding  set  of  books. 

The  work  in  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  gives  efficiency 
and  skill  in  subjects  pertaining  to  the  taking  of  dictation 
and  conducting  the  correspondence  of  a  business  firm.  The 
Gregg  System  of  Shorthand  is  the  one  used.  This  system 
has  been  chosen  because  of  its  many  points  of  superiority 
over  other  systems. 

The  Academic-Business  Course  meets  the  requirements 
of  such  as  may  not  wish  to  prepare  for  college  or  the  uni- 
versity or  for  teaching,  but  who,  nevertheless,  wish  to  secure 
a  thorough  and  practical  secondary  education.  The  course 
covers  a  period  of  four  years  and  is  so  planned  as  to  offer 
subjects  of  value  for  the  culture  as  well  as  for  the  training 
they  furnish.  It  also  offers  a  thorough  and  practical  train- 
ing in  the  subjects  of  accounting  and  stenography.  The 
regular  school  diploma  is  issued  to  graduates  of  this  course. 
In  the  one-year  business  courses  the  student  devotes  his  time 
more  exclusively  to  business  branches  and  upon  completing 
either  course  is  given  a  certificate  attesting  to  his  qualifica- 
tions.

The  first  semester 
begins  with  registration  on  September  15th  and  ends  Janu- 
ary 22,  1916.  The  second  semester  opens  January  24  and 
continues  to  the  end  of  the  school  year. 
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It  is  the  aim  of  Augustana  College  to  build  up  a  strong 
musical  department  to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  ad- 
vanced instruction  in  the  art  and  science  of  music.  This  aim 
has  been  kept  in  view  by  securing  the  services  of  a  thor- 
oughly competent  corps  of  teachers,  and  in  outlining  courses 
of  instruction  that  shall  give  the  pupil  a  thorough  and  broad 
understanding  of  music  combined  with  careful  and  pro- 
gressive training. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  wish  to  continue  the  study 
of  music,  we  are  able  to  connect  with  one  of  the  largest  con- 
servatories in  Chicago,  where  our  work  will  be  given  full 
credit.

Academic  Course — Further  development  of  technic.  A  number  of 
etudes  from  the  best  composers,  such  as  Heller,  Czerny  and  Cramer. 
Preludes,  two-part  inventions  of  J.  S.  Bach;  sonatas  by  Haydn  and

Mozart,  easier  sonatas  of  Beethoven;  easier  compositions  of  Mendels- 
sohn, Chopin,  Schubert,  Schumann,  Grieg,  Raff  and  others.

RELIGION 

HPHE  controlling  idea  in  the  establishment  of  Augustana 
*  College  was  to  combine  Christian  with  classical  and 
scientific  training — to  train  the  heart  as  well  as  to  train  the 
mind.  And  as  a  right  training  of  the  heart  can  only  be 
effected  by  the  Word  of  God,  it  follows  that  this  must  be 
made  a  subject  of  careful  study  and  meditation. 

All  Lutheran  students  are  required  to  attend  the  classes 
in  religion.  With  students  of  other  denominations  the  study 
is  elective. 

I.    Christian   Doctrine — Preparatory   Course,    Sverdrup's  For- 
klaring  used  as  text;  72  hours. 

II.  Christian  Doctrine — First  Year  Academic  and  Normal 
Courses;  Joseph  Stump's  Bible  Teachings,  a  Summary  of  Christian  Doc- 
trine, is  made  the  foundation  of  this  course;  72  hours. 

III.  Bible  Literature — Second  Year  Academic  and  Normal 
Courses.  J.  A.  W.  Haas,  Bible  Literature,  and  Introductory  View  of  the 
Bible  and  its  books,  used  as  text;  72  hours.

ENGLISH 

Reading  and  Orthography — Selections  from  standard  authors  are 
read,  special  attention  being  given  to  pronunciation,  inflection,  and  the 
definition  of  words.  Ellis'  Rational  Speller  is  used.  Reading  108  hours; 
Orthography  72  hours. 

Special  classes  in  Orthography  and  Penmanship  are  organized  for 
normal  students. 

Grammar — Maxwell's  Advanced  Lessons  in  English  is  used  as  text. 
Work  in  original  composition  writing.    Preparatory  Course;  180  hours. 
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Elementary  classes  will  be  organized  to  meet  the  needs  of  pupils 
unable  to  do  the  work  of  the  advanced  class. 

Advanced  Grammar  and  Reading — A  number  of  texts  are  used  in 
Grammar,  the  aim  being  to  give  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject  and 
to  develop  skill  in  teaching  it.  Principles  of  reading  and  methods  of 
teaching  it.  Practice  reading.  Elementary,  Intermediate  and  Parochial 
Normal  Courses;  54  hours. 

I.  Composition  and  Literature — Description,  narration,  exposi- 
tion and  argumentation.  Reading  of  American  classics;  paragraph  writ- 
ing.   Hanson's  composition  is  used  as  text;  108  hours. 

II.  American  Literature — Halleck's  History  of  American  Liter- 
ature used  as  text.  Study  of  the  life  and  work  of  representative  writers. 
Written  reports  on  assigned  readings;  108  hours. 

III.  Rhetoric  and  Literature — Themes  written  and  carefully  criti- 
cised. A  thorough  study  is  made  of  all  forms  of  discourse.  Typical 
examples  from  standard  literary  works  are  carefully  studied.  A  careful 
study  of  Argumentation  with  practice  in  Brief  writing  and  work  in 
formal  Debate  in  the  Spring.  Brooks'  English  Composition — Book  II; 
180  hours. 

IV.  Long's  History  of  English  Literature — Study  of  classics 
selected  from  College  Requirements  in  English  for  '11  to  '15.  Written 
reports  and  book  reviews  of  standard  English  novels;  108  hours. 

V.  Freshman — Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition.  A  study  of 
the  sentence  and  paragraph  and  the  study  and  practice  of  the  forms  of 
composition.  Frequent  short  themes  and  essays  and  occasional  longer 
essays.  The  study  and  discussion  of  varied  examples  of  description,  nar- 
ration, exposition  and  argumentation.  Genung  Working  Principles  of 
Rhetoric;  144  hours. 

VI.  Sophomore — A  course  covering  the  first  half  of  the  year's 
work  will  be  given  in  the  study  of  the  English  Novel.  The  second  half 
of  the  year  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  Shapespeare  plays,  with 
special  study  of  selected  comedies,  tragedies  and  historical  plays.  This 
course  will  alterate  with  Course  V;  144  hours. 

NORWEGIAN 

I.  Reading — Rolfson's  Norwegian  Readers  and  works  of  Bj0rn- 
son.  Correct  pronunciation,  fluent  and  intelligent  reading  is  the  aim. 
Declamations  and  exercises  in  Orthography;  180  hours. 

II.  Grammar  and  Composition — Eikleland's  Norwegian  Gram- 
mar. Rolfsen's  Lcesebog,  femte  del.  Reading  and  Compositions;  144 
hours. 

III.  Norwegian  Literature — Given  in  Freshman  or  Sophomore 
College.  Reading  and  study  of  select  works  of  some  leading  author, 
together  with  study  of  corresponding  periods  of  the  history  of  literature; 
144  hours. 

Normal  students  may,  instead  of  German,  elect  Norwegian  I  and  II. 
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LATIN 

I.  D'Ooge's  Latin  for  Beginners — used  as  text.  Careful  atten- 
tion given  to  exercises  in  Grammar  and  Composition.  Most  of  Spring 
Term  devoted  to  reading  of  continuous  prose;  180  hours. 

II.  Caesar's  De  Bella  Gallico — Four  Books  of  Caesar's  Gallic 
War  or  equivalent.  Latin  grammar  and  composition,  one  lesson  a  week; 
180  hours. 

III.  Cicero — Six  orations.  Grammar  and  composition,  one  les- 
son a  week;  144  hours. 

IV.  Virgil — Six  books  of  the  Aeneid.  The  elements  of  Latin 
prosody.    Grammar  and  composition;  180  hours. 

GERMAN 

I.  German  Grammar — An  elementary  course  in  German  Gram- 
mar and  Reading.  Drills  in  composition  and  conversation.  Mezger 
and  Mueller's  Kreuz  und  Quer  durch  Deutsche  Lande  used  as  text  for 
reading  in  Spring  Term.  Spanhoofd's  Lehrbuch  der  deutschen  Sprache 
used  as  text;  144  hours. 

II.  Grammar,  Composition  and  Literature — An  advanced  course 
in  German  Grammar  and  Composition  combined  with  the  reading  of 
select  modern  German  prose  and  poetry;  144  hours.  During  1914-15 
the  following  were  read:  Wildenbruch's  Kindertranen,  Storm's  Im- 
mensee  and  Hiller's  Hoher  als  die  Kirche.  Considerable  work  was  de- 
voted to  Grammar  and  Composition.  Bernstorff's  Handbook  of  Ger- 
man Grammar  and  Bernhardt's  German  Composition  used  as  texts. 

III.  German  Literature — A  course  in  Modern  German  Litera- 
ture. During  1914-15  a  careful  study  was  made  of  Fulda's  Der  Talisman 
and  Goethe's  Hermann  und  Dorothea.  A  review  was  made  of  the 
essentials  of  German  Grammar.  One  hour  a  week  was  given  to  the 
study  of  German  Composition,  Bacon's  German  Composition  being 
used  as  guide;  144  hours. 

IV.  (a)  Die  Deutsche  "Novelle" — A  study  of  the  "short  story" 
of  the  German  literature. 

(b)  Modern  Drama — A  course  in  the  study  of  modern  Ger- 
man Drama;  144  hours. 

Courses  III  and  IV  will  be  given  in  alternate  years  to  students 
who  have  completed  Courses  I  and  II,  or  their  equivalents.  Course  IV 
was  not  given  1914-15. 

GREEK 

I.  White's  ist  Greek  Book  Completed — Drill  on  forms  and  daily 
written  exercises.  Xenophon's  Anabasis  is  begun  in  the  Spring  Term; 
180  hours.    Not  given  1914-15. 

II.  Book  II  to  IV  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  studied  and  analyzed, 
together  with  Grammar  and  Composition.  Homer's  Iliad  begun;  180 
hours.    Not  given  1914-15. 
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HISTORY 

U.  S.  History — Montgomery's  Leading  Facts  of  American  History. 
Preparatory  Course,  three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year;  108  hours. 

South  Dakota  History — Ransom's.  The  Sunshine  State  is  made 
the  basis  for  this  work.  Considerable  time  in  devoted  to  the  study  of 
the  geology,  topography,  climate,  and  precipitation  in  various  parts  of 
the  state;  36  hours. 

Advanced  U.  S.  History — A  review  course.  "Montgomery's  Lead- 
ing Facts"  is  used  as  a  text.  This  is  thoroughly  reviewed  with  supple- 
mentary readings;  144  hours. 

Civics  Review — A  study  is  made  of  the  essential  elements  in  the 
National  Government  and  special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  develop- 
ment of  the  constitution,  government,  and  institutions  of  South  Dakota. 
Text — Ross'  Civil  Government  of  South  Dakota;  72  hours. 

Advanced  Civics — A  study  is  made  of  local  civic  institutions,  of  the 
state  and  federal  constitution,  and  of  the  administration  of  state  and 
federal  government.  Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  origin  and  de- 
velopment of  civic  institutions.  Some  study  is  made  of  the  machinery  of 
political  parties.  Attention  is  called  to  civic  problems  as  they  arise  and 
demand  solution.  Considerable  reference  work  is  required.  Garner's 
Government  in  the  United  States  is  used  as  text;  90  hours.  Fourth  year 
Intermediate  Normal  and  Academic-Business  Courses. 

American  History — In  this  course  the  events  leading  to  the  settle- 
ment of  the  colonies  are  reviewed  rapidly.  Chief  attention  is  centered 
upon  the  building  of  the  nation,  the  Civil  War,  and  the  reconstruction  of 
the  states.  Emphasis  is  given  to  the  principles  underlying  the  develop- 
ment of  the  political  life  and  institutions  of  the  Amercan  people.  Muz- 
zey's  American  History  is  used  as  text;  90  hours.  Fourth  year  Inter- 
mediate Normal  and  Academic-Business  Courses. 

General  History — Myer's  General  History  (Revised)  is  made  the 
basis  for  this  work.  This  course  aims  to  give  the  student  a  view  of  the 
development  of  nations  and  institutions  from  the  dawn  of  history  to  the 
present  time.  The  underlying  courses  of  historical  movements  are  em- 
phasized; 144  hours. 

Scandinavian  History — J.  Raabe's  History  of  Norway,  Sweden  and 
Denmark  is  made  the  foundation  of  this  course.  A  brief  survey  of  the 
history  of  the  Scandinavian  countries;  special  attention  given  to  Norway. 
An  outline  from  volumes  of  Wilh.  Paulson's  Fortaellinger  om  Norden; 
108  hours. 

Modern  History — Sophomore,  144  hours.  Work  to  be  outlined  and 
text  to  be  selected.    (Not  given  1914-15.) 

MATHEMATICS 

Arithmetic — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Arithmetic.  Principles  rather 
than  problems  are  subjects  of  explanation  and  discussion.  Pupils  are 
divided  into  sections,  according  to  advancement.  Section  A  completes 
the  subject;  180  hours. 
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Advanced  Arithmetic — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Arithmetic  uced  as 
text.  Selected  problems.  This  course  is  made  a  thorough  review  of 
the  subject  for  those  preparing  to  teach;  54  hours. 

Algebra — Wells  and  Hart  First  Year  Algebra,  including  quadratic 
equations  and  radical  expressions;  180  hours. 

Higher  Algebra — Hawkes,  Luby  and  Touton's  Higher  Algebra. 
Quadratic  equations,  imaginary  and  complex  numbers,  logarithms, 
binomial  theorem,  ratio,  proportions,  progression,  interest  and  annuities 
and  graphic  representation  of  functions;  90  hours. 

Plane  Geometry — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Plane  Geometry,  includ- 
ing original  exercises  completed;  180  hours. 

Solid  Geometry — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Solid  Geometry,  including 
original  exercises  completed  ;  90  hours. 

Algebra — Freshman.  Rietz  and  Crathorne's  College  Algebra.  In- 
determinate equations  progression,  interest  and  annuities,  choice,  chance, 
series ;  72  hours. 

Trigonometry — Freshman.  A  study  of  trigonometric  functions  and 
their  practical  application  to  measurement  of  plane  surfaces,  Geodesy, 
Astronomy  and  Navigation.  Wentworth's  Plane  Trigonometry  used  as 
text;  72  hours. 

NATURAL  SCIENCES 

Geography — Preparatory  Course.  Redway  and  Hinman's  text  is 
used.    Not  given  1914-15. 

Physiology — Preparatory  Course.    Overton's  text  is  used;  108  hours. 

Advanced  Physiology — Text.  General  Physiology  and  Anatomy, 
Eddy.  This  course  has  its  aim  not  only  to  present  the  subject  of  human 
physiology  and  physiological  processes,  but,  as  far  as  possible,  to  correlate 
the  subjects  of  botany,  zoology  and  physiology.  Laboratory  work,  speci- 
men and  charts  used  to  illustrate  the  text;  108  hours. 

Advanced  Geography — Required  of  all  Normal  students.  This  will 
be  an  advanced  course  in  Political  and  Commercial  Geography  with  some 
attention  given  to  methods  of  teaching  the  subject.  Tarr  and  MacMur- 
ray;  72  hours. 

Agriculture — "Practical  Agriculture  by  Wilkenson,"  used  as  text. 
This  course  is  a  study  of  some  of  the  practical  problems  encountered  on 
the  farm  and  in  the  home ;  such  as  soil  fertility,  good  seed,  methods  of 
cultivation,  clover  and  bacteria,  nutrients  in  grain,  hay,  silage,  etc.,  sani- 
tary conditions  and  many  other  related  subjects.  The  course  is  designed 
to  prepare  Normal  students  to  teach  the  subject  in  the  Rural  schools;  72 
hours. 

Botany — Bergen-Caldwell — The  text  is  illustrated  by  experiments; 
the  gross  microscopic  study  of  buds,  stems,  leaves  and  typical  representa- 
tives of  bacteria,  slime,  moulds,  algae,  fungi,  mosses  and  ferns;  modified 
parts,  dispersion  of  fruits  and  seeds.  Botanical  excursions,  analysis,  des- 
cription and  mounting  of  30  flowering  plants  constitute  part  of  the  work. 
Two  recitations  and  two  double  laboratory  periods  a  week. 
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Physics — Carhart  and  Chute's  First  Principles  of  Physics  and  the 
Crowell  Laboratory  Manual  are  used  as  texts.  Four  recitations  and  one 
double  period  of  laboratory  work  each  week  throughout  the  year. 

CHEMISTRY 

General  Inorganic  Chemistry — This  course  is  a  systematic  study  of 
the  fundamental  principles  and  general  theories  of  Chemistry,  the  chem- 
ical and  physical  properties  of  metals  and  non-metals,  accompanied  by 
sufficient  laboratory  work  to  illustrate  clearly  the  topics  discussed  in 
class.  The  laboratory  work  required  of  girls  will  give  special  attention 
to  Household  Chemistry.  Three  recitations  and  two  laboratory  periods 
per  week.    Text  Remsen,  College  Chemistry. 

BIOLOGY 

Zoology — A  consideration  of  the  chief  facts  of  structure,  function, 
devolopment  and  relationship  of  animals.  Representative  invertebrates 
will  be  studied  in  the  laboratory.  Two  recitations  and  two  double 
laboratory  periods  per  week.  "General  Zoology"  by  Dodge  and  "Inver- 
tebrate Zoology"  by  Pratt  used  as  texts.    (Not  given  1914-15.) 

EDUCATION 

Didactics — The  first  part  of  the  year  is  devoted  to  a  careful  study 
and  discussion  of  the  equipment,  organization  and  management  of  the 
rural  school.  This  is  followed  by  a  review  of  the  South  Dakota  school 
law  and  course  of  study.  Work  is  based  on  Colgrove's — The  Teacher 
and  The  School,  and  the  Course  of  Study;  108  hours. 

Elementary  Psychology — Pillsbury's  Essentials  of  Psychology.  The 
purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
growth  and  development  of  the  mental  process  which  form  the  basis 
for  the  fundamental  laws  of  teaching.  Simple  experiments  on  sensation 
and  the  learning  processes  will  be  conducted;  90  hours. 

Pedagogy — Prerequisite:  Psychology.  A  study  is  made  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  teaching  as  derived  from  the  laws  of  psychology  and  of  the  ends 
and  values  of  the  subjects  of  study  and  education  in  general.  A  text 
suited  to  the  needs  of  the  class  is  made  the  basis  for  the  work.  A  brief 
Course  in  the  Teaching  Process  by  Strayer;  90  hours. 

Methods  and  Observation — General  Method:  Lectures,  readings 
and  discussions  on  the  history  and  development  of  methods  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools. 

Special  Method:  Assigned  readings,  reports  and  discussions  of  spe- 
cial methods.  A  series  of  lesson  plans  is  outlined  and  written  for  each 
subject  in  the  grades.  Observation  of  the  work  in  the  grades  of  the 
city  schools  is  made  a  part  of  the  work  in  this  course.  Text,  Charter's 
"Methods  in  the  Common  Branches."    108  hours. 

History  of  Education — Monroe's  History  of  Education  supple- 
mented by  readings,  papers  and  reports  on  educators  and  educational 
movements;  108  hours. 
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Professional  Reviews — Each  subject  taught  in  the  grades  is  outlined 
and  thoroughly  reviewed.  Class  discussions  are  devoted  to  the  essen- 
tials of  each  subject.  Some  work  on  special  methods  of  teaching  will  be 
given  with  the  study  of  each  subject. 

Advanced  Psychology — Text,  Angell's  Psychology.  Supplemented  by 
assigned  readings,  laboratory  work  and  experiments.  A  study  is  made 
of  the  nervous  system  as  a  basis.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  of  the 
mental  processess  from  a  functional  point  of  view;  90  hours. 

Principles  of  Education — Text  to  be  selected.  Lectures,  discus- 
sions, and  assigned  readings  on  educational  principles  and  systems.  Some 
emphasis  is  placed  on  secondary  school  problems. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Drawing — Study,  discussion  and  illustration  of  the  principles  of 
drawing.  Freehand  drawing  from  copy,  simple  forms  and  natural  ob- 
jects.   Constructive  work  in  perspective  and  design;  72  hours. 

Vocal  Music — Beginning  Class.  The  Ideal  Music  Chart  and  books 
graded  to  suit  the  class  are  used;  72  hours. 

Advanced  Class.    Sight  singing  and  chorus  work;  72  hours. 

COMMERCIAL 

Bookkeeping — The  system  in  use  is  the  Bliss  System  of  Actual  Busi- 
ness from  the  start.  All  transactions  are  performed  face  to  face  or  by 
correspondence  as  in  actual  business.  All  cash  and  business  papers  pass 
between  the  parties.  Ten  exercises  and  six  sets  illustrating  the  various 
modes  of  recording  business  transactions  are  completed  before  entering 
offices.  In  the  offices  the  student  is  promoted  by  regular  gradations 
from  office  to  office  as  he  masters  the  manner  of  conducting  the  business 
and  keeping  the  books  in  each. 

Shorthand — Manual  of  Gregg  Shorthand  and  Gregg  Writer.  Dic- 
tation drill  from  the  first.  Reading  of  written  shorthand  notes,  also 
plates  from  the  Gregg  Writer.  Speed  on  new  matter  100  words  a  minute 
for  five  minutes  to  be  transcribed  in  half  an  hour.  Office  practice,  in- 
cluding training  in  the  use  of  the  mimeograph,  carbon  work,  manifolding, 
all  business  papers  and  forms,  billing,  filing,  etc. 

Typewriting — Touch  typewriting  is  taught.  Text  used,  Rational 
Typewriting.  Manual  completed  and  speed  obtained  on  new  matter 
fifty  words  a  minute  for  fifteen  minutes,  speed  sentence  120  words  per 
minute  for  five  minutes,  alphabetical  sentence  sixty  words  per  minute. 

Commercial  Law — Lyon's  Commercial  Law  is  used  as  text  book. 
Two  hours  a  week;  72  hours. 

Penmanship — The  Palmer  Method  of  Business  Writing  is  used. 

Commercial  Arithmetic  and  Spelling — The  class  in  Commercial 
Arithmetic  is  given  a  special  course  of  training  to  secure  rapidity  and 
accuracy  in  all  computations,  mental  and  written.  The  work  is  of  a 
practical  nature  and  is  confined  to  computations  in   actual  business. 
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Birch's  Lessons  in  Rapid  Calculation  is  the  text  used.  The  drills  in 
spelling  are  exhaustive,  and  aim  to  secure  absolute  accuracy  in  all  words 
in  current  use. 

Commercial  English — Applied  Business  English  by  Gregg  Pub.  Co. 
is  used  as  text.  The  aim  is  to  secure  familiarity  with  grammar,  the 
rules  of  capitalization  and  punctuation  with  their  application,  and  the 
conventional  forms  used  in  business  and  social  correspondence.  Actual 
practice  in  the  writing  of  business  letters,  messages,  advertisements,  etc., 
is  given  special  attention. 

DAILY  ROUTINE 

Students  rise  at  6:30,  breakfast  at  7:00,  recitations  and  study  hours 
begin  at  8:00;  assemble  for  roll  call  and  morning  devotion  at  9:30;  recite 
or  study  from  9:50  to  12:05,  and  from  2:00  to  5:00  p.  m. ;  assemble  for 
evening  devotion  at  7:00  p.  m. ;  evening  study  hours  begin  at  7:15;  lights 
out  at  10:15.  On  Mondays  the  time  after  morning  devotion  from  8:45 
to  11:45  is  devoted  to  study.  On  Sundays  and  Mondays  the  time  for 
rising  is  one-half  hour  later,  and  on  Sundays  the  students  assemble  for 
morning  devotion  and  Bible  class  at  9:30  a.  m.

General  Information 


ANTON  being  the  center  of  a  strong  Norwegian 


Lutheran  community  and  otherwise  a  most  desir- 


able place  for  a  church  school,  Augustana  College 
was  moved  to  this  place  in  the  fall  of  1884.  Canton  is  the 
county  seat  of  Lincoln  county,  and  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
fully located  cities  in  the  west.  It  is  snugly  situated  in  a 
bend  of  the  Big  Sioux  river  opposite  the  Iowa  bluffs.  It  is 
justly  noted  for  its  many  well-built  homes,  reflecting  an 
enterprising,  intelligent  and  temperate  community.  It  has 
no  saloons.  The  city  is  supplied  with  such  modern  con- 
veniences as  local  and  long  distance  telephone  lines,  electric 
lights,  waterworks  and  a  sewage  system.  It  has  railroad 
connections  north,  east,  south  and  west,  being  located  at 
the  junction  of  the  Iowa  &  Dakota  division  of  the  C,  M. 
&  St.  P.  R.  R.,  with  the  Sioux  City  &  Dakota  division  of 
the  same  railway.  Its  population  of  about  2,500  is  com- 
posed of  a  highly  moral  class  of  people,  and  the  city  com- 
mends itself  to  those  who  are  anxious  that  their  sons  and 
daughters  shall  be  surrounded  by  good  moral  influences 
when  attending  school  away  from  home.  The  college  is 
located  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  city  overlooking  the 
Sioux  Valley. 


The  new  college  building,  or  main  building,  a  cut  of 
which  appears  in  this  catalogue,  is  a  beautiful  structure, 
built  of  Sioux  Falls  granite.  It  is  104  feet  long  and  60 
feet  wide,  containing  four  stories  with  basement.  The 
building  is  artificially  ventilated,  heated  by  steam,  and 
lighted  throughout  by  electricity.  It  is  provided  with 
fire  escapes  and  fire  extinguishers,  and  every  floor  is  sup- 
plied with  water  from  the  city  waterworks.  It  has  a  com- 
plete sewage  system. 


BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 
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The  third  and  fourth  floors  of  this  building  are  used 
for  boys'  dormitory  purposes,  affording  accommodations 
for  fifty  boys. 

On  the  second  floor  are  located  the  commercial  rooms, 
the  chapel,  book  store  and  a  recitation  room.  The  com- 
mercial room,  occupying  the  north  half  of  this  floor,  is 
large  and  well  lighted.  This  room  is  fitted  up  with  all 
necessary  and  up-to-date  equipment  for  actual  business 
practice.  The  south  half  of  this  floor,  together  with  the 
south  half  of  the  third  floor,  form  the  college  chapel, 
which,  including  the  gallery,  has  a  seating  capacity  of 
about  400. 

The  first  floor  contains  the  President's  office,  the  library 
and  reading  rooms,  the  faculty  room,  and  several  large  class 
rooms  seated  with  tablet  arm  chairs. 

In  the  basement  are  located  the  steam  heating  plant, 
janitor's  room,  a  large  well  lighted  chemical  and  physical 
laboratory,  and  the  gymnasium. 

The  Ladies'  dormitory,  located  a  short  distance  north 
of  the  main  building,  is  a  three-story  frame  building  with 
a  substantial  stone  basement.  It  is  commodious  and  com- 
plete in  its  equipment,  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  elec- 
tricity. The  building  is  supplied  with  city  water  on  every 
floor,  and  is  provided  with  ample  sewer  connections.  Fire 
extinguishers  are  distributed  throughout  the  buliding.  The 
basement  contains  two  large  dining  halls,  accommodating 
about  240,  kitchen,  laundry,  bath  rooms,  storage  rooms, 
etc.  All  the  three  stories  are  used  for  dormitory  purposes, 
with  the  exception  of  such  rooms  as  are  used  by  the  teach- 
ers in  charge,  and  reception  rooms.  The  rooms  are  light, 
pleasant  and  easily  ventilated.  In  this  building  there  are 
accommodations  for  about  80  girls.  A  competent  precept- 
ress has  special  supervision  of  the  young  ladies  who  room 
in  this  building,  thus  insuring  them  a  safe,  comfortable  and 
pleasant  home. 

Adjoining  this  building  are  the  hospital  quarters,  so 
built  as  to  have  no  inside  connection  with  the  dormitory. 
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The  hospital  is  divided  into  four  wards,  having  no  inside 
communication,  thus  affording  a  safe  protection  against  the 
spread  of  possible  contagious  disease. 

HISTORY  AND  AIM 

Augustana  College  was,  for  thirty  years  prior  to  1890, 
a  school  of  the  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod.  At  this  date  it 
came  under  the  management  of  the  United  Norwegian  Lu- 
theran Church  of  America,  formed  by  the  union  of  the 
Augustana  Synod,  the  Norwegian  Lutheran  Conference, 
and  the  Amti-Missourian  Brotherhood.  Prior  to  1869,  its 
history  is  identical  with  the  Swedish  Augustana  College, 
of  Rock  Island,  111.  It  was  established  in  Chicago,  111.,  in 
1860,  moved  to  Paxton,  111.,  in  1863,  separated  from  the 
Swedish  College  and  moved  to  Marshall,  Wis.,  in  1869,  to 
Beloit,  Iowa,  in  1881,  and  to  Canton,  S.  D.,  in  1884. 

Augustana  College  believes  only  in  a  thoroughly  Chris- 
tian education,  and  as  a  school  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  its 
aim  is  to  be  of  the  greatest  possible  service  to  our  many 
young  men  and  women  who  are  eagerly  seeking  an  educa- 
tion preparatory  for  some  vocation  in  life  or  for  further 
study  at  some  higher  institution  of  learning. 

MANAGEMENT 

While  the  United  Church  owns  the  school  and  con- 
tributes to  its  financial  support,  the  management  is  left  with 
the  Augustana  College  Association. 

This  association  was  formed  in  1895  for  the  purpose 
of  enhancing  the  interest  of  the  school  and  placing  its  im- 
mediate managament  in  the  hands  of  its  patrons.  All  in- 
terested congregations  send  delegates  to  the  annual  con- 
vention usually  held  in  the  month  of  March. 

ADMISSION 

No  examination  is  required  of  students  entering  the 
Preparatory  Course. 

Students  wishing  to  enter  the  first  year  of  the  Academic 
or  Normal  Courses  must  have    completed    the  common 
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branches  contained  in  the  Preparatory  Course  or  the  eighth 
grade  of  the  public  schools. 

Students  wishing  to  enter  advanced  classes  in  any  course 
are  required  to  pass  examinations  in  all  branches  preced- 
ing, or  present  testimonials  from  accredited  schools  show- 
ing the  number  of  weeks  devoted  to  each  branch  of  study, 
the  number  of  recitations  per  week,  and  grades  secured. 
A  list  of  studies  pursued  with  certain  standings  attached 
without  further  information  can  not  be  accepted. 

A  student  may  pursue  one  or  more  selected  studies 
when  it  is  to  his  interest  to  do  so. 

Testimonials  of  good  moral  character  should  be  pre- 
sented by  all  new  students. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Students  are  received  as  ladies  and  gentlemen,  and  as 
such  are  trusted  to  conduct  themselves  in  truthfulness  and 
uprightness,  in  kindness  and  respect,  in  diligence  and  so- 
briety, in  obedience  to  law  and  maintenance  of  order,  and 
such  regard  for  Christian  institutions  as  become  members 
of  a  Christian  college. 

It  is  an  implied  contract  that  all  who  enter  the  College 
agree  to  fulfill  in  all  respects  this  trust,  and  no  student  will 
be  retained  in  this  institution  who  persistently  disregards 
the  rules  or  neglects  his  duties. 

Only  such  rules  are  imposed  as  experience  teaches  are 
necessary  to  secure  unity  and  regularity  in  school  work,  pre- 
vent improper  conduct,  and  maintain  the  proper  dignity 
of  a  Christian  institution. 

Any  organization  or  group  of  students  wishing  to  give 
an  entertainment  to  which  young  women  and  young  men 
are  to  be  invited  must  secure  permission  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Social  Affairs  at  least  one  week  before  the  en- 
tertainment is  to  be  given.  The  conditions  under  which 
the  entertainment  is  held  are  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  committee. 

Students  are  forbidden  to  use  intoxicating  liquors;  to 
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attend  dancing  parties  or  theaters;  to  play  cards;  gamble; 
use  profane  language;  to  use  tobacco  on  the  college  prem- 
ises, on  the  streets,  or  in  public  places;  and  to  deface  school 
buildings  or  furniture. 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester,  and 
a  correct  statement  of  the  deportment,  work  and  advance- 
ment of  each  student  is  kept  and  placed  on  the  college  rec- 
ords. The  following  rules  govern  conditions  and  failures: 

1.  A  standing  ranging  from  60  to  74,  both  numbers 
included,  is  a  condition. 

2.  A  condition  for  a  term's  work,  not  final  in  any  sub- 
ject, may  be  removed  by  examination  at  the  convenience  of 
the  teacher  during  the  term  following  that  during  which 
the  work  was  offered  in  class,  and  the  student  may  be  per- 
mitted to  continue  with  the  class. 

3.  A  condition  where  the  standing  should  be  final  may 
be  removed  by  examination  at  the  convenience  of  the  teach- 
er before  the  subject  is  offered  again  in  class. 

4.  If  the  condition  is  not  removed  by  the  time  the  sub- 
ject is  offered  again  in  class  it  becomes  a  failure  subject  to 
the  rules  governing  a  failure. 

5.  A  standing  below  60  is  a  failure. 

6.  A  failure  must  be  made  up  at  the  first  opportunity 
by  taking  the  subject  in  class. 

7.  Failures  and  conditions  in  the  graduating  class 
must  be  removed  before  the  end  of  the  winter  term,  unless 
the  subject  is  offered  in  the  spring  term. 

8.  Failures  incurred  during  the  graduating  year  may 
be  made  up  without  taking  the  subject  again  in  class. 

DEVOTIONAL  EXERCISES 

On  school  days  all  students  are  expected  to  be  present 
at  morning  devotional  exercises  held  in  the  college  chapel; 
on  other  mornings  and  for  evening  devotion,  those  who 
room  in  the  college  building  or  immediate  vicinity. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  services  regu- 
larly in  the  church  of  their  confession. 
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Students  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  Church  are  expected 
to  contribute  50  cents  each  towards  the  running  expenses 
of  the  local  congregation. 

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS,  ETC. 

Several  literary  societies  in  English  and  Norwegian, 
training  their  members  in  parliamentary  law,  debate,  read- 
ing, recitations,  etc.,  hold  regular  meetings  throughout 
the  year. 

The  Young  People's  Luther  League  meets  bi-weekly, 
together  with  the  local  league  of  the  Lutheran  Church, 
and  the  College  Sunday  School  and  Mission  Society  meet 
alternately  Sunday  morning  at  9:30  a.  m.,  in  the  College 
chapel. 

The  Students'  Union  and  Sunday  School  contributed 
about  $150  towards  the  support  of  missions. 

A  local  organization  of  the  Interstate  Prohibition 
League  holds  regular  meetings  for  the  study  of  the  various 
phases  of  the  liquor  problem. 

School  Paper — The  publication  of  "The  Augustana," 
the  school  paper,  was  begun  in  January,  1908.  This  paper 
is  published  by  the  alumni  and  students  of  the  school  and 
seeks  to  develop  a  healthy  school  spirit,  to  be  a  true  ex- 
ponent of  school  life,  and  to  be  an  interesting  medium  of 
communication  between  the  school  and  its  friends.  "The 
Augustana"  is  published  monthly  during  the  school  year 
and  the  subscription  price  is  75  cents  per  year. 

Band — The  College  Band  consists  of  about  twenty 
pieces.  Places  are  open  to  students  who  may  have  in- 
struments. Any  student  who  plays  an  instrument  should 
bring  it  with  him,  and  become  a  member  of  the  Band. 

Orchestra — A  small  beginning  has  been  made  in  the 
organization  of  a  College  Orchestra.  Players  of  string  in- 
struments, especially,  are  needed  here.  This  organization 
will  furnish  an  excellent  opportunity  for  those  who  play 
orchestra  instruments. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  two  scholarships,  consisting  of  free  tuition  for  one 
year  at  St.  Olaf  College  for  highest  rank  in  graduating 
class,  were  awarded  to  Johanna  Hemmingson  and  Cora 
Anderson. 

THINGS  TO  TAKE  ALONG 

A  Bible,  hymn  book,  and  such  other  books  as  the  stu- 
dent may  have  that  are  in  use  here.  Roomers  in  the  build- 
ing will  bring  three  sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillowcases,  two 
quilts,  three  towels  and  two  table  napkins.  The  school  sup- 
plies everything  else  needed  to  furnish  the  rooms.  The 
school  also  carries  a  full  line  of  text  books.

Board  and  Electric  Light. 
The  items  of  board  and  light  are  obtained  as  nearly  as 
possible  at  actual  cost.  The  College  Boarding  Club  prides 
itself  upon  the  success  with  which  it  has  been  able  to  fur- 
nish good  board  at  a  low  price.  The  cost  of  board  and 
light  for  the  greater  part  of  the  past  school  year  was  $2.25 
per  week. 
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Terms  of  Payment. 

All  tuition  fees,  including  music,  are  paid  at  the  Treas- 
urer's office. 

Students  pay  in  advance  from  the  time  of  entering  until 
the  end  of  the  semester.  An  extra  dollar  will  be  added 
to  all  bills  for  tuition  and  room  rent  remaining  unpaid  for 
two  weeks  after  entering.  No  tuition  will  be  accepted  for 
less  than  half  a  semester,  unless  student  enters  in  the  latter 
part  of  a  semester  in  which  case  he  pays  for  the  remainder 
of  the  same.  No  allowance  is  made  for  absence  during  the 
first  week  of  a  semester,  and  no  tuition  is  refunded  to  stu- 
dents who  leave  school  during  the  latter  part  of  a  semester. 
In  the  music  course  no  deduction  is  made  for  temporary 
absence  of  pupils.  Only  in  cases  of  protracted  illness,  ex- 
tending over  two  or  more  weeks,  will  pupils  be  allowed  to 
"make  up"  lessons  lost. 

No  deviation  is  made  from  the  above  rule,  except  in 
the  case  of  teachers  actually  entering  upon  the  work  of 
teaching  or  in  case  of  severe  and  protracted  illness. 

Books. 

All  books  needed  in  the  several  courses  may  be  pur- 
chased at  the  school.  Books  in  condition  to  be  returned 
will  be  repurchased  from  the  student  at  a  reasonable  dis- 
count for  use. 


Courses  of  Study 


AUGUSTANA  COLLEGE  MAINTAINS   THE  FOLLOWING 
DEPARTMENTS 

1.  A  College  Department  in  which  the  first  two  years  of 

a  regular  college  course  are  offered. 

2.  An  Academic  Department  offering  a  course  of  four 

years,  meeting  all  college  and  university  require- 
ments. 

3.  A  Normal  Department  offering  the  following  courses: 

(a)  An  Elementary  Course  of  two  years,  on  the  completion  of 
which  the  student  will  receive  from  the  State  Department  of 
Education  without  further  examination  a  Second  Grade  Teach- 
ers' Certificate. 

(b)  A  Parochial  Course  of  two  years.  This  is  very  similar  to  the 
Elementary  Course,  but  offering  work  in  such  a  way  as  to 
qualify  the  student  to  teach  in  the  parochial  schools  of  our 
church  as  well  as  qualifying  for  a  Second  Grade  Certificate 
in  the  same  way  as  the  Elementary  Course. 

(c)  An  Intermediate  Course  of  four  years  leading  to  a  First  Grade 
Teachers'  Certificate  without  examination. 

(d)  An  Intermediate  Course  of  one  year  for  graduates  of  four-year 
high  schools.  This  qualifies  the  student  to  receive  a  First 
Grade  Teachers'  Certificate  without  examination. 

(e)  Advanced  Courses  of  two  years  qualifying  for  Five  Year  State 
Certificate  or  Life  Diploma  without  examination.  To  enter 
these  courses  the  student  must  have  completed  the  Inter- 
mediate Course  or  a  four-year  high  school  course  or  the 
equivalent  of  one  of  these. 

4.  A  Commercial  Department  offering: 

(a)  An  Academic-Business  Course  of  four  years  with  subjects  so 
arranged  as  to  give  the  student  a  thorough  general  education, 
together  with  practical  training  in  the  subjects  of  accounting 
and  stenography. 

(b)  A  Commercial  Course  of  one  year. 

(c)  A  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  Course  of  two  years. 
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(d)  A  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  Course  of  one  year  for  high 
school  graduates  and  others  whose  previous  training  will  en- 
able them  to  pursue  the  course  successfully. 

(e)  A  Winter  Course  of  18  weeks,  with  subjects  so  arranged  that 
a  semester's  credit  is  secured  in  all  subjects  completed. 

5.    A  Music  Department  comprising  courses  of  instruc- 
tion in: 

(a)  Instrumental  Music — Piano,  Organ  and  Violin. 

(b)  Voice  Culture. 

(c)  Theory  of  Music. 

A  Preparatory  Course  of  one  year  is  offered  preparing 
students  deficient  in  the  common  branches  to  take  up  our 
more  advanced  courses. 


Much  time  and  study  has  been  devoted  to  a  proper 
selection  of  branches,  and  the  arrangement  in  a  logical 
order  of  the  same  in  the  several  courses,  so  as  to  adapt 
them  to  the  mental  growth  and  development  of  the  stu- 
dent, as  well  as  to  preserve  in  each  course  such  features 
as  will  make  it  complete  in  itself. 

Work  is  assigned  the  student  with  careful  reference  to 
his  capacity,  so  as  to  be  neither  more  nor  less  than  will  exer- 
cise all  his  powers.  Whether  students  enter  for  a  long  or 
short  period,  it  has  been  found  that  the  best  results  are  at- 
tained where  students  confine  themselves  strictly  to  the 
courses  as  outlined.  Cases  may  occur,  however,  where  stu- 
dents may  pursue  a  selected  course  with  good  results;  but 
in  such  cases  special  permission  must  be  obtained  by  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Registration  Committee. 

THE  ACADEMIC  COURSE 

This  course  is  designed  to  prepare  students  to  enter  the 
freshman  year  of  a  college  course.  The  plan  of  the  course 
is  such,  however,  that  it  is  complete  in  itself  and  furnishes 
the  elements  of  a  liberal  education. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  educated  men  and  women  of 
Norwegian  parentage  are  expected  to  have  a  thorough 
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knowledge  of  their  mother  tongue,  the  study  of  the  Nor- 
wegian language  and  literature  is  given  considerable  prom- 
inence in  this  course.  Students  of  other  nationalities,  and 
not  belonging  to  the  Lutheran  Church  may  substitute  other 
studies  for  Norwegian  and  religion. 

The  course  has  been  revised  to  fully  meet  the  increased 
requirements  for  college  and  university  entrance. 

THE  NORMAL  COURSES 

It  is  our  aim  to  keep  the  Normal  Courses  up  to  the 
requirements  of  the  state  law  governing  the  granting  of 
state  certificates,  a  portion  of  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Provided  that  a  diploma  from  any  State  Normal 
School  of  South  Dakota,  having  a  course  of  study  in  which 
at  least  two  years'  work  above  an  approved  four  year  high 
school  course  is  required,  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  ex- 
amination in  the  subjects  named."  (As  required  for  a  state 
certificate.) 

"Provided  further,  that  a  diploma  from  any  other 
school  having  a  course  of  study  equivalent  in  extent  and 
similar  in  character,  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  an  exam- 
ination in  the  subjects  named."  (As  required  for  a  state 
certificate. ) 

"Provided,  that  a  diploma  from  any  State  Normal 
School  or  any  approved  school  of  South  Dakota  having  a 
Normal  Department  approved  for  Normal  Training  by  the 
State  Superintendent  having  a  course  of  study  in  which  at 
least  two  years'  work  beyond  the  first  two  years  in  an  ap- 
proved four  year  high  school  course  is  required  and  which 
shall  include  professional  instruction  and  practice  teaching 
equal  to  one  class  hour  daily  for  two  years  may  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  an  examination  for  a  first  grade  certificate. 

"Provided  further,  that  a  diploma  from  any  State  Nor- 
mal School  or  any  approved  school  of  South  Dakota,  hav- 
ing a  Normal  Department  approved  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent for  such  normal  training,  having  a  course  of  study 
in  which  at  least  two  years'  work  beyond  the  approved 
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eighth  grade  course  of  the  public  schools  of  South  Dakota 
is  required  and  which  shall  include  professional  instruction 
and  practical  teaching  equal  to  one  hour  a  week  for  two 
years  may  be  accepted  by  the  State  Superintendent  in  lieu 
of  an  examination  for  a  second  grade  certificate." 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  state  department 
will  grant  certificates  without  examination  to  students  who 
complete  the  work  of  the  Normal  courses,  as  follows:  To 
those  completing  the  Advanced  Course,  five-year  state  cer- 
tificates (see  note  after  Advanced  Courses;)  to  those  com- 
pleting the  Intermediate  Course,  first  grade  certificates;  and 
to  those  completing  the  Elementary  Course  or  the  Parochial 
Normal  Course,  second  grade  certificates.  These  courses 
as  outlined  have  been  submitted  to  the  State  Department  of 
Education  and  have  been  approved  by  the  Department. 

In  the  Intermediate  Course  German  and  Norwegian  are 
offered  as  alternatives,  and  students  electing  Norwegian 
will  be  qualified  to  teach  in  the  parochial  schools. 

THE  PAROCHIAL  NORMAL  COURSE 

There  is  a  great  demand  throughout  our  Lutheran  con- 
gregations for  teachers  who  are  qualified  to  teach  in  both 
English  and  Norwegian,  and  who  can  take  a  term  of 
parochial  school  when  the  public  school  is  not  in  session. 
In  order  that  the  teachers  we  send  out  may  be  well  pre- 
pared to  teach  in  either  of  the  above  named  schools,  spe- 
cial stress  is  laid  upon  the  study  of  religion,  Norwegian 
and  vocal  music. 

The  course  has  been  arranged  to  meet  requirements  of 
the  parochial  course  outlined  by  the  church  and  also  to  meet 
the  state  requirements  for  a  second  grade  certificate. 

THE  PREPARATORY  COURSE 

A  large  number  of  young  men  and  women  have  not 
completed  what  are  usually  called  the  common  branches  of 
study — some  because  they  have  lacked  the  opportunity, 
and  others  because  they  have  lately  come  to  this  country. 
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They  see  that  it  would  be  a  waste  of  time  to  take  up  these 
studies  in  common  school  together  with  much  younger  and 
less  mature  pupils,  but  prefer  to  get  into  classes  with  others 
of  their  own  age  and  mental  capacity,  where  the  work  can 
be  adapted  to  their  special  needs. 

Recognizing  the  particular  needs  of  these  young  people 
and  the  fact  that  the  majority  wish  to  continue  with  one  of 
the  more  advanced  courses,  we  have  provided  a  preparatory 
course  of  study  in  the  common  branches,  with  one  or  more 
classes  in  each  subject,  giving  a  thorough  and  systematic 
preparation  as  a  foundation  for  more  advanced  work. 

THE  BUSINESS  COURSES 

The  commercial  subjects  in  these  courses  are  designed 
to  prepare  the  students  for  a  business  career  according  to 
modern  business  methods.  The  work  in  Bookkeeping  deals 
with  the  skillful  conducting  of  a  business  and  the  keeping 
of  its  accounts.  No  effort  has  been  spared  to  make  the  in- 
struction in  these  courses  thorough  and  practical.  Our  bus- 
iness department  occupies  the  entire  north  half  of  the  sec- 
ond floor  of  the  main  building.  The  commercial  room 
proper  is  a  large  L-shaped  room  finished  in  oak.  It  is 
artificially  ventilated  and  has  windows  to  the  east,  north 
and  west,  affording  excellent  light  in  all  parts  of  the  room. 
The  several  students'  offices  are  also  finished  in  oak  with 
chipped  glass  panels  and  are  lighted  from  the  rear,  an 
arrangement  not  often  afforded,  but  of  great  consequence 
to  the  student. 

The  system  used  in  the  bookkeeping  department  is 
known  as  the  Bliss  System,  and  is  beyond  question  the  best 
and  most  up-to-date  system  used  in  business  colleges  today. 
In  most  systems  there  are  one  or  more  so-called  "practice 
sets,"  but  in  the  Bliss  System  every  set  is  a  practice  set. 
Every  transaction  is  performed  as  in  actual  business,  across 
the  counter  and  face  to  face  with  the  one  with  whom  you 
are  trading.  All  the  business  papers  concerned  in  the  trans- 
action pass  between  the  parties  properly  executed  as  in 
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actual  business  and  leave  nothing  to  be  imagined  by  the 
learner.  In  this  way  the  student  is  trained  to  do  business 
as  it  is  done  in  the  business  world,  and  in  case  of  error,  the 
correction  comes  through  the  one  with  whom  he  is  dealing 
and  not  through  the  teacher  unless  both  are  wrong. 

After  completing  a  number  of  sets  outside  the  offices, 
the  student  is  put  in  charge  of  an  office  to  run  it  in  a  bus- 
inesslike manner  and  to  keep  its  accounts.  There  are  six 
offices  besides  the  First  National  Bank  through  which  the 
student  successively  passes,  learning  in  each  a  different 
routine  and  keeping  a  corresponding  set  of  books. 

The  work  in  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  gives  efficiency 
and  skill  in  subjects  pertaining  to  the  taking  of  dictation 
and  conducting  the  correspondence  of  a  business  firm.  The 
Gregg  System  of  Shorthand  is  the  one  used.  This  system 
has  been  chosen  because  of  its  many  points  of  superiority 
over  other  systems. 

The  Academic-Business  Course  meets  the  requirements 
of  such  as  may  not  wish  to  prepare  for  college  or  the  uni- 
versity or  for  teaching,  but  who,  nevertheless,  wish  to  se- 
cure a  thorough  and  practical  secondary  education.  The 
course  covers  a  period  of  four  years  and  is  so  planned  as 
to  offer  subjects  of  value  for  the  culture  as  well  as  for  the 
training  they  furnish.  It  also  offers  a  thorough  and  prac- 
tical training  in  the  subjects  of  accounting  and  stenography. 
The  regular  school  diploma  is  issued  to  graduates  of  this 
course.  In  the  one-year  business  courses  the  student  de- 
votes his  time  more  exclusively  to  business  branches  and 
upon  completing  either  course  is  given  a  certificate  attest- 
ing to  his  qualifications. 


Department  of  Music

It  is  the  aim  of  Augustana  College  to  build  up  a  strong 
department  to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  advanced  in- 
struction in  the  art  and  science  of  music.  This  aim  has 
been  kept  in  view  by  securing  the  services  of  a  thoroughly 
competent  corps  of  teachers,  and  by  outlining  courses  of 
instruction  that  shall  give  the  pupil  a  thorough  and  broad 
understanding  of  music  combined  with  careful  and  pro- 
gressive training. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  wish  to  continue  the  study 
of  music,  we  are  able  to  connect  with  one  of  the  largest 
conservatories  in  Chicago,  where  our  work  will  be  given 
full  credit. 

VOICE  I 

Preparatory  Course — Control  of  tone,  vowels,  and  consonants.  Lam- 
perti's  Daily  Exercises.  Elements  of  music  and  theory,  rhythm,  ear 
training  and  easy  songs. 

Academic  Course — Control  of  tone,  vowels,  and  consonants,  and 
Lamperti's  Daily  Exercises  continued.  Overtones,  acoustics,  harmony 
and  history  of  music.  Songs  from  Schubert,  Brahms,  Schumann  and 
modern  composers. 

Candidates  for  graduation  from  the  Academic  Course  must  give 
one  public  recital. 

VOICE  II 

Teacher's  Certificate  Course — Max  Spicker's  Masterpieces  of  Vo- 
calization, Book  II.  Tone  coloring,  harmony  of  timbres,  coloratura, 
dramatic  and  declamatory  singing,  advanced  harmony,  history,  analysis 
of  music,  and  simple  counterpoint.  Songs  from  Wagner,  Bach,  Gounod, 
Verdi,  Handel,  and  Scandinavian  composers. 

Candidates  for  graduation  from  the  Teachers'  Course  will  be  re- 
quired to  give  two  public  recitals. 
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PIANO 

Preparatory  Course — Elements  of  pianoforte  playing  including  hand 
culture,  touch,  notation,  together  with  melody  construction,  rhythm 
study,  elementary  harmony,  ear  training.  Instruction  books  used  ac- 
cording to  individual  needs.  A  limited  number  of  etudes  by  different 
composers;  sonatinas  and  rondos  by  Clementi,  Kuhlau,  Reinecke  and 
others;  also  easiest  sonatas  by  Haydn  and  Mozart;  selections  from 
easier  works  of  Schumann,  Heller,  Reinecke,  etc. 

Academic  Course — Further  development  of  technic.  A  number  of 
etudes  from  the  best  composers,  such  as  Heller,  Czerny  and  Cramer. 
Preludes,  two-part  inventions  of  J.  S.  Bach;  sonatas  by  Haydn  and 
Mozart,  easier  sonatas  by  Beethoven;  easier  compositions  of  Mendels- 
sohn, Chopin,  Schubert,  Schumann,  Grieg,  Raff  and  others.

RELIGION 


HE  controlling  idea  in  the  establishment  of  Aug- 


ustana    College   was   to   combine    Christian  with 


classical  and  scientific  training — to  train  the  heart 
as  well  as  to  train  the  mind.  And  as  a  right  training  of 
the  heart  can  only  be  effected  by  the  Word  of  God,  it  fol- 
lows that  this  must  be  made  a  subject  of  careful  study  and 
meditation. 

All  Lutheran  students  are  required  to  attend  the  classes 
in  religion.  With  students  of  other  denominations  the 
study  is  elective. 

I.  Christian  Doctrine — Preparatory  Course,  Sverdrup's  Forklar- 
ing  used  as  text;  72  hours. 

II.  Christian  Doctrine — First  Year  Academic  and  Normal 
Courses;  Joseph  Stump's  Bible  Teachings,  a  Summary  of  Christian 
Doctrine,  is  made  the  foundation  of  this  course;  72  hours.  In  1916-17 
this  course  will  be  a  course  in  Biblical  History. 

III.  Bible  Literature — Second  Year  Academic  and  Normal 
Courses.  J.  A.  W.  Haas,  Bible  Literature,  and  Introductory  View  of 
the  Bible  and  its  books,  used  as  text;  72  hours.  In  1916-17  instead  of 
this  course  a  course  in  Christian  Doctrine  will  be  given. 

IV.  Bible — Junior  Year  Academic  and  Normal  Courses.  One  of 
the  Gospels  studied  throughout  the  year;  Rice's  Commentary  on  Luke; 
72  hours. 

V.  Bible — Senior  Year  Academic  and  Normal  Courses.  The 
Acts  of  the  Apostles  or  one  of  Paul's  Epistles  studied  throughout  the 
year.    Rice's  Commentary  on  the  Acts;  72  hours. 

VI.  Church  History — Freshman  and  Sophomore.  Lovgren,  Church 
History  used  as  text. 


Reading  and  Orthography — Selections  from  standard  authors  are 
read,  special  attention  being  given  to  pronunciation,  inflection,  and  the 
definition  of  words.  Ellis'  Rational  Speller  is  used.  Reading  108  hours; 
Orthography  72  hours. 

Special  classes  in  Orthography  and  Penmanship  are  organized  for 
normal  students. 

Grammar — Maxwell's  Advanced  Lessons  in  English  is  used  as  text. 
Work  in  original  composition  writing.    Preparatory  Course;  180  hours. 


ENGLISH 
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Elementary  classes  will  be  organized  to  meet  the  needs  of  pupils 
unable  to  do  the  work  of  the  advanced  class. 

Advanced  Grammar  and  Reading — A  number  of  texts  are  used  in 
Grammar,  the  aim  being  to  give  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject 
and  to  develop  skill  in  teaching  it.  Principles  of  reading  and  methods 
of  teaching  it.  Practice  reading.  Elementary,  Intermediate  and 
Parochial  Normal  Courses;  54  hours. 

I.  Composition  and  Literature — Description,  narration,  exposi- 
tion and  argumentation.  Reading  of  American  classics;  paragraph  writ- 
ing.   Hanson's  composition  is  used  as  text;  108  hours. 

II.  American  Literature — Halleck's  History  of  American  Liter- 
ature used  as  text.  Study  of  the  life  and  work  of  representative  writers. 
Written  reports  on  assigned  readings;  108  hours. 

III.  Rhetoric  and  Literature — Themes  written  and  carefully  criti- 
cised. A  thorough  study  is  made  of  all  forms  of  discourse.  Typical 
examples  from  standard  literary  works  are  carefully  studied.  A  care- 
ful study  of  Argumentation  with  practice  in  Brief  writing  and  work 
in  formal  Debate  in  the  Spring.  Brooks'  English  Composition — Book  II; 
180  hours. 

IV.  Long's  History  of  English  Literature — Study  of  classics  se- 
lected from  College  Requirements  in  English  for  '13  to  '19.  Written 
reports  and  book  reviews  of  standard  English  novels;  108  hours. 

V.  Freshman — Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition.  A  study  of 
the  sentence  and  paragraph  and  the  study  and  practice  of  the  forms 
of  composition.  Frequent  short  themes  and  essays  and  occasional  longer 
essays.  The  study  and  discussion  of  varied  examples  of  description, 
narration,  exposition  and  argumentation.  Genung:  Working  Principles 
of  Rhetoric;  144  hours.    Not  given  1915-16. 

VI.  Sophomore — A  course  covering  the  first  half  of  the  year's 
work  was  given  (1915-16)  in  the  study  of  the  English  Novel.  The 
second  half  of  the  year  was  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  Shakespeare 
plays,  with  special  study  of  selected  comedies,  tragedies  and  historical 
plays.    This  course  will  alternate  with  Course  V;  144  hours. 

NORWEGIAN 

I.  Reading — Rolfson's  Norwegian  Readers  and  works  of  Bj0rn- 
son.  Correct  pronunciation,  fluent  and  intelligent  reading  is  the  aim. 
Declamations  and  exercises  in  Orthography;  180  hours. 

II.  Grammar  and  Composition — Eikeland's  Norwegian  Gram- 
mar. Rolfsen's  Lcesebog,  femte  del.  Reading  and  Compositions;  144 
hours. 

III.  Norwegian  Literature — Given  in  Freshman  or  Sophomore 
College.  Reading  and  study  of  select  works  of  some  leading  author, 
together  with  study  of  corresponding  periods  of  the  history  of  litera- 
ture; 144  hours. 

Normal  students  may,  instead  of  German,  elect  Norwegian  I  and  II. 
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LATIN 

I.  D'Ooge's  Latin  for  Beginners — used  as  text.  Careful  atten- 
tion given  to  exercises  in  Grammar  and  Composition.  Most  of  Spring 
Term  devoted  to  reading  of  continuous  prose;  180  hours. 

II.  Caesars  De  Bello  Gallico — Four  Books  of  Caesar's  Gallic 
War  or  equivalent.  Latin  grammar  and  composition,  one  lesson  a 
week,  180  hours. 

III.  Cicero — Six  orations.  Grammar  and  composition,  one  lesson 
a  week;  144  hours. 

IV.  Virgil — Six  books  of  the  Aeneid.  The  elements  of  Latin 
prosody.    Grammar  and  composition;  180  hours. 


GERMAN 

I.  German  Grammar — An  elementary  course  in  German  Gram- 
mar and  Reading.  Drills  in  composition  and  conversation.  "Gliick 
Auf"  used  as  text  for  reading  in  Spring  Term.  Spanhoofd's  Lehrbuch 
der  deutschen  Sprache  used  as  text;  144  hours. 

II.  Grammar,  Composition  and  Literature — An  advanced  course 
in  German  Grammar  and  Composition  combined  with  the  reading  of 
select  modern  German  prose  and  poetry;  144  hours.  During  1915-16 
the  following  were  read:  Storm's  Immensee,  Hillern's  Hoher  als  die 
Kirche  and  Schiller's  "Wilhelm  Tell."  Considerable  work  was  devoted 
to  Grammar  and  Composition.  Harris's  German  Grammar  and 
Truscott  and  Smith's  German  Composition  used  as  texts. 

III.  German  Literature — A  course  in  Modern  German  Litera- 
ture. During  1915-16  a  careful  study  was  made  of  Fulda's  Der  Talis- 
man and  Sudermann's  Frau  Sorge.  A  review  was  made  of  the  essentials 
of  German  Grammar.  One  hour  a  week  was  given  to  the  study  of 
German  Composition,  Truscott  and  Smith's  German  Composition  being 
used  as  guide;  144  hours. 

IV.  (a)  Die  Deutsche  "Novelle" — A  study  of  the  "short  story" 
of  the  German  literature. 

(b)  Modern  Drama — A  course  in  the  study  of  modern  Ger- 
man Drama;  144  hours. 

Courses  III  and  IV  will  be  given  in  alternate  years  to  students 
who  have  completed  Courses  I  and  II,  or  their  equivalents.  Course  IV 
was  not  given  1915-16,  but  will  be  given  1916-17. 


GREEK 

I.  W bite's  1st  Greek  Book  Completed — Drill  on  forms  and 
daily  written  exercises.  Xenophon's  Anabasis  is  begun  in  the  Spring 
Term;  180  hours.    Not  given  1915-16. 

II.  Book  II  to  IV  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  studied  and  analyzed, 
together  with  Grammar  and  Composition.  Homer's  Iliad  begun;  180 
hours.    Not  given  1915-16. 
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HISTORY 

U.  S.  History — Montgomery's  Leading  Facts  of  American  History. 
Preparatory  Course,  three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year;  108  hours. 

South  Dakota  History — Ransom's,  The  Sunshine  State  is  made 
the  basis  for  this  work.  Considerable  time  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
the  geology,  topography,  climate  and  precipitation  in  various  parts  of 
the  state;  50  hours,  1915-16.  Will  be  combined  with  Rev.  Civics  in 
1916-17. 

Advanced  U.  S.  History — A  review  course.  "Montgomery's  Lead- 
ing Facts"  is  used  as  a  text.  This  is  thoroughly  reviewed  with  supple- 
mentary readings;  70  hours  in  1915-16.    In  1916-17  will  be  90  hours. 

Civics  Revieiv — A  study  is  made  of  the  essential  elements  in  the 
National  Government  and  special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  develop- 
ment of  the  constitution,  government,  and  institutions  of  South  Dakota. 
Text — Ross's  Civil  Government  of  South  Dakota;  60  hours  in  1915-16. 

Advanced  Civics — A  study  is  made  of  local  civic  institutions,  of  the 
state  and  federal  constitutions,  and  of  the  administration  of  state  and 
federal  government.  Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  origin  and 
development  of  civic  institutions.  Some  study  is  made  of  the  machinery 
of  political  parties.  Attention  is  called  to  civic  problems  as  they  arise 
and  demand  solution.  Considerable  reference  work  is  required.  For- 
man's  Advanced  Civics  is  used  as  text;  90  hours.  Fourth  year  Inter- 
mediate Normal  and  Academic-Business  Courses. 

American  History — In  this  course  the  events  leading  to  the  settle- 
ment of  the  colonies  are  reviewed  rapidly.  Chief  attention  is  centered 
upon  the  building  of  the  nation,  the  Civil  War,  and  the  reconstruction 
of  the  states.  Emphasis  is  given  to  the  principles  underlying  the  de- 
velopment of  the  political  life  and  institutions  of  the  American  people. 
Muzzey's  American  History  is  used  as  text;  90  hours.  Fourth  year 
Intermediate  Normal  and  Academic-Business  Courses. 

General  History — Myer's  General  History  (Revised)  is  made  the 
basis  for  this  work.  This  course  aims  to  give  the  student  a  view  of 
the  development  of  nations  and  institutions  from  the  dawn  of  history 
to  the  present  time.  The  underlying  courses  of  historical  movements 
are  emphasized;  144  hours. 

Scandinavian  History — J.  Raabe's  History  of  Norway,  Sweden  and 
Denmark  is  made  the  foundation  of  this  course.  A  brief  survey  of 
the  history  of  the  Scandinavian  countries;  special  attention  given  to 
Norway.  An  outline  from  volumes  of  Wilh.  Paulson's  Fortaellinger  om 
Norden;  108  hours. 

Modern  History — Sophomore,  144  hours.  Work  to  be  outlined  and 
text  to  be  selected.    (Not  given  1914-15.) 

MATHEMATICS 

Arithmetic — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Arithmetic.  Principles  rather 
than  problems  are  subjects  of  explanation  and  discussion.  Pupils  are 
divided  into  sections,  according  to  advancement.  Section  A  completes 
the  subject;  180  hours. 
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Advanced  Arithmetic — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Arithmetic  used  as 
text.  Selected  problems.  This  course  is  made  a  thorough  review  of 
the  subject  for  those  preparing  to  teach;  54  hours. 

Algebra — Wells  and  Hart  First  Year  Algebra,  including  quadratic 
equations  and  radical  expressions;  180  hours. 

Higher  Algebra — Hawkes,  Luby  and  Touton's  Higher  Algebra. 
Quadratic  equations,  imaginary  and  complex  numbers,  logarithms, 
binomial  theorem,  ratio,  proportions,  progression,  interest  and  annuities 
and  graphic  representation  of  functions;  90  hours. 

Plane  Geometry — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Plane  Geometry,  includ- 
ing original  exercises  completed;  180  hours. 

Solid  Geometry — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Solid  Geometry,  including 
original  exercises  completed;  90  hours. 

Algebra — Freshman.  Hawkes's  College  Algebra.  Indeterminate 
equations,  progression,  interest  and  annuities,  choice,  chance,  series; 
72  hours. 

Trigonometry — Freshman.  A  study  of  trigonometric  functions  and 
their  practical  application  to  measurement  of  plane  surfaces,  Geodesy, 
Astronomy  and  Navigation.  Wentworth's  Plane  Trigonometry  used  as 
text;  72  hours. 

NATURAL  SCIENCES 

Geography — Preparatory  Course.  Redway  and  Hinman's  text  is 
used.    Not  given  1915-16. 

Physiology — Preparatory  Course.  Overton's  text  is  used;  108  hours. 

Advanced  Physiology — Text.  General  Physiology  and  Anatomy, 
Eddy.  This  course  has  as  its  aim  not  only  to  present  the  subject  of 
human  physiology  and  physiological  processes,  but,  as  far  as  possible, 
to  correlate  the  subjects  of  botany,  zoology  and  physiology.  Laboratory 
work,  specimen  and  charts  used  to  illustrate  the  text;  90  hours. 

Advanced  Geography — Required  of  all  Normal  students.  This  will 
be  an  advanced  course  in  Political  and  Commercial  Geography  with 
some  attention  given  to  methods  of  teaching  the  subject.  Tarr  and 
MacMurray;  90  hours. 

Agriculture — "Practical  Agriculture  by  Wilkenson,"  used  as  text. 
This  course  is  a  study  of  some  of  the  practical  problems  encountered 
on  the  farm  and  in  the  home;  such  as  soil  fertility,  good  seed,  methods 
of  cultivation,  clover  and  bacteria,  nutrients  in  grain,  hay,  silage,  etc., 
sanitary  conditions  and  many  other  related  subjects.  The  course  is 
designed  to  prepare  Normal  students  to  teach  the  subject  in  the  Rural 
schools;  72  hours. 

Botany — Bergen-Caldwell — The  text  is  illustrated  by  experiments; 
the  gross  microscopic  study  of  buds,  stems,  leaves  and  typical  repre- 
sentatives of  bacteria,  slime,  moulds,  algae,  fungi,  mosses  and  ferns; 
modified  parts,  dispersion  of  fruits  and  seeds.  Botanical  excursions, 
analysis,  description  and  mounting  of  30  flowering  plants  constitute  part 
of  the  work.  Two  recitations  and  two  double  laboratory  periods  a  week. 
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Physics — Carhart  and  Chute's  First  Principles  of  Physics  and  the 
Crowell  Laboratory  Manual  are  used  as  tests.  Four  recitations  and 
one  double  period  of  laboratory  work  each  week  throughout  the  year. 

CHEMISTRY 

General  Inorganic  Chemistry — This  course  is  a  systematic  study  of 
the  fundamental  principles  and  general  theories  of  Chemistry,  the  chem- 
ical and  physical  properties  of  metals  and  non-metals,  accompanied  by 
sufficient  laboratory  work  to  illustrate  clearly  the  topics  discussed  in 
class.  The  laboratory  work  required  of  girls  will  give  special  attention 
to  Household  Chemistry.  Three  recitations  and  two  laboratory  periods 
per  week.    Text  Remsen,  College  Chemistry. 

BIOLOGY 

Zoology — A  consideration  of  the  chief  facts  of  structure,  function, 
development  and  relationship  of  animals.  Representative  invertebrates 
will  be  studied  in  the  laboratory.  Two  recitations  and  two  double 
laboratory  periods  per  week.  "General  Zoology"  by  Dodge,  and  "In- 
vertebrate Zoology"  by  Pratt  used  as  texts.    (Not  given  1915-16.) 

EDUCATION 

Didactics — The  first  part  of  the  year  is  devoted  to  a  careful  study 
and  discussion  of  the  equipment,  organization  and  management  of  the 
rural  school.  This  is  followed  by  a  review  of  the  South  Dakota  school 
law  and  course  of  study.  Work  is  based  on  Colgrove's — The  Teacher 
and  The  School,  and  the  Course  of  Study;  108  hours. 

Elementary  Psychology — Pillsbury's  Essentials  of  Psychology.  The 
purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  mental  processes  which  form  the 
basis  for  the  fundamental  laws  of  teaching.  Simple  experiments  on 
sensation  and  the  learning  processes  will  be  conducted;  90  hours. 

Pedagogy — Prerequisite:  Psychology.  A  study  is  made  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  teaching  as  derived  from  the  laws  of  psychology  and  of  the 
ends  and  values  of  the  subjects  of  study  and  education  in  general.  A 
text  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  class  is  made  the  basis  for  this  work. 
A  brief  Course  in  the  Teaching  Process  by  Strayer;  90  hours. 

Methods  and  Observation — General  Method:  Lectures,  readings 
and  discussions  on  the  history  and  development  of  methods  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools. 

Special  Method:  Assigned  readings,  reports  and  discussions  of  spe- 
cial methods.  A  series  of  lesson  plans  is  outlined  and  written  for  each 
subject  in  the  grades.  Observation  of  the  work  in  the  grades  of  the 
city  schools  is  made  a  part  of  the  work  in  this  course.  Text,  Charter's 
"Methods  in  the  Common  Branches."     108  hours. 

History  of  Education — Monroe's  History  of  Education  supple- 
mented by  readings,  papers  and  reports  on  educators  and  educational 
movements;  108  hours.

Professional  Reviews — Each  subject  taught  in  the  grades  is  outlined 
and  thoroughly  reviewed.  Class  discussions  are  devoted  to  the  essen- 
tials of  each  subject.  Some  work  on  special  methods  of  teaching  will  be 
given  with  the  study  of  each  subject. 

Advanced  Psychology — Text,  Angell's  Psychology.  Supplemented  by 
assigned  readings,  laboratory  work  and  experiments.  A  study  is  made 
of  the  nervous  system  as  a  basis.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  of  the 
mental  processes  from  a  functional  point  of  view;  90  hours. 

Principles  of  Education — Text  to  be  selected.  Lectures,  discus- 
sions, and  assigned  readings  on  educational  principles  and  systems.  Some 
emphasis  is  placed  on  secondary  school  problems. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Drawing — Study,  discussion  and  illustration  of  the  principles  of 
drawing.  Freehand  drawing  from  copy,  simple  forms  and  natural  ob- 
jects.   Constructive  work  in  perspective  and  design;  72  hours. 

Sight  Singing — Beginning  Class.  The  Ideal  Music  Chart  and  books 
graded  to  suit  the  class  are  used;  72  hours. 

Advanced  Class.   Sight  singing  and  chorus  work;  72  hours. 

COMMERCIAL 

Bookkeeping — The  system  in  use  is  the  Bliss  System  of  Actual 
Business  from  the  start.  All  transactions  are  performed  face  to  face  or 
by  correspondence  as  in  actual  business.  All  cash  and  business  papers 
pass  between  the  parties.  Ten  exercises  and  six  sets  illustrating  the 
various  modes  of  recording  business  transactions  are  completed  before 
entering  offices.  In  the  offices  the  student  is  promoted  by  regular 
graduations  from  office  to  office  as  he  masters  the  manner  of  conduct- 
ing the  business  and  keeping  the  books  in  each. 

Shorthand — Manual  of  Gregg  Shorthand  and  Gregg  Writer.  Dic- 
tation drill  from  the  first.  In  the  Academic-Business  Course  and  in  the 
two-year  Stenographic  Course  the  first  year  is  devoted  to  the  learning 
of  the  principles  of  shorthand,  the  Manual  being  completed;  the  second 
year's  work  consists  of  speed  practice  and  office  training.  Reading  of 
written  shorthand  notes,  also  plates  from  the  Gregg  Writer.  Speed 
on  new  matter  100  words  a  minute  for  five  minutes  to  be  transcribed 
in  half  an  hour.  Office  practice,  including  training  in  the  use  of  the 
mimeograph,  carbon  work,  manifolding,  all  business  papers  and  forms, 
billing,  filing,  etc. 

Typewriting — Touch  typewriting  is  taught.  Text  used,  Rational 
Typewriting.  Manual  completed  and  speed  obtained  on  new  matter 
fifty  words  a  minute  for  fifteen  minutes,  speed  sentence  120  words  per 
minute  for  five  minutes,  alphabetical  sentence  sixty  words  per  minute. 

Commercial  Law — Lyon's  Commercial  Law  is  used  as  text  book. 
Two  hours  a  week;  72  hours;  90  hours  will  be  given  1916-17. 

Penmanship — The  Palmer  Method  of  Business  Writing  is  used. 

Commercial   Arithmetic    and   Spelling — The    class    in  Commercial 
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Arithmetic  is  given  a  special  course  of  training  to  secure  rapidity  and 
accuracy  in  all  computations,  mental  and  written.  The  work  is  of  a 
practical  nature  and  is  confined  to  computations  in  actual  business. 
Birch's  Lessons  in  Rapid  Calculation  is  the  text  used.  The  drills  in 
spelling  are  exhaustive,  and  aim  to  secure  absolute  accuracy  in  all 
words  in  current  use. 

Commercial  English — Ross's  Business  English  is  used  as  text.  The 
aim  is  to  secure  familiarity  with  grammar,  the  rules  of  capitalization 
and  punctuation  with  their  application,  and  the  conventional  forms  used 
in  business  and  social  correspondence.  Actual  practice  in  the  writing  of 
business  letters,  messages,  advertisements,  etc.,  is  given  special  attention. 

DAILY  ROUTINE 

Students  rise  at  6:30,  breakfast  at  7:00;  recitations  and  study  hours 
begin  at  8:00;  assemble  for  roll  call  and  morning  devotion  at  9:30; 
recite  or  study  from  9:50  to  12:05,  and  from  2:00  to  5:00  p.  m. ; 
assemble  for  evening  devotion  at  7  :00  p.  m. ;  evening  study  hours  begin 
at  7:15;  lights  out  at  10:15.  On  Monday  the  time  after  morning  devo- 
tion from  8:45  to  11:45  is  devoted  to  study.  On  Sundays  and  Mondays 
the  time  for  rising  is  one-half  hour  later,  and  on  Sundays  the  students 
assemble  for  morning  devotion  and  Bible  class  at  9:30  a.  m.

General  Information 


CANTON  being  the  center  of  a  strong  Norwegian  Lutheran 
community  and  otherwise  a  most  desirable  place  for  a  church 
school,  Augustana  College  was  moved  to  this  place  in  the  fall  of 
1884.  Canton  is  the  county  seat  of  Lincoln  county,  and  one  of  the 
most  beautifully  located  cities  in  the  west.  It  is  snugly  situated  in 
a  bend  of  the  Big  Sioux  river  opposite  the  Iowa  bluffs.  It  is  justly 
noted  for  its  many  well-built  homes,  reflecting  an  enterprising,  in- 
telligent and  refined  community.  The  city  is  supplied  with  such 
modern  conveniences  as  local  and  long  distance  telephone  lines, 
electric  lights,  waterworks  and  a  sewage  system.  It  has  railroad 
connections  north,  east,  south  and  west,  being  located  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Iowa  &  Dakota  division  of  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  R.  R., 
with  the  Sioux  City  &  Dakota  division  of  the  same  railway.  Its 
population  of  about  2,800  is  composed  of  a  highly  moral  class  of 
people,  and  the  city  commends  itself  to  those  who  are  anxious  that 
their  sons  and  daughters  shall  be  surrounded  by  good  moral  in- 
fluences when  attending  school  away  from  home.  The  college  is 
located  in  the  eastern  edge  of  the  city  overlooking  the  Sioux  Valley. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 

The  college  building,  or  main  building,  a  cut  of  which  appears 
in  this  catalogue,  is  a  beautiful  structure,  built  of  Sioux  Falls  granite. 
It  is  104  feet  long  and  60  feet  wide,  containing  four  stories  and 
basement.  The  building  is  artificially  ventilated,  heated  by  steam, 
and  lighted  throughout  by  electricity.  It  is  provided  with  fire 
escapes  and  fire  extinguishers,  and  every  floor  is  supplied  with 
water  from  the  city  waterworks.    It  has  a  complete  sewage  system. 

The  third  and  fourth  floors  of  this  building  are  used  for  boys' 
dormitory  purposes,  affording  accommodations  for  fifty  boys. 

On  the  second  floor  are  located  the  commercial  rooms,  the 
chapel,  and  two  recitation  rooms.  The  commercial  room,  occupy- 
ing the  north  half  of  this  floor,  is  large  and  well  lighted.  This  room 
is  fitted  up  with  all  necessary  and  up-to-date  equipment  for  actual 
business  practice.  The  south  half  of  this  floor,  together  with  the 
south  half  of  the  third  floor,  form  the  college  chapel,  which,  in- 
cluding the  gallery,  has  a  seating  capacity  of  about  400. 
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The  first  floor  contains  the  President's  office,  the  library  and 
reading  rooms,  the  faculty  room,  and  several  large  class  rooms  seated 
with  tablet  arm  chairs. 

In  the  basement  are  located  the  steam  heating  plant,  janitor's 
room,  a  large  well  lighted  chemical  and  physical  laboratory,  and 
the  gymnasium. 

The  Ladies'  dormitory,  located  a  short  distance  north  of  the 
main  building,  is  a  three-story  frame  building  with  a  substantial 
stone  basement.  It  is  commodious  and  complete  in  its  equipment, 
heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity.  The  building  is  sup- 
plied with  city  water  on  every  floor,  and  is  provided  with  ample 
sewer  connections.  Fire  extinguishers  are  distributed  throughout 
the  building.  The  basement  contains  two  large  dining  halls,  ac- 
commodating about  240,  kitchen,  laundry,  bath  rooms,  storage 
rooms,  etc.  All  the  three  stories  are  used  for  dormitory  purposes, 
with  the  exception  of  such  rooms  as  are  used  by  the  teachers  in 
charge,  and  reception  rooms.  The  rooms  are  light,  pleasant  and 
easily  ventilated.  In  this  building  there  are  accommodations  for 
about  80  girls.  A  competent  preceptress  has  special  supervision 
of  the  young  ladies  who  room  in  this  building,  thus  insuring  them 
a  safe,  comfortable  and  pleasant  home. 

Adjoining  this  building  are  the  hospital  quarters,  so  built  as  to 
have  no  inside  connection  with  the  dormitory.  The  hospital  is 
divided  into  four  wards,  having  no  inside  communication,  thus 
affording  a  safe  protection  against  the  spread  of  possible  contagious 
disease. 

History  and  Aim 

Augustana  College  was,  for  thirty  years  prior  to  1890,  a  school 
of  the  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod.  At  this  date  it  came  under 
the  management  of  the  Norwegian  Lutheran  Church  of  America, 
formed  by  the  union  of  the  Augustana  Synod,  the  Norwegian 
Lutheran  Conference,  and  the  Anti-Missourian  Brotherhood. 
Prior  to  1869,  its  history  is  identical  with  the  Swedish  Augustana 
College,  of  Rock  Island,  111.  It  was  established  in  Chicago,  111.,  in 
1860,  moved  to  Paxton,  111.,  in  1863,  separated  from  the  Swedish 
College  and  moved  to  Marshall,  Wis.,  in  1869,  to  Beloit,  Iowa,  in 
1881,  and  to  Canton,  S.  D.,  in  1884. 

Augustana  College  believes  only  in  a  thoroughly  Christian  edu- 
cation, and  as  a  school  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  its  aim  is  to  be  of 
the  greatest  possible  service  to  our  many  young  men  and  women 
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who  are  eagerly  seeking  an  education  preparatory  for  some  vocation 
in  life  or  for  further  study  at  some  higher  institution  of  learning. 

Management 

While  the  Norwegian  Lutheran  Church  owns  the  school  and 
contributes  to  its  financial  support,  the  management  is  left  with  the 
Augustana  College  Association. 

This  association  was  formed  in  1895  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
hancing the  interest  of  the  school  and  placing  its  immediate  manage- 
ment in  the  hands  of  its  patrons.  All  interested  congregations 
send  delegates  to  the  annual  convention  usually  held  in  the  month 
of  March. 

Admission 

No  examination  is  required  of  students  entering  the  Preparatory 
Course. 

Students  wishing  to  enter  the  first  year  of  the  Academic  or 
Normal  Courses  must  have  completed  the  common  branches  con- 
tained in  the  Preparatory  Course  or  the  eighth  grade  of  the  public 
schools. 

Students  wishing  to  enter  advanced  classes  in  any  course  are 
required  to  pass  examinations  in  all  branches  preceding,  or  present 
testimonials  from  accredited  schools  showing  the  number  of  weeks 
devoted  to  each  branch  of  study,  the  number  of  recitations  per 
week,  and  grades  secured.  A  list  of  studies  pursued  with  certain 
standings  attached  without  further  information  can  not  be  accepted. 

A  student  may  pursue  one  or  more  selected  studies  when  it  is  to 
his  interest  to  do  so. 

Testimonials  of  good  moral  character  should  be  presented  by 
all  new  students. 

Administration 

Students  are  received  as  ladies  and  gentlemen,  and  as  such  are 
trusted  to  conduct  themselves  in  truthfulness  and  uprightness,  in 
kindness  and  respect,  in  diligence  and  sobriety,  in  obedience  to  law 
and  maintenance  of  order,  and  such  regard  for  Christian  institutions 
as  become  members  of  a  Christian  college. 

It  is  an  implied  contract  that  all  who  enter  the  College  agree  to 
fulfill  in  all  respects  this  trust,  and  no  student  will  be  retained  in 
this  institution  who  persistently  disregards  the  rules  or  neglects 
his  duties. 
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Only  such  rules  are  imposed  as  experience  teaches  are  necessary 
to  secure  unity  and  regularity  in  school  work,  prevent  improper 
conduct,  and  maintain  the  proper  dignity  of  a  Christian  institution. 

Any  organization  or  group  of  students  wishing  to  give  an  enter- 
tainment to  which  young  women  and  young  men  are  to  be  invited 
must  secure  permission  from  the  Committee  on  Social  Affairs  at 
least  one  week  before  the  entertainment  is  to  be  given.  The  con- 
ditions under  which  the  entertainment  is  held  are  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  committee. 

Students  are  forbidden  to  use  intoxicating  liquors;  to  attend 
dancing  parties  or  theaters;  to  play  cards;  gamble;  use  profane 
language;  to  use  tobacco  on  the  college  premises,  on  the  streets, 
or  in  public  places;  and  to  deface  school  buildings  or  furniture. 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester,  and  a  cor- 
rect statement  of  the  deportment,  work  and  advancement  of  each 
student  is  kept  and  placed  on  the  college  records.  The  following 
rules  govern  conditions  and  failures: 

1.  A  standing  ranging  from  60  to  74,  both  numbers  included, 
is  a  condition. 

2.  A  condition  for  a  term's  work,  not  final  in  any  subject,  may 
be  removed  by  examination  at  the  convenience  of  the  teacher  dur- 
ing the  term  following  that  during  which  the  work  was  offered  in 
class,  and  the  student  may  be  permitted  to  continue  with  the  class. 

3.  A  condition  where  the  standing  should  be  final  may  be  re- 
moved by  examination  at  the  convenience  of  the  teacher  before  the 
subject  is  offered  again  in  class. 

4.  If  the  condition  is  not  removed  by  the  time  the  subject  is 
offered  again  in  class  it  becomes  a  failure  subject  to  the  rules  gov- 
erning a  failure. 

5.  A  standing  below  60  is  a  failure. 

6.  A  failure  must  be  made  up  at  the  first  opportunity  by  taking 
the  subject  in  class. 

7.  Failures  and  conditions  in  the  graduating  class  must  be  re- 
moved before  the  end  of  the  winter  term,  unless  the  subject  is  offered 
in  the  spring  term. 

8.  Failures  incurred  during  the  graduating  year  may  be  made 
up  without  taking  the  subject  again  in  class.

On  school  days  all  students  are  expected  to  be  present  at  morn- 
ing devotional  exercises  held  in  the  college  chapel;  on  other  morn- 
ings and  for  evening  devotion,  those  who  room  in  the  college 
buildings  or  immediate  vicinity. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  services  regularly  in 
the  church  of  their  confession. 

Students  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  Church  are  expected  to 
contribute  50  cents  each  towards  the  running  expenses  of  the  local 
congregation. 

Student  Organizations,  Etc. 

Several  literary  societies  in  English  and  Norwegian,  training 
their  members  in  parliamentary  law,  debate,  reading,  recitations, 
etc.,  hold  regular  meetings  throughout  the  year. 

The  College  Luther  League  meets  every  Sunday  evening  at  6:15 
in  the  College  Chapel,  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  meets  Thursday  even- 
ing in  the  Ladies'  parlor. 

The  students  contributed  the  past  year  about  $200  towards  the 
support  of  missionaries  of  the  United  Church  Students'  Union. 

A  local  organization  of  the  Interstate  Prohibition  League  holds 
regular  meetings  for  the  study  of  the  various  phases  of  the  liquor 
problem. 

School  Paper.  The  publication  of  "The  Augustana,"  the  school 
paper,  was  begun  in  January,  1908.  This  is  published  by  the  alumni 
and  students  of  the  school  and  seeks  to  develop  a  healthy  school 
spirit,  to  be  a  true  exponent  of  school  life,  and  to  be  an  interesting 
medium  of  communication  between  the  school  and  its  friends.  "The 
Augustana"  is  published  monthly  during  the  school  year  and  the 
subscription  price  is  75  cents  per  year. 

College  Annual.  The  Junior  Class  began  this  year  the  publica- 
tion of  an  annual  depicting  college  life  and  activities.  The  name 
adopted  for  it  is  "The  Zephyr." 

Band.  The  College  Band  consists  of  about  twenty-five  pieces. 
Places  are  open  to  students  who  may  have  instruments.  Any  stu- 
dent who  plays  an  instrument  should  bring  it  with  him,  and  become 
a  member  of  the  Band.

The  Choral  Union  is  organized  for  the  purpose  of  giving  those 
who  desire  it  a  chance  to  learn  how  to  sing  good  four-part  songs. 
While  this  is  the  first  year  of  its  existence  very  creditable  work 
has  been  done.  We  need  leaders  in  choir  work  among  our  congre- 
gations and  the  training  received  in  the  Choral  Union  will  put  the 
young  people  in  line  for  assuming  the  responsibility  of  leadership 
in  the  home  choirs. 

The  Ladies'  Chorus  is  made  up  of  picked  voices  from  among 
the  best  material  in  the  college.  A  good  organization  is  made  pos- 
sible by  the  fact  that  so  many  more  of  the  young  women  than  of 
the  young  men  have  taken  voice  culture.  They  have  creditably 
appeared  on  public  programs  during  the  year. 

The  Augustana  Choir.  An  organization  of  twelve  voices  was 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  undertaking  a  concert  trip  in  order  to 
bring  the  college  to  the  attention  of  the  people  in  this  territory. 
The  first  trip  was  made  from  April  14  to  22  inclusive.  Concerts 
were  given  in  Dell  Rapids,  Baltic,  Colton,  Madison,  Howard,  Lake 
Preston,  Brookings,  Pipestone,  Garretson  and  Hills.  Over  2,000 
people  heard  the  concerts  and  we  have  reasons  to  believe  that  they 
got  a  good  impression  of  the  work  done  at  the  college.  The  Choir 
will  be  continued  and  the  membership  increased  from  year  to  year. 

Scholarships 

The  two  scholarships,  consisting  of  free  tuition  for  one  year  at 
St.  Olaf  College  for  highest  rank  in  graduating  class,  were  awarded 
to  Inga  Enebo  and  Milian  Grasmo. 

Things  To  Take  Along 

A  Bible,  hymn  book,  and  such  other  books  as  the  student  may 
have  that  are  in  use  here.  Roomers  in  the  building  will  bring  three 
sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillowcases,  two  quilts,  three  towels  and  two 
table  napkins.  The  school  supplies  everything  else  needed  to  furnish 
the  rooms.   The  school  also  carries  a  full  line  of  text  books. 

Uniform  Dress  for  Young  Ladies 

The  idea  of  uniform  dress  for  all  young  women  at  boarding 
schools  has  gained  greatly  of  late  years.  It  has  been  found  desirable 
both  because  of  economy  and  for  hygieniq  reasons.  Mothers 
universally  approve  of  it  and  the  young  women  learn  to  like  it 
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more  and  more  as  they  get  used  to  it.  It  does  away  with  the  worry 
as  to  what  kind  of  clothes  to  bring  to  school  and  it  also  removes 
the  temptation  to  dress  beyond  one's  means  in  order  to  keep  up  to 
the  standard  set  by  those  coming  from  more  well-to-do  families. 

At  a  meeting  of  all  the  young  women  of  the  College  held  on 
May  21,  1917,  the  following  regulations  were  unanimously  adopted. 

Regulations.  Standard  Suit  for  Cold  Weather.  Sailor  or 
Peter  Thompson  style  made  of  navy  blue  serge.  Patterns  for  these 
styles  may  be  had  from  any  dealer  in  dress  goods. 

Fall  and  Spring  Uniform.  Should  be  made  according  to  same 
patterns  of  good,  washable  cotton,  Copenhagen  blue,  fast  color. 
For  variety  white  middies,  preferably  belted,  may  be  worn  with  the 
blue  skirts. 

Length  of  Skirt — to  shoe-tops. 

Length  of  Sleeve — below  elbow. 

Neck — not  lower  than  four  inches. 

Shoes — a  good  sensible  walking  shoe  is  recommended. 

There  were  no  regulations  adopted  for  Sunday  dress.

Board  and  Electric  Light 

The  items  of  board  and  light  are  obtained  as  nearly  as  possible  at 
actual  cost.  The  College  Boarding  Club  prides  itself  upon  the  suc- 
cess with  which  it  has  been  able  to  furnish  good  board  at  a  low  price. 
The  cost  of  board  and  light  for  the  greater  part  of  the  past  school 
year  was  $2.75  per  week. 

Terms  of  Payment 

All  tuition  fees,  including  music,  are  payable  at  the  Treasurer's 
office  in  advance. 

Students  pay  in  advance  from  the  time  of  entering  until  the 
end  of  the  semester.    An  extra  dollar  will  be  added  to  all  bills  for 
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tuition  and  room  rent  remaining  unpaid  for  two  weeks  after  enter- 
ing. No  tuition  will  be  accepted  for  less  than  half  a  semester,  unless 
student  enters  in  the  latter  part  of  a  semester  in  which  case  he  pays 
for  the  remainder  of  the  same.  No  allowance  is  made  for  absence 
during  the  first  week  of  a  semester,  and  no  tuition  is  refunded  to  stu- 
dents who  leave  school  during  the  latter  part  of  a  semester.  In  the 
music  course  no  deduction  is  made  for  temporary  absence  of  pupils. 
Only  in  cases  of  protracted  illness,  extending  over  two  or  more 
weeks,  will  pupils  be  allowed  to  "make  up"  lessons  lost. 

No  deviation  is  made  from  the  above  rule,  except  in  the  case 
of  teachers  actually  entering  upon  the  work  of  teaching  or  in  case 
of  severe  and  protracted  illness. 

Books 

All  books  needed  in  the  several  courses  may  be  purchased  at 
the  school.  Books  in  condition  to  be  returned  will  be  repurchased 
from  the  student  at  a  reasonable  discount  for  use. 


Courses  of  Study 


Augustana  College  maintains  the  following  departments: 

1.  A  College  Department  in  which  the  first  two  years  of  a  regular 

college  course  are  offered. 

2.  An  Academic  Department  offering  a  course  of  four  years,  meet- 

ing all  college  and  university  requirements. 

3.  A  Normal  Department  offering  the  following  courses: 

(a)  An  Elementary  Course  of  two  years,  on  the  completion  of  which  the 
student  will  receive  from  the  State  Department  of  Education  without 
further  examination  a  Second  Grade  Teachers'  Certificate. 

(b)  A  Parochial  Course  of  two  years.  This  is  very  similar  to  the  Ele- 
mentary Course,  but  offering  work  in  such  a  way  as  to  qualify  the 
student  to  teach  in  the  parochial  schools  of  our  church  as  well  as 
qualifying  for  a  Second  Grade  Certificate  in  the  same  way  as  the 
Elementary  Course. 

( c )  An  Intermediate  Course  of  four  years  leading  to  a  First  Grade  Teach- 
ers' Certificate  without  examination. 

(d)  An  Intermediate  Course  of  one  year  for  graduates  of  four-year  high 
schools.  This  qualifies  the  student  to  receive  a  First  Grade  Teachers' 
Certificate  without  examination. 

( e )  Advanced  Courses  of  two  years  qualifying  for  Five  Year  State  Cer- 
tificate or  Life  Diploma  without  examination.  To  enter  these  courses 
the  student  must  have  completed  the  Intermediate  Course  or  a  four- 
year  high  school  course  or  the  equivalent  of  one  of  these. 

4.  A  Commercial  Department  offering: 

(a)  An  Academic-Business  Course  of  four  years  with  subjects  so  arranged 
as  to  give  the  student  a  thorough  general  education,  together  with 
practical  training  in  the  subjects  of  accounting  and  stenography. 

(b)  A  Commercial  Course  of  one  year. 

(c)  A  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  Course  of  two  years. 

(d)  A  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  Course  of  one  year  for  high  school  grad- 
uates and  others  whose  previous  training  will  enable  them  to  pursue 
the  course  successfully. 

( e )  A  Winter  Course  of  18  weeks,  with  subjects  so  arranged  that  a  sem- 
ester's credit  is  secured  in  all  subjects  completed. 
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5.  A  Music  Department  comprising  courses  of  instruction  in: 

(a)  Instrumental  Music — Piano,  Organ  and  Violin. 

(b)  Voice  Culture. 

(c)  Theory  of  Music. 

(d)  Band  and  Chorus. 

A  Preparatory  Course  of  one  year  is  offered  preparing  stu- 
dents deficient  in  the  common  branches  to  take  up  our  more  advanced 
courses. 

Much  time  and  study  have  been  devoted  to  a  proper  selection  of 
branches,  and  the  arrangement  in  a  logical  order  of  the  same  in  the 
several  courses,  so  as  to  adapt  them  to  the  mental  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  the  student,  as  well  as  to  preserve  in  each  course  such 
features  as  will  make  it  complete  in  itself. 

Work  is  assigned  the  student  with  careful  reference  to  his 
capacity,  so  as  to  be  neither  more  nor  less  than  will  exercise  all 
his  powers.  Whether  students  enter  for  a  long  or  short  period,  it 
has  been  found  that  the  best  results  are  attained  where  students 
confine  themselves  strictly  to  the  courses  as  outlined.  Cases  may 
occur,  however,  where  students  may  pursue  a  selected  course  with 
good  results;  but  in  such  cases  special  permission  must  be  obtained 
by  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Registration  Committee. 

The  Academic  Course 

This  course  is  designed  to  prepare  students  to  enter  the  freshman 
year  of  a  college  course.  The  plan  of  the  course  is  such,  however, 
that  it  is  complete  in  itself  and  furnishes  the  elements  of  a  liberal 
education. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  educated  men  and  women  of  Norwegian 
parentage  are  expected  to  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  their  mother 
tongue,  the  study  of  the  Norwegian  language  and  literature  is  given 
considerable  prominence  in  this  course.  Students  of  other  national- 
ities, and  not  belonging  to  the  Lutheran  Church  may  substitute  other 
studies  for  Norwegian  and  religion. 

The  course  has  been  revised  to  fully  meet  the  increased  require- 
ments for  college  and  university  entrance. 

The  Normal  Courses 

It  is  our  aim  to  keep  the  Normal  Courses  up  to  the  requirements 
of  the  state  law  governing  the  granting  of  state  certificates,  a  portion 
of  which  reads  as  follows: 
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"Provided  that  a  diploma  from  any  State  Normal  School  of 
South  Dakota,  having  a  course  of  study  in  which  at  least  two  years' 
work  above  an  approved  four-year  high  school  course  is  required, 
may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  examination  in  the  subjects  named." 
(As  required  for  a  state  certificate.) 

"Provided  further,  that  a  diploma  from  any  other  school  having 
a  course  of  study  equivalent  in  extent  and  similar  in  character,  may 
be  accepted  in  lieu  of  an  examination  in  the  subjects  named."  (As 
required  for  a  state  certificate.) 

"Provided,  that  a  diploma  from  any  State  Normal  School  or 
any  approved  school  of  South  Dakota,  having  a  Normal  Department, 
approved  for  Normal  Training  by  the  State  Superintendent,  having 
a  course  of  study  in  which  at  least  two  years'  work  beyond  the  first 
two  years  in  an  approved  four-year  high  school  course  is  required 
and  which  shall  include  professional  instruction  and  practice  teach- 
ing equal  to  one  class  hour  daily  for  two  years  may  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  an  examination  for  a  first  grade  certificate. 

"Provided  further,  that  a  diploma  from  any  State  Normal 
School  or  any  approved  school  of  South  Dakota  having  a  Normal 
Department  approved  by  the  State  Superintendent  for  such 
normal  training,  having  a  course  of  study  in  which  at  least  two 
years'  work  beyond  the  approved  eighth  grade  course  of  the  public 
schools  of  South  Dakota  is  required  and  which  shall  include  pro- 
fessional instruction  and  practice  teaching  equal  to  one  hour  a  week 
for  two  years  may  be  accepted  by  the  State  Superintendent  in  lieu 
of  an  examination  for  a  second  grade  certificate." 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  state  department  will 
grant  certificates  without  examination  to  students  who  complete  the 
work  of  the  Normal  courses,  as  follows:  To  those  completing  the 
Advanced  Course,  five-year  state  certificates  (see  note  after  Ad- 
vanced Courses) ;  to  those  completing  the  Intermediate  Course,  first 
grade  certificates;  and  to  those  completing  the  Elementary  Course 
or  the  Parochial  Normal  Course,  second  grade  certificates.  These 
courses  as  outlined  have  been  submitted  to  the  State  Department 
of  Education  and  have  been  approved. 

In  the  Intermediate  Course  German  and  Norwegian  are  offered 
as  alternatives,  and  students  electing  Norwegian  will  be  qualified 
to  teach  in  the  parochial  schools. 

The  Parochial  Normal  Course 

There  is  a  great  demand  throughout  our  Lutheran  congregations 
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for  teachers  who  are  qualified  to  teach  in  both  the  English  and 
Norwegian  languages,  and  who  can  take  a  term  of  parochial  school 
when  the  public  school  is  not  in  session.  In  order  that  the  teachers 
we  send  out  may  be  well  prepared  to  teach  in  either  of  the  above 
named  schools,  special  stress  is  laid  upon  the  study  of  religion, 
Norwegian  and  vocal  music. 

The  course  has  been  arranged  to  meet  requirements  of  the 
parochial  course  outlined  by  the  church  and  also  to  meet  the  state 
requirements  for  a  second  grade  certificate. 

The  Preparatory  Course 

A  large  number  of  young  men  and  women  have  not  completed 
what  are  usually  called  the  common  branches  of  study — some  be- 
cause they  have  lacked  the  opportunity,  and  others  because  they 
have  lately  come  to  this  country.  They  see  that  it  would  be  a  waste 
of  time  to  take  up  these  studies  in  common  school  together  with 
much  younger  and  less  mature  pupils,  but  prefer  to  get  into  classes 
with  others  of  their  own  age  and  mental  capacity,  where  the  work 
can  be  adapted  to  their  special  needs. 

Recognizing  the  particular  needs  of  these  young  people  and  the 
fact  that  the  majority  wish  to  continue  with  one  of  the  more  ad- 
vanced courses,  we  have  provided  a  preparatory  course  of  study 
in  the  common  branches,  with  one  or  more  classes  in  each  subject, 
giving  a  thorough  and  systematic  preparation  as  a  foundation  for 
more  advanced  work. 

The  Business  Courses 

The  commercial  subjects  in  these  courses  are  designed  to  prepare 
the  students  for  a  business  career  according  to  modern  business 
methods.  The  work  in  Bookkeeping  deals  with  the  skillful  conduct- 
ing of  a  business  and  the  keeping  of  its  accounts.  No  effort  has 
been  spared  to  make  the  instruction  in  these  courses  thorough  and 
practical.  Our  business  department  occupies  the  entire  north  half 
of  the  second  floor  of  the  main  building.  The  commercial  room 
proper  is  a  large  L-shaped  room  finished  in  oak.  It  is  artificially 
ventilated  and  has  windows  to  the  east,  north  and  west,  affording 
excellent  light  in  all  parts  of  the  room.  The  several  students'  offices 
are  also  finished  in  oak  with  chipped  glass  panels  and  are  lighted 
from  the  rear,  an  arrangement  not  often  afforded,  but  of  great  con- 
sequence to  the  student. 
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The  system  used  in  the  bookkeeping  department  is  known  as  the 
Bliss  System,  and  is  beyond  question  the  best  and  most  up-to-date 
system  used  in  business  colleges  today.  In  most  systems  there  are 
one  or  more  so-called  "practice  sets,"  but  in  the  Bliss  System  every 
set  is  a  practice  set.  Every  transaction  is  performed  as  in  actual 
business,  across  the  counter  and  face  to  face  with  the  one  with 
whom  you  are  trading.  All  the  business  papers  concerned  in  the 
transaction  pass  between  the  parties  properly  executed  as  in  actual 
business  and  leave  nothing  to  be  imagined  by  the  learner.  In  this 
way  the  student  is  trained  to  do  business  as  it  is  done  in  the  business 
world,  and  in  case  of  error,  the  correction  comes  through  the  one 
with  whom  he  is  dealing  and  not  through  the  teacher  unless  both 
are  wrong. 

After  completing  a  number  of  sets  outside  the  offices,  the  stu- 
dent is  put  in  charge  of  an  office  to  run  it  in  a  businesslike  manner 
and  to  keep  its  accounts.  There  are  six  offices  besides  the  First 
National  Bank  through  which  the  student  successively  passes,  learn- 
ing in  each  a  different  routine  and  keeping  a  corresponding  set  of 
books. 

The  work  in  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  gives  efficiency  and 
skill  in  subjects  pertaining  to  the  taking  of  dictation  and  conducting 
the  correspondence  of  a  business  firm.  The  Gregg  System  of  Short- 
hand is  the  one  used.  This  system  has  been  chosen  because  of  its 
many  points  of  superiority  over  other  systems. 

The  Academic-Business  Course  meets  the  requirements  of  such 
as  may  not  wish  to  prepare  for  college  or  the  university  or  for  teach- 
ing, but  who,  nevertheless,  wish  to  secure  a  thorough  and  practical 
secondary  education.  The  course  covers  a  period  of  four  years  and 
is  so  planned  as  to  offer  subjects  of  value  for  the  culture  as  well 
as  for  the  training  they  furnish.  It  also  offers  a  thorough  and  prac- 
tical training  in  the  subjects  of  accounting  and  stenography.  The 
regular  school  diploma  is  issued  to  graduates  of  this  course.  In 
the  one-year  business  courses  the  student  devotes  his  time  more 
exclusively  to  business  branches  and  upon  completing  either  course 
is  given  a  certificate  attesting  to  his  qualifications. 

Domestic  Science  Courses 

The  demand  for  this  course  is  growing  from  year  to  year.  In 
order  to  fill  these  requirements  and  better  fit  the  young  women  of 
the  college  for  the  duties  of  life  it  is  our  aim  to  develop  a  thorough 
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and  comprehensive  course  in  Home  Economics.  The  beginning 
will  be  made  in  the  fall  of  1917  with  the  following  courses: 

I.  Foods  and  Cookery.  Study  of  the  preparation  and  composition  of 
foods  and  their  food  principles.  A  study  of  the  scientific  principles  underlying 
cooking.    Two  double  periods  per  week. 

II.  Plain  Sewing  and  Garment  Making.  Study  of  the  qualities  of  stand- 
ard fabrics,  especially  washable  goods.  Use  and  care  of  the  sewing  machine. 
Use  of  patterns.  Cutting  and  fitting  of  simple  garments.  Two  double  periods 
per  week. 

The  Model  School 

The  Model  School  is  organized  in  accordance  with  the  state 
law  requiring  that  all  candidates  for  state  certificates  must  have 
had  practical  experience  in  teaching  under  the  supervision  of  an 
expert  critic  teacher.  Miss  Clara  Charlson,  a  graduate  of  the 
Moorhead,  Minnesota,  Normal  School  will  have  charge  of  the 
Model  School  for  1917-1918.  Miss  Charlson  has  taught  in  the 
Model  School  of  the  Normal  from  which  she  is  a  graduate,  and  has 
had  several  years  of  teaching  experience  in  the  public  schools.

It  is  the  aim  of  Augustana  College  to  build  up  a  strong  depart- 
ment to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  advanced  instruction  in  the 
art  and  science  of  music.  This  aim  has  been  kept  in  view  by  secur- 
ing the  services  of  a  thoroughly  competent  corps  of  teachers,  and 
by  outlining  courses  of  instruction  that  shall  give  the  pupil  a 
thorough  and  broad  understanding  of  music  combined  with  careful 
and  progressive  training. 

Students  in  residence  at  the  school  for  the  purpose  of  studying 
music  must  take  ten  periods  a  week  of  Academic  work  besides  two 
periods  of  Bible  study. 

Teachers'  Course 

VOICE— PREPARATORY 

First  Year.  Control  of  tone,  vowels,  and  consonants.  Lamperti's  Daily 
Exercises.    Elements  of  music  and  theory,  rhythm,  ear  training  and  easy  songs. 

Second  Year.  Control  of  tone,  vowels,  and  consonants,  and  Lamperti's 
Daily  Exercises  continued.  Overtones,  acoustics,  harmony  and  history  of 
music.    Songs  from  Schubert,  Brahms,  Schumann  and  modern  composers. 

ADVANCED 

Third  Year.  Max  Spicker's  Masterpieces  of  Vocalization,  Book  II.  Tone 
coloring,  harmony  of  timbres,  coloratura,  dramatic  and  declamatory  singing, 
advanced  harmony,  history,  analysis  of  music,  and  simple  counterpoint.  Songs 
from  Wagner,  Bach,  Gounod,  Verdi,  Handel,  and  Scandinavian  composers.

Preludes,  two- 
part  inventions  of  J.  S.  Bach;  sonatas  by  Haydn  and  Mozart,  easier  sonatas 
by  Beethoven;  easier  compositions  of  Mendelssohn,  Chopin,  Schubert,  Schu- 
mann, Grieg,  Raff  and  others.    Harmony  and  History  of  Music. 

Third  Year.  Selections  from  the  two  and  three-part  inventions  of  Bach; 
selections  from  Kramer  etudes  and  Czerny  Op.  740;  sonatas  of  Beethoven  of 
moderate  difficulty,  and  further  study  of  the  modern  romantic  composers  such 
as  Mendelssohn,  Chopin,  Schumann,  Grieg,  Liszt  and  others. 

Scale  work  is  required  in  all  courses.  Advanced  harmony,  simple  counter- 
point, history  of  music  and  musical  analysis  are  required  for  Teachers' 
Certificates.

Special  classes  in  ear  culture,  Essentials  of  Music  and  Elementary  Har- 
mony. Pupils  not  only  receive  regular  instruction  as  soloists  but  also  have 
an  opportunity  to  practice  ensemble  with  the  College  orchestra,  and  to  appear 
with  students  of  the  vocal  and  piano  departments.

Outline  of  Studies 


RELIGION 

THE  controlling  idea  in  the  establishment  of  Augustana  College 
was  to  combine  Christian  with  classical  and  scientific  training 
— to  train  the  heart  as  well  as  to  train  the  mind.  And  as  a  right 
training  of  the  heart  can  only  be  effected  by  the  Word  of  God,  it 
follows  that  this  must  be  made  a  subject  of  careful  study  and 
meditation. 

All  Lutheran  students  are  required  to  attend  the  classes  in  re- 
ligion.   With  students  of  other  denominations  the  study  is  elective. 

I.  Christian  Doctrine — Preparatory  Course,  Sverdrup's  Forklaring  used 
as  text;  72  hours. 

II.  Biblical  History — First  Year  Academic  and  Normal  Courses. 
"Biblical  History  in  the  Words  of  Holy  Scripture"  used  as  text.  Continual 
reference  to  the  Bible.   72  hours. 

III.  Christian  Doctrine — Second  Year  Academic  and  Normal  Courses; 
Joseph  Stump's  Bible  Teachings,  a  Summary  of  Christian  Doctrine,  is  made 
the  foundation  of  this  course;  72  hours. 

IV.  Bible — Junior  Year  Academic  and  Normal  Courses.  One  of  the 
Gospels  studied  throughout  the  year;  Rice's  Commentary  on  Luke;  72  hours. 

V.  Bible — Senior  Year  Academic  and  Normal  Courses.  The  Acts  of  the 
Apostles  or  one  of  Paul's  Epistles  studied  throughout  the  year.  Rice's  Com- 
mentary on  the  Acts;  72  hours. 

VI.  Church  History — Freshman  and  Sophomore.  Lovgren,  Church  His- 
tory used  as  text. 

ENGLISH 

Reading  and  Orthography — Selections  from  standard  authors  are  read, 
special  attention  being  given  to  pronunciation,  inflection,  and  the  definition 
of  words.  Ellis'  Rational  Speller  is  used.  Reading  108  hours;  Orthography 
72  hours. 

Special  classes  in  Orthography  and  Penmanship  are  organized  for  normal 
students. 

Grammar — Maxwell's  Advanced  Lessons  in  English  is  used  as  text.  Work 
in  original  composition  writing.    Preparatory  Course;  180  hours. 

Elementary  classes  will  be  organized  to  meet  the  needs  of  pupils  unable 
to  do  the  work  of  the  advanced  class. 

Advanced  Grammar  and  Reading — A  number  of  texts  are  used  in  Gram- 
mar, the  aim  being  to  give  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject  and  to  de- 
velop skill  in  teaching  it.  Principles  of  reading  and  methods  of  teaching  it. 
Practice  reading,  Elementary,  Intermediate  and  Parochial  Normal  Courses; 
54  hours. 

I.  Composition  and  Literature — Description,  narration,  exposition  and 
argumentation.  Reading  of  American  classics;  paragraph  writing.  Hanson's 
Composition  is  used  as  text;  108  hours. 
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II.  American  Literature — Halleck's  History  of  American  Literature 
used  as  text.  Study  of  the  life  and  work  of  representative  writers.  Written 
reports  on  assigned  readings;  108  hours. 

III.  Rhetoric  and  Literature — Themes  written  and  carefully  criticised. 
A  thorough  study  is  made  of  all  forms  of  discourse.  Typical  examples  from 
standard  literary  works  are  carefully  studied.  A  careful  study  of  Argumenta- 
tion with  practice  in  Brief  writing  and  work  in  formal  Debate  in  the  Spring. 
Brooks'  English  Composition — Book  II;  180  hours. 

IV.  Long's  History  of  English  Literature — Study  of  classics  selected 
from  College  Requirements  in  English  for  '13  to  '19.  Written  reports  and 
book  reviews  of  standard  English  novels;  108  hours. 

V.  Freshman — Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition.  A  study  of  the 
sentence  and  paragraph  and  the  study  and  practice  of  the  forms  of  composition. 
Frequent  short  themes  and  essays  and  occasional  longer  essays.  The  study 
and  discussion  of  varied  examples  of  description,  narration,  exposition  and 
argumentation.    Genung:    Working  Principles  of  Rhetoric;  144  hours. 

VI.  Sophomore — The  first  half  of  the  year  was  devoted  to  a  study  of 
Shakespeare  plays,  with  special  study  of  selected  comedies,  tragedies  and 
historical  plays.  The  second  half  of  the  year  a  course  on  the  development  of 
English  poetry  was  given. 

NORWEGIAN 

I.  Reading — Rolfson's  Norwegian  Readers  and  works  of  Bj0rnson.  Cor- 
rect pronunciation,  fluent  and  intelligent  reading  is  the  aim.  Declamations 
and  exercises  in  Orthography;  180  hours. 

II.  Grammar  and  Composition — Eikeland's  Norwegian  Grammar.  Rolf- 
sen's  Lcesebog,  femte  del.    Reading  and  Compositions;  144  hours. 

III.  Norwegian  Literature — Given  in  Freshman  or  Sophomore  College. 
Reading  and  study  of  select  works  of  some  leading  author,  together  with  study 
of  corresponding  periods  of  the  history  of  literature;  144  hours. 

Normal  students  may,  instead  of  German,  elect  Norwegian  I  and  II. 

LATIN 

I.  D'Ooge's  Latin  for  Beginners — Used  as  text.  Careful  attention  given 
to  exercises  in  Grammar  and  Composition.  Most  of  Spring  Term  devoted  to 
reading  of  continuous  prose;  180  hours. 

II.  Caesar's  De  Bello  Gallico — Four  Books  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War 
or  equivalent.    Latin  grammar  and  composition,  one  lesson  a  week,  180  hours. 

III.  Cicero — Six  orations.  Grammar  and  composition,  one  lesson  a  week; 
144  hours. 

IV.  Virgil — Six  books  of  the  Aeneid.  The  elements  of  Latin  prosody. 
Grammar  and  composition;  180  hours. 

GERMAN 

I.  German  Grammar — An  elementary  course  in  German  Grammar  and 
Reading.  Drills  in  composition  and  conversation.  "Gliick  Auf"  used  as  text 
for  reading  in  Spring  Term.  Spanhoofd's  Lehrbuch  der  deutschen  Sprache 
used  as  text;  144  hours.

Harris's  Ger- 
man Grammar  and  Truscott  and  Smith's  German  Composition  used  as  texts. 

III.  German  Literature — A  course  in  Modern  German  Literature.  Dur- 
ing 1916-17  a  careful  study  was  made  of  "Hermann  und  Dorothea"  and  Suder- 
man's  "Frau  Sorge."  A  review  was  made  of  the  essentials  of  German  Gram- 
mar. One  hour  a  week  was  given  to  the  study  of  German  Composition,  Trus- 
cott and  Smith's  German  Composition  being  used  as  guide;  144  hours. 

IV.  (a)  Die  Deutsche  "Novelle" — A  study  of  the  "short  story"  of  the 
German  literature. 

(b)  Modern  Drama — A  course  in  the  study  of  modern  German 
Drama;  144  hours. 

Courses  III  and  IV  will  be  given  in  alternate  years  to  students  who  have 
completed  Courses  I  and  II,  or  their  equivalents.  Course  IV  was  not  given 
1916-17,  but  may  be  given  1917-18. 

GREEK 

I.  White's  1st  Greek  Book  Completed — Drill  on  forms  and  daily  writ- 
ten exercises.  Xenophon's  Anabasis  is  begun  in  the  Spring  Term;  180  hours. 
Not  given  1916-17. 

II.  Book  II  to  IV  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  studied  and  analyzed, 
together  with  Grammar  and  Composition.  Homer's  Iliad  begun;  180  hours. 
Not  given  1916-17. 

HISTORY 

U.  S.  History — Montgomery's  Leading  Facts  of  American  History.  Pre- 
paratory Course,  three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year;  108  hours. 

South  Dakota  History — Ransom's  The  Sunshine  State  is  made  the  basis 
for  this  work.  Considerable  time  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  geology, 
topography,  climate  and  precipitation  in  various  parts  of  the  state;  45  hours, 
1916-17. 

Advanced  U.  S.  History — A  review  course.  "Montgomery's  Leading  Facts" 
is  used  as  a  text.  This  is  thoroughly  reviewed  with  supplementary  readings; 
90  hours  in  1916-17. 

Civics  Review — A  study  is  made  of  the  essential  elements  in  the  National 
Government  and  special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  development  of  the  con- 
stitution, government,  and  institutions  of  South  Dakota.  Text — Ross's  Civil 
Government  of  South  Dakota;  45  hours  in  1916-17. 

Advanced  Civics — A  study  is  made  of  local  civic  institutions,  of  the  state 
and  federal  constitutions,  and  of  the  administration  of  state  and  federal  govern- 
ment. Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  origin  and  development  of  civic 
institutions.  Some  study  is  made  of  the  machinery  of  political  parties.  At- 
tention is  called  to  civic  problems  as  they  arise  and  demand  solution.  Con- 
siderable reference  work  is  required.  Forman's  Advanced  Civics  is  used  as 
text;  90  hours.  Fourth  year  Intermediate  Normal  and  Academic-Business 
Courses. 
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American  History — In  this  course  the  events  leading  to  the  settlement 
of  the  colonies  are  reviewed  rapidly.  Chief  attention  is  centered  upon  the 
building  of  the  nation,  the  Civil  War,  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  states. 
Emphasis  is  given  to  the  principles  underlying  the  development  of  the 
political  life  and  institutions  of  the  American  people.  Muzzey's  American 
History  is  used  as  text;  90  hours.  Fourth  year  Intermediate  Normal  and 
Academic-Business  Courses. 

General  History — Myer's  General  History  (Revised)  is  made  the  basis 
for  this  work.  This  course  aims  to  give  the  student  a  view  of  the  development 
of  nations  and  institutions  from  the  dawn  of  history  to  the  present  time.  The 
underlying  courses  of  historical  movements  are  emphasized;  144  hours. 

Scandinavian  History — J.  Raabe's  History  of  Norway,  Sweden  and  Den- 
mark is  made  the  foundation  of  this  course.  A  brief  survey  of  the  history 
of  the  Scandinavian  countries;  special  attention  given  to  Norway.  An  out- 
line from  volumes  of  Wilh.  Paulson's  Fortaellinger  om  Norden;  108  hours. 

Modern  History — Sophomore,  144  hours.  Work  to  be  outlined  and  text 
to  be  selected.    (Not  given  1916-17.) 

MATHEMATICS 

Arithmetic — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Arithmetic.  Principles  rather  than 
problems  are  subjects  of  explanation  and  discussion.  Pupils  are  divided  into 
sections,  according  to  advancement.  Section  A  completes  the  subject;  180 
hours. 

Advanced  Arithmetic — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Arithmetic  used  as  text. 
Selected  problems.  This  course  is  made  a  thorough  review  of  the  subject 
for  those  preparing  to  teach;  54  hours. 

Algebra — Wells  and  Hart  First  Year  Algebra,  including  quadratic  equa- 
tions and  radical  expressions;  180  hours. 

Higher  Algebra — Hawkes,  Luby  and  Touton's  Higher  Algebra.  Quadratic 
equations,  imaginary  and  complex  numbers,  logarithms,  binomial  theorem, 
ratio,  proportions,  progression,  interest  and  annuities  and  graphic  representa- 
tion of  functions;  90  hours. 

Plane  Geometry — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Plane  Geometry,  including 
original  exercises  completed;  180  hours. 

Solid  Geometry — Wentworth  and  Smith's  Solid  Geometry,  including 
original  exercises,  completed;  90  hours. 

Algebra — Freshman.  Hawkes's  College  Algebra.  Indeterminate  equations, 
progression,  interest  and  annuities,  choice,  chance,  series;  72  hours. 

Trigonometry — Freshman.  A  study  of  trigonometric  functions  and  their 
practical  application  to  measurement  of  plane  surfaces,  Geodesy,  Astronomy 
and  Navigation.   Wentworth's  Plane  Trigonometry  used  as  text;  72  hours. 

NATURAL  SCIENCES 

Physiology — Preparatory  Course.    Overton's  text  is  used;  108  hours. 

Advanced  Physiology — Text:  General  Physiology  and  Anatomy,  Eddy. 
This  course  has  as  its  aim  not  only  to  present  the  subject  of  human  physiology 
and  physiological  processes,  but,  as  far  as  possible,  to  correlate  the  subjects 
of  botany,  zoology  and  physiology.  Laboratory  work,  specimen  and  charts 
used  to  illustrate  the  text;  90  hours. 
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Advanced  Geography — Required  of  all  Normal  students.  This  will  be 
an  advanced  course  in  Political  and  Commercial  Geography  with  some  atten- 
tion given  to  methods  of  teaching  the  subject.    Tarr  and  McMurry;  90  hours. 

General  Science — "General  Science"  by  Caldwell  and  Eikenberry.  The 
text  supplemented  by  various  demonstration  experiments  in  class.    90  hours. 

Agriculture — "Practical  Agriculture  by  Wilkenson,"  used  as  text.  This 
course  is  a  study  of  some  of  the  practical  problems  encountered  on  the  farm 
and  in  the  home;  such  as  soil  fertility,  good  seed,  methods  of  cultivation,  clover 
and  bacteria,  nutrients  in  grain,  hay,  silage,  etc.,  sanitary  conditions  and  many 
other  related  subjects.  The  course  is  designed  to  prepare  Normal  students 
to  teach  the  subject  in  the  Rural  schools;  90  hours. 

Botany — Bergen-Caldwell — The  text  is  illustrated  by  experiments;  the 
gross  microscopic  study  of  buds,  stems,  leaves  and  typical  representatives  of 
bacteria,  slime  moulds,  algae,  fungi,  mosses  and  ferns;  modified  parts,  dis- 
persion of  fruits  and  seeds.  Botanical  excursions,  analysis,  description  and 
mounting  of  30  flowering  plants  constitute  part  of  the  work.  Two  recitations 
and  two  double  laboratory  periods  a  week. 

Physics — Carhart  and  Chute's  First  Principles  of  Physics  and  the  Crowell 
Laboratory  Manual  are  used  as  texts.  Four  recitations  and  one  double  period 
of  laboratory  work  each  week  throughout  the  year. 

CHEMISTRY 

General  Inorganic  Chemistry — This  course  is  a  systematic  study  of 
the  fundamental  principles  and  general  theories  of  Chemistry,  the  chemical 
and  physical  properties  of  metals  and  non-metals,  accompanied  by  sufficient 
laboratory  work  to  illustrate  clearly  the  topics  discussed  in  class.  The  labora- 
tory work  required  of  girls  will  give  special  attention  to  Household  Chemistry. 
Three  recitations  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week.  Text  Glasoe,  General 
Chemistry. 

Qualitative  Analysis — A  general  study  of  the  characteristic  reactions 
of  metals  and  acids.  Individual  laboratory  exercises  in  the  separation  and 
identification  of  metals  and  acid  radicals.  Reaction  writing  and  working  of 
stoichiometrical  problems  in  illustration  of  the  practical  application  of 
scientific  problems  and  operations.  Four  double  periods  a  week  during  first 
semester. 

Household  and  Sanitary  Chemistry — The  great  demand  for  practical 
application  of  one's  knowledge  of  Elementary  Chemistry  is  met  in  this  course 
by  a  study  of  the  application  of  chemical  principles  to  the  solution  of  such 
problems  as  those  dealing  with  hygiene,  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  and  a 
discussion  of  food  stuffs,  such  as  bread,  meat,  and  milk;  also  water,  fuels, 
disinfectants,  and  antiseptics.  A  text  book  is  used,  supplemented  by  lectures 
and  laboratory  experiments.    Four  periods  per  week. 

BIOLOGY 

Zoology — A  consideration  of  the  chief  facts  of  structure,  function,  de- 
velopment and  relationship  of  animals.  Representative  invertebrates  will  be 
studied  in  the  laboratory.  Two  recitations  and  two  double  laboratory  periods 
per  week.  "General  Zoology"  by  Dodge,  and  "Invertebrate  Zoology"  by  Pratt 
used  as  texts.    (Not  given  1916-17.) 
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EDUCATION 

Didactics — A  careful  study  and  discussion  of  the  equipment,  organization 
and  management  of  the  rural  school,  followed  by  a  review  of  the  South  Dakota 
school  law  and  course  of  study.  Work  is  based  on  Colgrove's — The  Teacher 
and  The  School,  and  the  Course  of  Study;  90  hours. 

Methods  and  Observation  I — Given  in  courses  qualifying  for  Second 
Grade  Certificates.  A  course  in  the  methods  of  teaching  the  common  branches 
supplemented  by  observation  of  work  in  the  public  schools.  "The  Psychology 
of  the  Common  Branches"  by  Freeman,  used  as  text.    90  hours. 

Elementary  Psychology — Pillsbury's  Essentials  of  Psychology.  The  pur- 
pose of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  general  knowledge  of  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  mental  processes  which  form  the  basis  for  the  funda- 
mental laws  of  teaching.  Simple  experiments  on  sensation  and  the  learning 
processes  will  be  conducted;  90  hours. 

Pedagogy — Prerequisite:  Psychology.  A  study  is  made  of  the  principles 
of  teaching  as  derived  from  the  laws  of  psychology  and  of  the  ends  and  values 
of  the  subjects  of  study  and  education  in  general.  A  text  suited  to  the  needs 
of  the  class  is  made  the  basis  for  this  work.  A  brief  Course  in  the  Teaching 
Process  by  Strayer;  90  hours. 

Methods  and  Observation  II — General  Method:  Lectures,  readings  and 
discussions  on  the  history  and  development  of  methods  in  the  elementary 
schools. 

Special  Method:  Assigned  readings,  reports  and  discussions  of  special 
methods.  A  series  of  lesson  plans  is  outlined  and  written  for  each  subject  in 
the  grades.  Observation  of  the  work  in  the  grades  of  the  city  schools  is  made 
a  part  of  the  work  in  this  course.  Text,  Charter's  "Methods  in  the  Common 
Branches."    180  hours. 

History  of  Education — Monroe's  History  of  Education  supplemented  by 
readings,  papers  and  reports  on  educators  and  educational  movements;  108 
hours. 

Professional  Reviews — Each  subject  taught  in  the  grades  is  outlined  and 
thoroughly  reviewed.  Class  discussions  are  devoted  to  the  essentials  of  each 
subject.  Some  work  on  special  methods  of  teaching  will  be  given  with  the 
study  of  each  subject. 

Advanced  Psychology — Text,  Angell's  Psychology.  Supplemented  by 
assigned  readings,  laboratory  work  and  experiments.  A  study  is  made  of  the 
nervous  system  as  a  basis.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  of  the  mental  processes 
from  a  functional  point  of  view;  90  hours. 

Principles  of  Education — Text  to  be  selected.  Lectures,  discussions, 
and  assigned  readings  on  educational  principles  and  systems.  Some  emphasis 
is  placed  on  secondary  school  problems. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Drawing — Study,  discussion  and  illustration  of  the  principles  of  drawing, 
Freehand  drawing  from  copy,  simple  forms  and  natural  objects.  Constructive 
work  in  perspective  and  design;  72  hours. 

Rudiments  of  Music — Study  of  musical  notation,  tone  properties,  scales, 
intervals,  triads,  transposing,  method  of  sight  singing;  72  hours. 
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Public  School  Music — Study  of  the  different  stages  of  development  of 
the  child  mind,  throughout  the  grades,  according  to  authorities  on  educational 
psychology  and  the  application  of  the  results  obtained  to  the  development  of 
a  pedagogical  plan  for  musical  instruction  in  the  grades.    72  hours. 

COMMERCIAL 

Bookkeeping — The  system  in  use  is  the  Bliss  System  of  Actual  Business 
from  the  start.  All  transactions  are  performed  face  to  face  or  by  correspond- 
ence as  in  actual  business.  All  cash  and  business  papers  pass  between  the 
parties.  Ten  exercises  and  six  sets  illustrating  the  various  modes  of  record- 
ing business  transactions  are  completed  before  entering  offices.  In  the  offices 
the  student  is  promoted  by  regular  gradations  from  office  to  office  as  he 
masters  the  manner  of  conducting  the  business  and  keeping  the  books  in  each. 

Shorthand — Manual  of  Gregg  Shorthand  and  Gregg  Writer.  Dictation 
drill  from  the  first.  In  the  Academic-Business  Course  and  in  the  two-year 
Stenographic  Course  the  first  year  is  devoted  to  the  learning  of  the  principles 
of  shorthand,  the  Manual  being  completed;  the  second  year's  work  consists  of 
speed  practice  and  office  training.  Reading  of  written  shorthand  notes,  also 
plates  from  the  Gregg  Writer.  Speed  on  new  matter  100  words  a  minute  for 
five  minutes  to  be  transcribed  in  half  an  hour.  Office  practice,  including  train- 
ing in  the  use  of  the  mimeograph,  carbon  work,  manifolding,  all  business  papers 
and  forms,  billing,  filing,  etc. 

Typewriting — Touch  typewriting  is  taught.  Text  used,  Rational  Type- 
writing. Manual  completed  and  speed  obtained  on  new  matter  fifty  words 
a  minute  for  fifteen  minutes,  speed  sentence  120  words  per  minute  for  five 
minutes,  alphabetical  sentence  sixty  words  per  minute. 

Commercial  Law — Lyon's  Commercial  Law  is  used  as  text  book;  90 
hours. 

Penmanship — The  Palmer  Method  of  Business  Writing  is  used. 

Commercial  Arithmetic  and  Spelling — The  class  in  Commercial  Arith- 
metic is  given  a  special  course  of  training  to  secure  rapidity  and  accuracy 
in  all  computations,  mental  and  written.  The  work  is  of  a  practical  nature 
and  is  confined  to  computations  in  actual  business.  Birch's  Lessons  in  Rapid 
Calculation  is  the  text  used.  The  drills  in  spelling  are  exhaustive,  and  aim 
to  secure  absolute  accuracy  in  all  words  in  current  use. 

Commercial  English — Ross's  Business  English  is  used  as  text.  The  aim 
is  to  secure  familiarity  with  grammar,  the  rules  of  capitalization  and  punctua- 
tion with  their  application,  and  the  conventional  forms  used  in  business  and 
social  correspondence.  Actual  practice  in  the  writing  of  business  letters, 
messages,  advertisements,  etc.,  is  given  special  attention. 

DAILY  ROUTINE 

Students  rise  at  6:30,  breakfast  at  7:00;  recitations  and  study  hours  begin 
at  8:00;  assemble  for  roll  call  and  morning  devotion  at  9:30;  recite  or  study 
from  9:50  to  12:05,  and  from  2:00  to  5:00  p.  m.;  assemble  for  evening  de- 
votion at  7:00  p.  m.;  evening  study  hours  begin  at  7:15;  lights  out  at  10:15. 
On  Monday  the  time  after  morning  devotion  from  8:45  to  11:45  is  devoted  to 
study.    On  Sundays  and  Mondays  the  time  for  rising  is  one-half  hour  later.

HISTORICAL 

Augustana  College  was  established  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  in  1860. 
It  was  moved  to  Paxton,  Illinois,  in  1863,  to  Marshall,  Wisconsin,  in 
1869,  to  Beloit,  Iowa,  in  1881,  and  to  Canton,  South  Dakota,  in  1884. 
The  college  was  established  by  the  Augustian  Synod,  and  this  Synod 
made  a  contract  with  the  city  of  Canton  to  maintain  a  full  college 
course  there  for  ten  years. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  contract  with  the  city  of  Canton  an 
association  called  "The  Augustana  College  Association"  was  formed 
and  this  association  took  complete  charge  of  the  institution,  elect- 
ing president  and  faculty,  passing  upon  courses,  repairs,  improve- 
ments— in  short  was  the  responsible  body  under  which  the  school 
was  operated.  The  school  was  conducted  as  a  junior  college  with  a 
normal  department,  a  business  college  department,  and  a  musical 
department. 

Lutheran  Normal  School  was  established  in  1889  primarily  for 
the  purpose  of  educating  teachers  willing  to  consecrate  their  lives 
to  educational  work  m  Church  Schools.  A  secondary  purpose  was 
to  train  teachers  for  rural,  village  and  city  schools.  This  became 
in  time  the  principal  work  of  the  institution^and  was  recognized  as 
an  accredited  Normal  in  the  State  of  South  Dakota.  Students  com- 
pleting the  Elementary  course  would  receive  a  Second  Grade  Certi- 
ficate, those  who  completed  the  Intermediate  Four  Year's  Course  re- 
ceived a  First  Grade  Certificate  and  those  completing  the  Advanced 
Six  Years  Course  received  a  State  Certificate  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction. 

CONSOLIDATION 

The  annual  church  convention  assembled  in  Fargo,  North 
Dakota,  from  June  6  to  June  13,  1918,  considered  the  following 
recommendations  made  by  the  Board  of  Education: 

1.  There  shall  be  one  consolidated  school  in  South  Dakota. 

2.  This  school  shall  be  called  Augustana  College  and  Normal 
School. 

3.  The  character  of  this  school  shall  be  that  of  a  junior  college 
and  normal  school,  with  other  academic  branches. 

The  Board  of  Education,  together  with  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
were  authorized  to  settle  the  question  of  consolidation  and  also  the 
place  of  location  for  the  school.  These  two  boards  met  in  joint 
session  in  Minneapolis.  June  24,  and  in  Wilmar,  August  5.  By  joint 
action  of  these  two  boards  Augustana  College  and  Normal  School 
was  located  at  Sioux  Falls.  Courses  of  study,  appointment  of 
faculty,  disposal  of  property  at  Canton  were  delegated  to  a  sub- 
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committee  appointed  by  the  two  boards,  and  formal  consolidation 
was  effected  August  14,  1918. 

On  May  23,  1919,  the  president  of  the  South  Dakota  District, 
Rt.  Rev.  N.  Boe,  presided  over  a  meeting  of  representative  men 
called  in  by  him  to  reconsider  the  school  question.  The  following 
resolution  was  passed: 

It  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  an  accredited  College  be 
established  in  Sioux  Falls,  South  Dakota,  and  when  this  is  realized 
we  recommend  that  the  Normal  Department  at  Sioux  Falls,  South 
Dakota,  be  removed  to  Canton,  South  Dakota,  and  we  request  the 
President  of  the  South  Dakota  District  to  embody  this  in  his  report 
to  the  District  Meeting. 

As  passed  by  the  South  Dakota  District  June  3,  1919,  the  above 
resolution  assumed  substantially  the  following  form: 

1.  That  an  accredited  college  be  established  in  Sioux  Falls, 
South  Dakota,  with  four  years  High  School  work  and  four  years 
College  work. 

2.  That  an  endowment  fund  of  at  least  $200,000  in  cash  or 
bankable  papers  shall  be  raised  for  Augustana  College  at  Sioux 
Falls  by  May  1st,  1920. 

3.  That  when  such  a  sum  shall  have  been  sent  in  to  the 
Synodical  Treasurer,  Erick  Waldeland,  the  Board  of  Education  shall 
establish  a  Normal  School  in  Canton,  South  Dakota.  The  proceeds 
of  the  endowment  fund  shall  go  to  Augustana  College  when  the 
Normal  School  is  established  at  Canton. 

i.  That  when  Augustana  College  shall  have  at  least  one  hun- 
dred students  in  the  College  Department  and  eight  departments 
having  at  least  one  full  time  teacher  of  professorial  rank  each,  the 
Normal  Department  shall  be  dropped  at  the  Augustana  College  and 
Normal  School  in  Sioux  Falls. 

It  was  explained  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention  that  Normal 
work  was  to  be  retained  at  Augustana  College,  Sioux  Falls,  South 
Dakota,  as  pedagogy  is  one  of  the  regular  eight  departments  in 
liberal  arts  requiring  at  least  one  professor  giving  full  time  to  the 
college  work  in  that  department.  The  other  departments  in  an 
accredited  college  are:  English,  Ancient  Languages,  Mathematics, 
Philosophy,  Chemistry  andPhysics,  Biological  Sciences  and  Modern 
Languages.  In  all  Lutheran  Colleges  there  is  an  addional  depart- 
ment: namely  the  department  giving  instruction  in  Christianity, 
which  reaches  all  the  students. 

LOCATION 

Augustana  College  and  Normal  School  is  located  in  the  city  of 
Sioux  Falls,  Minnehaha  County,  South  Dakota.  Sioux  Falls  is  situ- 
ated in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  state,  near  the  borders  of  Minne- 
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sota,  Iowa,  and  Nebraska,  and  is  accessible  by  the  following  rail- 
roads: Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul;  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Pacific;  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha;  Great  Northern; 
Illinois  Central,  and  Watertown  &  Sioux  Falls. 

Sioux  Falls  is  easily  accessible  from  central  points  in  Minne- 
sota, Iowa,  and  Nebraska.  Trains  from  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis 
arrive  here  in  10  hours;  from  Wilmar  in  5x/2  hours;  from  Austin  in 
9  hours;  from  Albert  Lea  in  8  hours;  from  Des  Moines  in  9  hours; 
from  Calmar  in  10  hours;  from  Sioux  City  in  4  hours;  from  La 
Crosse  in  13V>  hours;  and  from  Chicago  in  16  hours. 

CAMPUS 

The  campus  consists  of  about  fifty  acres  lying  in  the  south- 
western part  of  the  city  at  the  end  of  Summit  avenue  car  line.  A 
part  of  this  land  has  been  laid  out  by  a  landscape  architect  for  col- 
lege buildings,  walks  and  ornamental  grounds,  another  part  has 
been  laid  out  for  athletic  activities,  such  as  base  ball  diamond,  foot 
ball  ground,  tennis  courts  and  the  like.  The  largest  part  of  the 
school  ground  can  be  used  for  demonstration  plots  and  experimental 
work  in  agriculture,  as  well  as  for  raising  foods  for  the  use  of  the 
boarding  department  of  the  school. 

BUILDINGS 

There  are  at  present  four  substantial  buildings.  The  first  built 
of  quartzite  or  Sioux  Falls  granite,  was  erected  in  1889  and  has 
up  to  the  present  been  used  for  class  rooms  and  administration 
building  in  general.  It  also  has  the  library  department  and  the 
reading  room,  chapel  in  which  devotional  exercises  are  held  morn- 
ing and  evening.  In  the  basement  of  this  building  is  a  home 
laundry  where  the  girls  can  do  their  own  clothes  washing  and 
ironing. 

The  second  building,  a  frame  structure,  veneered  with  granite, 
was  erected  in  1894.  This  building  is  used  as  a  Boys'  Dormitory, 
but  has  at  present  a  large  recitation  room,  book  store  and  domestic 
science  department  on  the  first  floor. 

The  third  building  of  granite  lined  with  hollow  tiles  was  com- 
pleted in  1905.  It  is  a  three  story  building  with  basement,  the  girls 
have  use  of  the  three  floors  of  Ladies  Hall.  The  basement  is  used 
for  kitchen,  dining  room  and  store  rooms.  Basement,  first  and 
second  floors  of  Ladies'  Hall  are  connected  with  the  old  Adminis- 
tration building  by  means  of  a  vestibule.  The  three  buildings  men- 
tioned are  heated  by  steam  from  a  central  heating  plant  and  are 
supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water.  The  two  older  buildings  are 
lighted  with  gas,  while  Ladies'  Hall  has  electric  lights.  Telephones 
connect  the  buildings  with  the  city  central. 
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The  fourth  building  was  erected  in  the  summer  of  1918,  as  a 
model  practice  school,  the  building  is  of  frame  and  has  its  own 
independent  heating  plant.  It  consists  principally  of  a  model  rural 
school  with  a  seating  capacity  of  fifty  as  a  demonstration  for  un- 
graded school  work.  It  has  also  four  rooms  for  grade  work,  two 
grades  to  the  room.  In  this  model  school  the  student  teachers  do 
their  practice  teaching.  This  building  affords  opportunity  for 
twenty  to  thirty  teachers  at  a  time  to  do  practice  work. 

A  fifth  building  is  now  under  construction,  it  will  be  called  the 
Administration  Building.  It  will  be  a  three  story  building,  102 
feet  by  54  feet.  It  is  to  be  constructed  of  brick  and  stone.  The 
basement  floor  contains  a  fan  room  and  lockers,  botanical  and 
zoological  laboratories,  and  two  class  rooms.  The  second  floor  will 
contain  the  school  offices,  reading  room,  library  and  some  class 
rooms.  The  third  floor  will  have  a  chemical  and  physical  labor- 
atory, and  class  rooms.  It  is  expected  that  this  building  will  be 
ready  for  occupation  for  the  school  year  1919  and  1920.  The  esti- 
mated cost  of  the  building  is  $100,000.  Other  buildings  are  planned 
for  the  future,  when  sufficient  funds  can  be  raised  to  erect  the 
necessary  buildings  for  the  school. 

PROPOSED  GYMNASIUM 

The  next  building  to  be  erected  at  the  Augustant  College  and 
Normal  School  will  be  a  combined  central  heating  plant  and 

gymnasium. 

A  part  of  the  heating  plant  will  be  erected  and  completed  for 
use  during  the  year  1919-20;  but  an  adequate  gymnasium  for  the 
school  cannot  be  completed  before  sufficient  funds  are  collected  for 
that  purpose. 

A  modern  gymnasium  with  good  equipment  for  both  boys  and 
girls  is  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  school  at  present,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  friends  of  the  school  will  donate  funds  for  this 
worthy  object  so  that  the  school  may  have  a  regular  college 
gymnasium  at  an  early  date.

The  work  in  English  for  the  Elementary  Course  will  consist  of 
drill  in  orthoepy,  reading,  composition  and  spelling.  "A  Handbook 
of  American  Speech,"  by  Calvin  Lewis,  will  be  used  as  a  manual  in 
reading  and  orthoepy.  Beuhler's  Grammar  and  Sherwin  Cody's 
"Word  Study"  are  used  as  texts  for  spelling  and  composition. 

(6)  ARITHMETIC 

A  general  course  in  arithmetic  reviewing  the  entire  field  and 
closing  with  some  advanced  work  in  arithmetic  or  elementary 
algebraic  problems.  Text:  "Complete  Arithmetic,"  Wentworth  and 
Smith.   180  Periods. 
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(7)  MUSIC 

First  semester,  notes,  rests,  clefs,  bars,  measures,  signatures, 
writing  major  and  minor  scales,  rhythm,  sight  reading  and  prac- 
tical drill  in  singing.   90  Periods. 

(8)  AGRICULTURE 

Second  semester.  A  study  of  the  principles  of  farm  crops  and 
special  work  on  the  principle  farm  plants,  soils  and  animal  hus- 
bandry. Laboratory  work  and  notebook.  At  least  sixty  experi- 
ments.  Text:   Water's  "Essentials  of  Agriculture."   90  hours. 

(9)  WRITING  AND  METHODS 

The  Palmer  Method  of  Business  Writing  is  used.  Specimens 
of  each  student's  writing  are  submitted  to  the  Palmer  School  for 
criticism  and  returned  to  the  student.  A  final  manuscript  is  sent 
in  at  the  end  of  the  year  on  which  an  Improvement  Certificate  is 
issued.   Two  credit  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year. 

(10)  GEOGRAPHY 

Geographical  facts  will  be  taught  from  the  standpoint  of  re- 
sponse of  man  to  environment  and  causes  and  effects.  Making  of 
various  maps,  and  geographical  industrial  work  relative  to  the 
elementary  school  work  will  be  part  of  the  work  in  methods.  First 

semester,  90  hours. 

(11)  GRAMMAR 

The  fundamentals  of  English  Grammar  and  brief  methods  in 
the  teaching  of  English  in  the  elementary  schools  will  be  studied. 
Text:    "A  Modern  English  Grammar  and  Composition," — Beuhler. 

Second  semester,  90  hours. 

(12)  U.  S  HISTORY 

A  review  course  in  U.  S.  History  with  Supplementary  Readings 
giving  especial  prominence  to  the  industrial  development  of  our 
country.  Thompson's  History  of  the  United  States,  Political,  In- 
dustrial, Social  is  used  as  text.   90  hours. 

(13)  CIVICS 

hi  this  course  of  study  is  made  of  the  essential  elements  in  the 
National  Government;  special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  develop- 
ment of  the  constitution,  government,  and  institutions  of  South 
Dakota.  Johnson's,  "A  Republic  of  Friends,"  and  Dole's  "New 
American  Citizen,"  are  used  as  texts.   60  hours. 

(14)  S.  D.  HISTORY 

A  short  course  in  South  Dakota  History  is  given  to  meet  the 
requirements  for  certification  in  South  Dakota.  Doane  Robinson's 
"A  Brief  History  of  South  Dakota"  is  used  as  text.  30  hours.  Sec- 
ond Semester. 
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(15)  DIDACTICS 

This  class  offers  work  that  is  both  rudimentary  and  simple. 
The  meaning  and  purpose  of  education,  the  nature  of  the  being, 
that  is  to  be  educated,  the  means  that  educate,  and  the  special  aims, 
means  and  methods  of  school  education  must  all  be  touched  upon. 

After  a  brief  consideration  of  the  physical  and  mental  makeup 
of  the  pupil  the  goal  of  education  for  such  a  being  is  considered. 
Discussion  of  the  values  of  the  different  school  subjects  and  their 
relative  importance.  Some  time  is  given  to  methods  of  teaching, 
also  school  management  and  discipline.  Text:  "White's  ''Elements 
of  Pedagogy."   90  hours. 

(16)  PRACTICE  TEACHING 

Practice  teaching  will  be  done  in  the  Model  School  under  di- 
rection of  the  critic  teacher,  at  such  periods  as  may  be  arranged 
by  the  teacher.   90  hours. 

(17)  DRAWING 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  working  knowledge  of  the 
principles  of  drawing,  color  and  form,  and  to  cultivate  an  aesthetic 
sense  and  a  knowledge  of  the  best  pictures  and  their  artists.  First 
semester:  object  drawing,  perspective,  pencil  sketching,  work  in 
charcoal,  crayon  and  water-color,  designing.  Second  semester: 
Elements  of  printing,  pose  drawing,  poster  making,  studies  of  the 
best  pictures  and  their  interpretation,  also  a  study  of  the  lives  of 
the  artists  and  their  schools.  Text,  "Art  Education  for  High 
Schools."  Three  hours  a  week.  Hand  Construction  Work:  One 
hour  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Knowledge  of  materials  and 
their  uses  in  the  elementary  school  will  be  given  through  work  in 
paper  construction,  weaving,  basketry  and  clay  modeling.  Drawing 
and  Hand  Construction  Work  together,  four  hours  of  practice  per 
week.

Reading,  Writing,  Spelling,  Arithmetic,  Language  and  Gram- 
mar, Geography,  U.  S.  History,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  Civics,  Agri- 
culture, including  nature  study,  and  pedagogy,  public  school  music 
and  drawing,  Psychology,  American  Literature  and  any  three  of 
these:  Elementary  Algebra,  Plane  Geometry,  Physics,  Botany,  Man- 
ual Training  or  Domestic  Science.

OUTLINE  OF  SUBJECTS  OFFERED  IN  THE 
INTERMEDIATE  COURSE 
(1)  ENGLISH  I 

In  the  Intermediate  Course  the  student  will  have  a  chaice  be- 
tween the  course  in  English  offered  in  the  first  year  of  the  Element- 
ary Course,  or  English  I  offered  in  the  High  School  Department. 

(2)  Biology  and  Physiology,  (3)  Algebra,  (4)  Christian  Doc- 
trine I,  (5)  English  II,  same  as  for  the  High  School  Course. 

(6)  Music,  (7)  Agriculture,  (8)  Penmanship  and  Methods,  (9) 
Arithmetic,  (10)  Geography,  same  as  for  Elementary  Course. 

(11)  PHYSIOGRAPHY 

In  this  class  the  earth  as  a  plant  and  its  relation  to  other 
eavenly  bodies  are  studied.   The  atmosphere,  the  land,  and  the 
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water,  their  constitution,  qualities  and  relations  are  ascertained. 
Throughout  the  course  the  earth  is  thought  of  as  the  home  of  man, 
and  the  advantages  that  the  various  conditions  offer  to  mankind 
are  constantly  noted.  Some  attention  is  given  to  industrial  geog- 
raphy, including  causes,  distribution,  and  importance  of  the  prod- 
ucts of  our  chief  industries.  Text:  Salisbury,  Barrows  and  Tower. 
Second  semester,  90  hours. 

(12)  Ancient  History,  (13)  Geometry,  (14)  Christian  Doctrine  II, 
(15)  English  III,  same  as  for  the  High  School  Course. 

(16)  Drawing:   Same  as  for  Elementary  Course. 

(17)  Sewing:   Same  as  for  Home  Economics  Course. 

(18)  REVIEWS 

Arithmetic:  Text,  "How  to  Teach  Arithmetic,1'  Brown  and  CofT- 
man.  Exercises — Patch  and  Kunz.  A  rapid  review  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  arithmetic  will  be  given,  with  special  emphasis  upon  the 
history  and  methods  of  teaching  arithmetic. 

Grammar:  Text,  "Exercises  in  English  Grammar,"  Morse; 
"How  to  Teach  English,"  Klapper.  The  work  will  consist  of  a  brief 
review  of  the  fundamentals  of  English  Grammar,  correct  use  of 
English  and  methods  of  teaching  it. 

Reading  and  Spelling:  Text,  "Poems,"  State  Course  of  Study; 
"Reading  and  How  to  Teach  It,"  Klapper.  This  course  will  com- 
prise the  study  and  teaching  of  Phonics,  including  the  making  of 
charts  and  phonic  materials;  methods  of  teaching  reading  in  the 
various  grades  of  the  elementary  school.  An  acquaintance  will  be 
made  with  the  best  in  Children's  Literature.  Rules  for  Spelling 
and  their  application  will  be  considered,  also  the  teaching  of  Spell- 
ing.  Chew's  "High  School  Speller." 

(19)  PSYCHOLOGY 

The  effort  is  made  to  direct  the  student's  attention  to  mental 
processes  by  help  of  the  textbook  supplemented  with  personal  ex- 
periences and  introspection.  The  pupil  becomes  acquainted  with 
the  chief  concepts  of  psychology  and  the  common  terms  of  the 
science  are  acquired.  The  bearing  of  psychology  upon  educational 
processes  is  constantly  pointed  out  as  is  also  the  relation  between 
minute  and  bodily  processes  and  conditions.  Angell's  Psychology 
was  used. 

(20)  SCHOOL  MANAGEMENT  AND  COUNTRY  LIFE 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  study  the  different  types  of  school 
organization;  to  present  the  qualifications  and  duties  of  teachers 
and  the  relation  of  the  teacher  to  the  community.  A  special  study 
is  made  of  the  country  school,  the  making  of  programs,  classifica- 
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tion  of  pupils  and  in  general  to  present  the  possibilities  of  the  rural 
school.  Text:  Cubber ley's  "Rural  Life  and  Education"  and  Car- 
ney's "Country  Life  and  the  Country  School." 

(21)  CATECHETICS 

Catechetics  is  that  branch  of  study  which  teaches  the  proper 
method  of  instructing  the  youth,  usually  by  questions  and  answers. 
The  course  given  in  this  subject  at  present  embraces  Psychology 
and  Method  Study  with  special  reference  to  its  application  to  re- 
ligious instruction;  the  art  of  questioning,  and  a  brief  survey  of 
the  historical  development  of  religious  instruction  in  the  church. 
Actual  practise  in  teaching  is  given  in  the  Model  School  under  the 
supervision  and  guidance  of  the  critic  teacher. 

(22)  Norse  I,  (23)  Physics,  (24)  Church  History,  (25)  English 
IV,  (26)  American  History,  (27)  Civics,  (28)  Norse  II,  same  as  for 
High  School  Course. 

(29)  METHODS 

The  course  in  general  methods  includes  a  study  of  educational 
principles  and  a  study  of  the  interests  and  characteristics  of  the 
child  during  its  stages  of  development  with  a  view  to  adopting  the 
various  subjects  to  the  child.  The  first  six  weeks  are  devoted  prin- 
cipally to  principles  of  education.  The  second  six  weeks'  period  is 
devoted  to  primary  methods  and  reading,  numbers,  and  language. 
The  study  of  play  and  games  and  children's  literature  is  emphasized. 
Typical  lessons  are  planned  in  each  subject  and  special  attention  is 
given  to  development  of  right  habits.  Earhart's  "Types  of  Teach- 
ing" supplements  the  work.  The  third  and  fourth  six  weeks  are 
devoted  to  the  course  of  study  for  elementary  schools.  The  writing 
of  plans  and  the  giving  of  several  reports  on  subjects  relating  to 
the  school  work  in  the  grades  are  required.  The  fifth  and  six 
weeks  groups  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  human  behavior  and 
the  characteristics  of  the  early  adolescent  pupil.  General  methods 
for  upper  grade  work  with  a  study  of  the  recitation  of  teaching  and 
class  management.   Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

(30)  OBSERVATION  AND  PRACTISE 

The  equivalent  of  one  period  of  forty  minutes  a  day  of  observa- 
tion and  actual  teaching  in  the  Model  School  Department  will  be 
required  of  each  student  taking  the  Intermediate  Normal  Course  and 
preparing  for  First  Grade  Certificates.  The  hours  for  teaching  and 
the  subjects  to  be  taught  will  be  assigned  by  the  critic  teacher. 
Some  of  the  observation  may  be  done  in  the  City  Schools  under  the 
direction  of  a  critic  teacher. 

(31)  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC 

This  course  includes  the  study  of  the  capabilities  and  methods 
in  training  children's  voices.   Sight  reading,  elementary  theory, 
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ear  training,  preparation  of  lesson  plans,  rote  singing  and  con- 
ducting of  classes  and  choruses. 

ADVANCED  COURSE  (2  Years) 

Leading  to  state  certificate  in  South  Dakota  and  corresponding 
certification  in  other  states.  Admission  requirements:  Graduation 
from  an  approved  four-year  high  school  or  the  equivalent  of  fifteen 
units  above  a  standard  eighth  grade. 

A  State  Certificate  will  authorize  the  person  to  whom  it  is 
issued  to  teach  in  any  of  the  public  schools  of  the  state  in  grades 
below  the  high  school  and  also  authorize  the  holder  to  teach  the 
subjects  given  in  the  first  year  of  the  high  school  course  and  such 
Certificate  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  five  years.  Applicants  must 
show  satisfactory  proficiency  in:  orthography,  reading,  penman- 
ship, arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar,  physiology,  and 
hygiene,  United  States  history,  including  South  Dakota  history, 
civil  government,  American  literature,  drawing,  algebra,  plane 
geometry,  physical  geography,  physics  or  botany,  general  history, 
pedagogy  and  English  language,  composition  and  rhetoric. 

High  School  Graduates  who  want  to  get  a  First  Grade 
Teachers'  Certificate  in  one  year  must  have  completed  the  subjects 
required  by  law,  or  take  them  during  the  year:  Orthography,  read- 
ing, writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  English  grammar,  physiology 
and  hygiene,  history  of  the  United  States,  civil  government,  current 
events,  American  literature,  South  Dakota  history,  drawing,  and 
didatics. 

Reviews  and  instruction  in  the  common  branches  to  be  based 
upon  the  course  of  study  for  elementary  schools  in  the  student's 
home  state.

OUTLINE  OF  SUBJECTS  OFFERED  IN  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL  COURSE 
(1)  BIBLICAL  HISTORY 

In  the  first  year  of  all  courses  a  comprehensive  course  in  Bibli- 
cal History  is  given.  The  aim  of  the  instruction  in  this  subject  is 
to  acquaint  the  students  with  the  leading  facts  of  the  Bible  and  to 
lead  them  to  an  understanding  of  the  Scriptures  as  the  history  of 
the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth. 
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(2)  ENGLISH  I  (A) 

The  course  in  first  year  English  is  divided  between  composition 
and  literature  as  designated  for  the  first  year's  work  in  the  state 
High  School  Manual.  Texts:  Literary  Readings  and  Miller's 
Practical  Composition  I;  or  Ward's  Sentence  and  Theme. 

(3)  ELEMENTARY  ALGEBRA 

Time  is  divided  between  the  mechanical  processes  and  analy- 
sis. Skill  based  on  insight.  Generalization,  the  ability  to  recognize 
familiar  facts  in  new  forms  as  well  as  the  power  to  discover  similar 
elements  in  different  combinations  is  one  of  the  objects  sought. 
Besides  the  elementary  operations  and  fractions,  equations,  graph- 
ical representation,  powers,  roots  and  radicals  are  studied.  Abun- 
dant problems  and  applications  accompany  every  topic.  Text 
Hawkes,  Luby  and  Touton.   180  hours. 

(4)  BIOLOGY 

Equal  time  is  devoted  to  Botany,  Zoology,  and  Physiology. 
Botany  and  Zoology  with  some  laboratory  work  are  made  the  basis 
for  Physiology.  Text  used:  Hunter's  "Elements  of  Biology"  and 
Sharpe's  "Laboratory  Manual  in  Biology." 

(5)  LATIN  I 

In  beginning  Latin  careful  attention  is  given  to  Grammar  and 
composition,  accompanied  by  reading  of  simple  selections.  D'Ooge's 
Latin  for  Beginners.  180  hours.  May  be  taken  first  year  or  third 
year  of  High  School  Course. 

(6)  NORSE  I 

Holvik's  Grammar  is  used  for  first  year's  work  in  Norse,  sup- 
plemented with  exercises  in  reading  and  translation.  180  hours. 
First  or  third  year.  Elective. 

(7)  CHRISTIAN  DOCTRINE  I 

Christian  Doctrine  I  is  a  course  in  the  Doctrines  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  as  they  are  set  forth  in  the  Catechism,  and  other  confes- 
sional writings  of  the  church.  Three  hours  per  week  throughout 
the  year. 

(8)  ENGLISH  II 

English  II  is  based  upon  the  state  high  school  course  of  study, 
giving  special  attention  to  American  Literature.  Text  used,  New- 
comer's History  of  American  Literature  and  Calhoun  and  Mac 
Alarney  "Readings  from  American  Literature."  Miller's  Composi- 
tion II.  Classics. 

(9)  PLANE  GEOMETRY 

Wentworth  and  Smith's  Plane  Geometry,  including  original 
exercises,  completed.   180  hours.

(10)  ANCIENT  HISTORY 

The  course  in  Ancient  History  will  embrace  particularly  the 
story  of  Egypt,  Babylonia,  Phoenicia,  Holy  Land,  Greece  and  Rome. 
Each  nation  is  taken  up  separately,  and  given  a  detailed  study  with 
special  reference  to  its  influence  on  Modern  Civilization.  One  re- 
port for  each  semester  required  of  each  member  of  the  class,  be- 
sides a  certain  amount  of  reference  work  in  addition  to  text  assign- 
ments. 180  hours.  Text:  Westermann,  "The  Story  of  the  Ancient 
Nations,"  and  Meyer's  Ancient  History. 

(11)  LATIN  II 

In  the  second  year  four  books  of  Caesar  or  the  equivalent  are 
read.  Prose  composition  based  on  Caesar  one  period  a  week.  May 
also  be  taken  in  the  fourth  year  and  U.  S.  History  with  the  second 
year  class. 

(12)  NORSE  II 

The  literary  selections  prose  and  poetry  contained  in  J.  A. 
Holvik's  "Second  Book  in  Norse"  will  be  made  the  basis  of  the  in- 
struction throughout  the  year.  This  work  will  be  supplemented 
with  other  literary  selections  and  work  in  literature  and  composi- 
tion.  180  hours.   Second  or  fourth  year. 

(13)  CHRISTIAN  DOCTRINE  II 

Christian  Doctrine  II  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  done  in 
Christian  Doctrine  I  and  completes  the  subject.  Two  hours 
throughout  the  year. 

(14)  ENGLISH  III 

Themes  written  and  carefully  criticised.  A  thorough  study  is 
made  of  all  forms  of  discoure.  Typical  examples  from  standard 
literary  works  are  carefully  studied.  A  careful  study  of  Argu- 
mentation with  practice  in  Brief  writing  and  work  in  formal  Debate 
in  the  spring.   Genung  and  Hanson.   180  hours. 

(15)  MODERN  HISTORY 

The  course  in  Modern  History  is  a  historical  survey  of  Modern 
Europe  from  800  A.  D.  to  the  present  time.  The  rise  and  develop- 
ment of  France,  England,  Italy,  Germany  and  Russia  is  made  a  spe- 
cial study.  The  course  is  extended  to  include  the  principal  events  of 
the  twentieth  century.  Outside  reading  and  reports  by  each  mem- 
ber of  the  class  required.  Text:  Robinson  and  Beard,  "Develop- 
ment of  Modern  Europe."   180  hours. 

(16)  PHYSICS 

Text:  "Practical  Physics,"  Black  and  Davis.  Black's  and 
Crowd's  Laboratory  Manuals  are  used.   Considerable  reference 
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reading  is  required.  Four  recitation  and  one  double  period  per 
week  throughout  the  year.  Fifty  experiments  written  up  in  note- 
book. 

(17)  LATIN  III 

Six  orations  from  Cicero  with  prose  composition  based  on 
Cicero  and  a  study  of  the  life  of  the  Romans  constitute  the  year's 
work.   One  hundred  and  eighty  hours. 

(18)  CHURCH  HISTORY 

Church  History  may  be  regarded  as  a  continuation  of  Biblical 
history.  In  common  with  Biblical  History  it  deals  with  the  course 
of  the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth,  carrying  on  the  history  of  that 
kingdom  from  the  time  of  the  Apostles  until  the  present  time.  The 
importance  of  a  course  in  Church  History  in  a  Christian  institution 
is  too  evident  to  need  any  argument.  Lovgren's,  "A  Church  History 
for  the  Use  of  Schools  and  Colleges,"  is  used  as  text.  Two  hours 
per  week  throughout  the  year. 

(19)  ENGLISH  IV 

Long's  History  of  English  Literature.  Study  of  classics  select- 
ed from  College  Requirements  in  English.  Written  reports  and 
book  reviews  of  standard  English  novels.   180  hours. 

(20)  AMERICAN  HISTORY 

In  this  course  the  events  leading  to  the  settlement  of  the  col- 
onies are  reviewed  rapidly.  Chief  attention  is  centered  upon  the 
building  of  the  nation,  the  Civil  War,  and  the  reconstruction  of  the 
states.  Emphasis  is  given  to  the  principles  underlying  the  develop- 
ment of  the  political  life  and  institutions  of  the  American  people. 
Forman's  American  History  is  used  as  text.   90  hours. 

(21)  CIVICS 

A  study  is  made  of  local  civic  institutions  of  the  state  and 
federal  constitutions,  and  of  the  administration  of  state  and 
federal  governments.  Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  origin 
and  development  of  civic  institutions.  Some  study  is  made  of  the 
machinery  of  political  parties.  Attention  is  called  to  civic  problems 
as  they  arise  and  demand  solution.  Considerable  reference  work  is 
required.    Magruder's  "American  Government."   90  hours. 

(22)  HIGHER  ALGEBRA 

The  work  in  this  class  serves  as  a  review  of  the  fundamental 
operations  of  elementary  algebra  as  well  as  a  study  of  the  more 
advanced  principles.  Quadratic  equations  imaginary  and  complex 
numbers,  binomial  theorems,  logarithms,  ratio  and  proportion, 
progression.   90  hours. 
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(23)  SOLID  GEOMETRY 

Wentworth  and  Smith's  Solid  Geometry,  including  original  ex- 
ercises.  90  hours. 

(24)  LATIN  IV 

The  first  six  books  of  Virgil's  "Aeneid"  are  read  and  trans- 
lated. Roman  Mythology  is  taught  as  supplementary  to  the  trans- 
lation work. 

(25)  MANUAL  TRAINING 

Drawing:  The  use  of  drawing  instruments  and  pencils.  Lines, 
geometric  figures,  simple  perspective  and  working  drawings  of 
objects  made  in  wood  working,  and  lettering. 

Woodwork:  Tool  processes,  care  and  sharpening  of  tools,  sim- 
ple wood  finishing  and  exercises  in  wood  working.  The  drawing 
and  wood  working  are  correlated.  Text:  Griffith's  "Correlated 
Courses  in  Wood-working  and  Mechanical  Drawing."  First  semes- 
ter: Three  hours  of  drawing  and  two  hours  of  wookwork.  Second 
semester:  Two  hours  of  drawing  and  three  hours  of  wood-work- 
ing. 

(26)  Sewing:   Same  as  for  Home  Economics  Course. 

(27)  PUBLIC  SPEAKING 

Elective  for  third  and  fourth  year  high  school  students.  Of- 
fered the  first  semester.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  present  the 
general  principles  of  effective  public  speaking.  Several  recitations 
are  required  throughout  the  course  and  attention  is  given  to  com- 
position and  delivery  of  formal  orations.  Text:  Watkin's  "Public 
Speaking  for  High  Schools."   Drill  in  Parliamentary  Law.   90  hours. 

(28)  ECONOMICS 
Elective  for  fourth  year  students.  This  course  includes  a  study 
of  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  economic  life  as  it  is  today, 
and  as  it  has  grown  up  from  the  past.  Particular  attention  is  given 
to  production,  distribution  and  consumption  of  wealth.  One  se- 
mester, 90  hours. 

(29)  ETHICS 

A  course  in  Ethics  is  offered  as  an  elective  in  lieu  of  Christian 
Doctrine,  for  students  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Lutheran  Church. 
All  Lutheran  students  are  required  to  attend  the  classes  in  Bible 
study  and  religious  training.  Biblical  History  and  Church  History 
are  of  general  historical  and  cultural  value.  The  course  in  Chris- 
tian Doctrine  deals  with  Christian  Doctrines  in  general,  but  also 
specifically  the  tenets  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  Students  of  other 
denominations  may  substitute  a  non-sectarian  course  in  Ethics. 
Theoretical  Ethics,  second  year,  three  hours  a  week.  Practical 
Ethics,  third  year,  two  hours  a  week.  Text:  Gregory's  "Christian 
Ethics."

HOME  ECONOMICS  COURSE 

The  Department  of  Home  Economics  will  be  in  charge  of  Miss 
Selma  Olson  during  the  school  year  1919-1920.  Miss  Olson  com- 
pleted her  High  School  course  at  Canton,  South  Dakota,  attended 
Augustana  College  at  Canton  one  year,  and  the  University  of  South 
Dakota  three  years,  where  she  specialized  in  Domestic  Science  and 
Art. 

(1)  DOMESTIC  ART  I 

Blair's  Practical  Course  of  Graded  Sewing  Texts  is  used.  This 
consists  of  the  fundmentals  of  sewing;  namely,  the  various  stitches 
and  seams,  construction  of  model  garments,  and  drafting. 

(2)  Biblical  History,  (3)  English  I,  (4)  Algebra,  (5)  Biology; 
same  as  in  High  School  Course. 
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(6)  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  I 

First  semester:  This  course  takes  up  the  composition,  nutri- 
tive value,  and  digestion  of  food,  and  the  cooking  processes. 

Second  semester:  Planning  menus  according  to  dietary  stand- 
ards and  preparing  and  serving  them.  Prerequisite:  Physiology. 
Text,  Greer's  Book  of  Cooking. 

(7)  Christian  Doctrine  I,  (8)  English  II,  (9)  Geometry,  (10)  An- 
cient History;  same  as  in  High  School  Course. 

(11)  DOMESTIC  ART  II 

First  semester:  Sewing,  cutting,  and  fitting  in  the  making  of 
simple  garments.  Also  a  study  of  the  materials  used.  Prerequisite: 
Domestic  Art  I. 

Second  semester:  Advanced  problems  in  the  use  of  the  com- 
mercial pattern,  making  cotton,  woolen,  and  silk  garments. 

(12)  CHEMISTRY 

This  course  includes  a  study  of  physical  and  chemical  change 
acid,  bases,  salts,  fuels,  and  illuminants,  and  enough  of  the  chem- 
ical laws  to  secure  a  good  working  knowledge  of  general  chemistry. 
The  second  semester  will  be  given  to  the  study  of  simple  organic 
chemistry,  starch  sugars,  fats,  and  oils,  yeast,  etc.  Text,  "First 
Principles  of  Chemistry,"  Brown  and  Lee,  and  Blanchard's  "House- 
hold Chemistry  for  Girls.11 

(13)  Christian  Doctrine  II,  (14)  English  III,  (15)  Modern  His- 
tory; same  as  in  High  School  Course. 

(16)  .  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  II 

First  semester:  A  study  of  the  diet  for  children,  planning,  pre- 
paring, and  serving  school  lunches.  Experimentation  in  the  differ- 
ent methods  of  preparing  foods.  Prerequisites:  Domestic  Science 
I  and  Chemistry. 

Second  semester:  Comparison  of  different  methods  of  prepar- 
ation of  foods.  Special  study  of  the  requirements  of  the  individual 
in  health  and  disease.  Dietaries  planned  and  prepared  for  the 
family  group.  Prerequisites:  Domestic  Science  I,  Chemistry,  and 
Physiology.

OUTLINE  OF  SUBJECTS  OFFERED  IN  THE  ACADEMIC- 
BUSINESS  COURSE 

fl)  Biblical  History,  (2)  English  I,  (3)  Algebra;  (4)  Elementary 
Biology;  same  as  in  the  High  School  Course. 

(6)  Elective:   Latin;  same  as  in  High  School  Course, 
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(7)  COMMERCIAL  GEOGRAPHY 

A  semester  course  divided  into  three  parts.  The  first  part 
treats  of  the  principle  industries  of  the  United  States  and  their 
geographical  locations.  Part  two,  a  survey  of  the  industries  of  all 
the  foreign  countries,  and  part  three,  world  commerce  in  general. 
The  relation  of  physical  features,  climate,  and  natural  resources  to 
the  location  of  any  particular  industry  especially  emphasized. 
"Commerce  and  Industry,"  by  J.  Russel  Smith  used  as  a  text. 

(8)  BUSINESS  FORMS 

An  elective  for  the  business  course  the  first  semester  is  a  short 
course  in  business  methods  and  forms.  The  object  of  this  course 
is  to  train  the  pupils  to  the  use  of  ordinary  business  paper  prepara- 
tory to  taking  up  the  study  of  bookkeeping.  The  last  part  of  the 
school  year  will  be  devoted  to  exercises  in  Business  English  as  a 
continuation  of  the  work  done  in  Business  Forms. 

(9)  Penmanship,  same  as  in  the  Intermediate  Course. 

(10)  Christian  Doctrine  II,  (11)  English  II,  (12)  Plane  Geome- 
try, same  as  in  the  High  School  Course. 

(13)  BOOKKEEPING 

Double  entry  is  studied  as  in  actual  business;  the  aim  being  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  Bookkeep- 
ing. Also  affords  practice  with  the  more  common  books  and  forms 
used  in  modern  offices.  By  the  use  of  separate  price  lists,  each  stu- 
dent will  be  obliged  to  do  independent  study  and  thinking.  In  this 
course  the  student  becomes  familiar  with  the  uses  of  various  kinds 
of  Commercial  paper. 

(14)  Latin  II,  or  Norse,  the  same  as  in  the  High  School  Course. 

(15)  Christian  Doctrine,  (16)  English  III,  (17)  Physics,  same  as 
in  the  High  School  Course. 

(18)  SHORTHAND  I 

In  the  first  year  of  this  course  the  student  masters  the  theory 
of  shorthand;  dictation  of  simple  business  letters  develop  facility 
in  handling  writing  materials,  drills  on  principles,  characters  and 
word-signs.  Gregg  Shorthand  is  taught,  the  Gregg  Writer  is  used 
for  reading.  Nothing  but  the  very  best  work  is  accepted.  Speed 
from  60  to  65  words  a  minute  for  the  first  year. 

(19)  TYPEWRITING 

Graded  exercises  are  given  to  learn  the  machine  by  the  touch 
method,  care  of  the  machine,  correspondence  and  legal  forms,  man- 
ifolding and  mimeographing,  billing  and  tabulating.  There  are 
three  divisions  of  the  work:  lesson  assignments  based  on  Rational 
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Typewriting;  theory,  knowledge  of  the  machine;  that  is,  how  to  use 
it  to  the  best  advantage,  and  a  thorough  familiarity  with  all  its 
parts  and  their  uses,  and  of  correspondence  forms  and  all  other 
business  forms.  Speed:  For  the  first  year  30  to  40  words  per 
minute  on  new  matter  for  ten  minutes,  for  the  second  year  net 
55  to  65  words  per  minute  on  new  matter  for  ten  minutes.  Students 
are  urged  to  qualify  for  the  Certificates  given  by  the  various  Type- 
writer Companies. 

(20)  COMMERCIAL  ARITHMETIC 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  Commercial  student 
with  modern  business  methods  in  the  solution  of  Arithmetical  prob- 
lems. A  survey  of  the  ordinary  subjects  in  arithmetic  as:  frac- 
tions, decimals,  percentage,  interest,  partial  payments,  bank  dis- 
count, insurance,  commission  and  brokerage,  bills  and  invoices,  etc., 
are  taken.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  accuracy  as  well  as 
rapidity  in  the  solution  of  any  problem.  Part  of  each  daily  recita- 
tion given  to  mental  work.  Five  times  per  week  for  one  semester. 
Text:   Richard  Nelson. 

(21)  COMMERCIAL  LAW 

The  course  in  Commercial  Law  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  secondary  students  of  Commerce.  It  is  an  elementary  treatise 
involving  the  fundamental  legal  principles  of  ordinary  business 
transactions.  It  covers  the  subjects  of  contracts,  negotiable  instru- 
ments, guaranty-ship  and  surety-ship,  interest  and  usury,  sale  of 
personal  property,  bailment,  agency,  partnership,  corporations,  joint 
stock  companies,  insurance  and  real  estate.  Five  times  per  week 
for  one  semester.   Text:   Gano's  "Commercial  Law." 

(22)  Church  History,  (23)  English  IV,  (24)  American  History, 
(25)  Civics,  (26)  Economics;  same  as  in  High  School  Course. 

(27)  OFFICE  PRACTICE 

Office  Training  for  Stenographers  by  Rupert  P.  SoRelle  is  used 
as  the  basis  of  this  course.  Practical  exercises  are  given  and  actual 
work  is  done,  such  as  getting  out  letters  from  dictation,  manifold- 
ing, using  the  multigraph,  the  mimeograph,  mailing  catalogues,  etc. 

(28)  CIVIL  SERVICE 

McDaniel's  "Civil  Service  Course"  is  the  text  used.  Drills  are 
given  in  shorthand  to  increase  speed  in  typewriting  for  proficiency 
in  rough  draft,  copying  and  spacing,  also  speed  in  arithmetic,  spell- 
ing and  letter  writing.  Tests  are  provided  for  from  time  to  time. 
Any  one  passing  these  can  readily  pass  the  regular  Civil  Service 
examinations.

Inquiries  from  prospective  students  seem  to  indicate  that  there 
is  some  demand  for  a  six  months'  shorthand  course.  The  school 
offers  no  regular  six  months'  course  but  a  six  months'  course  in 
shorthand  and  typewriting  can  be  taken  provided  the  student  be- 
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gins  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September.  No  beginning  class  in 
shorthand  is  started  later  during  the  year.  A  six  months'  course  in 
bookkeeping  can  be  taken  any  time  as  the  work  of  bookkeeping  is 
individual  and  a  person  can  begin  the  subject  after  the  opening  of 
school,  though  it  would  be  preferable  to  begin  this  subject,  too,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  Typewriting  can  also  be  started 
any  time,  and  work  in  some  of  the  commercial  classes  such  as:  pen- 
manship and  spelling  can  be  started  any  time.  A  six  months'  course 
can  thus  be  arranged  for  from  subjects  in  the  regular  course,  but 
no  six  months'  course  is  conducted  because  as  a  rule  persons  taking 
such  a  course  would  not  be  able  to  compete  with  those  who  are 
better  prepared.  Persons  with  but  a  limited  preparation  will  have 
less  and  less  chance  of  getting  and  holding  a  desirable  position. 
The  better  the  preparation,  the  better  the  chance  for  holding  a 
good  position. 


Beginning  Tuesday  after  Thanksgiving  and  closing  at  Easter- 
time.  The  work  is  offered  in  such  a  way  that  each  winter's  work 
will  constitute  a  semester's  work.  The  classes  will  be  alternated  in 
such  a  way  that  a  student  who  spends  two  successive  winter  terms 
in  school  should  be  able  to  complete  a  year's  work.

College  Department 


The  Augustana  College  of  Canton  at  the  time  of  consolidation 
with  the  Normal  school  at  Sioux  Falls  maintained  a  college  depart- 
ment in  which  the  first  two  years  of  a  regular  college  course  were 
offered.  According  to  the  official  report  submitted  to  the  annual 
Church  Convention  in  Fargo,  June,  1918,  it  appears  that  there  were 
two  boys  and  five  girls  in  the  college  department,  out  of  a  total 
enrollment  of  two  hundred  and  thirty. 

During  the  past  year  no  college  classes  have  been  conducted  in 
the  consolidated  school  at  Sioux  Falls.  All  the  work  given  was  of 
Normal  and  Secondary  education  grade.  In  the  Normal  Department 
an  advanced  class  in  fifth  year  work  was  conducted  but  otherwise 
there  was  no  work  of  college  grade. 

The  South  Dakota  District  and  other  districts  of  the  Norwegian 
Lutheran  Church  of  America  have  decided  that  the  consolidated 
school  at  Sioux  Falls  shall  be  made  an  accredited  college  and  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  conduct  a  Freshman  College  Class 
during  the  Academic  Year  1919-1920.  The  requirements  for  ad- 
mission to  the  college  department  will  be  the  completion  of  a  stand- 
ard four  year  high  school  course,  giving  at  least  fifteen  units  of 
recognized  high  school  work.

Students  completing  the  sophomore  year  of  the  college  course 
may  select  studies  so  as  to  meet  the  Educational  requirements  for 
a  Life  Diploma.  A  Life  Diploma  is  valid  during  good  behavior  and 
authorizes  the  holder  to  teach  in  any  public  school  of  the  State  in 
grades  below  the  high  school  and  also  to  teach  the  subjects  given 
in  the  first  year  of  the  high  school  course.  The  branches  required 
for  a  Life  Diploma  are  the  following  subjects  of  college  grade: 
English  Language  and  Rhetoric,  Pedagogy,  including  Principles, 
Methods,  Management  Psychology,  and  History  of  Education,  either 
economics  or  sociology,  and  any  two  of  the  following:  Botany, 
Zoology,  Physics,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Latin,  French,  Spanish, 
German,  Geology  and  Minerology,  Astronomy,  Algebra,  Trigonome- 
try. 

OUTLINE  OF  SUBJECTS  OFFERED  IN  THE  FRESHMAN  CLASS 

(1)  SYMBOLICS 

Symbolics,  in  the  sense  in  which  it  is  used  here,  is  a  compara- 
tive study  of  the  distinctive  doctrines  of  the  various  branches  of 
the  Christian  Church.  The  importance  of  this  study  becomes  ap- 
parent when  we  consider  that  we  are  surrounded  on  all  sides  by 
people  holding  all  sorts  of  doctrines  and  views,  and  who  teach  that 
all  churches  are  equally  good,  that  there  is  no  essential  difference 
between  the  various  denominations,  that  it  is  a  mark  of  exclusivism 
and  narrowness  of  mind  to  place  any  emphasis  whatsoever  on  doc- 
trinal differences,  as  such  differences  as  far  as  they  exist  are  at  best 
of  very  small  significance.  The  study  of  this  subject  will  show  the 
importance  of  standing  by  our  own  Church,  and  contend  for  the 
faith  which  was  once  delivered  unto  us.  Two  hours  per  week. 
Text  to  be  selected.   Prof.  J.  S.  Norgaard  or  0.  A.  Solheim. 

(2)  MATHEMATICS 

Students  who  enter  the  College  Department  without  High  School 
grades  in  higher  algebra  and  solid  geometry  will  take  their  subjects 
during  the  Freshman  Year.  Those  who  have  the  pre-college  work 
in  higher  algebra  and  solid  geometry  will  take  college  algebra  and 
trigonometry  as  the  line  of  work  in  the  Freshman  Year.  Prof.  C.  M. 
Christianson. 
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(3)  GREEK 

White's  "First  Greek  Book."  Drill  on  forms  and  written  exer- 
cises.  Xenophon's  Anabasis  is  begun.   Prof.  J.  S.  Norgaard. 

(4)  FRENCH  I 

The  aim  of  the  first  year's  College  Course  in  French  is  to  give 
the  student  a  thorough  grounding  in  Grammar  and  pronunciation. 
One  who  has  completed  this  course  should  also  have  the  ability  to 
read  easy  French  prose. 

The  grammar  is  completed  during  the  first  semester,  supple- 
mented by  conversation  and  simple  written  execises.  The  second 
semester  is  devoted  to  a  review  of  the  more  difficult  irregular 
verbs,  conversation  reading  of  "Easy  French"  and  "La  Poudre  Aux 
Neux."  Text:  Aldrich  and  Foster,  "Elementary  French."  4  hours 
per  week.   Prof.  O.  C.  Torgerson. 

(5)  CHEMISTRY 

A  course  in  general  inorganic  chemistry  will  be  given  through- 
out the  year.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  study  chemical  changes 
and  to  acquire  fundamental  knowledge  of  chemistry  which  is  es- 
sential to  the  study  of  other  sciences.  Recitations  supplemented 
with  laboratory  exercises.  4  double  periods  a  week.  Prof.  Mrs. 
C.  M.  Christianson,  Ph.  D. 

(6)  ENGLISH 

Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition.  A  study  of  the  sentence 
and  paragraph  and  the  study  and  practice  of  the  forms  of  com- 
position. Frequent  short  themes  and  essays,  and  occasional  longer 
essays.  The  study  and  discussion  of  varied  examples  of  descrip- 
tion, narration,  exposition  and  argumentation.  Genung:  "Working 
Principles  of  Rhetoric."   Three  credits.   Prof.  J.  G.  Berdahl. 

(7)  SOCIOLOGY 

This  course  is  an  introduction  to  the  social  sciences  and  em- 
braces the  study  of  the  family  social  groups,  and  the  sociology  of 
education.   First  semester,  two  credit  hours.   Prof.  H.  S.  Hilleboe. 

(8)  ECONOMICS 

This  course  in  economics  embraces  the  study  of  production,  dis- 
tribution and  consumption,  and  the  question  of  land,  labor  and 
capital:  Text:  Seager's  "Introduction  to  Economics."  Two  cred- 
its.  Second  semester.   Prof.  H.  S.  Hilleboe. 

(9)  LATIN 

Cicero  and  Virgil  may  be  studied  in  the  High  School  and  have 
the  work  counted  as  College  credits  for  those  who  offer  two  years* 
Latin  as  college  entrance  subjects. 
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(10)  NEW  TESTAMENT  GREEK 

In  place  of  classic  Greek  Grammar  and  the  reading  of  Xeno- 
phen,  a  course  in  New  Testament  Greek  may  be  taken.  The  first 
year's  work  will  be  based  on  Green's  Grammar  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, to  be  followed  by  the  reading  of  the  New  Testament.  Only 
one  of  these  courses  in  Greek  will  be  given.  Four  credits.  Prof. 
J.  S.  Norgaard.

A  course  in  Norse  language  and  literature  will  be  offered  in  the 
freshman  class  for  those  who  have  had  some  preparation  before 
entering  the  college  department.  Three  credit  hours.  Prof.  0.  A. 
Solheim. 


STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  Adelphic  Society  as  the  oldest  student  organization  in 
Augustana  College  has  been  retained  in  the  Consolidated  School. 

The  Ciceronian  Society  has  been  retained  from  the  former 
Lutheran  Normal  School  Societies. 

The  Shakesperian  is  a  new  organization  formed  by  members 
from  both  the  former  schools. 

The  Boys'  Literary  and  Debating  Society  is  another  new  organ- 
ization, and  composed  of  practically  all  the  boys  in  attendance  dur- 
ing the  past  school  year.  The  name  indicates  the  nature  of  the 
work  in  this  society. 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  societies,  the  Mission  Society, 
The  Lutheran  League,  The  Student's  Union,  The  Music  Club  and 
Athletic  Association  have  all  been  in  active  operation  during  the 
past  school  year. 

LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM 

Students  have  access  to  a  library  of  about  five  hundred  volumes. 
Newspapers  and  standard  monthly  periodicals  are  kept  in  the  read- 
ing room  accessible  to  the  student. 

CHORUS  SINGING 

An  essential  part  of  the  musical  training  is  the  daily  chorus 
singing.  All  the  students  are  expected  to  be  present  and  take  an 
active  part  in  this  practice.  Chorals  and  a  few  choruses  selected 
from  different  works  are  studied  during  the  year. 

VOICE 

A  thorough  and  systematic  course  in  voice  placing,  voice  build- 
ing, and  the  study  of  song  literature  will  be  given  to  those  who 
wish  to  pursue  this  line  of  study. 
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PIANO 

A  systematic  course  in  the  study  of  the  piano  will  be  given 
those  who  wish  to  pursue  this  study  together  with  their  regular 
work. 

REED  AND  PIPE  ORGAN 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to  prepare  organists  for  our 
churches.  The  study  of  Chorals  and  Christian  Hymns  is  therefore 
commenced  as  early  in  the  course  as  possible  and  continued 
throughout  the  course. 

BAND 

A  band  of  some  thirty  pieces  was  conducted  the  past  year  under 
the  leadership  of  Prof.  J.  Arndt  Bergh. 

GLEE  CLUB 

A  Girl's  Glee  Club  of  some  twenty  members  and  the  Augustana 
Octette  were  also  under  the  leadership  of  Prof.  Bergh. 


ADMISSION  AND  REGISTRATION 

Applicants  for  admission  should  bring  certificates  or  statements 
of  work  done  in  other  schools  for  record  and  classification.  Eighth 
grade  diplomas  or  other  diplomas  cannot  be  regarded  as  certificates 
for  record  unless  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  subjects  com- 
pleted and  the  grade  obtained  in  each  subject.  By  registering  all 
students  enter  into  an  implied  contract  to  comply  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  school. 

No  rules  are  made  that  are  not  necessary  to  establish  and  main- 
tain good  habits  and  secure  for  each  student  the  opportunity  for 
advancement  under  the  most  favorable  conditions.  Those  who  are 
unwilling  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  school  or  who  through 
indolence  or  frivolity  neglect  their  school  work  may  be  dropped 
from  classes  or  transferred  from  the  dormitories  whenever  the 
general  welfare  seem  to  require  it. 

The  school  aims  at  development  of  character  as  well  as  scholar- 
ship, therefore  deportment  is  an  essential  factor  in  determining  the 
final  standing  given. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  the  daily  chapel  devotions 
and  public  worship  on  Sundays. 

Study  hours  should  be  observed  with  the  same  promptness  and 
attention  as  recitation  periods.  Any  period  that  a  student  may 
have  free  when  classes  are  in  session  from  8:00  A.  M.  to  4:10  P.  M. 
is  a  study  period  and  must  be  observed  as  such. 
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Students  must  present  "absence  cards"  at  the  first  recitation 
following  the  absence.  Excused  absences  can  be  made  up  by  spe- 
cial recitation  at  the  convenience  of  the  teacher.  Excused  ab- 
sences that  are  not  made  up  by  special  recitation  will  cut  down  the 
unit  value  of  the  subject  effected.  Students  who  have  three  unex- 
cused  absences  against  their  records  in  one  semester  will  not  re- 
ceive their  semester  credits. 

Four  subjects  requiring  daily  preparation  are  nearly  always 
enough.  Five  are  all  that  the  law  allows  in  Normal  School  work. 
In  High  School  work  four  subjects  are  regular,  five  may  be  allowed 
but  if  more  subjects  are  attempted  class  grades  will  not  be  given, 
but  special  examination  must  be  taken  in  all  High  School  subjects. 

No  student  shall  discontinue  a  study  or  take  a  new  study  ex- 
cept for  good  cause,  of  which  the  teacher  of  the  subject  and  the 
committee  on  registration  shall  be  the  judges. 

All  students  with  the  exception  of  those  living  in  the  city  are 
expected  to  room  in  the  dormitories  and  board  at  the  College  Club. 
Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  room  m  private  houses  without  a 
written  request  from  the  parents  or  guardians  giving  the  reasons 
why  such  a  request  is  made.  Should  there  be  no  rooms  left  in  the 
College  Dormitories  some  students  will  of  necessity  have  to  room 
outside. 

Students  who  room  outside  are  under  the  same  general  regula- 
tions as  those  who  room  in  the  dormitories  except  as  to  attendance 
at  evening  chapel.  The  permission  to  room  outside  or  work  for 
board  may  be  withdrawn  whenever  the  general  welfare  of  the 
student  seems  to  require  it.  The  address  of  every  student  rooming 
outside  is  required  at  the  office  and  rooms  and  boarding  places  must 
not  be  changed  without  permission. 

Students  must  not  attend  concerts,  plays  or  other  public  amuse- 
ments or  go  to  sociables  or  parties  without  first  securing  permis- 
sion to  do  so. 

Dancing  whether  at  a  public  hall  or  at  a  private  party  is  pro- 
hibited. 

Frequenting  pool  rooms,  engaging  in  games  of  chance,  or  in- 
dulging in  intoxicating  drinks  or  playing  cards  are  forbidden. 

Ihe  use  of  tobacco  by  students  in  any  of  the  college  buildings 
or  on  the  school  grounds  is  forbidden. 

Students  must  not  receive  visitors  in  their  room  without  first 
getting  permission  of  preceptor  or  preceptress. 

All  students  are  expected  to  maintain  a  respectable  standing  in 
scholarship.   The  faculty  reserves  the  right  to  require  any  subject 
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from  a  student  whenever  in  its  judgment  it  is  best  for  that  student 
to  take  that  subject. 

All  societies  and  organizations  formed  by  the  students  must  be 
formally  approved  by  the  faculty  before  they  can  be  recognized  as 
student  organizations. 

Membership  in  athletic  teams  is  dependent  upon  scholarship. 

No  student  shall  at  the  same  time  be  a  member  of  more  than  a 
limited  number  of  student  organizations.  The  number  to  be  de- 
termined by  a  faculty  committee. 

Further  rules  and  regulations  will  be  announced  to  the  students 
in  the  dormitories  and  to  those  who  room  outside  and  to  the  school 
in  general,  as  occasion  demands  it. 


EXPENSES 

According  to  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Annual  Convention  at 
Fargo,  in  June,  1918,  (Report  Page  101)  the  tuition  is  to  be  $25  per 
semester  for  1919-1920  and  subsequent  years. 

Tuition — Elementary,  Intermediate,  Advanced,  High  School, 
Academic-Business,  Home  Economics  Courses  and  College  Depart- 
ment, per  semester,  $25. 

Parents  who  send  two  children  at  the  same  time  get  25  per  cent 
reduction  on  tuition  provided  both  children  pay  tuition,  those  who 
send  three,  33%  per  cent.

BOARD 

The  cost  of  board  for  the  year  1919-1920  will  depend  upon  mar- 
ket prices  and  the  quality  of  board  demanded  by  the  students. 
Based  upon  past  experience  it  is  estimated  that  board  can  be  fur- 
nished at  the  rate  of  $135.00  for  the  college  year.  First  semester, 
$75.00;  second  semester,  $60.00,  or  as  much  more  as  food,  help  and 
rental  will  amount  to. 

In  case  a  student  leaves  during  the  semester  his  board  will  be 
figured  at  $4.25  per  week,  and  tuition  at  $1.50,  and  in  the  Stenograph- 
ic and  Business  Courses  at  $1.75  per  week.  Board  and  room  during 
Christmas  vacation,  $11.00;  Easter  vacation,  $7.00. 

Board,  room,  and  tuition  are  payable  in  advance  for  the  semes- 
ter. All  checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Augustana  College  and 
Normal. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

A  credit  hour  or  semester  hour  means  one  hour  of  prepared 
work  per  week  for  one  semester,  or  two  hours  per  week  of  work 
that  does  not  require  preparation,  such  as  drawing,  manual  train- 
ing, laboratory  work,  etc. 

A  unit  means  the  equivalent  of  five  hours  a  week  of  prepared 
work  in  one  subject  for  one  school  year  of  36  weeks,  or  ten  hours 
a  week  of  work  that  does  not  require  preparation. 

"Electives"  are  subjects  from  which  the  student  may  select  or 
take  in  addition  to  the  twenty  credit  hours  per  week.

75-80,  Pass;  65-70,  Condition;  0-65,  Fail;  "I"  means  incomplete. 
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CREDITS 

Students  coming  from  other  schools  will  receive  credits  for 
the  work  they  have  satisfactorily  accomplished.  Students  coming 
from  non-accredited  high  schools  will  have  to  show  by  class  work 
or  special  examination  that  the  work  done  is  up  to  grade. 

EXAMINATIONS 

A  quiz  and  class  grades  will  be  given  at  the  end  of  each  six 
weeks'  perior.  A  formal  examination  will  be  given  at  the  end  of 
each  semester. 

Teachers'  examinations  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Institution  will  be  given  for  first  grade,  second 
grade,  third  grade,  and  State  Certificates  will  be  given  at  such  times 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  State  Department  for  teachers'  exam- 
inations in  South  Dakota. 

On  account  of  the  nearness  of  Sioux  Falls  to  Minnesota  the 
students  at  the  Augustana  College  will  have  opportunity  to  take 
High  School  Board  Examinations  in  Minnesota  High  Schools  Civil 
Service  Examinations  in  Sioux  Falls  are  open  to  students  at  the 
Augustana  College.  Through  these  examinations  competent  stu- 
dents may  obtain  desirable  government  clerkships  or  positions. 

SPECIAL  COURSES 

Students  may  take  special  courses  by  making  a  proper  selec- 
tion from  the  regular  courses  offered.  But  a  student  taking  a 
special  course  must  take  the  regular  number  of  hours  per  week 
and  no  change  in  the  program  can  be  made  to  accommodate  a  spe- 
cial or  irregular  student.  The  time  table  and  courses  are  arranged 
with  the  view  of  accommodating  the  students  taking  regular 
courses. 

VISITORS 

Transients  and  those  taking  only  part  of  their  meals  at  the 
club  pay  25  cents  per  meal,  and  all  boarders  pay  25  cents  per  meal 
for  relatives  and  friends  taking  meals  with  them. 

Occupants  of  rooms  are  required  to  pay  25  cents  per  night  per 
person  for  lodging  friends  whom  they  entertain.

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Island  Railroad  will  walk  one  block  west  to  Phillips  avenue  and 
get  the  Summit  Avenue  Car  for  the  School. 

Students  coming  over  the  Milwaukee  Railroad  will  take  the 
Summit  Car  right  at  the  depot.  A  Summit  car  passes  the  depot 
every  twenty  minutes.  Come  to  the  school  building  as  soon  as  you 
arrive  to  the  city. 

STUDENTS'  BAGGAGE 

To  avoid  baggage  being  sent  to  the  other  schools  instead  of  to 
the  Augustana  College  and  Normal  School,  it  will  be  advisable  for 
students  to  leave  their  baggage  checks  with  the  Preceptress  or 
Preceptor,  and  reliable  draymen  will  then  have  the  hauling  of  bag- 
gage in  charge.

Furnishing

tress pad,  4  towels,  4  bath  towels,  wash  clothes,  1  white  bed  spread, 
1  bureau  scarf,  1  napkin  ring  and  napkins. 

All  these  articles  and  also  wearing  apparel  should  be  plainly 
marked  with  full  name. 

Dormitory  rooms  have  shades  for  the  windows  and  if  the  occu- 
pants want  curtains  in  addition  they  are  expected  to  furnish  their 
own.  Rooms  have  hardwood  floors  and  if  rugs  are  wanted  the 
occupants  furnish  these. 

COURSES  AND  REGISTRATION 

Study  carefully  the  courses  of  study  outlined  in  the  catalogue 
and  decide  before  coming,  as  far  as  possible,  just  what  subjects 
you  will  take,  and  see  that  there  is  no  conflict  as  to  time  for  the 
various  subjects  selected. 

With  the  aid  of  a  member  of  the  faculty  committee  onregis- 
tration  or  the  registrar  fill  out  a  registration  blank  showing  the 
studies  you  have  chosen  and  your  hours  of  recitation.  Pay  your 
school  fees,  dormitory  room  rent  and  board  in  advance  for  the 
semester. 

Those  who  are  not  prepared  to  pay  in  advance  for  the  semester 
must  have  made  satisfactory  financial  arrangement  with  the  Presi- 
dent before  being  admitted  to  the  school.

Augustana  College  and  Normal  School 


THE  INSTITUTION 

Augustana  College  and  Normal  School  presents  in  this 
catalog  its  plan  for  the  Sixty  First  year  of  work.  The  origin 
of  the  institution  eastward,  both  in  its  collegiate  and  its  nor- 
mal form,  connects  its  program  with  early  beginnings  in  the 
Mississippi  Valley.  Nevertheless  its  relation  with  South  Dakota, 
both  at  Sioux  Falls  and  at  Canton,  began  so  early  that  the 
school  may  assert  a  genuine  share  in  all  the  life  of  this  general 
section  of  the  country.  The  comprehensive  nature  of  the 
earlier  program  in  the  two  schools  out  of  which  the  present  in- 
stitution has  grown  is  itself  a  matter  of  large  promise. 

The  Administration  is  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Norwegian  Lu- 
theran Church  of  America.  The  welfare  of  the  institution  is 
of  immediate  concern  to  the  people  of  the  South  Dakota  Dis- 
trict of  that  church.  Thus  both  organization  and  history  im- 
ply a  wide  significance  and  a  comprehensive  purpose  of  serv- 
ice in  relation  to  church  and  state. 

The  graduates  of  the  institution,  both  of  the  former  Lu- 
theran Normal  and  of  the  former  Augustana  College,  are 
listed  in  a  special  bulletin.  Every  institution  must  depend  in 
a  large  measure  upon  the  loyalty  of  its  alumni.  The  list  with 
this  year's  commencement  numbers  toward  eight  hundred 
since  1890.  Reorganization  of  the  alumni  will  be  perfected  at 
the  1921  Commencement.  The  hearty  and  thoroughgoing  sup- 
port of  this  Association,  enrolling  as  it  does  men  and  women 
from  all  walks  of  life,  should  constitute  a  strong  guarantee  of 
the  future. 

A  CHURCH  SCHOOL 

Augustana  College  and  Normal  School  is  rooted  in  the  life 
of  the  church.  By  virtue  of  its  first  name,  it  is  academic  and 
cultural  in  scope ;  by  virtue  of  its  second,  it  reaches  out  into  the 
practical  life  of  the  church.  Religion  is  therefore  a  required 
subject  throughout  its  courses  and  in  all  departments.  The 
history  and  tenets  of  the  Lutheran  faith  are  taught.  The  Bible 
and  its  conception  of  life  is  fundamental  to  all  the  work  of  the 
institution.  Religious  instruction,  the  impartation  of  Luther- 
an conceptions,  is  not  merely  an  excuse  for  our  existence;  it 
constitutes  a  concrete  conviction,  and  involves  a  deliberate 
purpose  to  serve  God,  the  Church,  and  the  Commonwealth.  In 
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this  purpose  the  institution  solicits  the  criticism,  as  well  as  the 
support  of  its  alumni,  its  ex-students,  the  church  with  its  con- 
gregations and  pastors,  as  well  as  the  consideration  of  all 
Christian  people  who  believe  the  Gospel  essential  to  the  civic, 
social,  educational,  cultural,  as  well  as  economic  life  of  the 
land.  The  institution  offers  work  helpful  in  Sunday  school, 
vacation  school,  and  young  people's  league  work.  Non-Luth- 
eran students  are  welcome,  and  will  be  extended  every  privi- 
lege the  institution  has  to  confer. 

Campus 

The  College  Campus  is  a  beautiful  piece  of  ground  located 
in  the  south-western  part  of  the  city.  To  the  original  18  acres 
which  formed  the  grounds  of  the  Lutheran  Normal,  a  gift  of 
32  acres  was  added  by  the  citizens  of  Sioux  Falls  in  1918. 
The  campus  proper  has  been  laid  out  by  a  landscape  architect. 
This  plan  includes,  besides  the  ornamental  features,  grounds 
for  tennis  courts,  baseball  diamond,  and  football  grounds.  The 
greater  part  of  the  50  acres  will  be  used  as  a  college  farm,  and 
this  will  offer  opportunity  for  demonstration  plots  and  ex- 
perimental work  in  Agriculture. 

Buildings 

There  are  at  present  five  substantial  buildings.  "The  Old 
Main,"  built  of  quartzite  or  Sioux  Falls  granite,  was  erected 
in  1889  and  has  been  used  up  to  the  present  for  class  rooms 
and  administration  building  in  general.  It  also  contains  the 
chapel  in  which  devotional  exercises  are  held  morning  and 
evening. 

The  Boys'  Dormitory  is  a  frame  structure,  veneered  with 
granite,  and  was  erected  in  1894. 

The  Ladies'  Hall,  of  granite  lined  with  hollow  tile,  was 
completed  in  1905.  It  is  a  three  story  building  with  basement. 
The  girls  have  use  of  the  three  floors  of  Ladies'  Hall.  The 
basement  is  used  for  kitchen,  dining  room,  and  store  rooms. 
The  basement  and  the  first  and  second  floors  are  connected 
with  the  old  Administration  building  by  means  of  a  corridor. 
The  three  buildings  mentioned  are  heated  by  steam  from  a 
central  heating  plant  and  are  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water. 
All  the  buildings  are  lighted  by  electricity.  Telephones  con- 
nect the  buildings  with  the  city  central. 

The  fourth  building  was  erected  in  the  summer  of  1918,  as 
a  model  practice  school.  This  building  is  of  frame  and  has  its 
own  heating  plant.  It  consists  principally  of  a  model  rural 
school  with  a  seating  capacity  of  fifty  as  a  demonstration  for 
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ungraded  school  work.  It  has  also  four  rooms  for  grade  work, 
two  grades  to  the  room.  This  model  school  furnishes  abun- 
dant opportunity  to  all  normal  students  for  practice  teaching. 

The  fifth  building,  completed  in  1920,  is  known  as  the  Ad- 
ministration Building.  It  is  a  three  story  fire-proof  structure 
built  of  concrete  and  brick  and  trimmed  with  Bedford  stone. 
Its  size  is  102  by  54  feet. 

Gymnasium 

One  half  of  the  foundation  for  a  gymnasium  including  a 
new  central  heating  plant  has  been  constructed.  This  half  it 
is  hoped  to  complete  next  year  for  student  use.  The 
floor  will  be  76x55  feet,  and  will  make  a  commodious  gymna- 
sium, available  for  in-door  athletics  and  physical  culture.  Di- 
rected athletics  is  a  legitimate  part  of  modern  education.  A 
lady  teacher  will  have  charge  of  physical  culture  among  the 
girls,  and  the  work  among  the  boys,  both  indoor  training  and 
outdoor  athletics,  will  be  under  a  faculty  coach.  The  College 
athletic  interests  are  in  charge  of  a  joint  faculty  and  student 
committee  under  the  constitution  of  the  College  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation. The  campus  supplies  ample  facility  for  baseball, 
football,  and  tennis,  and  basket  ball  is  encouraged  in  the  win- 
ter season. 

Library 

The  College  library  is  located  in  two  rooms  of  the  Admin- 
istration Building,  and  is  being  thoroughly  classified  and 
arranged  in  a  modern  way,  so  as  to  render  all  material  easily 
accessible  to  the  student.  The  list  of  periodicals  is  fairly  com- 
plete, and  is  available  for  use  in  forensics  and  the  work  of  the 
literary  societies.  The  large,  well  equipped  City  Library 
through  its  management  stands  ready  to  render  every  possible 
service. 

Laboratories 

The  physical  laboratory  is  located  in  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  new  Administration  Building  where  it  joins  the  instruc- 
tor's office  on  one  side  and  the  science  lecture  room  on  the  oth- 
er. This  spacious  and  well  lighted  room  with  its  new  and  mod- 
ern equipment  of  laboratory  tables,  cabinets,  and  scientific 
apparatus  provides  an  agreeable  place  in  which  to  do  the  ex- 
perimental work  of  the  courses  in  Physics. 

The  Chemical  laboratory  is  situated  in  the  southwest  cor- 
ner of  the  third  floor  of  the  new  Administration  building.  It 
is  equipped  with  fifty  individual  lockers,  on  top  of  which  are 
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racks  for  bottles  and  reagents.  Gas,  water,  and  electricity 
from  the  city  supply  are  available  for  individual  use.  A  large 
cabinet  at  the  end  of  the  room  contains  all  the  chemicals  and 
apparatus  needed  in  performing  all  laboratory  work  required 
in  the  courses  offered.  Electric  hoods  remove  all  objectionable 
fumes. 

Biological  Laboratory.  An  excellent  laboratory  for  animal 
biology  is  equipped  with  desks  for  twenty-four  students.  Dis- 
secting trays,  sets  and  lenses,  and  compound  microscopes  are 
available  for  the  usual  college  work  in  zoology. 

Agricultural  Laboratory.  A  laboratory  for  agriculture 
and  botany  is  connected  with  a  green  house  and  affords  room 
for  from  twenty-four  to  thirty  students. 

Student  Life 

The  student  period  in  the  life  of  a  young  person  is  a  time 
of  utmost  consequence.  It  is  the  duty  of  any  school,  therefore, 
to  administer  with  the  utmost  care  the  opportunities  and 
privileges  of  the  young  people  who  seek  its  halls.  This  obliga- 
tion it  owes  also  to  the  parents  who  entrust  sons  and  daughters 
to  its  guidance. 

The  school  aims  to  offer  the  student  a  clean,  wholesome, 
and  pleasant  environment.  Class  organizations  and  entertain- 
ments arranged  by  the  student  body  supply  social  recreation. 
The  teachers  assist  and  supervise  in  every  way.  The  city  of 
Sioux  Falls  with  its  parks  and  institutions  supplies  valuable 
opportunities  in  the  form  of  lectures  and  musical  programs, 
and  the  churches  of  the  city  are  always  ready  to  assist.  Above 
all  the  school  aims  to  cultivate  an  active  interest  in  the  church 
and  in  the  religious  life. 

Religious  Activities 

The  forenoon  Chapel  Service  is  a  daily  convocation  of  the 
student  body  for  worship.  Every  student  is  expected  to 
attend.  A  beautiful  ritual  permitting  much  freedom  has  been 
prepared.  A  brief  vesper  service  is  conducted  under  the  lead- 
ership of  the  Deans  at  7  o'clock  every  evening,  of  the  lady 
students  in  the  Ladies'  Hall,  and  of  the  young  men  in  the 
Boys'  Dormitory. 

The  College  Luther  League  is  a  flourishing  organization 
which  aims  to  further  the  Christian  spirit  among  the  students. 
Much  interest  is  shown  in  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad. 
In  this  way  the  League  seeks  to  train  future  leaders  in  church 
work  both  in  the  community  and  in  the  church  at  large.  The 
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League  is  identified  also  with  the  Students'  Union  of  the 
church  and  participates  actively  in  its  plans. 

Volunteer  Mission  Study.  The  former  Mission  Society  is 
in  process  of  reorganization  into  volunteer  group  study  of  the 
subject  of  Home  Missions,  Works  of  Mercy,  Foreign  Missions, 
and  Social  Service.  Student  effort  in  the  cultivation  of  an 
active  interest  in  all  forms  of  church  work  and  social  uplift 
meets  a  hearty  response  from  the  faculty. 

The  Churches  of  the  City.  Sioux  Falls  is  a  Lutheran 
stronghold,  as  well  as  a  strong  Protestant  city.  Of  Lutheran 
churches  there  is  one  representing  the  Synodical  Conference 
and  one  the  Augustana  Synod.  In  our  own  church  body  two 
congregations  are  actively  organized,  and  a  third  is  in  process 
of  formation.  Every  facility  is  furnished  by  which  students 
may  share  actively  in  the  work  of  the  congregations. 

The  Students'  Union.  The  constitution  of  this  Union  has 
been  carefully  revised  this  year.  As  now  organized  the  Union 
forms  a  natural  forum  for  every  student  problem  and  a  means 
of  cooperation  between  student  body  and  faculty  on  all  ques- 
tions. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

College  Society 

The  Demosthenian.  A  literary  and  debating  society  open 
to  students  of  both  sexes  whose  work  is  above  high  school 
grade.  This  organization  holds  weekly  meetings. 

Academy  Societies 

The  Adelphic.  The  oldest  organization  at  Augustana  Col- 
lege. A  literary  and  debating  society  open  to  girls  of  the 
Academic  Department. 

The  Ciceronian.  An  organization  retained  from  the  form- 
er Lutheran  Normal  School  societies,  now  of  the  same  nature 
as  the  Adelphic. 

The  Shakesperian.  A  literary  and  debating  society  or- 
ganized by  students  of  the  consolidated  school,  also  for  Aca- 
demy girls. 

The  Irving.  A  literary  and  debating  society  for  boys  of 
the  Academic  Department  organized  after  the  consolidation  of 
the  schools. 
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The  Websterian.  A  literary  organization  similar  to  the 
Irving. 

These  five  societies  for  Academy  students  hold  weekly 
meetings;  twice  a  month  separately,  and  twice  in  joint  open 
programs. 

Athletics 

Directed  athletics  are  a  legitimate  part  of  modern  school 
education  and  students  are  given  opportunity  at  Augustana 
College  and  Normal  School  for  development  along  this  line. 
The  athletic  field,  located  west  of  the  Boys'  Dormitory,  affords 
ample  room  for  outdoor  sports.  Our  football,  basketball,  and 
baseball  teams  participate  actively  in  interscholastic  athletics. 
During  the  past  year  teams  were  developed  that  won  well 
earned  victories  for  our  school.  Athletics  are  under  the  man- 
agement of  an  Athletic  Association  with  an  executive  board 
on  which  both  the  faculty  and  the  students  are  represented. 
Each  student  pays  a  fee  of  three  dollars  per  semester  which 
entitles  him  to  all  the  privileges  the  association  affords.  Two 
members  of  the  faculty,  Professors  J.  A.  Johnson  and  A.  S. 
Moore,  devoted  part  of  their  time  to  the  coaching  of  the  teams. 
Miss  Alette  Jahren  has  charge  of  physical  culture  among  the 
girls. 

College  Publications 

The  College  Bulletin  is  a  quarterly  publication  represent- 
ing the  work  of  the  institution.   It  is  issued  by  the  faculty. 

The  Augustana  Mirror  is  a  monthly  publication  edited  and 
managed  by  the  student  body. 

The  Zephyr — A  class  annual,  the  second  volume  of  which 
is  issued  by  the  graduating  class  of  1921. 

Musical  Organizations 

Chorus  Singing.  Chorus  practice  is  an  essential  part  not 
merely  of  musical  training,  but  of  the  culture  of  every  individ- 
ual who  possesses  the  gift  of  voice  in  any  measure.  Chorals, 
chorus  selections,  and  church  singing  are  practiced.  All  stu- 
dents are  expected  to  attend.  The  work  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Dean  of  Music. 

Glee  Club.  A  Girls'  Glee  Club  is  maintained.  For  the  year 
1920-1921  the  work  has  been  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Alette  Jahren. 

College  Band.  A  band  of  more  than  twenty  pieces  has 
been  in  training  throughout  the  year.   Concerts  are  given  to- 
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ward  the  end  of  the  year  in  neighboring  towns.  Prof.  Holm 
is  the  director. 

The  College  Choir.  This  organization  under  the  leadership 
of  Prof.  Holm  has  been  an  outstanding  feature  of  our  school 
life.  The  Choir  has  made  several  concert  trips  with  marked 
success.  The  purpose  is  the  encouragement  of  choir  singing 
in  the  congregation  and  throughout  the  church. 

Room  and  Board 

All  students  except  those  who  live  in  the  city  are  expected 
to  room  in  the  college  dormitories  and  board  at  the  college 
dining  hall.  The  city  furnishes  excellent  rooming  accommoda- 
tions at  convenient  distances,  and  students  will  be  allowed  to 
room  outside  upon  written  request  from  their  parents  or 
guardians.  Students  who  room  outside  the  dormitories  are 
under  the  same  general  regulations  as  those  rooming  in  the 
college  buildings,  and  must  record  their  address  and  telephone 
number  with  the  Registrar.  No  student  can  change  room 
during  the  school  year  without  the  consent  of  the  Dean  in 
charge.  A  list  of  available  rooms  in  the  city  is  kept  at  the 
college  office.  Excellent  board  is  furnished  in  the  college 
dining  hall.  Terms  as  to  board,  room  rent,  tuition,  and  other 
fees  will  be  found  in  the  statement  of  expenses  below.

The  institution  aims  to  administer  discipline  in  a  Chris- 
tian spirit.  The  maintenance  of  good  order  is  as  essential  to 
the  welfare  of  the  student  as  to  the  good  of  the  school. 
Friendly  admonition  should  as  a  rule  be  enough.  Regulations 
are  necessary,  however,  in  all  community  life.  Their  under- 
lying purpose  is  to  promote  loyalty  to  right  principles  of 
conduct.  The  young  men  enrolled  are  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  Dean  of  men  and  the  young  women  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Dean  of  women. 

The  following  rules  prevail : 

Registration  as  a  student  implies  the  acceptance  of  all 
rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  school. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  the  daily  chapel  exer- 
cises and  public  worship  on  Sunday. 

Study  hours  as  prescribed  for  the  dormitories  should  be 
observed  by  all  students. 

Rules  regarding  absence  from  class  and  the  making  up  of 
lost  recitations  must  be  carefully  observed. 

No  student  can  discontinue  a  study  for  which  he  is  regis- 
tered or  enroll  for  a  new  course  without  the  consent  of  the 
Registrar. 

All  students  are  expected  to  maintain  a  respectable  stand- 
ing in  scholarship. 

All  societies  or  organizations  formed  by  the  students  must 
receive  faculty  approval  before  they  can  be  formally 
recognized.

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Students  who  room  outside  the  college  dormitories  are 
under  the  same  rules  as  those  who  room  in  the  dormitories. 
The  office  of  the  Registrar  keeps  a  record  of  the  address  of 
every  student  as  well  as  of  his  telephone  number. 

No  gentleman  student  or  lady  student  is  allowed  to  visit 
in  the  private  room  of  either. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  attend  dances,  visit  billiard 
halls  and  pool  rooms,  play  cards,  or  use  intoxicating  liquors. 

Students  must  not  attend  concerts,  plays,  public  amuse- 
ments, socials  or  parties,  without  the  consent  of  the  Deans. 

Gifts  and  Legacies 

All  friends  of  the  school  interested  in  seeing  it  grow  in 
attendance  as  well  as  equipment  must  be  interested  in  its 
endowment.  In  no  way  can  money  be  made  to  serve  better  the 
cause  of  Christ,  both  in  the  church  and  in  the  state,  than  by 
being  dedicated  to  Christian  Education.  Augustana  College 
and  Normal  School  received  this  year  by  will  from  the  estate 
of  Frank  H.  Brace,  a  citizen  of  Sioux  Falls,  the  sum  of 
$5000.00  as  an  additional  fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  aid 
needy  students. 

Scholarships 

The  institution  offers  two  freshman  scholarships  of  $50.00 
to  the  graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies,  one  to  the 
young  man  and  one  to  the  young  woman,  who  attain  highest 
rank  in  a  graduating  class. 

Frank  H.  Brace  Fund.  The  sum  of  $5000.00  was  received 
this  spring,  1921,  from  the  estate  of  Frank  H.  Brace,  a  gift 
willed  to  the  Lutheran  Normal  several  years  ago.  The  income 
of  this  fund  is  to  be  used  according  to  the  terms  of  the  will 
"in  aiding  and  assisting  poor  and  worthy  young  men  and 
women  to  obtain  an  education." 

Mykkelson  Fund.  Prof.  A.  Mykkelson,  for  many  years 
president  of  the  Lutheran  Normal,  gave  in  1912  the  sum  of 
$2600.00  .  the  income  of  which  was  to  be  spent  under  specified 
conditions  for  the  support  of  worthy  students. 

An  unnamed  donor  has  likewise  contributed  through  Prof. 
H.  S.  Hilleboe  the  sum  of  $300.00  as  a  fund,  the  income  of 
which  is  to  be  applied  in  the  same  way.

College  Department 


GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Terms  of  Admission 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  College  Department  must 
present  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  moral  character,  as 
well  as  certificates  of  scholarship.  Such  applications  should 
be  forwarded  to  the  Registrar  or  President  as  early  as  possible 
before  the  opening  of  the  School  Year.  Fifteen  units  of  high 
school  or  academy  work  are  required  for  entrance.  Applica- 
tion blanks  may  be  obtained  by  addressing  the  Registrar. 

Students  who  come  from  accredited  high  schools  or 
academies  will  be  admitted  by  certificate  of  scholarship.  The 
first  semester  enrollment  is  regarded  as  probationary.  Other 
applicants  will  be  admitted  upon  examination.  A  student  who 
lacks  sufficient  credits  will  be  admitted  conditionally,  pro- 
vided he  is  lacking  not  more  than  two  units,  and  provided  the 
work  be  made  up  before  the  opening  of  the  sophomore  year. 

Entrance  Requirements 

English,  at  least  3  units. 
History,  1  unit. 
Mathematics — 

Elementary  Algebra,  1  unit. 
Plane  Geometry,  1  unit. 
Electives,  9  units,  of  which  not  more  than  4  may  be  voca- 
tional.   A  foreign  language  which  has  been  taken  only  one 
year  must  be  continued  in  college. 

Advanced  Standing 

Students  from  other  institutions  will  be  accepted,  provided 
they  present  a  statement  of  honorable  dismissal  as  well  as  of 
the  amount  and  character  of  work  done.  High  school  or 
academy  credits  above  the  number  of  15  units  may  be  accepted 
as  college  credit  only  upon  examination. 

The  credits  should  be  made  up  preferably  from  the  fol- 
lowing list: 

English. 

Language — Latin,  French,  German,  Norwegian. 
Mathematics — Solid  Geometry,  Higher  Algebra. 
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History — Biology,  Botany,  Chemistry,  Physics,  Physiog- 
raphy, Physiology,  Zoology. 

Vocational — including  Agriculture,  Business  subjects, 
Manual  subjects,  Domestic  Art  and  Science,  and  courses  in 
Musical  Theory. 

Regulations 

Every  student  is  expected  to  attend  regularly  and  punc- 
tually all  recitations  and  exercises.  Excuses  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Dean  in  charge  in  time  for  the  first  recitation  fol- 
lowing the  absence.  Unexcused  absences  count  as  zero  in  the 
class  record.  Students  who  fail  to  do  satisfactory  work  are 
reported  to  the  respective  Deans.  If  they  show  no  improve- 
ment, the  fact  is  reported  to  their  parents  or  guardians.  Stu- 
dents who  are  to  participate  in  inter-collegiate  or  inter-society 
functions  or  represent  the  institution  in  any  public  way  must 
maintain  at  least  a  passing  grade.  Courses  not  required  for 
graduation  may  be  withdrawn  unless  elected  by  at  least  5 
students. 

Examinations 

Examinations  will  be  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 
Any  student  who  fails  to  take  the  examination  at  the  appointed 
time,  unless  excused  by  the  Dean  in  charge,  will  receive  a 
failure  in  the  course  involved.  In  determining  the  final  grade 
two-thirds  will  be  allowed  as  a  rule  on  the  basis  of  class  aver- 
age, and  one-third  on  the  basis  of  examination.  The  final 
grades  are  designated  by  letters,  on  the  following  basis  of 
value : — 

A— 100  to  94— Excellent. 

B —  93  to  86— Very  Good. 

C—  85  to  76— Good. 

D—  75  to  69— Fair. 

E — Failure. 

I — Incomplete. 

A  condition  may  be  submitted  for  re-examination  within  a 
given  time.   A  failure  must  be  taken  over  again  in  class. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

The  successful  completion  of  the  college  course  leads  to 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Not  less  than  132  semester 
hours  of  college  work  of  proper  grade,  including  twelve  hours 
in  Religion,  are  required  for  graduation,  three-fourths  of  the 
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marks  received  to  be  C  or  more.  A  "semester  hour"  or  simply 
"hour"  is  the  equivalent  of  one  50  minute  period  or  recitation 
per  week  for  one  semester,  two  laboratory  periods  being 
counted  as  one  recitation  period.  Each  recitation  presupposes 
a  minimum  preparation  of  two  hours.  Though  students  com- 
ing from  colleges  of  equal  grade  will  be  admitted  to  advanced 
standing,  the  degree  will  be  conferred  only  when  the  senior 
year  has  been  spent  in  residence  at  Augustana  College. 

Advisers 

On  entering  the  college  each  student  is  assigned  to  some 
member  of  the  faculty,  who  in  co-operation  with  the  Commit- 
tee on  Registration  acts  as  his  adviser  in  planning  the  course  of 
study.  Not  later  than  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year  the 
student  shall  choose  a  department  in  which  he  wishes  to  do  his 
major  work.  The  head  of  that  department  then  becomes  the 
student's  adviser  in  planning  his  entire  course  of  study,  due 
regard  being  paid  to  the  proper  co-ordination  of  the  major 
and  minor  studies.  The  program  for  each  semester  must  be 
approved  and  signed  by  him  before  registration  is  considered 
completed. 

Required  Subjects 

The  132  hours  required  for  graduation  must  be  distributed 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  regarding  required  sub- 
jects and  majors  and  minors.  The  following  semester  hours 
are  required  in  the  respective  subjects: — 

Religion:  Twelve  hours.  The  courses  designated  for 
freshmen  and  sophomores  are  taken  during  the  first  two  years. 
Four  additional  semester  hours  must  be  elected  either  in  the 
junior  or  the  senior  year. 

English:  Ten  hours,  comprising  Rhetoric  and  Composi- 
tion in  the  freshman,  and  English  Literature  in  the  sophomore 
year.  During  the  first  or  the  second  year  the  student  must 
carry  four  semester  hours  in  Public  Speaking. 

Foreign  Languages:  Six  to  twelve  hours,  according  to 
the  number  of  units  offered  at  entrance.  When  the  student 
offers  not  more  than  two  units  in  foreign  languages,  twelve 
hours  are  required.  No  credit  will  be  granted  in  a  beginners' 
course  where  the  study  is  not  pursued  for  a  full  year. 

Mathematics  or  Laboratory  Science:    Six  to  eight  hours. 

Social  Sciences,  including  Psychology  and  Philosophy: 
Twelve  hours,  three  of  them  to  be  in  Psychology  or  Philosophy. 
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A  student  cannot  enroll  at  one  time  in  two  beginning 
courses  of  foreign  languages  or  two  laboratory  sciences. 

Majors  and  Minors 

Each  candidate  for  the  degree  must  select  some  subject 
as  his  major.  A  major  consists  of  twenty  semester  hours  of 
work  beyond  the  freshman  grade  chosen  from  the  designated 
courses  of  one  department  and  approved  by  the  faculty.  Major 
work  must  be  arranged  in  consultation  with  the  heads  of  the 
departments  involved  and  with  the  Registrar. 

In  addition  to  his  major,  each  candidate  must  offer  a  minor 
in  one  or  more  allied  subjects  designated  by  the  major  depart- 
ment and  approved  by  the  Registration  Committee.  At  least 
eighteen  hours  of  work  constitute  a  minor.  Courses  coming 
under  the  general  requirement  may  under  certain  conditions 
be  counted  toward  the  minor.  The  work  in  the  minor  shall 
be  made  as  continuous  as  possible. 

Electives 

The  student  under  proper  supervision  will  fill  out  his 
semester  program  from  courses  classed  as  elective.  However, 
the  selection  must  be  of  proper  grade,  and  not  more  than  forty 
hours  in  any  one  subject  may  be  counted  for  graduation.  No 
student  shall  be  allowed  to  register  for  less  than  fourteen  or 
for  more  than  eighteen  hours  without  special  permission  of 
the  faculty.

Description  of  Work 


BIBLE  AND  RELIGION 

In  harmony  with  the  aim  and  purpose  of  a  Christian  institution,  in- 
struction in  the  history  and  principles  of  the  Christian  religion  is  given 
in  all  the  departments  of  the  school. 

The  following  courses  in  religious  instruction  are  offered: 

I.  The  Old  Testament.  The  Old  Testament  is  studied  on  the  basis 
of  a  text  in  Old  Testament  history.  Selections  from  various  hooks  of  the 
Old  Testament  are  read,  and  the  history  of  the  people  of  Israel  is  studied 
in  its  religious  and  historical  aspects.  Required  of  freshmen. 

First  semester,  2  hours. 

II.  The  New  Testament.  The  second  semester  continues  with  similar 
work  in  the  New  Testament.  The  life  and  teachings  of  Christ,  according 
to  the  four  Gospels,  are  studied  on  the  basis  of  a  text  in  New  Testament 
introduction.    Required  of  freshmen. 

Second  semester,  2  hours. 

III.  &  IV.  The  Life  and  Epistles  of  Paul.  A  study  of  the  life  and  writ- 
ings of  Paul,  with  some  reference  to  the  lives  and  writings  of  the  other 
Apostles.  The  work  is  based  on  the  Book  of  Acts  and  a  text  in  New  Tes- 
tament introduction.  The  Epistles  are  discussed  in  their  chronological 
order.    Required  of  sophomores. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

V.  &  vi.  Christian  Doctrine.  A  study  of  the  leading  doctrines  and 
principles  of  the  Christian  religion  with  special  reference  to  the  symbols 
and  doctrines  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  The  work  is  based  on  a  text  in 
Christian  doctrine.    Juniors  and  seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

VII.  &  VIII.  Christian  Ethics.  A  study  of  the  moral  principles  of  the 
Christian  religion  brought  into  relation  with  the  present  day  life  and 
problems.  The  work  is  based  on  Keyser's  Christian  Ethics.  Juniors  and 
seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 


BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCES 

I.  &  II.  Zoology.  The  first  part  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  a  sys- 
tematic study  of  selected  types  of  invertebrates.  Particular  emphasis  is 
laid  upon  the  fundamental  structure  of  the  various  groups,  their  adapta- 
tion to  environment,  and  their  economic  importance.  The  latter  half  of 
the  course  will  deal  with  vertebrates,  with  special  attention  to  anatomy, 
physiology,  and  classification  of  animals.  One  or  more  types  of  vertebrate 
embryos  are  studied.    Sophomore  year. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

III.  &  IV.  College  Botany.  This  course  comprises  a  general  study  of 
algae,  fungi,  ferns,  and  the  flowering  plants.  It  includes  a  study  of  the 
habitat,  structure,  growth  and  reproduction.  It  deals  with  the  botanical 
principles  of  variation,  nuclear  division,  and  alternation  of  generations.  A 
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number  of  representative  forms  for  each  group  are  studied  in  the  labor- 
atory, each  student  doing  individual  work.   Three  lecture-recitation  periods 
and  one  double  laboratory  period  per  week.   Prerequisite,  one  year's  work 
in  high  school  botany.   Elective  for  juniors  and  seniors. 
First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

CLASSICAL  LANGUAGES  AND  LITERATURE 

Greek 

I.  &  II.  Beginners1  Greek.  White's  First  Greek  Book  completed  and 
Xenophon's  Anabasis  begun.  Thorough  drill  on  forms  daily  during  both 
semesters.   Freshman  year. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

III.  Xenophon.  Books  I-III  of  Anabasis  studied  with  constant  refer- 
ence to  grammar.    Sophomore  year. 

First  semester,  4  hours  each. 

IV.  Plato.  Book  IV  of  Anabasis  completed.  Plato's  Apology  and 
Crito.    Sophomore  year. 

Second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

V.  &  VI.  New  Testament  Greek.  This  course  involves  an  introduc- 
tory study  of  New  Testament  Greek,  and  may  be  taken  after  courses  I.  & 
II  above,  or  in  the  junior  or  senior  year  in  place  of  the  regular  require- 
ment in  religion.   The  Gospel  of  St.  John  is  read. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

Latin 

I.  &  II.  .Cicero,  Ovid,  and  Virgil.  Selections  from  the  Orations  of 
Cicero,  the  Metamorphoses  of  Ovid,  and  the  Aeneid  of  Virgil.  Review  of 
Latin  grammar;  prose  composition,  versification.  Open  to  students  enter- 
ing with  two  units  in  Latin. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

III.  &  IV.  Livy,  Cicero,  and  Terence.  Selections  from  Livy;  Cicero, 
De  Senectute,  Terence,  Phormio.  Prose  composition.  Prerequisite,  Latin 
I  and  II,  above,  or  three  or  four  years  of  high  school  Latin. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

V.  Horace.  Selected  Odes,  Epodes,  Satires  and  Epistles;  study  of 
Horatian  meters. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

VI.  Tacitus  and  Pliny.  The  Agricola  or  Germania  of  Tacitus;  selec- 
tions from  the  letters  of  the  younger  Pliny. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

VII.  Roman  Public  and  Private  Life.  The  Roman  system  of  govern- 
ment, the  magistracies,  the  popular  assemblies,  the  senate,  the  courts, 
taxes,  and  methods  of  acquiring  and  controlling  provinces;  character  of 
the  ancient  Romans,  their  land,  family  organizations,  homes,  food,  cloth- 
ing, occupations,  schools,  recreations,  commerce,  roads  and  travel,  slaves, 
marriage,  burial  customs,  and  religion. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 
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VIII.  Latin  Literature  in  English.  A  survey  course  in  poetry,  drama, 
and  prose.  A  study  of  representative  masterpieces  and  of  the  period  repre- 
sented by  each. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

The  following  courses  are  offered  to  students  who  enter  without  high 
school  or  academy  Latin. 

IX.  &  X.  Beginning  Latin.  Grammar  and  Reader.  Daily  written 
exercises,  selections  from  easy  Latin  prose. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

XI.  &  XII.    Second  Year  Latin.    Selections  from  Caesar  and  Cicero; 
constant  review  of  grammar,  and  regular  exercises  in  prose  composition. 
First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

CHEMISTRY  AND  GEOLOGY 

Chemistry 

I.  &  II.  General  Inorganic  Chemistry.  An  intensive  study  of  the 
field  of  general  inorganic  chemistry,  considerable  stress  being  laid  upon 
the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  both  elements  and  compounds. 
The  periodic  law  is  taken  as  nature's  own  foundation  for  the  systematic 
study  of  chemistry.  Both  the  practical  and  the  theoretical  side  of  chem- 
istry are  brought  out  with  the  view  of  preparing  the  student  for  both 
industry  and  advanced  work  in  Chemistry.  Laboratory  work  three  periods 
a  week,  a  record  of  which  must  be  kept  for  regular  inspection  by  the  in- 
structor. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

III.  &  IV.  Qualitative  Analysis.  This  course  is  intended  to  emphasize 
the  principles  involved  in  chemical  analysis,  to  broaden  the  student's 
knowledge  of  inorganic  chemistry,  and  to  give  practice  in  manipulation. 
A  systematic  study  of  the  separation  and  identification  of  metals  and  acid 
radicals,  followed  by  the  analysis  of  pure  chemicals  and  commercial  prod- 
ucts.   The  latter  part  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  tests  for  rare  elements. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

V.  &  VI.  Organic  Chemistry.  Lectures  and  class  recitations  on  the 
theory  of  carbon  compounds  with  special  attention  to  the  more  important 
members  of  the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series.  The  laboratory  work  In- 
cludes the  preparation,  purification,  and  identification  of  typical  organic 
compounds.   Open  to  juniors  and  seniors.   Prerequisites,  courses  1,  2,  3,  4. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

Geology 

I.  &  II.  General  Geology.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  general 
view  of  the  subject  of  Geology.  The  effort  is  made  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  underlying  principles  and  main  facts  of  the  science.  It  includes 
an  account  of  the  origin  of  the  features  of  the  surface  of  the  earth,  a 
discussion  of  the  phenomena  of  earthquakes,  volcanoes,  mountain-making, 
works  of  water,  and  an  outline  of  the  past  history  of  the  earth.  The  ani- 
mal and  plant  life  of  each  period  of  the  earth's  formation  is  discussed 
both  from  a  practical  and  theoretical  point  of  view.  Elective  for  juniors 
and  seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 
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EDUCATION 

I.  Principles  of  Education.  A  study  of  the  aim  of  education,  its 
biological  basis,  of  heredity,  instinct,  habit  and  the  higher  mental  pro- 
cesses, the  subject  matter  of  instruction,  and  the  principles  which  underlie 
sound  methods  of  teaching.  Required  in  the  fifth  year  Advanced  Normal 
Course.    Open  to  others  in  the  sophomore  and  junior  years. 

First  semester,  4  hours. 

II.  Elementary  Education.  A  course  in  the  theory  and  practice  of 
elementary  education.  In  this  course  the  field  of  methodology  is  covered, 
and  the  application  of  method  to  the  curriculum  of  the  elementary  school. 
Prerequisite,  Education  I.  Required  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  Advanced 
Normal  Course.    Open  to  the  others  in  the  sophomore  and  junior  years. 

Second  semester,  4  hours. 

III.  Introductory  Psychology.  (See  Philosophy.)  Required  in  the 
sixth  year  Advanced  Normal  Course.  Open  to  others  of  the  sophomore 
and  junior  year. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

IV.  History  of  Education.  A  course  giving  an  outlined  introduction 
to  current  school  problems,  theories,  and  methods.  Required  in  the  sixth 
year  Advanced  Normal  Course.  Open  to  others  in  the  sophomore  and  junior 
year. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

V.  &  VI.  Observation  and  Practice  Teaching.  The  student  is  expected 
to  devote  the  equivalent  of  3  hours  per  week  to  observation,  to  some  form 
of  class  room  instruction  together  with  the  usual  preparation  for  such 
work.  The  Model  School  under  supervision  of  a  critic  teacher,  the 
academy,  as  well  as  the  city  schools,  are  available  for  observation.  Reports 
and  class  discussions  required.  The  earning  of  credits  may  be  arranged 
in  either  semester  to  suit  to  the  convenience  of  the  student.  Required 
in  the  sixth  year  of  Advanced  Normal. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

VII.  &  VIII.    Educational  Psychology.    (See  Philosophy.) 

IX.  &  X.  High  School  Teaching  and  Administration.  A  course  de- 
voted to  (1)  the  origin  and  importance  of  American  Secondary  Education, 
(2)  the  study  of  departmental  problems,  and  (3)  observation  and  prac- 
tice teaching.   Prerequisites  are  10  semester  hours  in  Education. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

ENGLISH 
Language  and  Literature 

1.  &  II.  Rhetoric  and  Composition.  The  object  of  this  course  is  to 
teach  the  student  to  express  himself  in  clear  and  forceful  English.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  principles  of  construction,  to  diction,  and  style. 
Frequent  short  themes  are  required,  and  at  least  one  longer  term  paper. 
The  course  includes  the  study  of  models  of  English  prose  composition, 
and  the  critical  reading  and  discussion  of  literature.  Gardiner,  Kittredge, 
and  Arnold,  Manual  of  Composition  and  Rhetoric,  and  Woolley,  Handbook 
of  Composition,  are  used  as  texts.  Individual  conferences  with  the  in- 
structor.   Required  of  all  freshmen. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 
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III.  &  IV.  History  of  English  Literature.  A  survey  course  dealing 
with  the  literature  from  the  earliest  time  until  the  present.  The  text  used 
is  Long's  English  Literature,  Moody  and  Lovett's  A  History  of  English 
Literature  serving  for  purposes  of  comparison.  Newcomer-Andrews, 
Twelve  Centuries  of  English  Poetry  and  Prose,  will  be  used  as  a  basis 
for  reading.  The  textbook  study  is  supplemented  by  frequent  lectures 
and  reports.    Required  of  all  sophomores. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

V.  &  VI.  Elizabethan  Literature.  The  non-dramatic  literature  of  this 
important  period  will  not  be  neglected,  but  the  chief  emphasis  is  put 
upon  the  drama.  Attention  is  given  to  its  development  and  structure,  as 
well  as  to  its  ethical  significance.  While  Shakespeare's  predecessors  and 
contemporaries  are  considered  for  purposes  of  comparison,  the  main  study 
will  center  about  the  work  of  the  great  dramatist.  A  number  of  his  plays 
are  read  rapidly  and  about  four  of  the  most  important  dramas  carefully 
studied.    Elective  for  juniors  and  seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

VII.  The  Romantic  Movement.  The  beginnings  of  this  movement  are 
briefly  traced  in  Eighteenth  century  literature.  The  poetry  of  Words- 
worth, Coleridge,  Scott,  Byron,  Shelley,  and  Keats  will  be  studied  and 
discussed,  special  emphasis  being  laid  upon  the  characteristic  features 
of  Romanticism.    Not  open  to  freshmen. 

First  semester,  2  hours. 

VIII.  Victorian  Literature.  The  more  important  poems  of  Tennyson 
and  Browning  form  the  basis  of  the  semester's  work,  but  attention  is  also 
given  to  some  of  the  minor  writers.    Not  open  to  freshmen. 

Second  semester,  2  hours. 

IX.  American  Literature.  A  survey  course,  with  special  emphasis 
upon  characteristic  American  traits  as  found  in  the  literature.  The  chief 
writers  are  carefully  studied.  Present  day  tendencies  will  be  observed. 
Open  to  all  college  students. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

X.  The  English  Novel.  The  beginnings  of  the  novel  are  carefully 
traced,  and  its  structure  is  studied.  A  number  of  the  more  important 
novels  are  analyzed;  others  will  be  assigned  for  individual  reading  and  be 
discussed  in  class.    Elective  for  juniors  and  seniors. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

Public  Speaking 

I.  &  II.  Elementary  Puolic  Speaking.  This  course  deals  with  the 
fundamentals  of  effective  speaking.  Such  subjects  as  vocalization,  enun- 
ciation, and  pronunciation  will  be  carefully  studied.  On  the  basis  of  this 
will  follow  the  essentials  of  interpretation,  public  address,  and  extempore 
speaking.   Required  of  all  men  in  the  freshman  or  the  sophomore  year. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

III.  &  IV.  Elementary  Elocution.  The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  provide 
a  thorough  drill  in  effective  speaking.  A  study  is  made  of  the  physiological 
basis  of  voice,  drill  in  correct  pronunciation  and  articulation,  intelligent 
emphasis,  reading,  and  speaking.  Selections  graded  in  difficulty  are  studied 
and  delivered  in  class.  Required  of  all  women  in  the  freshman  or  the 
sophomore  year. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 
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V.  &  VI.  Argumentation  and  Debate.  The  first  semester  will  be  de- 
voted to  the  study  of  the  principles  of  analysis,  brief-drawing,  evidence, 
and  persuasive  composition.  In  the  second  semester  follows  the  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  of  argumentation  to  spoken  debate,  both  in  class 
and  before  the  public,  all  the  work  being  under  the  personal  supervision 
of  the  instructor.  Prerequisites,  Elementary  Public  Speaking,  or  the 
consent  of  the  instructor. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 


HISTORY  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 
History 

I.  Eastern  Nations  and  Greece.  The  rise  and  decline  of  the  Ancient 
Nations  with  a  detailed  study  of  the  civilization  of  each.  Assigned  topics, 
outside  reading  in  addition  to  text  assignments  required. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

II.  History  of  Rome.  The  rise  and  development  of  the  Roman  Empire 
to  Charlemagne.  Roman  political  and  social  institutions,  with  their  effect 
upon  later  civilization,  especially  emphasized. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

III.  Mediaeval  History.  Mediaeval  Europe  from  the  time  of  Charle- 
magne to  the  Protestant  Reformation.  Lectures,  assigned  readings,  and 
reports.    Open  to  sophomores  and  juniors. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

IV.  Modern  Europe.  A  detailed  study  of  Modern  Europe  from  the 
Congress  of  Vienna  to  the  close  of  the  World  War.  Text — Schapiro.  Mod- 
ern and  Contemporary  European  History.  Open  to  sophomores  and  juniors. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

V.  English  History.  A  brief  survey  of  English  History  from  55  B.  C. 
to  modern  times.  The  gradual  growth  of  democracy  as  shown  in  the 
English  Constitution  traced  throughout  the  course.  Text — J.  N.  Larned, 
History  of  England.   Open  to  sophomores,  juniors  and  seniors. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

VII.  &  VIII.  United  States  History.  A  general  course  in  U.  S.  History 
for  those  who  are  electing  History  as  a  major.  Development  of  the  west- 
ern frontier,  and  territorial  expansion  especially  emphasized.  Lectures, 
assigned  readings,  and  reports.    Open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

Political  Science 

I.  Principles  of  Political  Science.  Part  I  takes  up  the  purpose  of 
government,  and  traces  its  development  from  the  family  to  the  state; 
Part  II  the  various  forms,  with  a  direct  application  to  the  needs  of  differ- 
ent nations,  as  well  as  the  problems  involved  in  governmental  transition; 
Part  III  the  requisites  of  democracy,  with  a  comparison  of  its  two  forms, 
pure  and  representative.  A  comparative  study  is  made  of  old  Greece, 
Switzerland,  France,  and  the  United  States.  Text — Reinsch,  The  Science 
of  Government. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 
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Economics 

I.  &  II.  Principles  and  Problems  of  Economics.  After  a  brief  study 
of  English  and  American  Economic  History,  such  topics  as  consumption, 
production,  exchange,  and  distribution  are  taken  up.  In  the  second  semes- 
ter the  application  of  these  economic  principles  will  be  studied,  the  more 
important  problems  be  taken  up  in  detail.    Sophomore  year. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

IV.  Money  and  Banking.  During  the  first  part  of  the  semester  money 
and  credit  will  be  studied.  Later  the  principles  of  banking,  and  American 
and  foreign  banking  systems  are  considered.  The  historical  phase  of 
the  subject  is  not  neglected,  but  chief  emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the 
practical  aspect  of  the  subject.   Open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

Sociology 

I.  &  II.  Principles  and  Problems  of  Sociology.  During  the  first 
semester  the  principles  of  Sociology,  such  as  social  forces,  social  laws, 
and  social  control  are  studied.  In  the  second  semester  social  problems 
are  taken  up.  The  students  will  spend  considerable  time  in  investigation 
of  materials  close  at  hand.    Open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 


MATHEMATICS  AND  PHYSICS 


Mathematics 

I.  Plane  Trigonometry.  In  this  course  the  students  are  taught  the 
use  and  application  of  the  trigonometric  ratios,  the  derivation  and  use  of 
formulas,  the  functions  of  angles,  both  right  triangles  and  oblique  trian- 
gles, and  receive  thorough  training  in  the  use  of  logarithms.  The  funda- 
mental principles  of  plane  sailing  are  also  dealt  with  for  a  short  time. 
Open  to  all  students  who  offer*  Higher  Algebra  and  Solid  Geometry  as  en- 
trance requirements. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

II.  College  Algebra.  This  course  includes  a  review  of  quadratics, 
followed  by  ratio  and  proportion,  mathematical  induction,  the  binomial 
theorem,  the  progressions,  permutations  and  combinations,  complex  num- 
bers, logarithms,  determinants,  partial  fractions,  and  undetermined  co- 
efficients. Graphical  representations  of  linear,  quadratic,  and  cubic  func- 
tions are  emphasized.  Open  to  all  students  who  offer  Higher  Algebra 
and  Solid  Geometry  as  entrance  requirements. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

III.  Analytic  Geometry.  A  thorough  study  of  the  form  and  uses  of 
curves  with  the  straight  line  and  the  conic  sections  as  a  basis,  tangents 
and  normals,  lengths  and  areas,  and  curves  of  a  higher  order.  A  special 
study  of  the  circle,  parabola,  ellipse,  and  hyperbola  is  made  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  course. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

IV.  Calculus.  This  course  is  devoted  mainly  to  the  integral  calculus 
of  functions  of  one  variable,  including  methods  of  integration;  definite 
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integrals,  geometrical  applications  to  areas  and  lengths  of  plane  curves, 
volumes  of  solids  of  revolution,  and  other  volumes  which  can  be  found  by 
a  single  integration,  maxima  and  minima,  successive  integration  with 
geometric  applications. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

Physics 

I.  &  II.  College  Physics.  This  course  covers  a  thorough  study  of  the 
principles  and  laws  involved  in  mechanics,  sound,  light,  heat,  magnetism 
and  electricity.  It  is  taught  by  means  of  recitations,  lectures  with  demon- 
strations, and  laboratory  experiments.  The  laboratory  work  performed 
will  be  divided  equally  so  as  to  cover  all  the  subjects  studied,  a  record  of 
which  must  be  kept  for  the  instructor's  inspection.  Three  recitations  and 
one  double  laboratory  period  per  week  throughout  the  year.  Open  to 
juniors  and  seniors  who  have  completed  a  course  in  Plane  Trigonometry. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

MODERN  LANGUAGES 

General  Statement.  Students  without  any  high  school  credit  in  French 
or  German,  elect  course  1;  those  with  one  year's  credit  in  these  languages 
enter  course  2;  those  with  two  years'  credit,  course  3. 

French 

I.  &  II.  Elementary  French.  The  beginners'  course  in  French  prac- 
tically completes  the  grammar  in  the  first  semester.  The  second  semester 
is  devoted  to  review,  including  about  200  pages  of  light  reading.  Carmen, 
La  Poudre  aux  Yeux,  La  belle  Grance,  La  France  par  tous,  will  serve  as 
the  basis  for  rapid  translation.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  correct  pronun- 
ciation and  grammatical  construction  throughout  the  course.  Oral  drill 
and  simple  composition  begun.  Text — Aldrich  and  Foster's  Elements. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

III.  &  IV.  Intermediate  French.  Review  of  the  essential  verbs,  con- 
tinuation of  translation  and  composition  form  the  basis  for  the  year's 
work.  For  translation  Les  Miserables,  Colomba,  Le  Cid,  Le  Malade  Imag- 
inaire,  Les  trois  Mousquetaire,  or  other  medium  French  prose  will  be 
used. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

German 

I.  &  II.  Elementary  German.  The  work  of  the  first  semester  is  prin- 
cipally devoted  to  correct  pronunciation,  grammar,  and  oral  drill.  This 
work  is  continued  in  the  second  semester  with  additional  translation  of 
Storm's  Immensee.  Oral  drill,  elementary  composition,  and  German  con- 
versation run  throughout  the  course.  Text — Elementary  German,  Prokosch. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

III.  &  IV.  Intermediate  German.  Selections  from  modern  literature, 
narrative,  dramatic,  and  lyric  will  be  read  in  class.  Grammar  review, 
conversation,  composition,  and  essay  writing  based  on  the  texts  read  will 
constitute  the  essential  part  of  the  course. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 
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V.  &  VI.  Advanced  German.  An  advanced  course  for  those  who  wish 
later  to  take  special  work  in  the  German  language  or  literature.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  the  course  to  make  the  student  familiar  with  the  influences 
that  have  been  at  work  in  moulding  German  peculiarities  and  the  way 
they  have  manifested  themselves.  The  student  is  introduced  to  the  many 
varied  features  of  German  life  and  customs,  and  historical  facts  based 
upon  this  theme  will  be  studied  and  discussed.  Text — Priest,  Germany 
since  1740. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

Norse 

I.  &  II.  Elementary  Norse.  Vocabulary,  pronunciation,  orthography, 
grammar,  intelligent  reading,  composition,  declamations.  Holvik,  Begin- 
ners' Booh  in  Norse,  and  supplementary  reading.  Juell  Tonnesson,  Ret- 
skrivings  Ordbok.  Must  be  taken  not  later  than  sophomore  year  by  stu- 
dents who  have  not  had  two  years  of  Norse  in  high  school  or  equivalent. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

III.  &  IV.  Norse  Literature  and  History.  A  general  survey  of  Norse 
literature  and  history.  Broch  og  Seip,  Norsk  Literatur  historie;  Jens 
Raabe,  Kongeriket  Norges  og  Nordens  Historie;  selected  prose,  poems, 
and  plays;  compositions,  declamations.  Prerequisites,  two  years  of  Norse 
in  high  school  or  equivalent,  or  courses  1  and  2. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

V.  &  VI.  Norse  Literature.  Study  of  select  works  of  leading  authors 
from  Wergeland  to  Jonas  Lie;  compositions,  reference  reading,  declama- 
tions.   Prerequisites,  courses  3  and  4. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

Spanish 

I.  &  II.  Elementary  Spanish.  During  the  first  semester  the  elements 
of  Spanish  grammar  are  studied.  The  last  half  of  the  year  is  devoted 
to  reviews  with  the  additional  translation  of  about  300  pages  of  Spanish 
prose.  Composition  and  conversation  based  upon  the  texts  read  especially 
emphasized.   Text — Espinosa  and  Allen,  Elementary  Spanish  Grammar. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

PSYCHOLOGY  AND  PHILOSOPHY 

I.  &  II.  Introductory  Psychology.  An  introductory  course  in  Psychology, 
aiming  to  make  the  student  acquainted  with  the  generally  accepted  facts 
of  human  consciousness  as  well  as  the  fundamental  concepts  and  terms  of 
the  science.  This  course  will  give  the  foundation  for  work  in  Education 
and  more  advanced  study  of  Psychology.  Sophomore  year. 
First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

III.  &  IV.  Educational  Psychology.  A  course  dealing  with  the  laws 
of  mental  development  as  bearing  upon  the  problems  of  teaching.  A  rea- 
sonable amount  of  time  is  given  to  Educational  measurements,  intelligence 
tests,  as  used  in  progressive  school  systems.    Course  1,  2  is  prerequisite. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

V.  &  VI.  History  of  Philosophy.  A  study  of  the  development  of 
philosophical  thought  in  its  successive  periods  from  Ancient  to  Modern 
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times.   Text — Weber's  History  of  Philosophy.   Lectures,  readings,  reports, 
besides  class  discussion.    Courses  1  2,  are  prerequisite. 
First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

VII.  &  VIII.  Modern  Thought.  The  various  phases  of  modern 
thought  are  given  an  analytic  study  with  special  attention  to  its  out- 
standing tendencies.  Text — Haas'  Trends  of  Thought  and  Christian  Truth. 
Much  attention  will  be  given  to  the  literature  of  recent  philosophy,  and 
to  special  topics.  Students  must  consult  the  teacher  as  to  prerequisites 
to  this  course. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

IX.  &  X.  Natural  Theism  and  Christian  Evidences.  A  study  of  the 
Evidences  for  the  truth  of  the  Christian  religion  and  the  correctness  of 
its  theistical  position,  made  on  the  basis  of  historical,  and  documentary  as 
well  as  internal  and  experimental  proofs.  Text — Fisher's  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  and  Keyser's  A  System  of  Natural  Theism.  Lectures,  read- 
ings, and  class  discussion. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 


The  Normal  Department 


The  work  of  this  department  is  outlined  in  the  statement 
of  courses  below.  There  is  first  the  Elementary  Course  of  two 
years;  then  the  Intermediate  Course  of  four  years;  and  in 
addition  there  is  offered  an  Advanced  Course  of  two  years, 
parallel  to  some  extent  with  freshman  and  sophomore  work 
in  the  College  Course;  and,  further,  special  training  is  offered 
for  Parochial  School  and  Sunday  School  Teachers. 

General  Statement 

Elementary  Course.  Two  years.  Students  completing  this  course  sat- 
isfactorily will  receive  without  further  examination  a  Second  Grade  Cer- 
tificate, valid  for  two  years  in  the  public  schools  of  South  Dakota.  The 
student  who  enters  this  course  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age  and  must 
have  completed  the  eighth  grade.  Pupils  under  sixteen  should  not  register 
as  no  certificate  will  be  issued  to  persons  under  eighteen  years  of  age. 
Students  who  have  completed  this  course  and  may  desire  to  continue  can 
consult  the  Registrar  as  to  a  possible  selection  of  studies. 

Intermediate  Course.  Four  years.  The  admission  requirement  is  the 
completion  of  the  eighth  grade.  This  course  leads  to  a  First  Grade  Cer- 
tificate. It  contains  all  the  certificate  subjects  required  for  South  Dakota. 
Students  expecting  to  teach  in  other  states  may  substitute  subjects  re- 
quired in  their  home  state. 

Advanced  Course.  Two  years.  The  requirements  for  admission  to  this 
course  are:  Graduation  from  an  approved  high  school,  or  fifteen  units 
above  the  standard  eighth  grade.  These  courses  lead  to  a  First  Grade 
Certificate,  and  to  a  State  Certificate,  good  in  South  Dakota,  and  with 
proper  modification,  in  other  states. 

High  School  graduates,  who  desire  a  First  Grade  Certificate  in  one 
year,  must  complete  the  following  subjects  as  required  by  law,  if  they 
have  not  already  done  so:  Orthography,  Reading,  Penmanship,  Arithmetic, 
Geography,  English  Grammar,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  United  States 
History,  including  South  Dakota  History,  Civil  Government,  Current 
Events,  American  Literature,  Drawing,  and  Didactics. 

High  school  graduates  may  obtain  a  State  Certificate,  valid  for  a 
period  of  five  years,  authorizing  them  to  teach  in  grades  below  the  high 
school  and  also  subjects  given  in  the  ninth  grade,  or  the  first  year  of  the 
high  school  course.  Applicants  must  show  satisfactory  proficiency  in: 
Orthography,  Reading,  Penmanship,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  English  Gram- 
mar, Physiology  and  Hygiene,  United  States  History,  including  South 
Dakota  History,  Civil  Government,  American  Literature,  Drawing,  Algebra, 
Plane  Geometry,  Physical  Geography,  Physics  or  Botany,  General  History, 
Pedagogy,  and  English  Language,  Composition  and  Rhetoric. 

Parochial  School  Course.  According  to  South  Dakota  regulations, 
teachers  in  private  and  parochial  schools  must  have  the  same  qualifica- 
tions as  teachers  in  the  public  schools.  No  formal  course  is  here  outlined. 
Students  who  desire  to  prepare  especially  for  this  work  should  consult 
the  Registrar  and  enrollment  committee.    Subjects  especially  needed  are: 
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The  study  of  Norse  and  the  study  of  "Bibelhistorie"  and  "Forklaring." 
These  subjects  may  readily  be  combined  with  the  work  of  the  Elementary 
Course  leading  to  Second  Grade  Certificate. 

Sunday  School  Teachers'  Course.  The  institution  is  very  willing  to 
assist  persons  who  may  desire  special  training  for  Sunday  School  work. 
Selections  may  be  made  from  the  various  courses  in  religion  combined 
with  other  essential  subjects.  Should  a  considerable  number  enroll  special 
efforts  will  be  made  to  furnish  lectures,  readings,  and  instruction,  calcu- 
lated to  be  helpful  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School.  Attention  is  called 
in  this  relation  to  the  Normal  Courses  in  music. 

Training  School.  The  institution  is  equipped  with  a  Training  School 
comprising  the  regular  eight  grades  for  teaching.  It  is  housed  in  a  sep- 
arate building  equipped  with  four  recitation  rooms  and  a  large  assembly 
room  for  the  exclusive  use  of  this  department.  A  critic  teacher  gives 
her  entire  time  to  supervising  practice  work  and  teaching  methods.

ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT 

(Secondary  Education) 

The  Academic  Department  offers  courses  as  follows:  Language,  Nat- 
ural Science,  Normal,  Business,  and  Home  Economics.  These  courses  of 
high  school  grade  are  also  preparatory  to  college  and  university  work. 
For  graduation  16  units  are  required.  For  the  convenience  of  students 
who  have  not  completed  the  eighth  grade,  the  work  is  divided  into  the 
Junior  High  School  and  the  Senior  High  School.  Below  is  the  outline  of 
subjects  offered  in  the  several  courses.  The  student  who  has  completed 
the  grades  may  register  as  a  freshman.  A  certificate  will  be  granted  upon 
the  successful  completion  of  any  one  of  the  prescribed  courses.  If  the 
student  wishes  to  prepare  for  college  or  university  he  is  advised  to  con- 
sult the  Registrar  as  to  the  requirements  and  credits. 

A  "unit"  represents  five  hours  of  work  per  week  for  a  year  of  36 
weeks.  (A  semester  credit  is  a  course  of  5  hours  per  week  for  18  weeks, 
or  one  semester.)  Any  elective  subject  will  be  withdrawn  unless  chosen 
by  as  many  as  five  students.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  carry  more  than 
the  prescribed  amount  of  work  except  by  the  consent  of  the  President 
and  faculty.   Students  who  come  with  advanced  standing  from  other  aca- 
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demies  or  high  schools,  must  furnish  a  certificate  of  credits  for  all  work 
done.  In  their  enrollment  and  classification  both  the  standings  and  moral 
character  and  personal  habits  of  the  applicant  will  be  considered.  The 
student  who  expects  to  attend  college  will  do  well  to  plan  his  preparatory 
course  accordingly.   Among  the  usual  requirements  are: 

English — 3  units. 
Elementary  Algebra — 1  unit. 
Plane  Geometry — 1  unit. 
Foreign  Language — 3  units. 

Elective — 8  units,  of  which  not  more  than  4  may  be  vocational.

DESCRIPTION  OF  WORK 

BIBLE  AND  RELIGION 

Biblical  History.  First  year.  In  the  first  year  of  all  courses  a  com- 
prehensive course  in  Biblical  History  is  given.  The  aim  of  the  instruction 
in  this  subject  is  to  acquaint  the  students  with  the  leading  facts  of  the 
Bible  and  to  lead  them  to  an  understanding  of  the  Scriptures  as  the  his- 
tory of  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth.   72  periods. 

Christian  Doctrine.  Second  year.  Christian  Doctrine  is  a  course  in 
the  doctrines  of  the  Lutheran  Church  as  they  are  set  forth  in  the  Cate- 
chism, and  other  confessional  writings  of  the  church.   72  periods. 

Catechetics.  Third  year.  Catechetics  is  that  branch  of  study  which 
teaches  the  proper  method  of  instructing  the  youth,  usually  by  questions 
and  answers.  The  course  given  in  this  subject  deals  with  Bible  truths 
and  special  application  to  religious  instruction,  the  art  of  questioning, 
and  a  brief  survey  of  the  historical  development  of  religious  instruction 
in  the  church.   72  periods. 

Church  History.  Fourth  year.  Church  History  may  be  regarded  as  a 
continuation  of  Biblical  History.  In  common  with  Biblical  History  it  deals 
with  the  course  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth,  carrying  on  the  history 
of  that  Kingdom  from  the  time  of  the  Apostles  until  the  present.  The 
importance  of  a  course  in  Church  History  in  a  Christian  institution  is 
too  evident  to  need  any  argument.  Lovgren's  A  Church  History  for  the 
Use  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  is  used  as  text.   72  periods. 

Biblical  Literature.  Third  year.  A  year  course.  This  course  is  offered 
in  the  Academic  Department  in  the  junior  year  as  alternative  to  the 
course  in  Catechetics  which  is  provided  for  students  in  the  Normal  De- 
partment.   72  periods. 

Correspondence  courses  in  religion  will  also  be  offered  in  the  Nor- 
wegian language  when  desired.  This  work  is  especially  desirable  for 
parochial  school  teachers. 


EDUCATION 

Didactics.  This  course  offers  work  that  is  both  rudimentary  and 
simple.  The  meaning  and  purpose  of  education,  the  nature  of  the  being 
that  is  to  be  educated,  the  means  that  educate,  and  the  special  aims  and 
methods  of  school  education  must  all  be  touched  upon.  After  a  brief 
consideration  of  the  physical  and  mental  makeup  of  the  pupil  the  goal  of 
education  for  such  a  being  is  considered.  Discussion  of  the  values  of  the 
different  school  subjects  and  their  relative  importance.    Some  time  is 
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given  to  methods  of  teaching,  also  school  management  and  discipline. 
Text — White's  Elements  of  Pedagogy.    90  periods. 

Methods.  The  first  semester  is  devoted  mainly  to  principles  of  edu- 
cation. The  study  of  play  and  games  and  children's  literature  is  empha- 
sized. Typical  lessons  are  planned  in  each  subject  and  special  attention 
is  given  to  the  development  of  right  habits.  Earhart's  Types  of  Teaching 
supplements  the  work.  The  second  semester  is  devoted  to  the  State  Course 
of  Study  for  elementary  schools.  The  writing  of  plans  and  the  giving  of 
several  reports  on  subjects  relating  to  the  school  work  in  the  grades  are 
required.  Some  time  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  human  behavior  and 
the  characteristics  of  the  early  adolescent  pupil.  Three  periods  a  week 
of  class  work  and  two  of  consultation. 

Observation  and  Practice  Teaching.  The  equivalent  of  180  fifty  min- 
ute periods  of  observation  and  actual  teaching  in  the  Model  School  De- 
partment will  be  required  of  each  student  taking  the  Intermediate  Normal 
Course  and  preparing  for  First  Grade  Certificate.  The  hours  for  teaching 
and  the  subjects  to  be  taught  will  be  assigned  by  the  critic  teacher.  Some 
of  the  observation  may  be  done  in  the  City  Schools  under  the  direction 
of  a  critic  teacher.    In  the  Elementary  Course  90  periods  are  required. 

Professional  Reviews.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  pupils  in 
the  Intermediate  and  Advanced  Normal  courses  an  opportunity  to  review 
Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Reading  and  Spelling  with  special  emphasis  upon 
methods  of  teaching  these  subjects. 

Psychology.  The  effort  is  made  to  direct  the  student's  attention  to 
mental  processes  by  help  of  the  textbook  supplemented  with  personal 
experiences  and  introspection.  The  pupil  becomes  acquainted  with  the 
chief  concepts  of  psychology  and  the  common  terms  of  the  science  are 
acquired.  The  bearing  of  psychology  upon  educational  processes  is  con- 
stantly pointed  out  as  is  also  the  relation  between  mental  and  bodily  pro- 
cesses and  conditions.   Angell's  Psychology  was  used.    90  periods. 

Reading  and  Spelling.  A  course  in  reading  and  spelling  is  given  in 
the  second  year  of  the  Elementary  Course.  Reading,  nine  weeks.  Texts: 
Briggs  and  Coffman,  and  Poems  required  for  the  Dakota  State  Course  of 
Study.  Drill  in  spelling  and  word  building.  Nine  weeks.  Text:  Kellogg 
and  Reed's  Word  Building.    90  periods. 

School  Management  and  Law.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  study  the 
different  types  of  school  organization;  to  present  the  qualifications  and 
duties  of  teachers,  and  the  relation  of  the  teacher  to  the  community.  A 
special  study  is  made  of  the  country  school,  the  making  of  programs,  the 
classification  of  pupils,  and  in  general  the  effort  is  to  present  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  rural  school.  Text:  Cubberley's  Rural  Life  and  Education 
and  Carney's  Country  Life  and  the  Country  School.   90  periods. 


ENGLISH 

English  I.  The  course  in  first  year  English  is  divided  between  com- 
position and  literature  as  designated  for  the  first  year's  work  in  the  state 
High  School  Manual.  Texts  used  are  Simons'  First  Year  English  for  High 
Schools  and  Davis'  Practical  Exercises  in  English.    180  periods. 

English  II.  The  work  in  this  course  is  based  upon  the  state  high 
school  course  of  study,  special  attention  being  given  to  American  Litera- 
ture. The  texts  used  are  Outlines  of  American  Literature  by  Long,  and 
Book  of  Composition  by  Briggs  and  McKinney.    108  periods. 
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English  III.  Oral  and  written  composition.  Review  of  punctuation 
and  grammatical  structure  of  sentences.  Literary  readings.  Text:  Brew- 
er's Oral  Composition.  Oral  reading  two  periods  per  week.  Exercises  in 
argumentation  and  debating  three  periods  a  week.  Text:  Pattee's  Prac- 
tical Argumentation.    180  periods. 

English  IV.  Long's  English  Literature  was  used  as  a  text,  special 
emphasis  being  laid  upon  movements  and  the  works  of  outstanding  men. 
The  classics  studied  in  class  are  taken  from  College  Requirements  in 
English.  A  number  of  essays  and  reports  on  assigned  readings  are  re- 
quired.  Individual  conferences  with  the  instructor.   108  periods. 

Grammar.  The  fundamentals  of  English  Grammar  and  brief  methods 
in  the  teaching  of  English  in  the  elementary  schools  will  be  studied.  Text: 
A  Modern  English  Grammar  and  Composition,  Beuhler.  Second  semester 
of  the  Second  Year  Elementary  Normal.    90  periods. 

HISTORY  AND  CIVICS 

American  History.  In  this  course  the  events  leading  to  the  settle- 
ment of  the  colonies  are  reviewed  rapidly.  Chief  attention  is  centered 
upon  the  building  of  the  nation,  the  Civil  War,  and  the  reconstruction  of 
the  states.  Emphasis  is  given  to  the  principles  underlying  the  develop- 
ment of  the  political  life  and  institutions  of  the  American  people.  Thomp- 
son's History  of  the  United  States, Political,  Industrial,  Social,  is  used  as  a 
text.    90  periods. 

Ancient  History.  The  course  in  Ancient  History  will  embrace  partic- 
ularly the  story  of  Egypt,  Babylonia,  Phoenicia,  Holy  Land,  Greece  and 
Rome.  Each  nation  is  taken  up  separately  and  given  a  detailed  study  with 
special  reference  to  its  influence  on  modern  civilization.  One  report  for 
each  semester  required  of  each  member  of  the  class,  besides  a  certain 
amount  of  reference  work  in  addition  to  text  assignments.  Text:  Myer's 
Ancient  History.    180  periods. 

Modern  History.  The  course  in  Modern  History  is  a  historical  survey 
of  Modern  Europe  from  800  A.  D.  to  the  present  time.  The  rise  and  de- 
velopment of  France,  England,  Italy,  Germany  and  Russia  is  made  a 
special  study.  The  course  is  extended  to  include  the  principal  events  of 
the  twentieth  century.  Outside  reading  and  reports  by  each  member  of 
the  class  required.  Text:  Robinson,  History  of  Western  Europe.  90 
periods. 

South  Dakota  History.  A  short  course  in  South  Dakota  History  is 
given  to  meet  the  requirements  for  certification  in  South  Dakota.  Johnson's 
South  Dakota  History  is  used  as  text.    Second  semester,  18  periods. 

United  States  History.  A  review  course  in  U.  S.  History  with  Supple- 
mentary Readings  giving  especial  prominence  to  the  industrial  develop- 
ment of  our  country.  Text:  Mace's  Manual  of  American  History.  90 
periods. 

Civics  (Advanced).  A  study  is  made  of  local  civic  institutions,  of  the 
state  and  federal  institutions,  and  the  administration  of  state  and  federal 
governments.  Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  origin  and  develop- 
ment of  civic  institutions.  Some  study  is  made  of  the  machinery  of  polit- 
ical parties.  Attention  is  called  to  civic  problems  as  they  arise  and  de- 
mand solution.  Considerable  reference  work  is  required.  Forman's  The 
American  Democracy  is  used  as  a  text.    90  periods. 

Civics.  Elementary  course.  In  this  course  a  study  is  made  of  the 
essential  elements  in  the  National  Government;  special  emphasis  is  placed 
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upon  the  development  of  the  constitution,  government,  and  institutions  of 
South  Dakota.  Johnson's  State  and  Nation  and  Dole's  New  American 
Citizen  are  used  as  texts.    72  periods. 

LANGUAGE 

German  I.  A  year  course  giving  the  foundations  for  the  continued 
study  of  German.  The  first  semester  is  devoted  to  a  correct  pronunciation, 
sight  reading,  oral  drill  and  grammatical  forms.  The  second  semester 
completes  the  grammar,  but  an  additional  amount  of  translation  and 
simple  composition  is  required.  The  German  Conversation  Method  is 
emphasized  throughout  the  course.  Text:  Spanhoofd's  Elements.  180 
periods. 

German  II.  This  course  introduces  the  student  to  the  field  of  German 
Literature.  Some  of  the  simpler  German  stories,  viz:  Immensee,  Soil  Und 
Haben,  Anfang  und  Ende,  In  St.  Jurgen,  Der  Zerbrochene  Krug,  will  be 
read  and  translated  in  class.  One  hour  per  week  devoted  to  grammar 
review,  and  compositions  based  upon  the  texts  read  are  required.  The 
German  language  will  form  the  basis  for  instruction  as  far  as  practicable. 
180  periods. 

Beginners'  Latin.  Careful  attention  is  given  to  the  thorough  mastery 
of  the  simpler  forms  and  the  rules  of  syntax  as  preparation  for  the  read- 
ing of  continuous  prose;  daily  oral  and  written  drill.  The  connection  be- 
tween Latin  words  and  their  English  derivatives  is  constantly  emphasized 
and  illustrated  from  the  lessons.    180  periods. 

Caesar.  Four  books  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  studied  during  the 
year.  Translation  into  idiomatic  English  is  insisted  upon.  Daily  review 
of  grammatical  forms  and  rules  of  syntax  through  parsing  and  analysis. 
One  period  per  week  is  given  to  written  composition.    180  periods. 

Cicero.  Six  orations,  In  Catilinam  I-IV,  Be  Imperio  and  Pro  Archia 
or  equivalents,  are  read  and  studied;  grammar  and  composition  one  period 
per  week;  a  study  is  made  of  the  social  and  political  conditions  in  the 
Roman  Republic  in  its  later  period.   180  periods. 

Virgil.  Six  books  of  the  Aeneid,  systematic  vocabulary  work;  a  study 
of  the  elements  of  Latin  prosody  and  of  classical  Mythology  and  Antiqui- 
ties; grammar  and  composition,  one  period  per  week.    180  hours. 

Norse  I.  Maren  Michelet,  First  year  Norse,  and  supplementary  read- 
ing as  needed.  Vocabulary,  pronunciation,  orthography,  grammar,  with 
requisite  exercises.  First  or  third  year  High  School  and  third  year  Nor- 
mal.   180  periods. 

Norse  II.  Holvik,  Second  Book,  in  Norse,  and  supplementary  reading 
as  needed.  First  year's  work  continued,  intelligent  reading  stressed, 
original  compositions.  Second  or  fourth  year  High  School  and  fourth 
year  Normal.    180  periods. 


MATHEMATICS 

Elementary  Algebra.  Time  is  divided  between  the  mechanical  pro- 
cesses and  analysis.  Skill  based  on  insight.  Generalization,  the  ability 
to  recognize  familiar  facts  in  new  forms  as  well  as  the  power  to  discover 
similar  elements  Tn  different  combinations  is  one  of  the  objects  sought. 
Besides  the  elementary  operations  and  fraction,  equations,  graphical  rep- 
resentation, powers,  roots  and  radicals  are  studied.    Abundant  problems 
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and  applications  accompany  every  topic.  Text:  Hawkes,  Luby  and  Touton. 
180  periods. 

Higher  Algebra.  The  first  part  of  this  course  serves  as  a  review  of 
the  fundamental  operations  of  elementary  algebra.  The  more  advanced 
principles  follow  with  drill  in  quadratic  equations,  theory  of  exponents, 
radicals,  logarithms,  progressions,  the  binomial  theorem,  ratio,  propor- 
tion, permutations,  and  combinations.  Wells  and  Hart's  Second  Course 
in  Algebra  is  used.    90  periods. 

Arithmetic.  A  general  course  in  arithmetic,  reviewing  the  entire  field 
and  closing  with  some  advanced  work  in  arithmetic  or  elementary  alge- 
braic problems.  Text:  Complete  Arithmetic,  Wentworth  and  Smith.  180 
periods. 

Arithmetic  Review — Intermediate  and  Normal  Courses.  (See  Pro- 
fessional Reviews.) 

Commercial  Arithmetic — Academic  Business.  3rd  year.  (See  Com- 
mercial Department.) 

Plane  Geometry.  Wentworth  and  Smith's  Plane  Geometry,  including 
original  exercises,  completed.    180  hours. 

Solid  Geometry.  This  course  aims  to  give  a  thorough  drill  in  the  fun- 
damental propositions  involving  lines  and  planes,  dihedral  and  polyhedral 
angles,  polyhedrons,  cylinders,  cones,  and  spheres,  as  well  as  their  applica- 
tion in  original  exercises  and  problems.  Wentworth  and  Smith's  Solid 
Geometry  is  used.    90  periods. 


HOME  ECONOMICS 

Domestic  Art  I.  Blair's  Practical  Course  of  Graded  Sewing  Texts 
is  used.  This  consists  of  the  fundamentals  of  sewing;  namely,  the  various 
stitches  and  seams,  construction  of  model  garments,  and  drafting.  180 
periods. 

Domestic  Art  II.  First  and  second  semester.  Sewing,  cutting,  and 
fitting  in  the  making  of  simple  garments.  Also  a  study  of  the  materials 
used.  Advanced  problems  in  the  use  of  the  commercial  pattern,  making 
cotton,  woolen,  and  silk  garments.  Prerequisite:  Domestic  Art  I.  180 
periods. 

Domestic  Science  I.  This  course  takes  up  the  composition,  nutritive 
value,  and  digestion  of  food,  and  the  cooking  processes.  Planning  menus 
according  to  dietary  standards  and  preparing  and  serving  them.  Pre- 
requisite: Physiology.  Text:  Greer's  Book  of  Cooking.  Two  single  and 
three  double  periods  per  week.   First  and  second  semester. 

Domestic  Science  II.  First  and  second  semester.  A  study  of  the 
diet  for  children,  planning,  preparing,  and  serving  school  lunches.  Ex- 
perimentation in  the  different  methods  of  preparing  foods.  Comparison 
of  different  methods  of  preparation  and  foods.  Special  study  of  the  re- 
quirements of  the  individual  in  health  and  disease.  Dietaries  planned 
and  prepared  for  the  family  group.  Prerequisites:  Domestic  Science  I 
and  Physiology.    Two  single  and  three  double  periods  per  week. 

NATURAL  SCIENCE 

Agriculture.  A  study  of  the  principles  of  farm  crops  and  special 
work  on  the  principal  farm  plants,  soils,  and  animal  husbandry.  Labora- 
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tory  work  and  notebook.  At  least  sixty  experiments.  Text:  Water's 
Essentials  of  Agriculture.    90  periods. 

Botany.  The  text  is  illustrated  by  experiments;  the  gross  microscopic 
study  of  buds,  stems,  leaves,  and  typical  representatives  of  bacteria,  slime 
moulds,  algae,  fungi,  mosses  and  ferns;  modified  parts,  dispersion  of  fruits 
and  seeds.  Botanical  excursions,  analysis,  description  and  mounting  of 
30  flowering  plants  constitute  part  of  the  work.  Three  recitations  and 
two  double  laboratory  periods  a  week.    Bergen-Caldwell.    90  periods. 

General  Science.  General  Science  by  Caldwell  and  Eikenberry.  The 
text  supplemented  by  various  demonstration  experiments  in  class.  90 
hours. 

Political  Geography.  Geographical  facts  will  be  taught  from  the 
standpoint  of  response  of  man  to  environment  and  causes  and  effects. 
Making  of  various  maps,  and  geographical  industrial  work  relative  to  the 
elementary  school  work  will  be  part  of  the  work  in  methods.  First 
semester,  90  hours. 

Commercial  Geography.  A  semester  course  divided  into  three  parts. 
The  first  part  treats  of  the  principal  industries  of  the  U.  S.  and  their 
geographic  location.  Part  two  gives  a  survey  of  the  industries  of  all  of 
the  foreign  countries,  and  part  three  summarizes  world  commerce  in 
general.  The  relation  of  physical  features,  climate,  and  natural  resources 
is  especially  emphasized.  A  commercial  map  of  the  world  locating  the 
various  industries  and  showing  the  principal  trade  routes  required  of 
each  student.    Text:  J.  R.  Smith,  Commerce  and  Industry.    90  periods. 

Physics.  Text:  Practical  Physics,  Black  and  Davis.  Black  and 
Crowd's  Laboratory  Manuals  are  used.  The  class  room  work  consists  of 
four  recitations  per  week  on  the  subjects  of  mechanics,  heat,  light,  sound, 
electricity,  and  magnetism  with  lecture-room  demonstrations  to  illustrate 
the  principles  involved.  In  the  laboratory,  the  students  are  given  instruc- 
tion in  methods  of  experimental  work,  and  each  student  performs  and 
records  fifty  experiments  during  the  year.  Mastery  of  the  principles  of 
Physics  as  well  as  ability  to  apply  them  in  practical  problems  that  accom- 
pany each  topic  is  one  of  the  objects  sought.  Considerable  reference  read- 
ing is  required.    180  periods. 

Physiography.  In  this  class  the  earth  as  a  planet  and  its  relation  to 
other  heavenly  bodies  are  studied.  The  atmosphere,  the  land,  and  the 
water,  their  constitution,  qualities  and  relations  are  ascertained.  Through- 
out the  course  the  earth  is  thought  of  as  the  home  of  man,  and  the  ad- 
vantages that  the  various  conditions  offer  to  mankind  are  constantly 
noted.  Some  attention  is  given  to  industrial  geography,  including  causes, 
distribution,  and  importance  of  the  products  of  our  chief  industries.  Text: 
Salisbury,  Barrows  and  Tower.   Second  semester,  90  hours. 

Physiology.  One  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  Physiology  and 
Hygiene  in  the  first  year  of  the  Elementary  and  Intermediate  Normal 
courses.    Text:  Overton's  Physiology.    90  periods. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Drawing.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  working  knowledge  of 
the  principles  of  drawing,  color  and  form,  and  to  cultivate  an  aesthetic 
sense  and  a  knowledge  of  the  best  pictures  and  their  artists.  First  semes- 
ter: object  drawing,  perspective,  pencil  sketching,  work  in  charcoal,  crayon 
and  water-color,  designing.  Second  semester:  Elements  of  printing,  pose 
drawing,  poster  making,  studies  of  the  best  pictures  and  their  interpreta- 
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tion,  also  a  study  of  the  lives  of  the  artists  and  their  schools.  Text: 
Art  Education  for  High  Softools.  Four  periods  practice  per  week.  Two 
credit  hours. 

Music — Rudiments.  First  semester,  notes,  rests,  clefs,  bars,  measures, 
signatures,  writing  major  and  minor  scales,  rhythm,  sight  reading,  and 
practical  drill  in  singing.    90  periods. 

Penmanship.  The  Palmer  Method  of  Business  Writing  is  used.  Spe- 
cimens of  each  student's  writing  are  submitted  to  the  Palmer  School  for 
criticism  and  returned  to  the  student.  A  final  manuscript  is  sent  in  at 
the  end  of  the  year  on  which  an  Improvement  Certificate  is  issued.  Two 
credit  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year. 

Public  School  Music.  This  course  includes  the  study  of  the  capa- 
bilities and  methods  in  training  children's  voices.  Sight  reading,  ele- 
mentary theory,  ear  training,  preparation  of  lesson  plans,  note  singing 
and  conducting  of  classes  and  choruses.

The  ennobling  influence  of  good  music  is  increasingly  recognized.  The 
subject  is  therefore  given  a  large  place  in  modern  education.  There  is  a 
growing  demand  for  teachers  of  music,  both  in  the  public  schools  and 
in  church  schools.  As  the  consolidated  school  little  by  little  takes  the 
place  of  the  one-room  rural  school  this  demand  will  increase. 

Our  churches  also  are  greatly  in  need  of  musical  leaders,  both  as 
organists  and  as  choir  directors.  Most  congregations  have  material  for 
good  choirs  if  capable  leaders  were  available.  The  growth  of  choral  unions 
emphasizes  this  side  of  parish  life. 

Augustana  College  and  Normal  School  in  realization  of  these  needs 
is  offering  courses  in  music  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Music  degree  and  to 
a  diploma  in  Public  School  Music.  A  Teacher's  Certificate  will  be  granted 
upon  the  completion  of  two  years  of  work  in  the  course  for  the  Bachelor 
of  Music  degree.  Candidates  for  a  certificate  or  a  diploma  must  have  com- 
pleted eleven  high  school  units,  none  of  which  may  be  musical  subjects. 
(Students  not  enrolled  in  the  Music  Department  may  also  register  for 
private  lessons  in  instrumental  or  vocal  music.)

The  course  as  outlined  will  include  the  following:  Purpose  of  Public 
School  Music;  Problems  and  Methods  in  the  primary,  intermediate,  and 
grammar  grades;  rote  songs  and  how  to  teach  them;  the  child  voice; 
monotones;  from  the  song  to  notation;  how  to  conduct  a  class  lesson  in 
public  school  music;  sight  reading;  tone  thinking;  rhythm;  beating  time; 
individual  singing;  how  to  test  and  classify  voices  in  the  upper  grades 
and  high  school;  musical  appreciation  in  the  grades;  the  place  of  the 
supervisor  in  the  school  and  in  the  community;  organizing  and  conducting 
the  high  school  chorus;  music  suitable  for  all  occasions;  high  school  or- 
chestras and  glee  clubs;  harmony  and  musical  appreciation  courses  in  the 
high  school;  high  school  credit  for  outside  study  of  music  under  private 
teachers. 

The  demand  for  competent  teachers  and  supervisors  of  public  school 
music  is  constantly  growing.  Recognition  of  the  importance  of  laying  a 
thorough  musical  foundation  in  the  grades  has  resulted  in  a  call  for  higher 
ability  in  the  teachers  of  music  in  the  grade  schools.  Music  in  the  high 
schools  is  rapidly  taking  a  place  of  equal  importance  with  the  other 
branches  of  high  school  work,  and  teachers  who  are  competent  to  conduct 
high  school  choruses  and  orchestras,  as  well  as  to  give  instruction  in  har- 
mony and  musical  appreciation,  are  being  sought.  Furthermore,  the 
teachers  of  public  school  music  are  exerting  an  ever  widening  influence 
upon  the  musical  life  of  the  entire  community.  In  many  places  the  music 
teacher  is  now  recognized  as  the  leader  of  civic  music  rather  than  merely 
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the  teacher  of  music  for  the  school  children.  The  growing  importance 
of  music  in  school  and  community  life,  and  the  increasing  demands  upon 
the  teachers  in  this  field  of  work,  make  necessary  a  thorough  preparation 
on  the  part  of  those  who  would  develop  the  highest  capacity  for  service. 

Before  graduation,  students  must  show  a  certain  proficiency  in  singing 
and  in  playing  the  piano.  A  minimum  standard  of  attainment  must  be 
met  in  both  these  branches,  while  in  one  of  them  the  student  must  give 
evidence  of  reasonable  ability  as  a  performer. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  WORK  IN  MUSIC  COURSES 

(Practical  Music) 

It  is  impossible  to  outline  a  course  of  study  in  applied  music  which 
will  suit  the  case  of  every  student.  The  literature  of  the  different  branches 
is  so  extensive  that  it  would  be  folly  for  one  student  to  attempt  to  study 
it  all.  The  ability  and  temperament  of  each  student  varies,  so  that  each 
person  must  be  treated  individually  if  results  are  to  be  satisfactory.  For 
the  sake  of  clarification,  however,  an  attempt  is  made  to  group  certain 
important  sets  of  studies. 

Pianoforte 

First  Year.  Scales  and  arpeggios;  The  Little  Pischna;  Etudes  by 
Loeschhorn;  Heller-Czerny  Op.  299,  Books  1  and  2;  Sonatinas  by  Clementi 
and  Kulau;  Easier  Sonatas  of  Haydn  and  Mozart;  Bach,  two  Part  Inven- 
tions; Pieces  by  the  classic  and  modern  composers. 

Second  Year.  Scales  and  Arpeggios.  Philipp  Daily  Exercises.  Etudes 
by  Heller-Czerny  Op.  299,  Books  3  and  4;  Sonatas  by  Haydn  and  Mozart; 
Bach,  Two  Part  Inventions  continued;  Kullak  Preparatory  Octaves;  Pieces 
by  the  classic  and  modern  composers. 

Third  Year.  Scales  and  Arpeggios;  Kullak  Octave  Studies;  Cramer- 
Bulow  Studies;  Sonatas  by  Beethoven;  Bach,  Three  Part  Inventions; 
Pieces  by  the  classic  and  modern  composers. 

Fourth  Year.  The  Greater  Pischna  (Sauer) ;  Moscheles  Op.  70;  Cle- 
menti, Gradus  ad  Parnassum;  Sonatas  and  concertos  by  classic,  romantic 
and  modern  composers;  Well-Tempered  Clarichord,  Bach;  Standard  com- 
positions of  advanced  difficulty. 

Organ 

First  Year.  Modern  School  for  Organists;  Clemens;  Master  Studies 
for  Organ,  Wm.  Carl;  hymn-tune  playing;  liturgy  of  the  Lutheran  Church; 
selected  pieces  representing  the  old  and  modern  schools. 

Second  Year.  Pedal  Technic,  Nelson;  Master  Studies  for  Organ 
(cont'd),  Wm.  Carl;  Eight  Preludes  and  Fugues,  Bach;  transposition, 
modulation  and  accompaniment;  selected  pieces. 

Third  Year.  Pedal  Technic,  Nelson;  Selected  pieces  from  the  works 
of  Bach;  Sonatas  by  Mendelssohn,  Guilmant;  selected  pieces. 

Fourth  Year.  Sonatas  by  Mendelssohn,  Guilmant,  Yon;  the  greater 
works  of  Bach;  selected  compositions  of  advanced  difficulty. 
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Voice 

The  most  important  period  in  the  education  of  a  singer  is  the  first 
year,  when  the  fundamental  principle  of  the  use  of  the  voice  must  be  mas- 
tered. Without  a  correct  foundation  to  build  on  years  may  be  wasted  later 
in  life  in  order  to  acquire  what  should  be  the  starting  point;  and  in 
many  cases  a  fine  voice  is  utterly  ruined  by  reason  of  having  no  founda- 
tion to  build  on. 

First  Year  is  devoted  to  tone  placement  and  vocal  exercises,  breathing 
exercises,  and  study  of  the  anatomy  of  the  vocal  instrument.  Concone's 
vocalizes  are  used. 

Second  Year.  Breathing  and  vocal  exercises  continued,  together  with 
songs  adapted  to  the  need  of  the  student.  Development  of  tonal  coloring; 
special  attention  to  pitch,  intonation  enunciation.  Concones  &  Marchesis 
vocalizes  used.   Songs  as  selected  by  the  teacher. 

Third  Year.  Study  of  phrasing  (verbal  and  musical),  artistic  style, 
diction,  and  development  of  ability  to  color  voice  according  to  sentiment 
expressed  in  music.  Song  material  selected  from  best  composers  of  the 
different  styles:    Romances,  Oratorios,  Operas. 


Violincello 

First  Year.  J.  Werner,  Op.  12;  Seb.  Lee  Op.  31;  Pieces  written  and 
arranged  by  Schlemuller,  Trinkhaus,  Henley,  and  Saenger. 

Second  Year.  J.  Werner  continued;  Seb.  Lee  continued;  Alvin  Schroe- 
der,  170  Studies,  Vol.  I;  Pieces  written  and  arranged  by  Beethoven,  Han- 
del, Skalmer,  Buechmer,  Saenger,  Rissland,  Hollaender,  Sanby,  Paffer  and 
others. 

Violin 

A  complete  course  of  instruction  in  violin  will  be  supplied  to  students 
who  may  desire  training  upon  this  instrument.  Future  announcements 
will  give  the  name  of  the  teacher  and  an  account  of  the  work  offered. 

Augustana  College  has  in  its  Chapel  a  Votteler-Hettche  pipe  organ, 
whose  pedal  keyboard  and  stops  are  so  complete  as  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  those  who  wish  to  take  organ. 

It  is  our  aim  in  this  course  to  especially  emphasize  the  features  that 
develop  a  good  church  organist  and  at  the  same  time  lay  a  good  foundation 
for  those  who  wish  to  go  on  with  the  study.  Therefore  Lutheran  Hymnol- 
ogy  and  liturgy  and  appropriate  music  for  preludes  and  postludes  are 
thoroughly  studied. 

Every  student  will  be  required  to  play  a  good  deal  of  Bach's  Fugues, 
Sonatas,  etc.,  in  both  the  larger  and  smaller  forms.  This  enables  one  to 
gain  a  dignified  style  and  technical  ability  and  poise  which  is  so  essential 
in  church  service. 

The  student  taking  organ  should  have  at  least  a  fair  knowledge  of 
piano  technique  and  be  able  to  read  music  at  sight.

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

(Theoretical) 

Rudiments  of  Music.  Study  of  Notation  of  Music,  scales,  intervals, 
triads,  rhythm,  sight  reading. 

Elementary  Harmony.  Connection  of  major  and  minor  triads  in 
fundamental  and  inverted  positions;  the  principal  chord  of  the  seventh 
and  the  secondary  sevenths  with  their  preparations,  inversions  and  reso- 
lutions; simple  modulations. 

Advanced  Harmony.  Irregular  treatment  of  seventh  chords;  altered 
chords;  free  modulation;  treatment  of  passion  notes;  anticipation;  pedal 
points;  analysis  of  various  Horms. 

Simple  Counterpoint.  Introduction  to  counterpoint;  writing  in  the 
five  species  in  two,  three  and  four  parts. 

History  of  Music.  Development  of  music  from  the  early  times  through 
the  classical  period;  study  and  anlysis  of  composers  and  their  works. 
Also  the  music  of  the  Romantic  period  up  to  the  present  time  with  analysis 
of  most  important  men  and  their  work. 

Information  on  other  courses  will  be  given  upon  request. 
Scholarships 

The  student  who  ranks  highest  in  the  graduating  class  of  any  acad- 
emy or  high  school  will  receive  a  scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $50.00  to 
apply  on  tuition  for  the  first  year.  Such  a  student,  wishing  to  apply  this 
scholarship  in  the  Music  Department,  should,  however,  satisfy  the  Dean 
of  the  Department  as  to  his  previous  training  or  musical  aptitude. 

Sioux  Falls  a  Musical  Center 

It  is  only  stating  a  well  known  fact  to  say  that  Sioux  Falls  is  the 
musical  center  for  South  Dakota  and  large  parts  of  neighboring  states. 
One  might  go  much  farther  and  say  that  most  cities  twice  as  large  as 
Sioux  Falls  do  not  offer  the  same  opportunities  for  hearing  the  great 
musical  artists  of  our  time. 

We  will  mention  only  a  few  of  the  greater  events  of  the  season  just 
passed.  First,  and  foremost,  the  Chicago  Grand  Opera  Ass'n.  which  gave 
three  operas  sung  by  such  famous  artists  as  Frieda  Hempel,  Rosa  Raisa, 
Titta  Ruffo,  Bonci,  supported  by  a  chorus  of  sixty  voices  and  a  symphony 
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orchestra  of  sixty  pieces.  On  Mrs.  Will  H.  Booth's  artist  course  we  have 
had  such  celebrated  artists  as  Schumann-Heinck,  Tetrazzini,  Sophie  Bras- 
lau,  Olga  Pavlowa  and  New  York  Philharmonic  Society.  Mrs.  Edw.  Mc- 
Dowell appeared  here  in  a  program  of  her  great  husband's  best  music. 

To  this  may  be  added  that  the  city  maintains  a  municipal  band,  which 
gives  free  concerts  every  other  Sunday  afternoon  during  the  winter.  Also 
that  several  of  our  churches,  among  them  our  own  Lutheran,  have  good 
choirs  that  present  sacred  cantatas  and  other  sacred  music  of  high  class. 


EXPENSES 

Students  in  the  school  of  music  pay  tuition  at  the  rate  of  $3.00  per 
semester  credit  hour  for  theory  of  music  and  academic  work  taken  in 
the  regular  college.   The  maximum  tuition  charged  will  be  $30.00. 

No  student  will  be  enrolled  for  less  than  one  semester  and  must  pay 
for  the  entire  semester  if  the  work  is  dropped  or  if  the  student  leaves 
before  the  close  of  the  semester. 

A  discount  on  Music  tuition  of  25%  will  be  allowed  where  two  or  more 
from  one  family  pay  tuition. 

Pupils  entering  during  the  semester  will  pay  for  the  unexpired  part 
only,  but  no  reduction  for  first  two  weeks  of  a  semester.

Regulations 

Students  in  the  School  of  Music  are  under  the  same  general  regula- 
tions and  are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  students  in  the  regular 
courses  of  the  institution. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  take  part  in  any  public  musical  program 
without  the  consent  of  their  teacher. 

No  deduction  in  fees  will  be  made  for  absences  from  lessons,  except 
on  account  of  illness  of  more  than  two  week's  duration. 

Under  no  circumstances  will  a  lesson  be  made  up  unless  the  student 
makes  arrangement  beforehand  with  the  teachers.  Regular  lessons  which 
fall  on  legal  holidays  may  be  made  up. 

Graduates  from  either  of  the  music  courses  must  have  completed  15 
units  of  high  school  work. 

In  the  matter  of  recitals  graduates  from  a  full  course  and  from  a  teach- 
er's course  are  under  the  requirements  arranged  by  the  musical  faculty.

Winter  Course.  A  short  course  is  offered  beginning  with  the  Tuesday- 
after  Thanksgiving  and  continuing  for  eighteen  weeks.  The  work  offered 
enables  the  student  to  complete  a  semester's  record.  The  student  will  be- 
gin work  in  the  common  branches,  such  as  Reading,  Arithmetic,  Spelling, 
Penmanship,  Grammar,  Geography,  United  States  History,  and  Commer- 
cial branches. 

Bookkeeping  and  Principles  of  Accounting.  This  course  is  adapted 
primarily  to  the  demands  of  general  business  and  is  a  preparatory  course 
for  students  who  propose  to  specialize  in  accountancy.  It  involves  the 
theory  of  debits  and  credits,  preparation  of  trial  balances,  financial  state- 
ments, and  opening  and  closing  of  double-entry  books.  The  principles  of 
double-entry  bookkeeping  are  explained  by  special  problems  illustrating 
the  methods  of  accounting  in  different  types  of  business.  Practical  sets 
of  transactions  are  used  to  illustrate  the  principles  brought  out  in  the 
course.  These  transactions  are  carried  through  the  different  books  of 
entry  and  their  results  shown  in  the  financial  statement. 

Accounting  Practice  and  Modern  Banking.  This  course  is  a  contin- 
uation of  course  1.  It  is  a  study  of  the  accounts  used  in  various  kinds 
of  business  and  the  principles  underlying  them.  Preparation  and  analysis 
of  business  and  financial  statements,  valuation  of  fixed  and  current  assets, 
inventory  procedure,  classification  of  assets  and  liabilities,  depreciation, 
contingent  liabilities,  and  consignment  and  agency  accounts  are  given 
special  attention.  This  is  followed  by  a  course  in  Banking  where  the 
student  will  become  familiar  with  modern  methods  of  Banking. 

Business  Forms.  An  elective  for  the  various  courses  in  Commerce. 
The  object  of  the  course  is  to  train  the  student  in  the  use  of  ordinary 
business  paper  preparatory  to  taking  up  the  study  of  Bookkeeping.  It  also 
has  the  additional  feature  of  acquainting  the  student  with  the  essential 
elements  found  in  other  Commercial  courses.  Among  the  subjects  treated 
are:  Money  and  Credit,  Banking,  Insurance,  Property  and  Investments. 
Five  hours  per  week  for  one  semester. 

Commercial  Geography.  A  semester  course  divided  into  three  parts. 
The  first  part  treats  of  the  principal  industries  of  the  U.  S.  and  their 
geographic  location.  Part  two  gives  a  survey  of  the  industries  of  all  of 
the  foreign  countries,  and  part  three  summarizes  world  commerce  in 
general.  The  relation  of  physical  features,  climate,  and  natural  resources 
is  especially  emphasized.  A  commercial  map  of  the  world  locating  the 
various  industries  and  showing  the  principal  trade  routes  required  of  each 
student. 

Penmanship.  Daily  lessons  in  penmanship  are  given  in  order  that 
students  may  focus  their  undivided  attention  a  few  minutes  every  day 
upon  the  principles  involved  in  the  beginning,  intermediate,  and  advanced 
stages,  embracing  correct  posture,  muscular  relaxation,  the  development 
of  motive  power,  correct  penholding,  and  specific  movement  application. 
Normal  students  are  required  to  learn  the  pedagogy  of  the  subject. 

Stenography.  In  the  One  Year  Course,  Shorthand  I  and  II  and  Type- 
writing are  completed  in  one  year. 
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Shorthand  I.  The  first  year  of  this  course  covers  the  theory  of  short- 
hand; dictation  of  simple  business  letters  developing  facility  in  handling 
writing  materials;  drills  on  principles,  characters  and  word-signs.  Gregg 
Shorthand  is  taught,  and  the  Gregg  Writer  is  used  for  reading.  Nothing 
but  the  very  best  work  is  accepted. 

Shorthand  II.    Speed  Practice  and  Office  Training. 

Second  year.  Office  Training  for  Stenographers  by  Rupert  P.  Sorelle 
is  used  as  the  basis  of  this  course".  Practical  exercises  are  given  and  actual 
work  is  done,  such  as  getting  out  letters  from  dictation,  manifolding,  using 
the  multigraph,  the  mimeograph,  mailing  catalogs,  etc. 

Typewriting.  Graded  exercises  are  given  to  learn  the  machine  by 
the  touch  method,  care  of  the  machine,  correspondence  and  legal  forms, 
manifolding  and  mimeographing,  billing  and  tabulating.  There  are  three 
divisions  of  the  work;  lesson  assignments  based  on  Rational  Typewriting ; 
theory,  knowledge  of  the  machine,  that  is,  how  to  use  it  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage, and  a  thorough  familiarity  with  all  its  parts  and  their  uses,  and 
of  correspondence  forms  and  all  other  business  forms.  Speed:  For  the 
first  year  30  to  40  words  per  minute  on  new  matter  for  ten  minutes;  for 
the  second  year  net  55  to  65  words  per  minute  on  new  matter  for  ten 
minutes. 

Commercial  Arithmetic.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the 
commercial  student  with  modern  business  methods  in  the  solution  of  arith- 
metical problems.  A  survey  of  the  ordinary  subjects  in  arithmetic  as 
fractions,  decimals,  percentage,  interest,  partial  payments,  bank  discount, 
insurance,  commission  and  brokerage,  bills  and  invoices,  etc.,  are  taken. 
Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  accuracy  as  well  as  rapidity  in  the  solu- 
tion of  any  problem.  Part  of  each  daily  recitation  given  to  mental  work. 
Five  times  per  week  for  one  semester. 

Commercial  Law.  The  course  in  Commercial  Law  is  designed  to  meet 
the  needs  of  secondary  students  in  Commerce.  It  is  an  elementary  treatise 
involving  the  fundamental  legal  principles  of  ordinary  business  transac- 
tions. It  covers  the  subjects  of  contracts,  negotiable  instruments,  guar- 
anty-ship and  surety-ship,  interest  and  usury,  sale  of  personal  property, 
bailment,  agency,  partnership,  corporations,  joint  stock  companies,  insur- 
ance, and  real  estate.    Five  times  per  week  for  one  semester. 

Admission.  Any  young  person  of  ordinary  ability  may  take  up  the 
work  in  this  department.  He  should  have  completed  the  common  branches, 
and  if  he  has  not  finished  the  eighth  grade  should  take  the  sub-freshman 
course  in  the  Academy  before  entering  the  Commercial  Department.  The 
student  in  Stenography  must  have  completed  at  least  two  years  of  High 
School  work. 

Time  of  Completion.  No  definite  statement  can  be  made  as  to  the 
time  required  for  the  completion  of  either  course.  Every  effort  is  made 
by  the  teachers  to  advance  the  student  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Students 
who  have  completed  a  standard  four  year  High  School  course  may  be  able 
to  finish  the  Stenography  Course  or  the  Business  Course  in  one  year. 
High  School  graduates  completing  either  of  the  one  year  courses  will  be 
granted  a  diploma. 

The  department  is  located  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Administration 
Building  in  admirably  furnished  rooms.  The  Stenography  Room  has  a 
fine  equipment  of  new  Remington  typewriters.

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THE  INSTITUTION 

Augustana  College  and  Normal  School  presents  in  this 
catalog  its  plan  for  the  Sixty  Second  year  of  work.  The  origin 
of  the  institution  eastward,  both  in  its  collegiate  and  its  normal 
form,  connects  its  program  with  early  beginnings  in  the  Mis- 
sissippi Valley.  The  original  resolution  authorizing  its  estab- 
lishment was  adopted  June  6,  1860,  at  Jefferson  Prairie,  Wis- 
consin. Nevertheless  its  relation  with  South  Dakota,  both  at 
Sioux  Falls  and  at  Canton,  began  so  early  that  the  school  may 
assert  a  genuine  share  in  all  the  life  of  this  general  section  of 
the  country.  The  comprehensive  nature  of  the  earlier  pro- 
gram in  the  two  schools  out  of  which  the  present  institution 
has  grown  is  itself  a  matter  of  large  promise. 

The  Administration  is  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Norwegian  Lu- 
theran Church  of  America.  The  welfare  of  the  institution  is 
of  immediate  concern  to  the  people  of  the  South  Dakota  Dis- 
trict of  that  church.  Thus  both  organization  and  history  imply 
a  wide  significance  and  a  comprehensive  purpose  of  service  in 
relation  to  church  and  state. 

The  graduates  of  the  institution,  both  of  the  former  Lu- 
theran Normal  and  of  the  former  Augustana  College,  are 
listed  in  a  special  bulletin.  At  Commencement  in  1921  the 
two  former  Alumni  Associations  were  merged  into  one  organ- 
ization. Every  institution  must  depend  in  a  large  measure 
upon  the  loyalty  of  its  alumni.  The  list  with  this  year's  com- 
mencement numbers  toward  eight  hundred  since  1890.  The 
hearty  and  thoroughgoing  support  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
enrolling  as  it  does  men  and  women  from  all  walks  of  life, 
should  constitute  a  strong  guarantee  of  the  future. 

A  CHURCH  SCHOOL 

Augustana  College  and  Normal  School  is  rooted  in  the  life 
of  the  church.  By  virtue  of  its  first  name,  it  is  academic  and 
cultural  in  scope ;  by  virtue  of  its  second,  it  reaches  out  into  the 
practical  life  of  the  church.  Religion  is  therefore  a  required 
subject  throughout  its  courses  and  in  all  departments.  The 
history  and  tenets  of  the  Lutheran  faith  are  taught.  The  Bible 
and  its  conception  of  life  is  fundamental  to  all  the  work  of  the 
institution.   Religious  instruction,  the  impartation  of  Luther- 
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an  conceptions,  is  not  merely  an  excuse  for  our  existence;  it 
constitutes  a  concrete  conviction,  and  involves  a  deliberate 
purpose  to  serve  God,  the  Church,  and  the  Commonwealth.  In 
this  purpose  the  institution  solicits  the  criticism,  as  well  as  the 
support  of  its  alumni,  its  ex-students,  the  church  with  its  con- 
gregations and  pastors,  as  well  as  the  consideration  of  all 
Christian  people  who  believe  the  Gospel  essential  to  the  civic, 
social,  educational,  cultural,  as  well  as  economic  life  of  the 
land.  The  institution  offers  work  helpful  in  Sunday  School, 
vacation  school,  and  young  people's  league  work.  Non-Luth- 
eran students  are  welcome,  and  will  be  extended  every  privi- 
lege the  institution  has  to  confer. 

Campus 

The  College  Campus  is  a  beautiful  piece  of  ground  located 
in  the  south-western  part  of  the  city.  To  the  original  18  acres 
which  formed  the  grounds  of  the  Lutheran  Normal,  a  gift  of 
32  acres  was  added  by  the  citizens  of  Sioux  Falls  in  1918.  The 
campus  proper  has  been  laid  out  by  a  landscape  architect. 
This  plan  includes,  besides  the  ornamental  features,  grounds 
for  tennis  courts,  baseball  diamond,  and  football  grounds. 
The  greater  part  of  the  50  acres  will  be  used  as  a  college  farm, 
and  this  will  offer  opportunity  for  demonstration  plots  and 
experimental  work  in  Agriculture. 

Buildings 

There  are  at  present  five  substantial  buildings. 

"The  Old  Main/'  built  of  quartzite  or  Sioux  Falls  granite, 
was  erected  in  1889  and  has  been  used  up  to  the  present  for 
class  rooms  and  administration  building  in  general.  It  also 
contains  the  chapel  in  which  devotional  exercises  are  held 
morning  and  evening. 

The  Boys'  Dormitory  is  a  frame  structure,  veneered  with 
granite,  and  was  erected  in  1894.  This  building  will  be  thor- 
oughly renovated  during  the  summer. 

The  Ladies'  Hall,  of  granite  lined  with  hollow  tile,  was 
completed  in  1905.  It  is  a  three  story  building  with  basement. 
The  girls  have  use  of  the  three  floors  of  Ladies'  Hall.  The 
basement  is  used  for  kitchen,  dining  room,  and  store  rooms. 
The  basement  and  the  first  and  second  floors  are  connected 
with  the  "Old  Main"  by  means  of  a  corridor.  The  three  build- 
ings mentioned  are  heated  by  steam  from  a  central  heating 
plant  and  are  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water.  All  the  build- 
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ings  are  lighted  by  electricity.  Telephones  connect  the  build- 
ings with  the  city  central. 

The  fourth  building  was  erected  in  the  summer  of  1918,  as 
a  model  practice  school.  This  building  is  of  frame  and  has 
its  own  heating  plant.  It  consists  principally  of  a  model  rural 
school  with  a  seating  capacity  of  fifty  as  a  demonstration  for 
ungraded  school  work.  It  has  also  four  rooms  for  grade  work, 
two  grades  to  the  room.  This  model  school  furnishes  abundant 
opportunity  to  all  normal  students  for  practice  teaching. 

The  fifth  building,  completed  in  1920,  is  known  as  the 
Administration  Building.  It  is  a  three  story  fire-proof  struc- 
ture built  of  concrete  and  brick  and  trimmed  with  Bedford 
stone.  Its  size  is  102  by  54  feet.  This  building  contains  the 
college  offices,  recitation  rooms,  and  scientific  laboratories. 

The  sixth  building  is  a  gymnasium.  One  half  of  the  foun- 
dation including  a  central  heating  plant  has  been  constructed. 
The  other  half,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  completed  by  autumn  for 
student  use.  The  floor  will  be  76x55  feet,  and  will  make  a  com- 
modious gymnasium,  available  for  in-door  athletics  and  phys- 
ical culture. 

Library 

The  College  library  is  located  in  two  rooms  of  the  Admin- 
istration Building,  and  is  being  thoroughly  classified  and 
arranged  in  a  modern  way,  so  as  to  render  all  material  easily 
accessible  to  the  student.  The  list  of  periodicals  is  fairly  com- 
plete, and  is  available  for  use  in  forensics  and  the  work  of  the 
literary  societies.  The  well  equipped  City  Library  with  its 
more  than  25,000  volumes  through  its  management  stands 
ready  to  render  every  possible  service. 

Laboratories 

The  Physical  Laboratory  is  located  in  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  new  Administration  Building  where  it  joins  the  instruc- 
tor's office  on  one  side  and  the  science  lecture  room  on  the  oth- 
er. This  spacious  and  well  lighted  room  with  its  new  and  mod- 
ern equipment  of  laboratory  tables,  cabinets,  and  scientific 
apparatus  provides  an  agreeable  place  in  which  to  do  the  ex- 
perimental work  of  the  courses  in  physics. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  situated  in  the  southwest  cor- 
ner of  the  third  floor  of  the  new  Administration  Building.  It 
is  equipped  with  fifty  individual  lockers,  on  top  of  which  are 
racks  for  bottles  and  reagents.  Gas,  water,  and  electricity 
from  the  city  supply  are  available  for  individual  use.  A  large 
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cabinet  at  the  end  of  the  room  contains  all  the  chemicals  and 
apparatus  needed  in  performing  all  laboratory  work  required 
in  the  courses  offered.  Electric  hoods  remove  all  objectionable 
fumes. 

Biological  Laboratory.  An  excellent  laboratory  for  animal 
biology  is  equipped  with  desks  for  twenty-four  students.  Dis- 
secting trays,  sets  and  lenses,  and  compound  microscopes  are 
available  for  the  usual  college  work  in  zoology. 

Agricultural  Laboratory.  A  laboratory  for  agriculture 
and  botany  is  connected  with  a  green  house  and  affords  room 
for  from  twenty-four  to  thirty  students. 

Student  Life 

The  student  period  in  the  life  of  a  young  person  is  a  time 
of  great  consequence.  It  is  the  duty  of  any  school,  therefore, 
to  administer  with  the  utmost  care  the  opportunities  and 
privileges  of  the  young  people  who  seek  its  halls.  This  obliga- 
tion it  owes  also  to  the  parents  who  entrust  sons  and  daughters 
to  its  guidance. 

The  school  aims  to  offer  the  student  a  clean,  wholesome, 
and  pleasant  environment.  Class  organizations  and  entertain- 
ments arranged  by  the  student  body  supply  social  recreation. 
The  teachers  assist  and  supervise  in  every  way.  The  city  of 
Sioux  Falls  with  its  parks  and  institutions  supplies  valuable 
opportunities  in  the  form  of  lectures  and  musical  programs, 
and  t>"*  churches  of  the  city  are  always  ready  to  assist.  Above 
all  the  school  aims  to  cultivate  an  active  interest  in  the  church 
and  in  the  religious  life. 

Room  and  Board.  All  students  except  those  who  live  in 
the  city  are  expected  to  room  in  the  college  dormitories  and 
board  at  the  college  dining  hall.  The  city  furnishes  excellent 
rooming  accommodations  at  convenient  distances,  and  students 
will  be  allowed  to  room  outside  upon  written  request  from  their 
parents  or  guardians.  Students  who  room  outside  the  dormi- 
tories are  under  the  same  general  regulations  as  those  rooming 
in  the  college  buildings,  and  must  record  their  address  and 
telephone  number  with  the  Registrar.  No  student  can  change 
room  during  the  school  year  without  the  consent  of  the  Dean 
in  charge.  A  list  of  available  rooms  in  the  city  is  kept  at 
the  college  office.  Excellent  board  is  furnished  in  the  college 
dining  hall.  Terms  as  to  board,  room  rent,  tuition,  and  other 
fees  will  be  found  in  the  statement  of  expenses  below. 

The  Boys'  Dormitory.  This  Dormitory  is  in  general  sup- 
plied with  the  essential  furniture.   Each  student  should  bring 
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a  pillow,  pillow  cases,  four  sheets,  comforters,  hand  towels,  as 
well  as  rugs  and  room  decorations  if  desired.  The  Dean  of 
Men  has  the  supervision  of  the  building,  as  well  as  of  all  men 
in  residence  or  living  outside.  A  dormitory  constitutes  a  com- 
munity, and  all  rules  found  necessary  are  calculated  to  safe- 
guard the  best  interests  of  the  student  in  his  community  rela- 
tions. 

The  Ladies'  Hall.  The  Ladies'  Hall  is  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  Dean  of  Women.  The  Hall  is  a  beautiful 
and  commodious  building,  well  lighted,  accommodated  with  a 
reading  room  and  parlors.  The  student  room  is  furnished 
with  beds,  mattress,  dresser,  wardrobe,  study  table,  chairs  and 
bookcase.  Students  are  expected  to  supply  pillows,  pillow 
cases,  sheets,  table  napkins,  dresser  scarfs,  towels,  and  rugs 
as  well  as  wall  ornaments  if  desired.  All  students  should  see 
that  their  clothing  is  marked. 

Government 

The  institution  aims  to  administer  discipline  in  a  Chris- 
tian spirit.  The  maintenance  of  good  order  is  as  essential  to 
the  welfare  of  the  student  as  to  the  good  of  the  school. 
Friendly  admonition  should  as  a  rule  be  enough.  Regulations 
are  necessary,  however,  in  all  community  life.  Their  under- 
lying purpose  is  to  promote  loyalty  to  right  principles  of 
conduct. 

All  young  men  enrolled  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the  Dean  of  men  and  all  young  women  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Dean  of  women. 

The  following  rules  prevail : 

All  students  must  register  immediately  upon  arrival,  and 
enroll  for  class  work. 

Registration  as  a  student  implies  the  acceptance  of  all 
rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  school. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  the  daily  chapel  exer- 
cises and  public  worship  on  Sunday. 

Study  hours  as  prescribed  for  the  dormitories  must  be 
observed  by  all  students. 

Rules  regarding  absence  from  class  and  the  making  up  of 
lost  recitations  must  be  carefully  observed. 

No  student  can  discontinue  a  study  for  which  he  is  regis- 
tered or  enroll  for  a  new  course  without  the  consent  of  the 
Registrar. 

All  students  are  expected  to  maintain  a  respectable  stand- 
ing in  scholarship. 
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All  societies  or  organizations  formed  by  the  students  must 
receive  faculty  approval  before  they  can  be  formally 
recognized. 

The  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form  about  the  buildings  or  on 
the  college  premises  is  forbidden. 

Students  who  room  outside  the  college  dormitories  are 
under  the  same  rules  as  those  who  room  in  the  dormitories. 
The  office  of  the  Registrar  keeps  a  record  of  the  address  of 
every  student  as  well  as  of  his  telephone  number. 

No  gentleman  student  or  lady  student  is  allowed  to  visit 
in  the  private  room  of  either. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  attend  dances,  visit  billiard 
halls  and  pool  rooms,  play  cards,  or  use  intoxicating  liquors. 

Students  must  not  attend  concerts,  plays,  public  amuse- 
ments, socials  or  parties,  without  the  consent  of  the  Deans. 

Student  Activities 

The  Students'  Union.  This  Union  is  organized  on  the  basis 
of  a  constitution  with  regularly  elected  officers.  It  forms  the 
natural  forum  for  every  student  problem,  and  is  a  means  of 
cooperation  between  the  student  body  and  the  faculty  on  all 
questions.   A  weekly  Student  Convocation  is  held. 

Religious. 

Chapel.  The  forenoon  Chapel  Service  is  a  daily  meeting 
of  the  Student  body  for  worship.  Every  student  is  expected 
to  attend.  A  beautiful  ritual  permitting  much  freedom  has 
been  prepared.  A  brief  vesper  service  is  likewise  conducted 
by  the  Deans  at  7  o'clock  at  the  Ladies'  Hall  and  in  the  Men's 
Dormitory. 

Luther  League.  The  College  Luther  League  meets  at  6:15 
P.  M.  Sunday  evenings  and  is  a  flourishing  organization  which 
seeks  to  further  the  Christian  spirit  among  the  students. 
Much  interest  is  shown  in  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad. 
In  this  way  the  League  aims  to  train  future  leaders  in  church 
work  both  in  the  community  and  in  the  church  at  large. 

The  Churches  in  the  City.  Sioux  Falls  is  a  Lutheran 
stronghold  as  well  as  a  strong  Protestant  city.  Of  churches 
there  is  one  representing  the  Synodical  Conference,  and  one 
representing  the  Augustana  Synod.  Our  own  church  body 
has  two  flourishing  congregations.  Rev.  H.  J.  Glenn  serves 
the  First  Lutheran,  and  Rev.  Chr.  Findahl  the  East  Side 
Church.  Both  cooperate  actively  with  the  school  as  opportun- 
ity offers.    The  Sunday  School  of  the  First  Lutheran,  Judge 
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Lewis  Larson,  Superintendent,  absorbs  the  attention  of  many 
either  as  teachers,  or  in  Bible  Class  work. 

Volunteer  Mission  Study :  A  branch  Sunday  School  meets 
at  the  College  Chapel,  Sunday  morning,  and  connected  with 
it  are  three  Mission  Study  groups.  In  this  connection  also  a 
Missionary  Union  has  been  formed  to  which  students  belong 
who  are  interested  in  foreign  missions  and  the  work  of  the 
church.  The  student  body  has  been  addressed  by  the  follow-

LITERARY  ORGANIZATIONS 

College  Society 

The  Demosthenian.  A  literary  and  debating  society  open 
to  students  of  both  sexes  whose  work  is  above  high  school 
grade.  This  organization  holds  weekly  meetings.  With  an 
increased  enrollment  another  society  has  become  a  necessity. 

Academy  Societies 

The  Adelphic.  The  oldest  organization  at  Augustana  Col- 
lege. A  literary  and  debating  society  open  to  girls  of  the 
Academic  Department. 

The  Ciceronian.  An  organization  retained  from  the  form- 
er Lutheran  Normal  School  societies,  now  of  the  same  nature 
as  the  Adelphic. 

The  Shakesperian.  A  literary  and  debating  society  or- 
ganized by  students  of  the  consolidated  school,  also  for  Aca- 
demy girls. 

The  Irving.  A  literary  and  debating  society  for  boys  of 
the  Academic  Department  organized  after  the  consolidation  of 
the  schools. 

The  Websterian.  A  literary  organization  similar  to  the 
Irving. 

These  five  societies  for  Academy  students  hold  weekly 
meetings;  twice  a  month  separately,  and  twice  in  joint  open 
programs. 
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Forensics 

Forensics.  The  institution  was  represented  at  the  State 
Oratorical  Contest  this  year  by  Mr.  Philip  Dybvig.  College 
and  High  School  teams  participated  in  inter-school  debates. 
The  High  School  Department  was  represented  in  the  inter- 
academy  declamation  contest  at  Luther  College  in  March. 

College  Publications 

Besides  the  College  Bulletin,  issued  quarterly  by  the  faculty, 
in  the  interests  of  the  institution,  the  student  body  publishes 
The  Augustana  Mirror.  This  has  been  changed  from  a  month- 
ly to  a  bi-weekly  in  newspaper  form,  and  is  published  by  a 
student  organization  under  the  direction  of  the  Students' 
Union.  The  publication  promises  to  be  very  useful  to  the  stu- 
dent body,  the  alumni,  and  the  interests  of  the  institution 
generally. 

The  Zephyr — a  class  annual,  the  second  volume  of  which 
was  issued  by  the  Class  of  1921. 

MUSICAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  Department  of  Music  has  made  splendid  progress  dur- 
ing the  year.  Aside  from  curriculum  work  in  Theory  and 
Practice,  the  following  organizations  are  active: — 

Augustana  Choral  Union.  This  organization  is  composed 
of  one  hundred  seventy -five  singers  from  the  college,  the  First 
Lutheran,  and  the  East  Side  Lutheran  Church  of  Sioux  Falls. 
It  is  trained  and  directed  by  Prof.  Carl  R.  Youngdahl,  assisted 
by  Miss  Alette  Jahren  at  the  piano.  This  year  the  sacred 
cantata  "Bethany"  by  Dr.  Wm.  Rhys-Herbert  was  given.  The 
soloists  were:  Martha  E.  Findahl,  Soprano,  Inez  Thompson- 
Peterson,  Contralto.  The  concert  was  especially  distinguished 
by  the  presence  and  participation  of  Riccardo  Martin,  Tenor, 
and  Norman  Granville,  Baritone.  This  chorus,  supported  by 
a  group  of  citizens  of  Sioux  Falls  interested  in  the  promotion 
of  church  song,  is  organized  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  a 
sacred  choral  work  at  an  annual  college  May  Music  Festival. 

The  College  Choir.  This  a  capella  choir  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Prof.  Youngdahl  has  been  an  outstanding  feature  of 
our  school  life.  The  Choir  has  made  several  concert  trips 
with  marked  success.  The  purpose  is  the  encouragement  of 
choir  singing  in  the  congregation  and  throughout  the  church. 

Augustana  College  Band.   A  band  of  about  25  pieces  has 
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been  in  training  throughout  the  year.  Concerts  are  given  to- 
ward the  end  of  the  year  in  neighboring  towns.  Prof.  Young- 
dahl  is  the  director.   A  second  band  has  been  organized. 

Athletics 

Directed  athletics  is  a  legitimate  part  of  modern  education, 
and  students  are  given  opportunity  at  Augustana  College  and 
Normal  School  for  development  along  this  line.  The  athletic 
field,  located  west  of  the  Boys'  Dormitory,  affords  ample  room 
for  outdoor  sports.  Athletics  is  under  the  management  of  an 
athletic  association  with  an  executive  board  on  which  both  the 
faculty  and  the  students  are  represented.  Two  members  of  the 
faculty,  Professors  J.  A.  Johnson  and  A.  S.  Moore,  devoted  part 
of  their  time  to  the  coaching  of  the  teams.  Miss  Alette  Jahren 
has  charge  of  physical  culture  among  the  girls. 

The  Gymnasium.  One  half  of  the  foundation  of  a  gymna- 
sium, including  a  new  central  heating  plant,  has  been  built. 
The  institution  expects  to  build  the  other  half  this  summer, 
which  will  supply  a  floor  76x55  feet,  and  will  make  a  com- 
modious gymnasium  for  indoor  athletics  and  physical  culture. 

Augustana  enrolled  this  year  as  a  member  of  the  State 
Conference,  and  will  share  actively  from  now  on  in  the  Foot- 
ball, Basket  Ball,  and  Baseball  Schedule. 

Gifts  and  Legacies 

All  friends  of  the  school  interested  in  seeing  it  grow  in 
attendance  as  well  as  equipment  must  be  interested  in  its 
endowment.  In  no  way  can  money  be  made  to  serve  better  the 
cause  of  Christ,  both  in  the  church  and  in  the  state,  than  by 
being  dedicated  to  Christian  Education.  Augustana  College 
and  Normal  School  received  last  year  by  will  from  the  estate 
of  Frank  H.  Brace,  a  citizen  of  Sioux  Falls,  the  sum  of 
$5000.00  as  an  additional  fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  aid 
needy  students. 

Scholarships 

The  institution  offers  two  freshman  scholarships  of  $50.00 
to  the  graduates  of  high  schools  and  academies,  one  to  the 
young  man  and  one  to  the  young  woman  who  attain  highest 
rank  in  a  graduating  class. 

Frank  H.  Brace  Fund.  The  sum  of  $5000.00  was  received 
last  spring,  1921,  from  the  estate  of  Frank  H.  Brace,  a  gift 
willed  to  the  Lutheran  Normal  several  years  ago.  The  income 
of  this  fund  is  to  be  used  according  to  the  terms  of  the  will 
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"in  aiding  and  assisting  poor  and  worthy  young  men  and 
women  to  obtain  an  education." 

Mikkelson  Fund.  Prof.  A.  Mikkelson,  for  many  years 
president  of  the  Lutheran  Normal,  gave  in  1912  the  sum  of 
$2600.00,  the  income  of  which  was  to  be  spent  under  specified 
conditions  for  the  support  of  worthy  students. 

An  unnamed  donor  has  likewise  contributed  through  Prof. 
H.  S.  Hilleboe  the  sum  of  $300.00  as  a  fund,  the  income  of 
which  is  to  be  applied  in  the  same  way.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Terms  of  Admission 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  College  Department  must 
present  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  moral  character,  as 
well  as  certificates  of  scholarship.  Such  applications  should 
be  forwarded  to  the  Registrar  or  President  as  early  as  possible 
before  the  opening  of  the  School  Year.  Fifteen  units  of  high 
school  or  academy  work  are  required  for  entrance.  Applica- 
tion blanks  may  be  obtained  by  addressing  the  Registrar. 

Students  who  come  from  accredited  high  schools  or 
academies  will  be  admitted  by  certificate  of  scholarship.  The 
first  semester  enrollment  is  regarded  as  probationary.  Other 
applicants  will  be  admitted  upon  examination.  A  student  who 
lacks  sufficient  credits  will  be  admitted  conditionally,  pro- 
vided he  is  lacking  not  more  than  two  units,  and  provided  the 
work  be  made  up  before  the  opening  of  the  sophomore  year. 

Entrance  Requirements 

English,  at  least  3  units. 
History,  1  unit. 
Mathematics — 

Elementary  Algebra,  1  unit. 
Plane  Geometry,  1  unit. 
Electives,  9  units,  of  which  not  more  than  4  may  be  voca- 
tional.   A  foreign  language  which  has  been  taken  only  one 
year  must  be  continued  in  college. 

Advanced  Standing 

Students  from  other  institutions  will  be  accepted,  provided 
they  present  a  statement  of  honorable  dismissal  as  well  as  of 
the  amount  and  character  of  work  done.  High  school  or 
academy  credits  above  the  number  of  15  units  may  be  accepted 
for  college  credit  only  upon  examination. 

The  credits  should  be  made  up  preferably  from  the  fol- 
lowing list:

Regulations  as  to  Class  Work 

Every  student  is  expected  to  attend  regularly  and  punc- 
tually all  recitations  and  exercises.  Excuses  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Dean  in  charge  in  time  for  the  first  recitation  fol- 
lowing the  absence.  Unexcused  absences  count  as  zero  in  the 
class  record.  Students  who  fail  to  do  satisfactory  work  are 
reported  to  the  respective  Deans.  If  they  show  no  improve- 
ment, the  fact  is  reported  to  their  parents  or  guardians.  Stu- 
dents who  are  to  participate  in  inter-collegiate  or  inter-society 
functions  or  represent  the  institution  in  any  public  way  must 
maintain  at  least  a  passing  grade.  Courses  not  required  for 
graduation  may  be  withdrawn  unless  elected  by  at  least  5 
students. 

Examinations 

Examinations  will  be  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 
Any  student  who  fails  to  take  the  examination  at  the  appointed 
time,  unless  excused  by  the  Dean  in  charge,  will  receive  a 
failure  in  the  course  involved.  In  determining  the  final  grade 
two-thirds  will  be  allowed  as  a  rule  on  the  basis  of  class  aver- 
age, and  one-third  on  the  basis  of  examination.  The  final 
grades  are  designated  by  letters,  on  the  following  basis  of 
value : — 

A— 100  to  94— Excellent. 

B—  93  to  86— Very  Good.

A  condition  may  be  submitted  for  re-examination  within  a 
given  time.   A  failure  must  be  taken  over  again  in  class. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

The  successful  completion  of  the  college  course  leads  to 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Not  less  than  132  semester 
hours  of  college  work  of  proper  grade,  including  twelve  hours 
in  Religion,  are  required  for  graduation,  three-fourths  of  the 
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marks  received  to  be  C  or  more.  A  "semester  hour"  or  simply 
"hour"  is  the  equivalent  of  one  50  minute  period  or  recitation 
per  week  for  one  semester,  two  laboratory  periods  being 
counted  as  one  recitation  period.  Each  recitation  presupposes 
a  minimum  preparation  of  two  hours.  Though  students  com- 
ing from  colleges  of  equal  grade  will  be  admitted  to  advanced 
standing,  the  degree  will  be  conferred  only  when  the  senior 
year  has  been  spent  in  residence  at  Augustana  College. 

Advisers 

On  entering  the  college  each  student  is  assigned  to  some 
member  of  the  faculty,  who  in  co-operation  with  the  Commit- 
tee on  Registration  acts  as  his  adviser  in  planning  the  course  of 
study.  Not  later  than  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year  the 
student  shall  choose  a  department  in  which  he  wishes  to  do  his 
major  work.  The  head  of  that  department  then  becomes  the 
student's  adviser  in  planning  his  entire  course  of  study,  due 
regard  being  paid  to  the  proper  co-ordination  of  the  major 
and  minor  studies.  The  program  for  each  semester  must  be 
approved  and  signed  by  him  before  registration  is  considered 
completed. 

Required  Subjects 

The  132  hours  required  for  graduation  must  be  distributed 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  regarding  required  sub- 
jects and  majors  and  minors.  The  following  semester  hours 
are  required  in  the  respective  subjects: — 

Religion:  Twelve  hours.  The  courses  designated  for 
freshmen  and  sophomores  are  taken  during  the  first  two  years. 
Four  additional  semester  hours  must  be  elected  either  in  the 
junior  or  the  senior  year. 

English:  Ten  hours,  comprising  Rhetoric  and  Composi- 
tion in  the  freshman,  and  English  Literature  in  the  sophomore 
year.  During  the  first  or  the  second  year  the  student  must 
carry  four  semester  hours  in  Public  Speaking. 

Foreign  Languages:  Six  to  twelve  hours,  according  to 
the  number  of  units  offered  at  entrance.  When  the  student 
offers  not  more  than  two  units  in  foreign  languages,  twelve 
hours  are  required.  No  credit  will  be  granted  in  a  beginners* 
course  where  the  study  is  not  pursued  for  a  full  year. 

Mathematics  or  Laboratory  Science:    Six  to  eight  hours. 

Social  Sciences,  including  Psychology  and  Philosophy: 
Twelve  hours,  six  of  them  to  be  in  Psychology. 
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A  student  cannot  enroll  at  one  time  in  two  beginning 
courses  of  foreign  languages  or  two  laboratory  sciences. 

Majors  and  Minors 

Each  candidate  for  the  degree  must  select  some  subject 
as  his  major.  A  major  consists  of  twenty  semester  hours  of 
work  beyond  the  freshman  grade  chosen  from  the  designated 
courses  of  one  department  and  approved  by  the  faculty.  Major 
work  must  be  arranged  in  consultation  with  the  heads  of  the 
departments  involved  and  with  the  Registrar. 

In  addition  to  his  major,  each  candidate  must  offer  a  minor 
in  one  or  more  allied  subjects  designated  by  the  major  depart- 
ment and  approved  by  the  Registration  Committee.  At  least 
eighteen  hours  of  work  constitute  a  minor.  Courses  coming 
under  the  general  requirement  may  under  certain  conditions 
be  counted  toward  the  minor.  The  work  in  the  minor  shall 
be  made  as  continuous  as  possible. 

Electives 

The  student  under  proper  supervision  will  fill  out  his 
semester  program  from  courses  classed  as  elective.  However, 
the  selection  must  be  of  proper  grade,  and  not  more  than  forty 
hours  in  any  one  subject  may  be  counted  for  graduation.  No 
student  shall  be  allowed  to  register  for  less  than  fourteen  or 
for  more  than  eighteen  hours  without  special  permission  of 
the  faculty.

Description  of  Work 


BIBLE  AND  RELIGION 

In  harmony  with  the  aim  and  purpose  of  a  Christian  institution,  in- 
struction in  the  history  and  principles  of  the  Christian  religion  is  given 
in  all  the  departments  of  the  school.  The  courses  in  religion  emphasize 
the  importance  of  a  careful  study  of  the  Bible  in  the  English  language. 

The  Old  Testament  is  studied  in  the  first  semester  of  the  freshman 
year.  In  the  second  semester  of  the  same  year  the  study  of  the  New 
Testament  is*  begun,  an  introduction  to  and  a  survey  of  the  four  Gospels 
being  given.  In  the  sophomore  year  a  survey  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles 
and  the  Epistles  is  given.  In  the  senior  and  junior  years  the  subjects 
are  Christian  Doctrine  and  Christian  Ethics.  For  the  present  Church 
History  is  not  offered  in  the  College  Department.  For  certain  practical 
reasons  it  is  given  in  the  Preparatory  and  Normal  departments.  In  this 
way  the  student,  during  his  entire  course  of  study,  receives  that  positive 
instruction  in  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  that  knowledge  of  the  Christian 
Church  and  its  doctrines  which  will  result  in  a  sound  faith  and  a  strong 
spiritual  life. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  courses  offered:  — 
1,  2.    English  Bible. 

a)  The  Old  Testament.  The  Old  Testament  is  studied  on  the  basis 
of  a  text  in  Old  Testament  introduction  and  with  the  aid  of  a  brief  com- 
mentary; the  authorship,  purpose,  plan  and  contents  of  each  book  is  dis- 
cussed; the  unfolding  of  God's  plan  of  salvation  pointed  out;  the  spiritual 
and  moral  lessons  emphasized.    Required  of  freshmen. 

First  semester,  2  hours. 

b)  The  New  Testament.  The  study  of  the  New  Testament  is  carried 
on  in  the  same  manner  as  the  study  of  the  Old  Testament.  A  survey  of 
the  life  and  teachings  of  Christ,  according  to  the  four  Gospels,  is  made. 
Each  of  the  Gospels  is  studied  in  its  origin  and  literary  as  well  as  his- 
torical and  religious  characteristics.    Required  of  freshmen. 

Second  semester,  2  hours. 

3,  4.  The  Age  of  the  Apostles.  A  study  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles 
with  special  reference  to  the  life  and  writings  of  Paul,  noting  the  relation 
of  the  book  of  Acts  to  the  Gospels  and  the  Epistles,  and  giving  attention 
to  the  founding  of  the  early  Apostolic  church  and  to  the  missionary  jour- 
neys of  Paul.  A  brief  survey  of  the  Pauline  and  General  Epistles  is  made. 
Required  of  sophomores. 

First  and  second  semesters,  2  hours  each. 

5,  6.  Christian  Doctrine.  A  study  of  the  leading  doctrines  and  princi- 
ples of  the  Christian  religion  with  special  reference  to  the  symbols  and 
to  the  teachings  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  Some  attention  is  also  given 
to  Christian  evidence.  The  work  is  based  on  a  text  in  Christian  doctrine. 
Juniors  and  seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

7,  8.  Christian  Ethics.  A  study  of  the  moral  principles  of  the  Chris- 
tian religion  brought  into  relation  with  the  present  day  life  and  problems. 
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The  work  is  based  on  Leander  Keyser's  Christian  Ethics.  Juniors  and 
seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

9,  10.  New  Testament  Greek.  This  course  is  open  only  to  those  who 
have  had  Beginning  Greek.  An  elementary  study  is  made  of  New  Testa- 
ment Greek  on  the  basis  of  one  of  the  Gospels.  See  Course  5,  6  under 
Greek. 

BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCES 

1.  Zoology.  This  course  is*  devoted  to  a  systematic  study  of  selected 
types  of  invertebrates,  beginning  with  crusteacea.  Particular  emphasis 
is  laid  upon  the  fundamental  structure  of  the  various  groups,  their  adapta- 
tion to  environment,  and  their  economic  importance.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  the  study  of  insects.  Daugherty's'  Principles  of  Zoology,  parts  I 
and  II,  and  Sigerfoos'  Laboratory  Directions  are  used  as  texts.  Open  to 
freshmen  and  sophomores. 

First  Semester,  3  hours. 

2.  Zoology.  The  first  part  of  the  course  will  be  devoted  to  Protozoa 
and  lower  invertebrate  forms.  The  latter  part  of  the  course  will  deal 
with  vertebrates  with  special  attention  to  anatomy,  physiology,  and  classi- 
fication of  animals.  The  chick  will  be  studied  as  a  type  of  vertebrate 
embryos. 

Texts:  Same  as  for  course  1.  Open  to  freshmen  and  sophomores. 
Second  semester,  3  hours. 

3.  Human  Physiology.  A  recitation  lecture  and  laboratory  course 
dealing  with  the  structure,  function  and  hygiene  of  the  human  body. 
Considerable  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  consideration  of  Public  Health. 
Two  recitations  and  one  laboratory  period  a  week. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

4.  College  Botany.  This  course  comprises  a  general  study  of 
algae,  fungi,  ferns,  and  the  flowering  plants.  It  includes  a  study  of  the 
habitat,  structure,  growth  and  reproduction.  It  deals  with  the  botanical 
principles  of  variation,  nuclear  division,  and  alternation  of  generations.  A 
number  of  representative  forms  for  each  group  are  studied  in  the  labor- 
atory, each  student  doing  individual  work.  Three  lecture-recitation  periods 
and  one  double  laboratory  period  per  week.  Prerequisite,  one  year's  work 
in  high  school  botany.    Elective  for  juniors  and  seniors. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 


CLASSICAL  LANGUAGES  AND  LITERATURE 

Greek 

Without  a  good  working  knowledge  of  forms  and  syntax  no  student  of 
Greek  and  Latin  can  expect  to  derive  either  profit  or  pleasure  from  the 
study  of  these  languages.  In  the  earlier  courses,  therefore,  careful  drill- 
ing in  the  inflections  necessarily  forms  a  large  part  of  the  work,  and  in 
the  reading  of  the  first  classics  accurate  literal  translation  is  insisted 
upon. 

1,  2.    Beginner's  Greek.    White's  First  Greek  Book  completed  and 
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Xenophon's  Anabasis  begun.  Thorough  drill  in  forms  and  the  important 
principles  of  Syntax.    Freshman  year. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours'  each. 

3.  Xenophon.  Books  I-III  of  Anabasis  studied  with  constant  refer- 
ence to  grammar.'   Sophomore  year. 

First  semester,  4  hours. 

4.  Plato.  Book  IV  of  Anabasis  completed.  Plato's  Apology  and 
Crito.    Sophomore  year. 

Second  semester,  4  hours. 

5.  6.  New  Testament  Greek.  This  course  involves  an  introduc- 
tory study  of  New  Testament  Greek,  and  may  be  taken  after  courses  1  and 
2  above,  or  in  the  junior  or  senior  year  in  place  of  the  regular  require- 
ment in  religion.    The  Gospel  of  St.  John  is  read. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

Latin 

1,  2.  Cicero,  Ovid,  and  Virgil.  Selections  from  the  Orations  of 
Cicero,  the  Metamorphoses  of  Ovid,  and  the  Aeneid  of  Virgil.  Review  of 
Latin  grammar;  prose  composition,  versification.  Open  to  students  enter- 
ing with  two  units  in  Latin. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

3,  4.  Livy,  Cicero,  and  Terence.  Selections*  from  Livy;  Cicero, 
Be  Senectute,  Terence,  Phormio.  Prose  composition.  Prerequisite,  Latin 
1  and  2  above,  or  three  or  four  years  of  high  school  Latin. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

5.  Horace.  Selected  Odes,  Epodes,  Satires  and  Epistles;  study  of 
Horatian  meters. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

6.  Tacitus  and  Pliny.  The  Agricola  or  Germania  of  Tacitus;  selec- 
tions from  the  letters  of  the  younger  Pliny. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

7.  Roman  Public  and  Private  Life.  The  Roman  system  of  govern- 
ment, the  magistracies,  the  popular  assemblies,  the  senate,  the  courts, 
taxes,  and  methods  of  acquiring  and  controlling  provinces;  character  of 
the  ancient  Romans,  their  land,  family  organizations,  homes,  food,  cloth- 
ing, occupations,  schools,  recreations,  commerce,  roads  and  travel,  slaves, 
marriage,  burial  customs,  and  religion. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

8.  Latin  Literature  in  English.  A  survey  course  in  poetry,  drama, 
and  prose.  A  study  of  representative  masterpieces  and  of  the  period  repre- 
sented by  each. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

The  following  courses  are  offered  to  students  who  enter  without  high 
school  or  academy  Latin. 

9.  10.  Beginning  Latin.  Grammar  and  Reader.  Daily  written 
exercises,  selections  from  easy  Latin  prose. 

First  and  second  semester.  4  hours  each. 
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11,  12.    Second  Year  Latin.    Selections  from  Caesar  and  Cicero; 
constant  review  of  grammar,  and  regular  exercises  in  prose  composition. 
First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

CHEMISTRY  AND  GEOLOGY 
Chemistry 

1,  2.  General  Inorganic  Chemistry.  An  intensive  study  of  the 
field  of  general  inorganic  chemistry,  considerable  stress  being  laid  upon 
the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  both  elements  and  compounds. 
The  periodic  law  is  taken  as  nature's  own  foundation  for  the  systematic 
study  of  chemistry.  Both  the  practical  and  the  theoretical  side  of  chem- 
istry are  brought  out  with  the  view  of  preparing  the  student  for  both 
industry  and  advanced  work  in  Chemistry.  Laboratory  work  three  periods 
a  week,  a  record  of  which  must  be  kept  for  regular  inspection  by  the  in- 
structor. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

3,  4.  Analytical  Chemical  Analysis.  This  course  includes  24  weeks 
of  Qualitative  analysis  and  12  weeks  of  Quantitative  analysis.  The  course 
is  intended  to  emphasize  the  principles  involved  in  chemical  analysis,  to 
broaden  the  student's  knowledge  of  inorganic  chemistry,  and  to  give  prac- 
tice in  manipulation.  A  systematic  lecture  course  on  the  separation  and 
identification  of  the  metals  and  acid  radicals,  followed  by  the  analysis  of 
pure  chemicals  and  commercial  products.  The  latter  part  of  the  course 
is  devoted  to  Quantitative  analysis  of  commercial  products.  Prerequisites 
courses'  1,  2. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

5,  6.  Organic  Chemistry.  Lectures  and  class  recitations  on  the 
theory  of  carbon  compounds  with  special  attention  to  the  more  important 
members  of  the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series.  The  laboratory  work  in- 
cludes the  preparation,  purification,  and  identification  of  typical  organic 
compounds.    Prerequisites,  courses  1,  2. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

Geology 

1,  2.  General  Geology.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  general 
view  of  the  subject  of  Geology.  The  effort  is  made  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  underlying  principles  and  main  facts  of  the  science.  It  includes 
an  account  of  the  origin  of  the  features  of  the  surface  of  the  earth,  a 
discussion  of  the  phenomena  of  earthquakes,  volcanoes,  mountain-making, 
works  of  water,  and  an  outline  of  the  past  history  of  the  earth.  The  ani- 
mal and  plant  life  of  each  period  of  the  earth's  formation  is  discussed 
both  from  a  practical  and  theoretical  point  of  view.  Elective  for  juniors 
and  seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

EDUCATION 

I.  Collegiate 

1,  2.  Introductory  Psychology.  See  department  of  Psychology  and 
Philosophy. 
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3.  Educational  Psychology.  A  course  dealing  with  the  laws  of  men- 
tal development  as  bearing  upon  the  problems  of  teaching.  Some  time  is 
given  to  Educational  measurements,  intelligence  tests,  as  used  in  progres- 
sive school  systems.    Course  1,  2  is  prerequisite. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

4.  Educational  Psychology  of  High  School  Subjects.  This  course 
embraces  an  examination  of  the  direction  of  high  school  instruction  based 
on  the  text  of  Lull  and  Willson  and  Judd's  Psychology  of  High  School 
subjects.    Further  study  of  educational  scales  and  measurements. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

6.  History  of  Education.  A  course  giving  an  outlined  introduction 
to  current  school  problems,  theories,  and  methods.  Required  in  the  sixth 
year  Advanced  Normal  Course.  Open  to  others  in  the  junior  and  senior 
year. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

II.  Normal 
1,  2.    Introductory  Psychology.    See  above. 

3.  Principles  of  Education.  A  study  of  the  aim  of  education,  its 
biological  basis,  of  heredity,  instinct,  habit  and  the  higher  mental  pro- 
cesses, the  subject  matter  of  instruction,  and  the  principles  which  underlie 
sound  methods  of  teaching.  Required  in  the  fifth  year  Advanced  Normal 
Course.    Open  to  others  in  the  sophomore  and  junior  years. 

First  semester,  4  hours. 

4.  Rural  Methods  and  Management.  Required  from  fifth  year  Ad- 
vanced Normal  students.  Work  in  rural  methods  based  on  Strayer  &  Mac- 
worthey's  How  to  Teach.  The  course  in  School  Management  will  be  based 
on  Judd's  Introduction  to  the  Scientific  Study  of  Education.  Open  to 
sophomores  and  juniors. 

Second  semester,  4  hours. 

5.  General  Methods.  Required  from  sixth  year  Advanced  Normal 
students.  Text,  Earhart's  Types  of  Teaching,  supplemented  with  special 
studies  and  reports. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

6.  History  of  Education.    See  above. 

7.  8.  Professional  Reviews.  Fifth  year  Advanced  Normal.  This 
course  will  give  students  an  opportunity  to  review  the  common  branches: 
Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  Reading  and  Spelling  six  weeks  each. 
They  also  devote  some  time  to  methods  of  teaching  these  subjects.  The 
last  30  lessons  are  used  to  review  other  certificate  subjects  according  to 
the  needs  of  the  class. 

First  and  second  semester,  5  hours  each. 

9,  10.  Observation  and  Practice  Teaching^  The  student  is  expected 
to  devote  the  equivalent  of  3  hours  per  week  to  observation,  to  some  form 
of  class  room  instruction  together  with  the  usual  preparation  for  such 
work.  The  Model  School  under  supervision  of  a  critic  teacher,  the 
academy,  as  well  as  the  city  schools,  are  available  for  observation.  Reports 
and  class  discussions  required.  The  earning  of  credits  may  be  arranged 
in  either  semester  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  student.  Required 
in  the  sixth  year  of  Advanced  Normal. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 
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ENGLISH 

Language  and  Literature 

1,  2.  Rhetoric  and  Composition.  The  object  of  this  course  is  to 
teach  the  student  to  express  himself  in  clear  and  forceful  English.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  principles  of  construction,  to  diction,  and  style. 
Frequent  short  themes  are  required,  and  at  least  one  longer  term  paper. 
The  course  includes  the  study  of  models  of  English  prose  composition, 
and  the  critical  reading  and  discussion  of  literature.  Lathrop,  Freshman 
Composition,  and  Woolley,  Handbook  of  Composition,  are  used  as  texts. 
Individual  conferences  with  the  instructor.    Required  of  all  freshmen. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

3,  4.  History  of  English  Literature.  A  survey  course  dealing  with 
the  literature  from  the  earliest  time  until  the  present.  The  text  used  is 
Simond's  History  of  English  Literature.  Manly 's  English  Poetry  and 
Prose  will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  reading.  The  textbook  study  will  be  sup- 
plemented by  frequent  lectures  and  reports.    Required  of  all  sophomores. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

5,  6.  Elizabethan  Drama.  In  this  course  attention  is  given  to  the 
development  and  structure,  as  well  as  to  its  ethical  significance  of  the 
drama.  While  Shakespeare's  predecessors  and  contemporaries  are  con- 
sidered for  purposes  of  comparison,  the  main  study  of  the  drama  centers 
about  the  work  of  the  great  dramatist.  A  number  of  his  plays'  are  read 
rapidly  and  about  four  of  the  most  important  dramas  carefully  studied. 
Elective  for  juniors  and  seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

7.  The  Romantic  Movement.  The  beginnings  of  this  movement  are 
briefly  traced  in  Eighteenth  century  literature.  The  poetry  of  Words- 
worth, Coleridge,  Scott,  Byron,  Shelley,  and  Keats  will  be  studied  and 
discussed,  special  emphasis  being  laid  upon  the  characteristic  features 
of  Romanticism.    Not  open  to  freshmen. 

First  semester,  2  hours. 

8.  Victorian  Literature.  The  more  important  poems  of  Tennyson 
and  Browning  form  the  basis  of  the  semester's  work,  but  attention  is  also 
given  to  some  of  the  minor  writers.    Not  open  to  freshmen. 

Second  semester,  2  hours. 

9.  American  Literature.  A  survey  course,  with  special  emphasis 
upon  characteristic  American  traits  as  found  in  the  literature.  The  chief 
writers  are  carefully  studied.  Present  day  tendencies  will  be  observed. 
Open  to  all  college  students. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

10.  The  English  Novel.  The  beginnings  of  the  novel  are  carefully 
traced,  and  its  structure  is  studied.  A  number  of  the  more  important 
novels  are  analyzed;  others  will  be  assigned  for  individual  reading  and  be 
discussed  in  class.    Elective  for  juniors  and  seniors. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

Public  Speaking 

1,  2.  Elementary  Public  Speaking.  This  course  deals  with  the 
fundamentals  of  effective  speaking.    Such  subjects  as  vocalization,  enun- 
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ciation,  and  pronunciation  will  be  carefully  studied.   On  the  basis  of  this 
will  follow  the  essentials  of  interpretation,  public  address,  and  extempore 
speaking.   Required  of  all  men  in  the  freshman  or  the  sophomore  year. 
First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

3,  4.  Elementary  Elocution.  The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  provide  a 
thorough  drill  in  effective  speaking.  A  study  is  made  of  the  physiological 
basis  ofl  voice.  Drill  is  given  in  correct  pronunciation  and  articulation, 
intelligent  emphasis,  reading,  and  speaking.  Selections  graded  in  diffi- 
culty are  studied  in  class.  Each  pupil  is  required  to  appear  in  a  public 
recital,  or  take  part  in  a  play  presented  publicly.  Scenes  from  Shake- 
speare's plays  presented  in  open.  Required  of  all  women  in  the  freshman 
or  sophomore  year. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

5,  6.  Argumentation  and  Debate.  The  first  semester  will  be  de- 
voted to  the  study  of  the  principles  of  analysis,  brief-drawing,  evidence, 
and  persuasive  composition.  In  the  second  semester  follows  the  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  of  argumentation,  to  spoken  debate,  both  in  class 
and  before  the  public,  all  the  work  being  under  the  personal  supervision 
of  the  instructor.  Prerequisites,  Elementary  Public  Speaking,  or  the 
consent  of  the  instructor. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

HISTORY  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

1.  European  History:  The  Middle  Ages.  The  Roman  Empire  and 
the  barbarian  invasions;  the  rise  of  the  Empire  of  Charlemagne;  feudal- 
ism; the  reign  of  the  papacy  and  its  struggle  with  the  Empire;  the  Cru- 
sades and  the  Renaissance;  the  development  of  national  states. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

2.  Constitutional  History  of  England.  Political  institutions  in  early 
England;  the  origin  and  development  of  the  judicial  system,  parliament, 
and  the  cabinet;  democratic  tendencies  of  the  nineteenth  century;  the 
supremacy  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

3.  European  History:  From  1500  to  1815.  The  foundations  of  mod- 
ern Europe  including  the  rise  of  national  monarchies,  the  commercial 
revolution,  culture  of  the  sixteenth  century,  and  the  Protestant  Reforma- 
tion; the  expansion  of  Europe  and  colonial  rivalries;  European  society 
in  the  eighteenth  century  and  the  French  Revolution. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

4.  European  History:  From  1815  to  the  Present.  The  era  of  Metter- 
nich;  the  industrial  revolution,  democracy,  and  nationalism;  the  new  im- 
perialism and  the  War  of  the  Nations. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

5.  United  States  History:  From  1783  to  1865.  Brief  review  of  the 
colonial  period;  the  Confederation  and  the  Constitution;  federalism  and 
Jeffersonian  democracy;  the  rise  of  the  new  West;  growth  of  sectionalism 
and  the  Civil  War. 

First  Semester,  3  hours. 

6.  United  States  History:  From  1865  to  the  Present.  Reconstruc- 
tion; industrial  expansion  and  consolidation;  social  and  political  conflict; 
imperialism;  the  progressive  movement;  the  Great  War. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 
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7.  United  States  History:  From  1492  to  1783.  European  back- 
grounds; the  development  of  colonial  institutions;  English  colonial  policy; 
rise  of  the  spirit  of  nationality  and  the  Revolutionary  War. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

8.  Latin  America.  Political  and  religious  institutions  in  the  early 
period;  commerce  with  the  Old  World;  the  revolutionary  movement; 
period  of  dictators;  recent  history  with  emphasis  on  economic  and  com- 
mercial development  and  relations  with  the  United  States. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

Political  Science 

1.  Government  of  the  United  States.  A  survey  of  the  principles  and 
practises  of  American  government  as  exemplified  in  the  nation,  the  states, 
and  the  several  areas  of  local  administration;  the  origin  and  purpose  of 
the  various  institutions,  and  present-day  problems.  Open  to  juniors  and 
seniors. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

2.  Comparative  Government.  A  comparative  study  of  the  constitu- 
tions and  political  systems  of  European  states,  and  the  socialistic  and 
revolutionary  movements  in  Europe.    Open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

3.  Introduction  to  Political  Science.  An  analysis  of  the  more  impor- 
tant theories  concerning  the  origin,  functions,  and  organization  of  the 
state.    Open  to  sophomores. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

Economics 

1,  2.  Principles  and  Problems  of  Economics.  After  a  brief  study 
of  English  and  American  Economic  History,  such  topics  as  consumption, 
production,  exchange,  and  distribution  are  taken  up.  In  the  second  semes- 
ter the  application  of  these  economic  principles  will  be  studied,  the  more 
important  problems  be  taken  up  in  detail.    Sophomore  year. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

3.  Labor  Problems.  The  evolution  of  the  labor  movement  in  America 
including  a  study  of  the  development  of  organization,  immigration,  the 
westward  movement,  unemployment,  labor  legislation,  the  attitude  of  the 
courts,  employers'  associations,  and  the  present  situation.  Open  to  juniors 
and  seniors. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

4.  Money  and  Banking.  During  the  first  part  of  the  semester  money 
and  credit  will  be  studied.  Later  the  principles  of  banking,  and  American 
and  foreign  banking  systems  are  considered.  The  historical  phase  of 
the  subject  is  not  neglected,  but  chief  emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the 
practical  aspect  of  the  subject.   Open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

Sociology 

1,  2.  Principles  and  Problems  of  Sociology.  During  the  first 
semester  the  principles  of  Sociology,  such  as  social  forces,  social  laws, 
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and  social  control  are  studied.  In  the  second  semester  social  problems 
are  taken  up.  The  students  will  spend  considerable  time  in  investigation 
of  materials  close  at  hand.    Open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 


MATHEMATICS  AND  PHYSICS 


Mathematics 

1.  Plane  Trigonometry.  In  this  course  the  students  are  taught  the 
use  and  application  of  the  trigonometric  ratios,  the  derivation  and  use  of 
formulas,  the  functions  of  angles,  both  right  triangles  and  oblique  trian- 
gles, and  receive  thorough  training  in  the  use  of  logarithms.  The  funda- 
mental principles  of  plane  sailing  are  also  dealt  with  for  a  short  time. 
Open  to  all  students  who  offer  Higher  Algebra  and  Solid  Geometry  as  en- 
trance requirements. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

2.  College  Algebra.  This  course  includes  a  review  of  quadratics, 
followed  by  ratio  and  proportion,  mathematical  induction,  the  binomial 
theorem,  the  progressions,  permutations  and  combinations,  complex  num- 
bers, logarithms,  determinants,  partial  fractions,  and  undetermined  co- 
efficients. Graphical  representations  of  linear,  quadratic,  and  cubic  func- 
tions are  emphasized.  Open  to  all  students  who  offer  Higher  Algebra 
and  Solid  Geometry  as  entrance  requirements. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 

3.  Analytic  Geometry.  A  thorough  study  of  the  form  and  uses  of 
curves  with  the  straight  line  and  the  conic  sections  as  a  basis,  tangents 
and  normals,  lengths  and  areas,  and  curves  of  a  higher  order.  A  special 
study  of  the  circle,  parabola,  ellipse,  and  hyperbola  is  made  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  course. 

First  semester,  3  hours. 

4.  Calculus.  This  course  is  devoted  mainly  to  the  integral  calculus 
of  functions  of  one  variable,  including  methods  of  integration;  definite 
integrals,  geometrical  applications  to  areas  and  lengths  of  plane  curves, 
volumes  of  solids  of  revolution,  and  other  volumes  which  can  be  found  by 
a  single  integration,  maxima  and  minima,  successive  integration  with 
geometric  applications. 

Second  semester,  3  hours. 


Physics 

t,  2.  College  Physics.  This  course  covers  a  thorough  study  of  the 
principles  and  laws  involved  in  mechanics,  sound,  light,  heat,  magnetism 
and  electricity.  It  is  taught  by  means  of  recitations,  lectures  with  demon- 
strations, and  laboratory  experiments.  The  laboratory  work  performed 
will  be  divided  equally  so  as  to  cover  all  the  subjects  studied,  a  record  of 
which  must  be  kept  for  the  instructor's  inspection.  Three  recitations  and 
one  double  laboratory  period  per  week  throughout  the  year.  Open  to 
juniors  and  seniors  who  have  completed  a  course  in  Plane  Trigonometry. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 
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MODERN  LANGUAGES 

General  Statement.  Students  without  any  high  school  credit  in  French 
or  German,  elect  course  1;  those  with  one  year's  credit  in  these  languages 
enter  course  2;  those  with  two  years'  credit,  course  3. 

French 

1,  2.  Elementary  French.  The  beginners'  course  in  French  prac- 
tically completes  the  grammar  in  the  first  semester.  The  second  semester 
is  devoted  to  review,  including  about  200  pages  of  light  reading.  Carmen, 
La  Poudre  aux  Yeux,  La  belle  Grance,  La  France  par  tous,  will  serve  as 
the  basis  for  rapid  translation.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  correct  pronun- 
ciation and  grammatical  construction  throughout  the  course.  Oral  drill 
and  simple  composition  begun.    Text — Aldrich  and  Foster's  Elements. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

3,  4.  Intermediate  French.  Review  of  the  essential  verbs,  con- 
tinuation of  translation  and  composition  form  the  basis  for  the  year's 
work.  For  translation  Les  Miserables,  Colomba,  Le  Cid,  Le  Malade  Imag- 
inaire,  Les  trois  Mousquetaire,  or  other  medium  French  prose  will  be 
used. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

German 

1,  2.  Elementary  German.  The  work  of  the  first  semester  is  prin- 
cipally devoted  to  correct  pronunciation,  grammar,  and  oral  drill.  This 
work  is  continued  in  the  second  semester  with  additional  translation  of 
Storm's  Immensee.  Oral  drill,  elementary  composition,  and  German  con- 
versation run  throughout  the  course.  Text — Elementary  German,  Prokosch. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

3,  4.  Intermediate  German.  Selections  from  modern  literature, 
narrative,  dramatic,  and  lyric  will  be  read  in  class.  Grammar  review, 
conversation,  composition,  and  essay  writing  based  on  the  texts  read  will 
constitute  the  essential  part  of  the  course. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

5,  6.  Advanced  German.  An  advanced  course  for  those  who  wish 
later  to  take  special  work  in  the  German  language  or  literature.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  the  course  to  make  the  student  familiar  with  the  influences 
that  have  been  at  work  in  moulding  German  peculiarities  and  the  way 
they  have  manifested  themselves.  The  student  is  introduced  to  the  many 
varied  features  of  German  life  and  customs,  and  historical  facts  based 
upon  this  theme  will  be  studied  and  discussed.  Text — Priest,  Germany 
since  1740. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

Norse 

1,  2.  Elementary  Norse.  Vocabulary,  pronunciation,  orthography, 
grammar,  intelligent  reading,  composition,  declamations.  Holvik,  Begin- 
ners' Book  in  Norse,  and  supplementary  reading.  Juell  Tonnesson,  Ret- 
skrivnings  Ordbok.  Must  be  taken  not  later  than  sophomore  year  by  stu- 
dents who  have  not  had  two  years  of  Norse  in  high  school  or  equivalent. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 
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3,  4.  Norse  Literature  and  History.  A  general  survey  of  Norse 
literature  and  history.  Broch  og  Seip,  Norsk  Literatur  historie;  Jens 
Raabe,  Kongeriket  Norges  og  Nordens  Historie;  selected  prose,  poems, 
and  plays;  compositions,  declamations.  Prerequisites,  two  years  of  Norse 
in  high  school  or  equivalent,  or  courses  1  and  2. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

5,  6.  Norse  Literature.  Study  of  select  works  of  leading  authors 
from  Wergeland  to  Jonas  Lie;  compositions,  reference  reading,  declama- 
tions.   Prerequisites,  courses  3  and  4. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

Spanish 

1,  2.  Elementary  Spanish.  Elements  of  Spanish  grammar.  Reviews 
and  translation  of  about  300  pages  of  Spanish  prose.  Composition  and 
Conversation  exercises*. 

First  and  second  semester,  4  hours  each. 

3,  4.    Intermediate  Spanish.    Grammar  Review  continued  with  work 
in  Composition  and  Conversation.    Modern  plays  and  stories. 
First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

MUSIC 

Mr.  Youngdahl,  Miss*  Jahren. 
The  following  courses  in  music  are  open  as  electives  to  students  in 
any  department  of  the  college  who  show  sufficient  musical  ability  to  pur- 
sue them  with  profit.    This  work  receives  the  same  credit  as  similar 
courses  in  other  departments*  of  the  college. 

I.  Theory  of  Music

II.    Public  School  Music. 
(For  a  detailed  description  of  these  courses,  see  School  of  Music.) 
A  maximum  of  20  semester  credits  in  music,  including  8  semester 
credits  for  practical  music,  may  be  offered  in  fulfillment  of  the  require- 
ments for  the  bachelor's  degree.    By  practical  music  is  meant  private 
instruction  in  voice  or  instrumental  music,  membership  in  band  or  choir. 

PSYCHOLOGY  AND  PHILOSOPHY 

1,  2.  Introductory  Psychology.  This  is  an  introductory  course  in 
Psychology  aiming  to  make  the  student  acquainted  with  the  generally 
accepted  facts  of  human  consciousness  as  well  as  the  fundamental  con- 
cepts and  terms  of  the  science.  During  the  first  semester  a  somewhat 
thorough  study  is  made  of  the  nervous  system  and  of  the  sense  organs. 
When  the  structure  and  function  of  these  avenues  over  which  the  environ-

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ment  affects  our  consciousness  are  pretty  well  understood,  the  phenomena 
of  consciousness  and  its  relation  to  the  external  world  are  observed, 
analyzed,  classified,  and  explained  as  far  as  possible  in  the  time  allowed. 
This  course  forms  a  fairly  satisfactory  foundation  for  work  in  Education 
and  in  more  advanced  study  of  Psychology.  Sophomore  year. 
First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

3,  4.    History    of   Philosophy.      A    study    of   the   development  of 
philosophical  thought  in  its  successive  periods  from  Ancient  to  Modern 
times.    Text — Thiley's  History  of  Philosophy.   Lectures,  readings,  reports, 
besides  class  discussion.   Courses  1,  2  are  prerequisites. 
First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

5,  6.  Modern  Thought.  The  various  phases  of  modern  thought  are 
given  an  analytic  study  with  special  attention  to  its  outstanding  tenden- 
cies. Text — Haas'  Trends  of  Thought  and  Christian  Truth.  Much  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  literature  of  recent  philosophy,  and  to  special 
topics.  Students  must  consult  the  teacher  as  to  prerequisites  to  this 
course. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 

9,  10.  Natural  Theism  and  Christian  Evidences.  A  study  of  the 
Evidences  for  the  truth  of  the  Christian  religion  and  the  correctness  of 
its  theistical  position,  made  on  the  basis  of  historical,  and  documentary  as 
well  as  internal  and  experimental  proofs.  Text — Fisher's  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  and  Keyser's  A  System  of  Natural  Theism.  Lectures,  read- 
ings, and  class  discussion. 

First  and  second  semester,  3  hours  each. 


The  Normal  Department 


The  Normal  Department  of  the  institution  plans  to  train 
young  men  and  women  for  service  in  the  Public  Schools.  The 
work  offered  is  outlined  in  the  courses  following.  Students 
who  seek  to  prepare  for  high  school  positions  take  the  subject 
of  Education  as  provided  in  the  College  Department.  The  gen- 
eral requirement  is  15  credits  in  Education  of  College  or  Uni- 
versity rank.  Students,  however,  who  are  unable  to  take  a 
complete  college  course,  may  enroll  in  the  Normal  Department. 
The  courses  offered  lead  to  First  and  Second  Grade  Certificate 
as  well  as  to  State  Certificates  and  Life  Diploma.  Special  train- 
ing is  also  provided  for  such  as  desire  to  prepare  for  teaching 
in  Parochial  Schools,  Vacation  Schools,  and  for  Sunday  School 
work.  Courses  1,  2,  3,  4  are  accredited  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction. 

General  Statement 

1.  Elementary  Course.  This  two  year  course  is  discontinued  with 
1923  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  Students  who  have 
had  the  first  year  will,  however,  be  allowed  to  complete  the  work.  See 
Catalog  1921-22. 

2.  Intermediate  Course.  Four  years.  The  admission  requirement  is 
the  completion  of  the  eighth  grade.  This  course  leads  to  a  First  Grade 
Certificate.  It  contains  all  the  certificate  subjects  required  for  South 
Dakota.  Students  expecting  to  teach  in  other  states  may  substitute  sub- 
jects required  in  their  home  state. 

3.  Normal  Course  for  High  School  Graduates.  One  year.  High 
School  graduates,  who  desire  a  First  Grade  Certificate  in  one  year,  must 
complete  the  following  subjects  as  required  by  law,  if  they  have  not 
already  done  so:  Orthography,  Reading,  Penmanship,  Arithmetic,  Geog- 
raphy, English  Grammar,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  United  States  History, 
including  South  Dakota  History,  Civil  Government,  Current  Events, 
American  Literature,  Drawing,  and  Didactics. 

4.  Advanced  Course  for  High  School  Graduates.  Two  years.  The 
requirements  for  admission  to  this  course  are:  Graduation  from  an  ap- 
proved high  school,  or  fifteen  units  above  the  standard  eighth  grade. 
These  courses  lead  to  a  First  Grade  Certificate,  and  to  a  State  Certificate, 
good  in  South  Dakota,  and  with  proper  modification,  in  other  states. 

High  school  graduates  may  obtain  a  State  Certificate,  valid  for  a 
period  of  five  years,  authorizing  them  to  teach  in  grades  below  the  high 
school  and  also  subjects  given  in  the  ninth  grade,  or  the  first  year  of  the 
high  school  course.  Applicants  must  show  satisfactory  proficiency  in: 
Orthography,  Reading,  Penmanship,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  English  Gram- 
mar, Physiology  and  Hygiene,  United  States  History,  including  South 
Dakota  History,  Civil  Government,  American  Literature,  Drawing,  Algebra, 
Plane  Geometry,  Physical  Geography,  Physics  or  Botany,  General  History, 
Pedagogy,  and  English  Language,  Composition  and  Rhetoric. 
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A  full  statement  of  the  work  in  this  course  is  found  under  the  College 
Department. 

5.    Special  Courses. 

Parochial  School  Course.  According  to  South  Dakota  regulations, 
teachers  in  private  and  parochial  schools  must  have  the  same  qualifica- 
tions as  teachers  in  the  public  schools.  No  formal  course  is  here  outlined. 
Students  who  desire  to  prepare  especially  for  this  work  should  consult 
the  Registrar  and  enrollment  committee.  Subjects  especially  needed  are: 
The  study  of  Norse  and  the  study  of  "Bibelhistorie"  and  "Forklaring." 
These  subjects  may  readily  be  combined  with  the  work  of  the  Elementary 
Course  leading  to  Second  Grade  Certificate. 

Sunday  School  Teachers'  Course.  The  institution  is  very  willing  to 
assist  persons  who  may  desire  special  training  for  Sunday  School  work. 
Selections  may  be  made  from  the  various  courses  in  religion  combined 
with  other  essential  subjects.  Should  a  considerable  number  enroll  special 
efforts  will  be  made  to  furnish  lectures,  readings,  and  instruction,  calcu- 
lated to  be  helpful  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School.  Attention  is  called 
in  this  relation  to  the  Normal  Courses  in  music. 

Training  School.  The  institution  is  equipped  with  a  Training  School 
comprising  the  regular  eight  grades  for  teaching.  It  is  housed  in  a  sep- 
arate building  equipped  with  four  recitation  rooms  and  a  large  assembly 
room  for  the  exclusive  use  of  this  department.  A  critic  teacher  gives  her 
entire  time  to  supervising  practice  work  and  teaching  methods.  The  work 
of  the  pupils  in  the  training  school  is  in  accordance  with  the  South  Dakota 
State  Course  of  Study,  and  the  practice  teachers  are  given  practical  train- 
ing for  teaching  in  the  public  schools. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY 

The  outline  of  the  Normal  Courses  of  Study  is  given  be- 
low, together  with  a  description  of  the  work  given  in  this  De- 
partment. The  Description  of  Work  covering  the  branches 
distinctively  Secondary  or  collegiate  in  rank  is  found  under 
the  Academy  and  College  Departments.

DESCRIPTION  OF  WORK 

Didactics.  This  course  offers  work  that  is  both  rudimentary  and 
simple.  The  meaning  and  purpose  of  education,  the  nature  of  the  being 
that  is  to  be  educated,  the  means  that  educate,  and  the  special  aims  and 
methods  of  school  education  must  all  be  touched  upon.  After  a  brief 
consideration  of  the  physical  and  mental  makeup  of  the  pupil  the  goal  of 
education  for  such  a  being  is  considered.  Discussion  of  the  values  of  the 
different  school  subjects  and  their  relative  importance.  Some  time  is 
given  to  methods  of  teaching,  also  school  management  and  discipline. 
Text — White's  Elements  of  Pedagogy.    90  periods. 

Methods.  The  first  semester  is  devoted  mainly  to  methods  of  teaching 
the  common  branches,  based  on  Freeman's  Psychology  of  the  Common 
Branches  and  the  State  Course  of  Study.  Typical  lessons  are  planned  in 
each  subject  and  special  attention  is  given  to  the  development  of  right 
habits.  The  writing  of  plans  and  the  giving  of  special  reports  on  subjects 
relating  to  the  school  work  in  the  grades  are  required.  The  second  semes- 
ter's work  is  a  continuation  of  the  first  semester's  work  based  on  Ear- 
hart's  Types  of  Teaching. 

Observation  and  Practice  Teaching.  The  equivalent  of  180  fifty- 
minute  periods  of  observa'tion  and  actual  teaching  in  the  Training  School 
Department  will  be  required  of  each  student  taking  the  Intermediate  Nor- 
mal Course  and  preparing  for  First  Grade  Certificate.  The  hours  for 
teaching  and  the  subjects  to  be  taught  will  be  assigned  by  the  critic 
teacher.  Some  of  the  observation  may  be  done  in  the  City  Schools  under 
the  direction  of  the  Critic  teacher.  In  the  Elementary  Course  90  periods 
are  required  in  the  year  1922-23. 

Professional  Reviews.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  pupils  in 
the  Intermediate  and  Advanced  Normal  courses  an  opportunity  to  review 
Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Reading  and  Spelling  with  special  emphasis  upon 
methods  of  teaching  these  subjects. 

Psychology.  The  effort  is  made  to  direct  the  student's  attention  to 
mental  processes  by  help  of  the  textbook  supplemented  with  personal 
experiences  and  introspection.  The  pupil  becomes  acquainted  with  the 
chief  concepts  of  psychology  and  the  common  terms  of  the  science  are 
acquired.  The  bearing  of  psychology  upon  educational  processes  is  con- 
stantly pointed  out  as  is  also  the  relation  between  mental  and  bodily  pro- 
cesses and  conditions.    Angell's  Psychology  was  used.    90  periods. 
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School  Management  and  Laiv.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  study  the 
different  types  of  school  organization;  to  present  the  qualifications  and 
duties  of  teachers,  and  the  relation  of  the  teacher  to  the  community.  A 
special  study  is  made  of  the  country  school,  the  making  of  programs,  the 
classification  of  pupils,  and  in  general  the  effort  is  to  present  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  rural  school.  Text:  Cubberley's  Rural  Life  and  Education 
and  Carney's  Country  Life  and  the  Country  School.    90  periods. 


Academic  Department

The  Academic  or  High  School  Department  offers  the  following  Courses 
of  Study,  of  which  the  outline  of  subjects  is  given  below.  Admission  to 
these  courses  requires  the  completion  of  the  Eighth  Grade.

Regulations 

The  courses  offered  of  high  school  grade  lead  to  a  diploma,  which  is 
granted  upon  the  successful  completion  of  either  one  of  the  courses.  For 
graduation  16  units  are  required.  A  "unit"  represents  5  hours  of  work 
per  week  for  36  weeks.  A  semester  credit  is  a  course  of  5  hours  per  week 
of  one  semester  of  18  weeks.  The  student  who  desires  to  prepare  for  col- 
lege or  university  is  advised  to  consult  the  registrar  and  the  enrollment 
committee  in  his  selection  of  work.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  carry 
more  than  the  prescribed  amount  of  work  except  with  the  consent  of  the 
faculty.  Any  elective  will  be  withdrawn  unless  chosen  by  not  fewer  than 
five  students.  Those  who  come  with  advanced  standing  from  other  insti- 
tutions must  furnish  a  certificate  of  credits  for  all  work  done.  In  the 
enrollment  of  a  student  both  his  standings  and  his  moral  character  and 
personal  habits  will  be  considered.

DESCRIPTION  OF  WORK 

BIBLE  AND  RELIGION 

Biblical  History.  First  year.  In  the  first  year  of  all  courses  a  com- 
prehensive course  in  Biblical  History  is  given.  The  aim  of  the  instruction 
in  this  subject  is  to  acquaint  the  students  with  the  leading  facts  of  the 
Bible  and  to  lead  them  to  an  understanding  of  the  Scriptures  as  the  his- 
tory of  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth.    72  periods. 

Christian  Doctrine.  Second  year.  Christian  Doctrine  is  a  course  in 
the  doctrines  of  the  Lutheran  Church  as  they  are  set  forth  in  the  Cate- 
chism, and  other  confessional  writings  of  the  church.   72  periods. 

Catechetics.  Third  year.  Catechetics  is  that  branch  of  study  which 
teaches  the  proper  method  of  instructing  the  youth,  usually  by  questions 
and  answers.  The  course  given  in  this  subject  deals  with  Bible  truths 
with  special  application  to  religious  instruction,  the  art  of  questioning, 
and  a  brief  survey  of  the  historical  development  of  religious  instruction 
in  the  church.   72  periods. 

Biblical  Literature.  Third  year.  This  course  is  offered  in  the  Aca- 
demic Department  in  the  junior  year  as  alternative  to  the  course  in  Cate- 
chetics which  is  provided  for  students  in  the  Normal  Department.  72 
periods. 

Church  History.  Fourth  year.  Church  History  may  be  regarded  as  a 
continuation  of  Biblical  History.  In  common  with  Biblical  History  it  deals 
with  the  course  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth,  carrying  on  the  history 
of  that  Kingdom  from  the  time  of  the  Apostles  until  the  present.  The 
importance  of  a  course  in  Church  History  in  a  Christian  institution  is 
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too  evident  to  need  any  argument.  Lovgren's  A  Church  History  for  the 
Use  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  is  used  as  text.   72  periods. 

Corresponding  courses  in  religion  will  also  be  offered  in  the  Nor- 
wegian language  when  desired.  This  work  is  especially  desirable  for 
parochial  school  teachers. 

DRAWING 

The  aim  of  the  course  in  Drawing  is  to  give  a  working  knowledge  of 
the  principles  of  drawing,  color,  and  form,  and  to  cultivate  an  aesthetic 
sense  and  a  knowledge  of  the  leading  artists  and  their  best  pictures. 

First  Semester:  Object  drawing,  perspective,  pencil  sketching,  work 
in  charcoal,  crayon  and  water-coloring,  designing.    Two  credits. 

Second  Semester:  Elements  of  printing,  pose  drawing,  poster  mak- 
ing, a  study  of  the  best  pictures  and  their  interpretation,  as  well  as  a 
study  of  the  lives'  of  the  artists  and  their  schools.  Text:  Art  Education 
for  High  Schools.    Four  practice  periods  per  week.    Two  credits. 

ENGLISH 

English  I.  The  course  in  first  year  English  is  divided  between 
composition  and  literature  as  designated  for  the  first  year's  work  in  the 
state  High  School  Manual.  Text  used  is  Ward's  Sentence  and  Theme. 
180  periods. 

English  II.  A  course  in  American  Literature  and  in  Oral  Expression. 
Text:  Outlines  of  American  Literature  by  Long.  Selections  studied  are 
taken  from  Readings  from  American  Literature,  Calhoun  and  MacAlar- 
ney.  In  Expression  the  principles  of  phrase,  pause,  and  stress  are  taught 
as  well  as  the  general  principles  of  public  speaking  and  elocution.  Three 
hours  of  literature,  two  hours  of  Expression  per  week.    180  periods. 

English  III.  Oral  and  written  composition.  Review  of  composition 
and  grammatical  sentences.  Text — Brewer's  Oral  Composition,  and  Wool- 
ley's  Handbook  of  Composition.  Thorough  drill  in  parliamentary  usages 
in  connection  with  oral  composition.  Aim:  a  simple,  direct  style  in 
written  and  oral  expression.    180  periods. 

English  IV.  During  the  first  semester  two  hours  a  week  are  de- 
voted to  argumentation  and  debating.  The  other  periods  are  spent  in  the 
study  of  English  literature.  Long,  Outlines  of  English  Literature,  serves 
as  a  textbook,  while  Newcomer-Andrews,  Twelve  Centuries  of  English 
Poetry  and  Prose  is  used  as  a  book  of  selections.  The  classics  studied  in 
class  are  taken  from  College  Requirements  in  English.  A  number  of  es- 
says and  reports  on  assigned  readings  are  required.  Individual  confer- 
ences with  the  instructor.    180  periods. 

HISTORY  AND  CIVICS 

Ancient  and  Medieval  History.  A  survey  of  the  achievements  of  the 
oriental,  Greek,  and  Roman  peoples  and  of  the  later  European  develop- 
ment to  the  eighteenth  century.    Text:    Robinson  and  Breasted,  History 

of  Europe,  Ancient  and  Medieval.    180  periods. 

Modern  History.  Social,  economic,  industrial,  and  political  life  of 
Europe  from  the  early  eighteenth  century  to  the  present  time.  Text: 
Robinson  and  Beard,  History  of  Europe,  Our  Own  Times.    180  periods. 
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American  History.  A  study  of  those  political,  social,  and  economic 
factors  in  our  national  development  which  are  vital  from  the  standpoint 
of  today.   Text:    Muzzey,  American  History.   90  periods. 

Civics.  Advanced  course.  A  general  course  on  the  development  and 
structure  of  the  local,  state,  and  national  governments,  the  organization 
and  principles  of  political  parties,  and  present  day  problems  of  the  United 
States  at  home  and  as  a  world  power.  Text:  Woodburn  and  Moran,  The 
Citizen  and  the  Republic.    90  periods. 

South  Dakota  History.  A  short  course  in  South  Dakota  History  is 
given  to  meet  the  requirements  for  certification  in  South  Dakota.  John- 
son's South  Dakota  History  is  used  as  text.   Second  semester.    18  periods. 

Civics.  Elementary  course.  In  this  course  a  study  is  made  of  the 
essential  elements  in  the  National  Government;  special  emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  development  of  the  constitution,  government,  and  institutions  of 
South  Dakota.  Johnson's  State  and  Nation  and  Dole's  New  American 
Citizen  are  used  as  texts.    72  periods. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

This  department  has  large  and  well  equipped  laboratories.  The  Do- 
mestic Art  laboratory  consists  of  two  well  lighted  rooms,  equipped  with 
tables  for  cutting,  sewing  machines,  etc.  The  Domestic  Science  laboratory 
is  large  and  is  supplied  with  all  necessary  equipment.  It  has  in  connec- 
tion a  dining  room  where  students  get  practice  in  table  service.  In  con- 
nection with  the  work  in  the  courses  several  excursions  are  made  to  the 
city  meat  markets,  bakeries,  etc. 

1.    REGULAR  COURSES. 

Domestic  Art  I.  This  course  makes  a  study  of  the  fundamentals  of 
sewing;  namely,  the  various  stitches  and  seams  and  their  application  to 
simple  garments.  The  care  and  use  of  the  sewing  machine,  and  the  use 
of  the  commercial  pattern.  Blair's  Practical  Course  of  Graded  Sewing 
Texts  is  used.    180  periods. 

Domestic  Art  II.  The  course  consists  of  a  study  of  advanced  prob- 
lems in  the  use  of  the  commercial  pattern  in  making  cotton,  woolen  and 
silk  garments.  Also  a  study  of  materials  used  in  regard  to  choice,  use 
and  care,  detection  of  adulterations,  the  manufacture  of  fabrics,  and  a 
study  of  the  conditions  under  which  they  are  produced.  Prerequisite: 
Domestic  Art  I.    180  periods. 

Domestic  Science  I.  This  course  takes  up  the  composition,  the  nutri- 
tive value  of  foods,  and  their  digestion,  and  the  cooking  processes.  Also 
the  planning  of  menus  according  to  dietary  standards  and  preparing  and 
serving  them.  Prerequisite:  Physiology.  Text:  Greer's  Book  of  Cook- 
ing. Two  single  and  three  double  periods  per  week.  First  and  second 
semester.    180  periods. 

Domestic  Science  II.  A  study  of  the  diet  for  children,  of  planning, 
preparing  and  serving  school  lunches.  Comparison  of  the  different  meth- 
ods of  the  preparation  of  foods.  Experimentation  in  the  different  meth- 
ods. A  special  study  of  the  requirements  of  the  individual  in  health  and 
in  disease.  Dietaries  planned  and  prepared  for  the  family  group.  Pre- 
requisites: Domestic  Science  I  and  Physiology.  Two  single  and  three 
double  periods  per  week.    180  periods. 

Dietetics.  This  course  takes  up  the  essentials  of  an  adequate  diet 
and  the  nutritive  properties  of  common  food  materials  with  special  refer- 
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ence  to  limitations  of  cost.  Infant  feeding  and  the  diet  of  the  sick  are 
thoroughly  studied.  The  estimation  of  food  values  and  the  preparation 
and  service  of  dietaries  constitute  the  laboratory  course. 

2.    SHORT  COURSES 

Domestic  Art  A.  The  study  of  constructive  stitches;  the  use  and 
care  of  the  sewing  machine;  mending,  patching,  etc.;  the  making  of  sim- 
ple garments.    90  periods. 

Domestic  Art  B.  The  continuation  of  course  A.  The  course  takes 
up  the  making  of  simple  garments,  the  study  of  materials,  and  tests  to 
enable  one  to  understand  the  buying  of  materials.  Also  the  hygiene  of 
clothing.    90  periods. 

Domestic  Science  A.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  funda- 
mental knowledge  of  the  general  principles  and  processes  involved  in 
the  preparation  of  food.  Food  composition  and  combinations  are  studied 
in  connection  with  an  introduction  to  the  preparation,  planning  and  serv- 
ing of  meals.    90  periods. 

Domestic  Science  B.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Domestic  Sci- 
ence A.  It  takes  up  the  more  complicated  processes  of  cookery.  Market- 
ing and  household  accounts  are  studied  in  connection  with  table  service. 
The  cours'e  also  includes  planning,  preparing,  and  serving  meals.  90 
periods. 

Sanitation  and  Hygiene.  A  general  study  of  hygiene  of  the  person, 
clothing  and  surroundings.    Two  recitations  per  week. 

LANGUAGE  COURSES 

The  High  School  department  offers  an  especially  good  series  of 
courses  in  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages.  Students  who  have  not  taken 
a  language  course  before  the  senior  year,  may  elect  beginning  courses  in 
Latin,  Greek,  Norse,  French,  Spanish,  subject  to  the  rules. 

1.  LATIN 

Beginners'  Latin.  Careful  attention  is  given  to  the  thorough  mastery 
of  the  simpler  forms  and  the  rules  of  syntax  as  preparation  for  the  read- 
ing of  continuous  prose;  daily  oral  and  written  drill.  The  connection  be- 
tween Latin  words  and  their  English  derivatives  is  constantly  emphasized 
and  illustrated  from  the  lessons.  A  standard  test  is  completed  and  sup- 
plementary work  is  added.    180  periods. 

Caesar.  Four  books  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  studied  during  the 
year.  Translation  into  idiomatic  English  is  insisted  upon.  Daily  review 
of  grammatical  forms  and  rules  of  syntax  through  parsing  and  analysis. 
One  period  per  week  is  given  to  written  composition.    180  periods. 

Cicero.  Six  orations,  In  Catilinam  I-IV,  De  Imperio  and  Pro  Archia 
or  equivalents,  are  read  and  studied;  grammar  and  composition  one  period 
per  week;  a  study  is  made  of  the  social  and  political  conditions  in  the 
Roman  Republic  in  its  later  period.   180  periods. 

Virgil.  Six  books  of  the  Aeneid,  systematic  vocabulary  work;  a  study 
of  the  elements  of  Latin  prosody  and  of  classical  Mythology  and  Antiqui- 
ties; grammar  and  composition,  one  period  per  week.    180  hours. 

II.  GREEK 

Beginners'  Greek.  Students  in  the  Senior  year  may  elect  this  course 
with  the  consent  of  the  teacher  and  registrar.  The  statement  of  work  is 
found  on  page  25  in  this  catalog. 
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III.  GERMAN 

German  I.  A  year  course  giving  the  foundations  for  the  continued 
study  of  German.  The  first  semester  is  devoted  to  a  correct  pronunciation, 
sight  reading,  oral  drill  and  grammatical  forms.  The  second  semester 
completes  the  grammar,  but  an  additional  amount  of  translation  and 
simple  composition  is  required.  The  German  Conversation  Method  is 
emphasized  throughout  the  course.  Text:  Spanhoofd's  Elements.  180 
periods. 

German  II.  This  course  introduces  the  student  to  the  field  of  German 
Literature.  Some  of  the  simpler  German  stories,  viz:  Immensee,  Soil  Und 
Haben,  Anfang  und  Ende,  In  St.  Jurgen,  Der  Zerbrochene  Krug,  will  be 
read  and  translated  in  class.  One  hour  per  week  devoted  to  grammar 
review,  and  compositions  based  upon  the  texts  read  are  required.  The 
German  language  will  form  the  basis  for  instruction  as  far  as  practicable. 
180  periods. 

IV.  NORSE 

Norse  I.  Maren  Michelet,  First  year  Norse,  and  supplementary  read- 
ing as  needed.  Vocabulary,  pronunciation,  orthography,  grammar,  with 
requisite  exercises.  First  or  third  year  High  School  and  third  year  Nor- 
mal.   180  periods. 

Norse  II.  Holvik,  Second  Book  in  Norse,  and  supplementary  reading 
as  needed.  First  year's  work  continued,  intelligent  reading  stressed, 
original  compositions.  Second  or  fourth  year  High  School  and  fourth 
year  Normal.    180  periods. 

MATHEMATICS 

Elementary  Algebra.  Time  is  divided  between  the  mechanical  pro- 
cesses and  analysis.  Skill  based  on  insight.  Generalization,  the  ability 
to  recognize  familiar  facts  in  new  torms  as  well  as  the  power  to  discover 
similar  elements  Tn  different  combinations  is  one  of  the  objects  sought. 
Besides  the  elementary  operations  and  fraction,  equations,  graphical  rep- 
resentation, powers,  roots  and  radicals  are  studied.  Abundant  problems 
and  applications  accompany  every  topic.  Text:  Hawkes,  Luby  and  Touton. 
180  periods. 

Higher  Algebra.  The  first  part  of  this  course  serves  as  a  review  of 
the  fundamental  operations  of  elementary  algebra.  The  more  advanced 
principles  follow  with  drill  in  quadratic  equations,  theory  of  exponents, 
radicals,  logarithms,  progressions,  the  binomial  theorem,  ratio,  propor- 
tion, permutations,  and  combinations.  Wells  and  Hart's  Second  Course 
in  Algebra  is  used.    90  periods. 

Plane  Geometry.  Wentworth  and  Smith's  Plane  Geometry,  including 
original  exercises,  completed.    180  hours. 

Solid  Geometry.  This  course  aims  to  give  a  thorough  drill  in  the  fun- 
damental propositions  involving  lines  and  planes,  dihedral  and  polyhedral 
angles,  polyhedrons,  cylinders,  cones,  and  spheres,  as  well  as  their  applica- 
tion in  original  exercises  and  problems.  Wentworth  and  Smith's  Solid 
Geometry  is  used.    90  periods. 

Arithmetic.  A  general  course  in  arithmetic,  reviewing  the  entire  field 
and  closing  with  some  advanced  work  in  arithmetic  or  elementary  alge- 
braic problems.  Text:  Complete  Arithmetic,  Wentworth  and  Smith.  180 
periods. 

Arithmetic  Review — Intermediate  and  Normal  Courses.  (See  Pro- 
fessional Reviews.) 

Commercial  Arithmetic — Academic  Business.  3rd  year.  (See  Com- 
mercial Department.) 
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MUSIC 

Credit  will  be  granted  in  the  Normal  and  High  School  Courses  for 
music  as  follows: 

A  maximum  of  one-half  unit  will  be  allowed  for  two  years  member- 
ship in  the  band  or  the  choir. 

A  maximum  of  one  unit  and  a  minimum  of  one-half  unit  will  be  al- 
lowed in  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  for  the  High  School  diploma. 

A  one-half  unit  will  be  given  for  the  course  in  the  Rudiments  of 
Music  as  follows: 

Music — Rudiments.  Notes,  rests,  clefs,  bars,  measures,  signatures, 
writing  major  and  minor  scales,  rhythm,  sight  reading,  and  practical  drill 
in  singing.    First  semester.    90  periods. 

NATURAL  SCIENCE 

Physiography.  In  this  class  the  earth  as  a  planet  and  its  relation  to 
other  heavenly  bodies  are  studied.  The  atmosphere,  the  land,  and  the 
water,  their  constitution,  qualities  and  relations  are  ascertained.  Through- 
out the  course  the  earth  is  thought  of  as  the  home  of  man,  and  the  ad- 
vantages that  the  various  conditions  offer  to  mankind  are  constantly 
noted.  Some  attention  is  given  to  industrial  geography,  including  causes, 
distribution,  and  importance  of  the  products  of  our  chief  industries.  Text: 
Salisbury,  Barrows  and  Tower.    First  semester,  90  hours. 

Agriculture.  A  study  of  the  principles  of  farm  crops  and  special 
work  on  the  principal  farm  plants,  soils,  and  animal  husbandry.  Labora- 
tory work  and  notebook.  At  least  sixty  experiments.  Text:  Water's 
Essentials  of  Agriculture.    Second  semester,  90  periods. 

Zoology.  An  elementary  course  in  zoology  is  given  in  the  second 
year  as  introductory  subject  to  the  study  of  physiology  and  hygiene.  Ani- 
mal organisms  are  studied  with  respect  to  economic  importance  and  struc- 
ture. The  functions  of  food  taking,  digestion,  circulation,  respiration,  ex- 
cretion, locomotion,  nervous  control,  and  sense  organs  will  receive  special 
attention.    First  semester.    90  periods. 

Botany.  The  text  is  illustrated  by  experiments;  the  gross  microscopic 
study  of  buds,  stems,  leaves,  and  typical  representatives  of  bacteria,  slime 
moulds,  algae,  fungi,  mosses  and  ferns;  modified  parts,  dispersion  of  fruits 
and  seeds.  Botanical  excursions,  analysis,  description  and  mounting  of 
30  flowering  plants  constitute  part  of  the  work.  Three  recitations  and 
two  double  laboratory  periods  a  week.    Bergen-Caldwell.    180  periods. 

Physiology.  One  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  Physiology  and 
Hygiene,  special  attention  being  paid  to  flies,  mosquitoes,  parasitic  ani- 
mals and  bacteria.  Second  semester.  Text:  Overton's  Physiology.  90 
periods. 

Physics.  Text:  Practical  Physics,  Millikan  and  Gale.  A  year's 
course  consisting  of  four  recitations  per  week  on  the  subjects  of  mechan- 
ics, heat,  light,  sound,  electricity,  and  magnetism  with  lecture  room  dem- 
onstrations to  illustrate  the  principles  involved.  Each  student  performs 
and  records  fifty  laboratory  experiments  during  the  year.  The  application 
of  the  principles  of  physics  in  practical  problems  as  well  as  investigation 
are  emphasized.    180  periods. 

Chemistry.  A  general  study  of  the  field  of  inorganic  chemistry  with 
the  stress  being  laid  upon  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  both 
elements  and  compounds.  The  practical  side  of  chemistry  will  be  empha- 
sized more  fully  than  the  theoretical.    The  course  includes  three  hours  of 
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lecture  and  recitation  and  four  hours  of  laboratory  work.  Open  to  seniors 
in  the  academy  only.    First  and  second  semester. 

Political  Geography.  Geographical  facts  will  be  taught  from  the 
standpoint  of  response  of  man  to  environment  and  causes  and  effects. 
Making  of  various  maps,  and  geographical  industrial  work  relative  to  the 
elementary  school  work  will  be  part  of  the  work  in  methods.  First 
semester,  90  hours. 

Commercial  Geography.  A  semester  course  divided  into  three  parts. 
The  first  part  treats  of  the  principal  industries  of  the  U.  S.  and  their 
geographic  location.  Part  two  gives  a  survey  of  the  industries  of  all  of 
the  foreign  countries,  and  part  three  summarizes  world  commerce  in 
general.  The  relation  of  physical  features,  climate,  and  natural  resources 
is  especially  emphasized.  A  commercial  map  of  the  world  locating  the 
various  industries  and  showing  the  principal  trade  routes  required  of 
each  student.    Text:  J.  R.  Smith,  Commerce  and  Industry.    90  periods. 

THE  VOCATIONAL 

Vocationalism  is  a  watchword  of  the  time.  Our  institution  offers 
work  of  a  vocational  nature,  as  may  be  seen  by  consulting  the  courses 
and  outline  of  work  with  reference  to  Home  Economics,  Commercial  Sub- 
jects, Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music,  as  well  as  the  work  of  the  Normal 
Department.  All  our  courses  are  planned  with  a  view  to  fitting  the 
student  for  practical  service  in  the  career  or  profession  he  may  choose. 

The  following  courses  are  especially  offered  in  co-operation  with 
Sioux  Falls  Hospital  by  mutual  interchange. 

Anatomy,  Physiology,  Nursing,  Public  Health 
Anatomy  and  Physiology 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  some  knowledge  of 
the  structure  and  functions  of  the  human  body.  This  is  a  prerequisite 
to  Elementary  Nursing  and  First  Aid.    32  hours.

SHORT  TERM  WINTER  COURSE 

A  Short  Course  is  offered  beginning  in  November  and  continuing  for 
18  weeks.  The  work  is  so  adapted  that  the  student  can  complete  a  semes- 
ter's record.  All  subjects  in  the  Commercial  Department,  as  well  as  in 
other  departments  such  as  the  student  can  take  will  be  open  to  him.  Ar- 
rangements are  made  through  the  registrar.  Inquiries  by  correspondence 
are  welcome  at  the  office.  The  courses  of  study  open  are  the  Preparatory, 
Commercial  and  Stenography  courses,  as  well  as*  work  in  the  High  School 
and  Music  Department. 


STATEMENT  OF  THE  WORK 

Bookkeeping  and  Principles  of  Accounting.  This  course  is  adapted 
primarily  to  the  demands  of  general  business  and  is  a  preparatory  course 
for  students  who  propose  to  specialize  in  accountancy.  It  involves  the 
theory  of  debits  and  credits,  preparation  of  trial  balances,  financial  state- 
ments, and  opening  and  closing  of  double-entry  books.  The  principles  of 
double-entry  bookkeeping  are  explained  by  special  problems  illustrating 
the  methods  of  accounting  in  different  types  of  business.  Practical  sets 
of  transactions  are  used  to  illustrate  the  principles  brought  out  in  the 
course.  These  transactions  are  carried  through  the  different  books  of 
entry  and  their  results  shown  in  the  financial  statement. 

Accounting  Practice  and  Modern  Banking.  This  course  is  a  contin- 
uation of  course  1.  It  is  a  study  of  the  accounts  used  in  various  kinds 
of  business  and  the  principles  underlying  them.  Preparation  and  analysis 
of  business  and  financial  statements,  valuation  of  fixed  and  current  assets, 
inventory  procedure,  classification  of  assets  and  liabilities,  depreciation, 
contingent  liabilities,  and  consignment  and  agency  accounts  are  given 
special  attention.  This  is  followed  by  a  course  in  Banking  where  the 
student  will  become  familiar  with  modern  methods  of  Banking. 

Business  Forms.  An  elective  for  the  various  courses  in  Commerce. 
The  object  of  the  course  is  to  train  the  student  in  the  use  of  ordinary 
business  paper  preparatory  to  taking  up  the  study  of  Bookkeeping.   It  also 
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has  the  additional  feature  of  acquainting  the  student  with  the  essential 
elements  found  in  other  Commercial  courses.  Among  the  subjects  treated 
are:  Money  and  Credit,  Banking,  Insurance,  Property  and  Investments. 
Five  hours  per  week  for  one  semester. 

Commercial  Geography.  A  semester  course  divided  into  three  parts. 
The  first  part  treats  of  the  principal  industries  of  the  U.  S.  and  their 
geographic  location.  Part  two  gives  a  survey  of  the  industries  of  all  of 
the  foreign  countries,  and  part  three  summarizes  world  commerce  in 
general.  The  relation  of  physical  features,  climate,  and  natural  resources 
is  especially  emphasized.  A  commercial  map  of  the  world  locating  the 
various  industries  and  showing  the  principal  trade  routes  required  of  each 
student. 

Penmanship.  Daily  lessons  in  penmanship  are  given  in  order  that 
students  may  focus  their  undivided  attention  a  few  minutes  every  day 
upon  the  principles  involved  in  the  beginning,  intermediate,  and  advanced 
stages,  embracing  correct  posture,  muscular  relaxation,  the  development 
of  motive  power,  correct  penholding,  and  specific  movement  application. 
Normal  students  are  required  to  learn  the  pedagogy  of  the  subject. 

Stenography.  In  the  One  Year  Course,  Shorthand  I  and  II  and  Type- 
writing are  completed  in  one  year. 

Shorthand  I.  The  first  year  of  this  course  covers  the  theory  of  short- 
hand; dictation  of  simple  business  letters  developing  facility  in  handling 
writing  materials;  drills  on  principles,  characters  and  word-signs.  Gregg 
Shorthand  is  taught,  and  the  Gregg  Writer  is  used  for  reading.  Nothing 
but  the  very  best  work  is  accepted. 

Shorthand  II.    Speed  Practice  and  Office  Training. 

Second  year.  Office  Training  for  Stenographers  by  Rupert  P.  Sorelle 
is  used  as  the  basis  of  this  course.  Practical  exercises  are  given  and  actual 
work  is  done,  such  as  getting  out  letters  from  dictation,  manifolding,  using 
the  multigraph,  the  mimeograph,  mailing  catalogs,  etc. 

Typewriting.  Graded  exercises  are  given  to  learn  the  machine  by 
the  touch  method,  care  of  the  machine,  correspondence  and  legal  forms, 
manifolding  and  mimeographing,  billing  and  tabulating.  There  are  three 
divisions  of  the  work;  lesson  assignments  based  on  Rational  Typewriting ; 
theory,  knowledge  of  the  machine,  that  is,  how  to  use  it  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage, and  a  thorough  familiarity  with  all  its  parts  and  their  uses,  and 
of  correspondence  forms  and  all  other  business  forms.  Speed:  For  the 
first  year  30  to  40  words  per  minute  on  new  matter  for  ten  minutes;  for 
the  second  year  net  55  to  65  words  per  minute  on  new  matter  for  ten 
minutes. 

Commercial  Arithmetic.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the 
commercial  student  with  modern  business  methods  in  the  solution  of  arith- 
metical problems.  A  survey  of  the  ordinary  subjects  in  arithmetic  as 
fractions,  decimals,  percentage,  interest,  partial  payments,  bank  discount, 
insurance,  commission  and  brokerage,  bills  and  invoices,  etc.,  are  taken. 
Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  accuracy  as  well  as  rapidity  in  the  solu- 
tion of  any  problem.  Part  of  each  daily  recitation  given  to  mental  work. 
90  periods. 

Commercial  Law.  The  course  in  Commercial  Law  is  designed  to  meet 
the  needs  of  secondary  students  in  Commerce.  It  is  an  elementary  treatise 
involving  the  fundamental  legal  principles  of  ordinary  business  transac- 
tions. It  covers  the  subjects  of  contracts,  negotiable  instruments,  guar- 
anty-ship and  surety-ship,  interest  and  usury,  sale  of  personal  property, 
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bailment,  agency,  partnership,  corporations,  joint  stock  companies,  insur- 
ance, and  real  estate.    90  periods. 

Completion  of  Courses 

A  definite  statement  cannot  be  made  as  to  how  long  it  will  take  a 
student  to  complete  courses  that  are  strictly  commercial.  Every  effort 
is  made  by  the  teachers  to  advance  the  student  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
Students  who  have  completed  the  standard  High  School  course  may  be 
able  to  finish  a  stenography  or  a  bookkeeping  course  in  one  year.  High 
School  graduates  will  be  granted  a  diploma  on  the  completion  of  the 
work,  irrespective  of  time.

The  ennobling  influence  of  good  music  is  increasingly  recognized.  The 
subject  is  therefore  given  a  large  place  in  modern  education.  There  is  a 
growing  demand  for  teachers  of  music,  both  in  the  public  schools  and 
in  church  schools.  As  the  consolidated  school  little  by  little  takes  the 
place  of  the  one-room  rural  school  this  demand  will  increase. 

Our  churches  also  are  greatly  in  need  of  musical  leaders,  both  as 
organists  and  as  choir  directors.  Most  congregations  have  material  for 
good  choirs  if  capable  leaders  were  available.  The  growth  of  choral  unions 
emphasizes  this  side  of  parish  life. 

Augustana  College  and  Normal  School  in  realization  of  these  needs 
is  offering  courses  in  music  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Music  degree  and  to 
a  diploma  in  Public  School  Music.  A  Teacher's  Certificate  will  be  granted 
upon  the  completion  of  two  years  of  work  in  the  course  for  the  Bachelor 
of  Music  degree.  Candidates  for  a  certificate  or  a  diploma  must  have  com- 
pleted eleven  high  school  units,  none  of  which  may  be  musical  subjects. 

Students  not  enrolled  in  the  Music  Department  may  also  register  for 
private  lessons  in  instrumental  or  vocal  music. 
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Department  Studios 

Augustana  School  of  Music  has  its  studios  located  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  "Old  Main."  The  office  of  the  Dean  and  music  recitation 
rooms  are  well  ventilated  and  cheerful  rooms  adjacent  to  the  College 
Chapel,  in  which  are  the  Pipe  Organ  and  the  Piano  Grand.  In  the  Chapel 
Chorus  rehearsals  are  held.  In  addition  there  are  commodious  rooms  for 
voice  and  piano  teaching  on  the  first  floor  of  the  "Old  Main,"  and  in  the 
Ladies'  Hall.  The  institution  is  well  equipped  with  practice  rooms.  For 
the  coming  season  additional  practice  pianos  will  be  bought.

Prelude  and  Fugue  in  C  minor,  Bach;  Prelude  and  Fugue  in  B  minor, 
Bach;  Sonata  III,  Guilmant;  transposition,  modulation  and  accompani- 
ment; selected  pieces. 

Third  Year.  Pedal  Technic,  Nelson;  Selected  pieces  from  the  works 
of  Bach  such  as,  Toccata  and  Fugue  in  D  minor,  and  Prelude  and  Fugue 
in  D  major;  Sonatas  by  Mendelssohn,  Guilmant;  selected  pieces. 

Fourth  Year.  Sonatas  by  Mendelssohn,  Guilmant,  Yon;  the  greater 
works  of  Bach  such  as,  Fantasia  and  Fugue  in  G  minor;  selected  pieces 
of  advanced  difficulty. 

It  is  our  aim  in  this  course  to  especially  emphasize  the  features  that 
develop  a  good  church  organist  and  at  the  same  time  lay  a  good  founda- 
tion for  those  who  wish  to  go  on  with  the  study.  Therefore  Lutheran 
Hymnology  and  Liturgy  and  appropriate  music  for  preludes  and  postludes 
are  thoroughly  studied. 

Every  student  will  be  required  to  play  a  good  deal  of  Bach's?  Preludes, 
Fugues,  etc.,  in  both  the  larger  and  smaller  forms.  This  enables  one  to 
gain  a  dignified  style  and  technical  ability  and  poise  which  is  so  essential 
in  church  service. 

The  student  taking  organ  should  have  at  least  a  fair  knowledge  of 
piano  technique  and  be  able  to  read  music  at  sight. 

The  chapel  is  equipped  with  a  two  manual,  tubular  pneumatic  organ 
of  eleven  s'peaking  stops.

70;  Clem- 
enti, Gradus  and  Parnassum;  Sonatas  and  concertos  by  classic,  romantic 
and  modern  composers;  Well  Tempered  Clarichord,  Bach;  Standard  pieces 
of  advanced  difficulty  to  be  memorized. 
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Preparatory  Course 

Students  inadequately  prepared  for  entering  the  college  course  in 
music  will  be  required  to  take  up  work  of  grade  equivalent  to  that  found 
in  the  list  appended  below:

DESCRIPTION  OF  WORK

Connection  of  triads  in  their  fundamental  position 
in  major  and  minor,  inversion  of  triads,  the  dominant  seventh  chord  and 
its  inversions,  secondary  triads  in  major  and  minor  with  their  inversions, 
the  dominant  major  ninth  chord  and  its  inversions,  dominant  ninth  in 
minor,  the  diminished  seventh  chord  and  its  inversions,  modulations.  Har- 
monizing given  melodies  in  soprano  and  bass.

5,  6.  Music  History.  A  general  survey  of  the  great  movements  in  the 
development  of  the  art  of  music  is  given,  from  the  time  of  primitive  man 
to  the  present  day. 

First  and  s'econd  semester,  2  hours  each. 

7,  8.  Advanced  Harmony.  Secondary  seventh  chords  and  their  inver- 
sions in  major  and  minor,  chromatic  passing  tones,x  augmented  sixth  and 
six-five  chord,  doubly  augmented  fourth  chord,  Neapolitan  s'ixth,  altered 
chords  with  a  diminished  third,  enharmonic  changes,  irregular  resolution 
of  dominant  and  diminished  seventh  chords,  modulations,  suspensions, 
retardations,  appoggiaturas,  anticipations,  etc.  Harmonizing  the  chro- 
matic scale  and  given  melodies  in  soprano,  alto,  tenor,  or  bass. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

9,  10.  Counterpoint.  Writing  in  the  five  species  in  two,  three,  and 
four  parts.

13,  14.  Form  and  Analysis.  Analysis  of  song,  dance,  rondo,  and 
sonata  forms. 

First  and  second  semester,  2  hours  each. 

15,  16.  Advanced  Composition.  Vocal  and  instrumental  compositions 
in  the  different  musical  forms.

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PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC 

This  course  is  designed  to  fit  the  candidate  not  only  for  a  position  as 
Supervisor  of  Music  in  grades  and  high  schools,  but  also  to  take  a  leading 
part  in  community  musical  activities. 

A  candidate  for  a  diploma  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  approved  four- 
year  high  school  or  academy.

The  course  as  outlined  will  include  the  following:  Purpose  of  Public 
School  Music;  Problems  and  Methods  in  the  primary,  intermediate,  and 
grammar  grades;  rote  songs  and  how  to  teach  them;  the  child  voice; 
monotones;  from  the  song  to  notation;  how  to  conduct  a  class  lesson  in 
public  school  music;  sight  reading;  tone  thinking;  rhythm;  beating  time; 
individual  singing;  how  to  test  and  classify  voices  in  the  upper  grades 
and  high  school;  musical  appreciation  in  the  grades;  the  place  of  the 
supervisor  in  the  school  and  in  the  community;  organizing  and  conducting 
the  high  school  chorus;  music  suitable  for  all  occasions;  high  school  or- 
chestras and  glee  clubs;  harmony  and  musical  appreciation  courses  in  the 
high  school;  high  school  credit  for  outside  study  of  music  under  private 
teachers. 

The  demand  for  competent  teachers  and  supervisors  of  public  school 
music  is  constantly  growing.  Recognition  of  the  importance  of  laying  a 
thorough  musical  foundation  in  the  grades  has  resulted  in  a  call  for  higher 
ability  in  the  teachers  of  music  in  the  grade  schools.  Music  in  the  high 
schools  is  rapidly  taking  a  place  of  equal  importance  with  the  other 
branches  of  high  school  work,  and  teachers  who  are  competent  to  conduct 
high  school  choruses  and  orchestras,  as  well  as  to  give  instruction  in  har- 
mony and  musical  appreciation,  are  being  sought.  Furthermore,  the 
teachers  of  public  school  music  are  exerting  an  ever  widening  influence 
upon  the  musical  life  of  the  entire  community.  In  many  places  the  music 
teacher  is  now  recognized  as  the  leader  of  civic  music  rather  than  merely 
the  teacher  of  music  for  the  school  children.    The  growing  importance 
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of  music  in  school  and  community  life,  and  the  increasing  demands  upon 
the  teachers  in  this  field  of  work,  make  necessary  a  thorough  preparation 
on  the  part  of  those  who  would  develop  the  highest  capacity  for  service. 

Before  graduation,  students  must  show  a  certain  proficiency  in  singing 
and  in  playing  the  piano.  A  minimum  standard  of  attainment  must  be 
met  in  both  these  branches,  while  in  one  of  them  the  student  must  give 
evidence  of  reasonable  ability  as  a  performer. 

Voice 

The  most  important  period  in  the  education  of  a  singer  is  the  first 
year,  when  the  fundamental  principle  of  the  use  of  the  voice  must  be  mas- 
tered. Without  a  correct  foundation  to  build  on  years  may  be  wasted  later 
in  life  in  order  to  acquire  what  should  be  the  starting  point;  and  in 
many  cases  a  fine  voice  is  utterly  ruined  by  reason  of  having  no  founda- 
tion to  build  on. 

First  Year  is  devoted  to  tone  placement  and  vocal  exercises,  breathing 
exercises,  and  study  of  the  anatomy  of  the  vocal  instrument.  Concone's 
vocalizes  are  used.    Songs  as  assigned  by  the  teacher. 

Second  Year.  Breathing  and  vocal  exercises  continued,  together  with 
songs  adapted  to  the  need  of  the  student.  Development  of  tonal  coloring; 
special  attention  to  pitch,  intonation  enunciation.  Concone's  Liitpur's 
vocalizes  are  used.    Songs  as  selected  by  tho  teacher. 

Third  Year.  Study  of  phrasing  (verbal  and  musical),  artistic  style, 
diction,  and  development  of  ability  to  color  voice  according  to  sentiment 
expressed  in  music.  Song  material  selected  from  best  composers  of  the 
different  styles:    Romances,  Oratorios,  Operas.

A  complete  course  of  instruction  in  violin  will  be  supplied  to  students 
who  may  desire  training  upon  this  instrument.  Future  announcements 
will  give  the  name  of  the  teacher  and  an  account  of  the  work  offered. 


Scholarships 

The  student  who  ranks  highest  in  the  graduating  class  of  any  acad- 
emy or  high  school  will  receive  a  scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $50.00  to 
apply  on  tuition  for  the  first  year.  Such  a  student,  wishing  to  apply  this 
scholarship  in  the  Music  Department,  should,  however,  satisfy  the  Dean 
of  the  Department  as  to  his  previous  training  or  musical  aptitude. 
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Sioux  Falls  a  Musical  Center 

It  is  only  stating  a  well  known  fact  to  say  that  Sioux  Falls  is  the 
musical  center  for  South  Dakota  and  large  parts  of  neighboring  states. 
One  might  go  much  farther  and  say  that  most  cities  twice  as  large  as 
Sioux  Falls  do  not  offer  the  same  opportunities  for  hearing  the  great 
musical  artists  of  our  time. 

There  have  been  several  concerts  under  the  auspices  of  the  college, 
such  as  the  organ  recital  by  Carl  R.  Youngdahl,  a  mixed  faculty  recital, 
vocal  and  piano  recital  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carsten  Woll,  Augustana  College 
Choir  concert,  and  the  May  Festival  concert  by  the  newly  organized 
Augustana  Choral  Union  when  the  cantata  "Bethany"  by  Dr.  Wm.  Rhys- 
Herbert  was  sung,  assisted  by  the  renowned  artists,  Ricardo  Martin, 
Tenor,  and  Norman  Granville,  Baritone. 

On  Mrs.  Will  H.  Booth's  artist  course  there  have  appeared  six  cele- 
brated artists  of  world  fame. 

To  this  may  be  added  that  the  city  maintains  a  municipal  band,  which 
gives  free  concerts  every  other  Sunday  afternoon  during  the  winter.  Also 
that  several  of  our  churches,  among  them  our  own  Lutheran,  have  good 
choirs  that  present  sacred  cantatas  and  other  sacred  music  of  high  class. 

EXPENSES 

Students  in  the  school  of  music  pay  tuition  at  the  rate  of  $3.00  per 
semester  credit  hour  for  theory  of  music  and  academic  work  taken  in  the 
regular  college.    The  maximum  tuition  charged  will  be  $30.00. 

No  student  will  be  enrolled  for  less  than  one  semester  and  must  pay 
for  the  entire  semester  if  the  work  is  dropped  or  if  the  student  leaves 
before  the  close  of  the  semester. 

Pupils  entering  during  the  semester  will  pay  for  the  unexpired 
part  only,  but  no  reduction  is  made  for  the  first  two  weeks  of  a  semester.

No  deduction  in  fees  will  be  made  for  absences  from  lessons,  except 
on  account  of  illness  of  more  than  two  weeks'  duration. 

Under  no  circumstances  will  a  lesson  be  made  up  unless  the  student 
makes  arrangement  beforehand  with  the  teachers.  Regular  lessons  which 
fall  on  legal  holidays  may  be  made  up.
